Baltimore  will  host  this  grand  event,  in  connection  with 
the  ever  popular  and  eminently  successful  Baltimore  Coin 
and  Currency  Convention .  The  coin  show  and  lot  viewing  for 
our  sale  will  be  held  in  the  Baltimore  Convention  Center — 
a  beautiful  facility  that  next  summer  will  host  the  American 
Numismatic  Association’s  annual  convention  (and  another 
sale  by  Bowers  and  Merena  Galleries).  Baltimore  is  a  visitors’ 
delight,  what  with  many  fine  restaurants,  the  Inner  Harbor 
complex  of  shops  and  exhibits  (including  the  U.S.S.  Constel¬ 
lation  wooden  ship-of-the-line),  and  more. 

Most  of  the  auction  will  be  held  in  the  Baltimore  Marriott 
Inner  Harbor  Hotel,  110  South  Eutaw  Street  (telephone 
410-962-0202),  a  fine  accommodation  which  we  have  used 
and  enjoyed  on  many  occasions.  It  is  a  short  walk  from  the 
Convention  Center  and  is  a  great  venue.  Session  3  will  be 
held  in  the  Baltimore  Convention  Center  in  room  302. 


I  can’t  resist  mentioning  that  Baltimore’s  numismatic 
tradition  is  second  to  none.  In  the  city  Louis  E.  Eliasberg,  Sr., 
formed  the  only  complete  collection  of  United  States  coins — 
from  the  1793  half cent  to  the  1 933  $20 — ever  assembled.  T. 
1  larrison  Garrett  and  his  son,  Ambassador  John  Work  Garrett, 
of  Evergreen  House  (which  stands  today  on  North  Charles 
Street  and  is  owned  by  The  Johns  Hopkins  University),  built 
their  collection  here.  Waldo  C.  Newcomer,  a  grand  acquisi- 


tor  in  the  numismatic  scene,  but  a  man  whose  accomplish¬ 
ments  are  but  lightly  chronicled,  was  a  well-known  local 
banker.  Col.  Mendes  I.  Cohen,  of  1773  Virginia  halfpenny 
and  gold  Proof  set  fame,  was  a  Baltimorean,  as  was  Dr. 
George  Massamore,  well-known  19th-century  numismatic 
auctioneer.  For  a  period  of  decades  The  Numismatist  was 
edited  in  Baltimore  by  Frank  Duffield.  From  the  1940s 
onward,  George  and  Melvin  Fuld  were  front  row  center  in 
the  field  of  research  involving  Civil  War  tokens  and  other 
matters;  George,  who  lives  today,  is  truly  a  numismatic  great. 
More  names  could  be  added  to  this  illustrious  roster,  but  I 
will  go  on  to  other  aspects  of  the  sale. 

The  Russell  J.  Logan  Collection  is  showcased  in  the  pages 
to  follow,  an  incredible,  indeed  one-of-kind  cabinet  empha¬ 
sizing  the  Capped  Bust  silver  coinage  ol  the  general  era  1 807- 
1838,  but  with  many  other  delicacies  ofearlier  and  later  years. 
Russ  Logan  was  a  collector’s  collector — combining  the  dy¬ 
namics  of  acquisition  with  the  challenge  ol  study  and  the 
thrill  of  making  many  new  observations  and  discoveries.  Russ 
Logan,  the  man,  will  be  long  remembered,  and  his  rare  coins, 
as  offered  here,  will  be  lorever  treasured  by  new  generations 
of  custodians. 

The  Gilbert  G.  Steinberg  Collection  reveals  many  trea¬ 
sures  in  the  field  of  tokens  and  medals,  a  field  that  at  once 
delights,  challenges,  and  satisfies  those  who  explore  its  depth. 
Hard  Times  tokens  in  particular  come  to  the  fore.  It  is 
significant  to  state  that  Lyman  H.  Low,  who  in  the  late  19th 
century  was  one  of  the  few  numismatic  scholars  who  at  the 
same  time  was  a  dealer ,  largely  devoted  the  1 890s  to  the  study 
of  Hard  Times  tokens.  Later,  the  gauntlet  was  taken  up  by 
others.  I  still  remember  the  excitement  that  was  in  the  air  in 
the  mid-1950s  when  the  New  Netherlands  Coin  Co.  (John 
J.  Ford,  Jr.,  and  Charles  M.  Wormser)  offered  a  panorama  of 
such  coins — creating  an  unforgettable  scramble  by  bidders! 
In  recent  times  Russell  Rulau  has  published  much,  not  only 
on  Hard  Times  tokens,  but  on  related  disciplines,  between 
the  covers  of  his  Standard  Catalogue  of  U.S.  Tokens  1700- 
1900.  Gil  Steinberg  combined  the  eyes  of  a  connoisseur  with 
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a  great  deal  of  patience,  yielding  marvelous  results,  as  you  will 
see  in  the  pages  to  follow. 

The  John  Rowe  estate,  the  coins  of  the  man  familiarly 
known  in  numismatic  circles  as  “Jay  Roe,”  covers  many  United 
States  series.  With  other  consignors,  the  result  is  a  presentation 
that  will  entice  even  the  most  experienced  old-timer.  Indeed, 
the  cabinet  ofVermont  copper  cents  1785-1788  is  a  memo¬ 
rable  study  in  itself,  the  copper  cents  begin  with  multiple 
examples  of  1793  and  go  from  there,  and  the  gold  issues 
include  many  treasures — what  with  early  1795-1834  issues, 
many  simply  incredible  branch  mint  coins  (the  specialist  in 
Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  pieces  will  linger  long  with  the 
descriptions,  and  anyone  focusing  upon  San  Francisco  coins  of 
the  Coronet  style  will  want  to  mortgage  the  farm!),  many 
enticing  patterns,  and  more! 

Currency  comes  to  the  fore  in  the  last  session  ol  the  sale,  held 
on  Saturday  evening,  prefaced  with  what  we  hope  will  be  a  truly 
tasty  dinner  for  registered  bidders.  Paper  money  is  everlastingly 
popular,  but  as  is  the  case  with  Hard  Times  tokens,  Vermont 
coppers,  Sheldon  varieties  of  copper  cents,  and  Capped  Bust, 
Lettered  Edge  half  dollars  of  1 807-1836,  it  is  the  true  collector 
who  will  have  the  best  time!  There  are  some  “dream”  notes  that 
may  well  represent  once-in-a-lifetime  opportunities,  among 
many  others,  indeed  the  majority,  that  are  eminently  affordable. 

Numismatics  is  ever  changing,  and  just  about  any  numis¬ 
matist  worth  his  or  her  copy  of  the  Guide  Book  has  explored 
many  different  avenues  of  collecting.  Indeed,  this  has  been 
going  on  for  a  long  time.  It  may  come  as  a  surprise  for  you  to 
learn  that  Howard  R.  Newcomb,  whose  1944  book  on 
copper  cents  1816-1857  we  use  today,  complete  with 
“Newcomb  numbers,”  years  earlier  specialized  in  Morgan 
silver  dollars  (and  had  a  devil  ol  a  time  finding  an  1 884-CC, 
in  an  era  when  most  were  hidden  in  the  basement  ol  the 
Treasury  Building  in  Washington,  but  few  knew  that!).  To 
enjoy  collecting,  you  must  add  new  items  regularly.  This  is  a 
truism.  Perhaps  as  one  specialty  of  yours  is  going  into  the 
hard-to-find,  one-coin-at-a-time  phase,  you  might  want  to 
investigate  beginning  another.  Here  is  the  place  to  do  it! 

I  imagine  that  at  least  several  days  of  reading  awaits  you!  We 
have  endeavored  to  go  beyond  the  usual  and  to  add  a  generous 
measure  of  information  relating  to  die  varieties,  history,  and  more. 
Phis  has  been  the  effort  of  the  entire  Bowers  and  Merena  Galleries 
team  of  dedicated  numismatists,  credited  elsewhere  in  this  cata¬ 
logue.  What  a  pleasure  it  has  been  for  me  to  have  catalogued  many 
of  the  items  in  the  sale  and,  beyond  that,  to  have  reviewed  and 
contributed  to  a  much  larger  number  of  lots  done  by  others. 
Thank  you  one  and  all!  And,  thank  you  to  our  consignors  who 
made  the  sale  possible.  And,  all  of  us  express  our  appreciation  to 
you  as  a  potential  bidder — as  you  complete  the  circle. 


You  are  invited  to  attend  our  sale  in  person,  and  I  hope 
that  you  will .  Or,  you  can  participate  in  our  sale  as  many  do — 
by  sending  your  bids  by  Internet,  or  by  fax,  or  by  telephone. 
My  recommendation  is  to  bid  liberally  on  the  pieces  that 
interest  you  the  most  or  that  seem  “special.”  For  others  you 
may  want  to  bid  more  conservatively,  possibly  only  if  the 
price  is  right.  However,  when  it  comes  to  particularly  scarce 
and  rare  pieces,  the  chance  to  buy  them  is  often  more  impor¬ 
tant  than  the  price  paid.  As  you  will  see  from  descriptions  of 
the  Steinberg,  Logan,  and  certain  other  coins,  some  oppor¬ 
tunities  come  along  only  once  a  decade,  if  that!

Russell  James  Logan _ 

(1941-2002) 

Russell  James  Logan  was  born  on  December  6,  1941,  in 
Holyoke,  MA,  youngest  of  three  children  of  Laura  Russell 
and  James  Newton  Logan.  His  passing  on  March  19,2002, 
was  mourned  by  his  family  and  all  who  knew  him.  Numis¬ 
matics  lost  a  prince — a  gifted  scholar  and  researcher,  a 
dedicated  and  enthusiastic  collector.  We  are  all  the  richer 
for  what  he  did,  including  many  articles  and  his  co¬ 
authorship  on  the  standard  references  on  early  half  dimes 
and  dimes.  His  wife  Brenda  shared  his  enthusiasm  and 
provided  information  for  the  appreciation  and  biography 
of  Russ  that  we  print  here. 

As  a  youngster,  Russ  reveled  in  the  usual  traditional 
pursuits — in  his  instance  this  included  conducting  a  paper 
route,  playing  baseball,  fishing  for  trout  and  often  catching 
them,  and  collecting  stamps  and  coins.  On  Saturdays  it  was 
a  pleasant  pastime  to  visit  a  local  bank  and  sort  through 
bags  of  dimes — this  being  in  an  era  in  which  banks  were 
often  locally  owned  and  operated  and  welcomed  young 
people  interested  in  finding  scarce  dates  and  mintmarks. 

From  1955  to  1959  he  was  a  student  at  Choate  (Rose¬ 
mary  Hall)  in  Wallingford,  Connecticut.  In  addition  to  his 
course  of  study,  Russ  enjoyed  hockey,  lacrosse,  and  wood¬ 
working  shop.  From  there  he  went  to  the  Rensselaer 
Polytechnic  Institute  (RPI),  Troy,  New  York,  graduating 
in  1 963.  He  savored  varsity  lacrosse  under  legendary  coach 
Ned  Harkness,  enjoyed  hockey,  was  steward  at  the  DKE 
fraternity,  and  in  the  summer  was  an  engineering  intern  at 
Sonoco  Products  Co. 

On  July  13,  1963,  he  married  Brenda  Lee  Murphy  of 
Hartsville,  South  Carolina.  In  the  same  era  he  began  his 
career  with  ALCOA  in  Massena,  New  York.  The  couple 
had  two  children,  Robert  Russell  Logan,  born  in  1 965,  and 
Harriett  Russell  Logan,  1967. 

In  the  meantime  Russ  Logan  maintained  his  interest  in 
stamps  and  coins.  A  “Eureka  moment”  came  when  his  dad, 
James  N.  Logan,  also  a  numismatist,  presented  Russ  with 
a  copy  of  Al  Overton’s  book  on  die  varieties  of  early  half 
dollars  1  794  - 1  836.  All  at  once  the  thrill  of  closely  examin¬ 
ing  a  coin  to  determine  interesting  technical  varieties 


beckoned.  The  rest,  as  they  say,  is  history!  Russ  embarked 
on  collecting  early  United  States  silver  coins  by  die  variet¬ 
ies,  studying  them  carefully  to  ascertain  the  secrets  they 
often  revealed,  and  along  the  way  discovering  some  new 
varieties. 

In  Massena  and  the  nearby  area  of  the  Adirondack 
Mountains  the  Logan  family  enjoyed  life.  In  1965  he  built 
a  boat  house  and  dock  by  hand.  In  1967  he  was  elected 
president  of  the  Massena  Jaycees. 

The  Logans  then  moved  to  Pennsylvania,  where  from 
1968  to  1976  Russ  was  with  ALCOA  headquarters  in 
Pittsburgh.  He  filed  several  patents,  including  for  recycling 
aluminum  cans,  slitting  scrap,  and  furnace  design.  He 
enjoyed  managing  the  Junior  Achievement  team  in  award¬ 
winning  aluminum  coat  hanger  projects. 

As  is  the  case  with  most  numismatists,  Russ  continued  to 
have  other  collecting  interests  as  well.  He  studied  and 
collected  American  furniture  from  the  1 8th  and  early  1 9th 
centuries.  Upon  being  asked  what  he  collected,  he  said, 
“Lumber,”  a  fuller  explanation  being  walnut,  maple,  and 
mahogany  antiques,  Queen  Anne  and  Chippendale  furni¬ 
ture  with  a  New  England  origin.  In  the  meantime  he 
collaborated  with  his  Dad  in  the  study,  appreciation,  and 
collecting  of  early  American  silver  coins,  with  Mint  En¬ 
graver  John  Reich’s  Capped  Bust  design  being  a  particular 
focus  of  attention. 

In  the  early  1970s  Russ  “discovered”  the  Bust  Half  Nut 
Club,  a  fraternity  of  specialists  who  privately  shared  infor¬ 
mation  about  die  varieties,  rarity  estimates,  and  other 
details,  all  the  while  enjoying  the  opportunity  to  cherry- 
pick  rarities  from  others  who  had  not  taken  the  time  to 
attribute  the  die  varieties  of  coins  they  offered  for  sale.  Russ 
learned  of  the  BHNC  when  his  Dad,  who  had  moved  to 
Georgia  for  his  retirement,  made  the  rounds  of  coin  shops 
in  Savannah  and  Brunswick  and  learned  of  the  group.  A 
dealer  contacted  Sam  Nolt,  who  then  contacted  Russ 
Logan,  who  sent  in  a  listofwhat  he  and  his  Dad  owned,  and 
on  the  spot  was  accepted  for  membership.  Thus  began  30 
years  of  avid  correspondence  with  other  collectors  and  a 
sharing  of  interests  and  inquiries  and  friendship  in  annual 
meetings  around  coin  conventions. 
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Cherry  picking  may  be  a  competitive  sport,  and  crowing 
about  rare  finds  and  new  varieties  the  ultimate  brag,  but  to 
onloo king  wife  Brenda,  these  guys  formed  a  real  team,  support¬ 
ing  and  appreciating  each  other  in  an  endearing  way.  James  N. 
Logan  corresponded  with  other  collectors,  but  he  never  actually 
met  them  in  person.  His  son  Russell  traveled  widely  in  numis¬ 
matic  circles,  loved  putting  faces  with  the  notes,  and,  of  course, 
shared  all  his  coin  contacts  with  his  father. 

Russ  and  Brendas  children  thus  gained  vocabulary 
words  that  their  playmates  might  not  know,  such  as 
varieties,  cherry  picking,  bust,  attributing,  emission  or¬ 
ders,  edges,  azures,  gules,  errors,  cuds,  brockage,  pedigree, 
coin  show,  bust  nut,  obverse,  reverse,  cle,  curled  base  2, 
Overton,  census,  love  tokens,  itty  bitty  busties,  Castaing 
machine...  (In  case  you  don’t 
know,  “cle”  means  “crushed 
lettered  edge”!) 

In  1976  the  Logans  moved 
to  Cleveland,  where  Russ  went 
to  work  for  Chase  Brass  &  Cop¬ 
per  as  chief  engineer  for  the 
Narrow  Strip  Division.  Not 
long  afterward,  at  a  Central 
States  N  umismatic  Convention 
in  Dearborn,  Michigan,  Russ 
met  with  David  Davis  andjohn 
McCloskey,  thus  inaugurating 
a  long  and  beloved  tradition  of 
such  Thanksgiving  weekend 
meetings.  The  shared  interests 
of  these  three  led  them  to  Bill 
Subjack  and  Allen  Lovejoy,  all 
of  them  working  on  a  collective 
manuscript  for  a  “dime  book.”  It  took  nearly  10  years  to 
complete,  with  each  of  the  five  authors  contributing  valu¬ 
able  information  and  effort,  but  they  got  the  book  they 
wanted.  They  sought  to  do  for  dimes  what  Al  Overton  had 
done  for  half  dollars,  and  to  introduce  even  more  collectors 
to  the  joy  of  classifying  early  dimes  by  die  variety.  In  the 
process  of  work  on  the  book,  they  became  good  friends. 
And  when  it  was  done,  they  invited  others  to  join  them  in 
the  John  Reich  Collectors  Society,  founded  in  1985. 

The  stimulating  hobby  of  collecting  early  United  States 
silver  coins  by  die  variety,  shared  by  father  and  son,  was 
greatly  enhanced  by  interaction  with  the  members  of 
BHNC  and  JRCS.  Stu  Witham,  long-time  numismatist 
and  scholar,  became  a  special  friend  and  mentor  for  Russell 


in  the  1 980s.  When  Stu  died,  Russell  realized  that  he  had 
moved  from  the  role  of  young  apprentice  to  that  of 
mentoring  others.  And  that  was  a  role  he  relished. 

Writing  was  difficult  and  unnatural  for  Russell.  He  was 
much  more  comfortable  with  numbers  and  ideas  and 
action.  But  he  did  a  lot  of  writing.  The  computer  was  a  big 
help,  with  its  spell-check  and  easy  editing  functions.  His 
articles  for  the  JRCS  Journal  won  numerous  awards.  He 
understood  the  importance  of  studying,  compiling,  ques¬ 
tioning  and  sharing  the  results  with  others. 

Russell’s  chief  interest  in  coins,  as  in  many  other  things, 
was  to  appreciate  and  understand  the  human  intervention  in 
a  mechanical  process.  The  Philadelphia  Mint  kept  its  secrets 

well,  and  although  genera¬ 
tions  of  numismatists  had  col¬ 
lected  its  coins,  relatively  few 
had  ever  investigated  in  de¬ 
tail  the  multiple  steps  leading 
to  the  preparation  of  coin 
dies,  the  setting  up  of  coin 
presses,  the  making  of 
planchets,  and  other  aspects. 

The  years  passed  on  the 
calendar.  From  1985  to  1 990 
the  children  were  in  college, 
and  Russ  and  Brenda  took 
time  to  enjoy  travel.  In  the 
meantime,  Russ  studied  and 
wrote  about  coins  as  time 
allowed. 

In  1 985  he  left  the  corpo¬ 
rate  world  to  co-found  a  con¬ 
sulting  engineering  firm  with  a  fellow-RPI  graduate,  Clark 
Hungerford.  Inovent  Engineering  developed  and  built 
prototype  machinery  for  manufacturers,  mostly  in  the 
Cleveland  area,  all  very  specialized  in  nature.  One  of  its 
innovations  was  a  hot-air-powered  conveyor,  for  which 
they  secured  a  patent,  and  various  hydraulic  systems  for 
material  handling  applications.  They  were  called  on  to 
provide  machine  modifications  and  to  solve  specific  prob¬ 
lems,  and  they  built  the  pieces  in-house  in  Solon,  a  suburb 
of  Cleveland.  Every  job  was  different,  and  they  had  a  great 
time.  As  can  be  seen,  with  his  family,  with  his  hobbies,  with 
his  profession,  Russ  captured  the  pleasures  that  each  of¬ 
fered.  Russell  did  some  of  everything  at  Inovent  Engineer¬ 
ing,  and  learned  the  latest  computer-aided  design  systems 
too.  But,  numismatics  was  always  in  his  mind,  too,  and  he 
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and  John  McCloskey  were  busy  talking  about  half  dimes. 
A  book  was  in  the  germination  stage!  They  met  Mark 
Smith,  who  wanted  to  help  write  a  half  dime  book. 

The  1990s  were  devoted  to  the  half  dime  book  project, 
writing  articles  for  the  JRCS Journal ,  and  cultivating  friend¬ 
ships  with  old  and  new  variety  collectors.  Mark  Smith’s 
death  early  in  the  development  of  the  book  was  a  blow,  but 
his  coins  were  used  in  the  research.  American  Numismatic 
Association  conventions  continued  to  be  a  focus  of  every 
year,  often  including  extended  trips  at  convention  loca¬ 
tions  with  the  Davis’s.  Russell  and  John  McCloskey  did 
every  step  of  the  book  project  themselves,  but  it  was 
published  under  the  auspices  of  the  JRCS.  Computers 
made  the  job  much  easier  than  the  dime  book  had  been. 
The  book  won  the  NLG  Award  for  Book  of  the  Year  on  its 
publication  in  2000. 

Russell  loved  the  oddballs  in  the  coin  world.  He  de¬ 
lighted  in  finding  coins  with  errors  in  production.  He  liked 
knowing  how  the  Mint  operated.  He  built  a  scale  model  of 
the  Castaing  edge-lettering  machine  and  demonstrated 


how  it  worked.  He  built  an  edge  mirror  to  enable  him  to 
photograph  the  “third  die.”  He  lobbied  for  the  inclusion  of 
the  cle  as  an  official  variety.  He  looked  at  every  early  US 
silver  com  he  could  find,  and  he  tried  to  attribute  it  and 
appreciate  its  characteristics. 

He  did  not  buy  the  most  expensive  or  perfect  coins,  but 
he  tried  to  buy  the  most  interesting  ones  he  could  afford. 
He  was  always  eager  to  see  other  people’s  prize  coins,  and 
he  was  always  happy  to  answer  questions.  He  had  the  true 
collector’s  vivid  memory,  and  he  could  tell  you  history  and 
location  of  thousands  examples. 

Many  of  his  favorite  coins  were  acquired  by  trading  with 
other  collectors,  which  he  always  preferred  to  buying  or 
selling.  His  wife  Brenda  recalled,  “I  often  asked  him  why 
he  focused  so  narrowly  on  the  bust  coins,  and  his  answer 
was  that  they  were  the  last  ones  to  use  human  hands  to  cut 
the  dies  and  human  hands  to  control  the  manufacture  of 
the  coins.  Earlier  coins  were  too  expensive  and  rare,  and 
later  ones  were  too  mechanically  uniform  for  him.  He 
found  his  niche.” 


GILBERT  G.  STEINBERG 


Connoisseurship  in  Multiple  Disciplines 

Gilbert  Steinberg  has  for  many  years  been  a  well-known 
numismatist,  but  he  has  also  been  a  lifelong  collector  with 
an  extensive  variety  of  interests  in  other  areas.  From  bottle 
caps  and  baseball  cards  as  a  youngster,  to  postage  stamps, 
classical  music  records  (numbering  over  5,000),  to  cur¬ 
rency  and  coins,  Mr.  Steinberg’s  collections  covered  a  wide 
range  of  specialties,  each  acquired  with  study,  connoisseur- 
ship,  and  appreciated  with  the  pleasure 
that  such  an  in-depth  involvement  al¬ 
ways  brings. 

Within  his  numismatic  collections,  his 
interests  were  again  very  diverse,  cover¬ 
ing,  in  depth,  the  coinage  of  ancient 
Greece  and  Rome,  with  a  heavy  focus  on 
the  electrum  issues  of  Greece.  While 
many  serious  collectors  of  American  coins 
tend  to  focus  on  a  single  series  or  spe¬ 
cialty,  Mr.  Steinberg  has  formed  several 
collections  that  will  long  be  identified  as 
World  Class  within  their  individual  cat¬ 
egories.  From  United  States  currency,  to 
colonial  and  early  American  coins,  to 


American  exonumia,  he  has  well  covered  the  history  of  this 
continent. 

In  this  catalogue  Bowers  and  Merena  Galleries  is  de¬ 
lighted  to  present  Mr.  Steinberg’s  collections  of  Hard 
Times  Tokens  and  other  early  store  cards,  advertising 
mirrors,  shell  store  cards,  and  transportation  tokens.  Such 
items  are  the  bedrock  of  American  numismatics — and 
more  than  a  century  ago  the  catalogues  of  the  highly 
esteemed  dealer,  W.  Elliot  Woodward, 
often  devoted  several  times  the  amount 
of  space  to  an  interesting  Hard  Times 
token  than  to,  for  example,  a  rare 
1 796  quarter  dollar  or  other  standard 
Mint  issue. 

To  become  involved  in  such  tokens 
is  to  love  them,  as  each  one  has  its  own 
rich  history — sometimes  known  and 
delineated,  other  times  waiting  to  be 
discovered.  John  Kraljevich,  J r.,  work¬ 
ing  closely  with  our  staff  of  experts,  has 
showcased  the  Steinberg  Collection  in 
a  manner  we  hope  you  will  find  to  be 
interesting  as  well  as  enticing.

"Jay  Roe” 

Numismatic  scholar  and  enthusiast  extraordinaire 

This  catalogue  showcases  Part  III  of  the  "Jay  Roe  Collec¬ 
tion,"  focusing  on  his  United  States  copper,  silver  and  gold 
coins,  and  his  collection  of  private  and  territorial  gold 
issues.  Further  representing  many  years  of  enthusiastic 
collecting  by  Dr.  John  Westel  Rowe. 

Dr.  John  Westel  Rowe — Jack  to  family  and  friends,  and 
"Jay  Roe”  to  coin  collectors  everywhere — was  born  Sep¬ 
tember  3,  1924  in  New  York.  He  spent  his  early  years  in 
Scarsdale,  and  summered  at  his  grandfather's  wilderness 
island  retreat  on  Stony  Lake  in  Ontario,  Canada,  just  the 
sort  of  place  to  evoke  thoughts  of 
history,  adventure,  and  romance. 

His  beloved  grandfather  was  an 
eminent  U.S.  Constitutional 
scholar  and  a  professor  at 
Princeton  University.  An  advisor 
to  both  the  Chinese  and  Japanese 
governments,  Jack's  grandfather 
also  represented  China  at  the 
Geneva  Opium  Conferences  in 
the  early  1 920s.  In  fact,  according 
to  his  wife  Marieli,  young  Jack 
thought  he  was  Chinese  as  a  child, 
as  his  house  was  filled  with  me¬ 
mentos  from  his  grandfather's  fre¬ 
quent  trips  to  the  Orient!  Jack  finished  his  public  school 
education  at  Scarsdale  High  School,  and  afterwards  did  a 
stint  in  the  Navy  during  World  War  II. 

After  the  war,  Jack  Rowe  majored  in  Organic  Chemistry 
with  a  minor  in  geology  at  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology,  Cambridge,  where  he  finished  his  under¬ 
graduate  studies  in  the  field.  While  at  M.I.T.,  he  became 
an  avid  alpinist,  canoeist,  mountain  climber,  sailor,  and 
skier,  and  eventually  became  president  of  M.I.T.'s  her¬ 
alded  Outing  Club.  He  also  helped  found  the  M.I.T. 
Bridge  Club,  and  added  his  aircraft  pilot  license  to  his 
already  broad  credentials.  An  avid  square-dancer,  Jack 
greatly  enjoyed  weekly  get-togethers  at  the  then-famous 
Ralph  Page  New  England  Square  Dances. 

After  graduation  from  M.I.T.,  Jack  started  graduate 
school  at  the  University  of  Colorado  in  Boulder.  While 
there,  he  climbed  all  of  Colorado's  32  peaks  over  14,000 
feet  in  height,  popularly  known  as  the  "Fourteeners."  His 


original  intention  was  to  take  his  Ph.D.  and  Masters  there, 
but  the  school's  curriculum  was  not  as  challenging  as  he 
desired,  and  instead  he  finished  only  his  Master's  Degree  in 
Colorado. 

Jack  Rowe  soon  found  his  niche  in  the  study  of  the 
chemistry  of  natural  products,  a  field  that  was  filled  with 
unknowns  and  great  potential  at  the  time.  His  studies  and 
new-found  interests  led  him  to  the  Swiss  Federal  Institute 
of  Technology  in  Zurich,  Switzerland,  a  school  that  was 
often  referred  to  as  the  "Swiss  M.I.T."’  There  he  earned  his 
Ph.D.  in  1956.  Shortly  afterward,  Jack  began  his  long 
career  as  a  research  chemist  with  the  U.S.  Forest  Products 
Laboratory,  a  part  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture 

(USDA).  His  wife,  Marieli,  re¬ 
lates  that  Jack  "never  tired  of  his 
love  of  chemistry,  of  discovery,  of 
teaching  (which  was  one  of  his 
real  gifts) ,  of  working  with  scien¬ 
tists  near  and  far,  and  of  the  ad¬ 
ventures  in  travel  and  meeting 
people  and  other  cultures  that 
came  with  his  chosen  profession . " 
His  work  was  located  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Wisconsin,  in  Madi¬ 
son,  the  city  where  he  lived  for 
decades  with  his  wife  and  family, 
spending  the  remainder  of  his 
days  there. 

Jack  and  Marieli  Rowe  first  met  in  1 947  on  a  Dartmouth 
College  Outing  Club  weekend  ski  trip,  both  of  them  presi¬ 
dent  of  their  respective  college  Outing  Clubs  (M.I.T’.  and 
Swarthmore).  Their  romance  blossomed,  and  they  were 
married  on  June  26,  1949,  in  the  chapel  of  the  famous 
Riverside  Church  in  New  York  City.  ’I  heir  amazing  honey¬ 
moon  lasted  all  summer  and  included  climbing  the  Grand 
Tetons  at  Jackson  Hole,  Wyoming,  and  backpacking  through 

the  Canadian  Rockies.  As  Marieli  Rowe  related  to  us, 
"Throughout  our  50  and  one-half  years  together,  it  was  an 
exciting  ride.  We  hiked,  climbed  (including  the  Matterhorn, 
and  Jack  climbed  a  few  that  I  didn't),  skied,  canoed,  and 
traveled  extensively  both  in  the  U.S.  and  abroad.  Much  of 
our  out-of-doors  life  was  spent  with  our  three  sons,  and 
much  of  the  travel  was  related  to  professional  meetings  and 
the  like.  There  was  always  music  and  the  arts.  Jack  loved 
opera.  He  had  always  been  fascinated  by  flying,  and  after  we 
located  to  Madison,  he  finished  his  training  and  bought  a 
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plane.  We  became  a  flying  family  after  that,  and  now  two 
of  our  three  sons  are  also  pilots,  both  of  them  owning  the 
same  type  of  plane  that  Jack  did.  " 

A  lifelong  collector  of  various  things,  including  stamps 
as  a  youth,  Jack's  secret  love  was  bolo  ties,  those  colorful 
string  ties  typically  associated  with  the  American  South¬ 
west,  of  which  he  owned  several  hundred  different  pieces. 
He  was  also  an  avid  collector  of  numismatic  and  exonumia 
items  that  related  to  lighter-than-air  travel,  primarily  Zep¬ 
pelins,  assembling  one  of  the  premier  collections  of  its 
kind. 

When  signs  of  failing  health  first  appeared,  Jack  person¬ 
ally  dispersed  his  collection  piece  by  piece,  making  sure 
that  other  collectors  in  the  field  received  first  opportunity 
at  the  rarities  in  his  collection.  Perhaps  his  favorite  collec¬ 
tion  was  his  "Metals  in  Numismatics"  collection,  an  award¬ 
winning  group  that  featured  examples  of  every  metallic 
composition  ever  used  for  coinage,  metals,  ranging  from 
gold  and  silver  to  such  things  as  iron,  obscure  niobium, 
and  the  even  more  esoteric  tantalum. 

Jay  Roe  became  well  known  in  numismatics,  and  was 
always  a  liked,  enjoyed,  and  appreciated  person  at  gather¬ 
ings  of  collectors.  He  was  very  modest  about  his  accom¬ 
plishments,  and  only  through  the  present  words  in  "his" 
catalogue  will  most  numismatists  realize  for  the  first  time 
the  scope  of  his  other  interests  and  accomplishments. 


His  memberships  included  the  American  Numismatic 
Association,  the  Token  and  Medal  Society,  and  the  Society 
of  Private  and  Pioneer  Numismatics,  among  others. 

Of  course,  Jay  Roe's  name  will  forever  be  synonymous 
with  the  collecting  and  study  of  California  Small  Denomi¬ 
nation  gold  pieces  (or  California  Fractional  gold,  as  some 
are  wont  to  call  those  little  gold  links  to  the  days  of  the  Gold 
Rush),  of  which  he  carefully  gathered  over  a  long  period  of 
years,  combined  with  connoisseurship,  what  will  probably 
be  remembered  as  the  finest  and  most  complete  collection 
ever  assembled.  As  his  wife  summed  up  for  us,  "Jack  always 
had  a  keen  interest  in  the  sciences,  nature,  music,  in  history 
and  world  civilizations,  and  he  was  enchanted  with  their 
infinite  connections." 

Jay  passed  away,  of  lymphoma,  on  February  1 5,  2000,  at 
the  age  of  75,  leaving  a  rich  legacy  ofwarm  and  wonderful 
memories  to  his  family,  his  friends,  and  to  a  wide  circle  of 
numismatists. 

His  accomplishments  will  be  further  preserved  when  a 
new  edition  of  the  Breen-Gillio  book  on  California  Small 
Denomination  Gold,  now  in  preparation  with  Robert  D. 
Leonard,  Jr.,  as  coordinating  editor,  is  published  and  will 
be  largely  illustrated  with  his  coins  and  will  utilize  his 
research  notes,  and,  separately,  when  his  incredible  collec¬ 
tion  of  this  specialty  will  be  showcased  in  a  special  Bowers 
and  Merena  Galleries  sale. 
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William  Horace  Moore 

William  Horace  Moore,  referred  to  as  “Horace”  by  his 
family  and  closest  friends,  was  born  in  Vacaville,  California 
on  April  21,1 904.  His  formative  years  were  spent  on  a  small 
family  farm  in  the  Sacramento  Valley.  When  he  reached  his 
late  teens,  he  decided  to  venture  out  on  his  own  to  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  Area  where  he  worked  as  a  skilled  laborer. 
After  volunteering  for  a  term  in  the  U.S.  Navy,  Horace  went 
to  work  for  the  Del  Monte  Corporation.  During  this  period 
he  became  seriously  ill  with  asthma.  He  was  fortunate  to 
have  made  a  friend  in  Sam  Kealey,  a  bookkeeper  at  Del 
Monte,  who  saw  that  Horace  needed  more  care  than  he 
could  provide  for  himself.  Sam  insisted  that  Horace  come  to 
his  home  to  meet  his  family  and  stay  until  he  was  able  to 
return  to  good  health.  Horace  did  not  leave  however,  but 
remained  a  permanent  member  of  the  family  for  the  rest  of 
his  days.  Sam  passed  away  in  the  late  1950s  and  Horace 
married  his  widow,  Gladys  and  adopted  her  two  children, 
Arthur  and  Barbara. 

Horace  acquired  many  useful  skills  that  would  serve  him 
and  Gladys  well  in  business.  Buying  and  selling  fixer-upper 
residential  properties  generated  the  cash  needed  to  invest  in 
an  auto  body  repair  business  in  Clearlake,  California  which 
he  operated  for  over  20  years  until  his  retirement. 

Horace  was  a  dedicated  family  man  and  a  very  hard 
worker,  but  he  also  enjoyed  a  variety  of  hobbies.  He  played 
ragtime  piano  and  banjo,  built  and  raced  high  performance 
cars,  communicated  with  fellow  ham  radio  operators  around 
the  world,  and  collected  rare  coins.  He  began  taking  a 
casual  interest  in  rare  and  collectable  coins  about  1950. 


Over  the  years  numismatics  grew  to  become  his  greatest 
passion.  He  made  this  hobby  very  entertaining  to  his 
children,  grandchildren,  and  great  grandchildren.  At  fam¬ 
ily  gatherings  he  could  be  counted  on  to  bring  along  a 
couple  of  his  favorite  coins  about  which  he  would  tell 
stories  pertaining  to  their  minting  process,  their  designs,  or 
the  historical  significance  of  the  period  in  which  they  were 
struck.  One  of  his  most  exciting  achievements  in  numis¬ 
matics  was  in  the  form  of  a  1987  commemorative  gold 
medal  celebrating  the  50th  anniversary  of  the  first  Airmail 
flight  from  Hong  Kong  to  San  Francisco,  which  he  had 
designed  and  minted.  The  obverse  depicts  the  China 
Clipper  proudly  flying  over  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  which 
opened  the  same  year,  while  the  reverse  displays  the  logo  of 
The  Redwood  Empire  Coin  Club  of  which  he  had  been  a 
member  for  decades. 

Realizing  that  no  one  in  his  family  would  have  the  same 
love  for  numismatics  as  he,  Horace  decided  to  divide  his 
collection  and  order  a  distribution  to  his  heirs  upon  his 
passing,  giving  each  family  member  the  option  of  either 
selling  or  keeping  their  portion. 

Horace  passed  away  on  April  26, 2002,  and  will  be  missed 
by  all  who  knew  him,  but  his  memory  will  live  on  and  spread 
exponentially  to  the  new  owners  of  the  highly  coveted  coins 
it  took  him  more  than  a  half  century  to  carefully  acquire. 

We  are  delighted  to  have  the  opportunity  to  work  with 
his  heirs  on  the  disposition  of  numerous  pieces  from 
Horace’s  fine  collection.

1662  “Noe  33.7  Massachusetts  Twopence 

Previously  Undescribed  Intermediate  Die  State

I  1662  Massachusetts  Oak  Tree  twopence.  Noe-33.7,  a  previously 
undescribed  intermediate  die  state.  VF-25  (PCGS).  Even  dark  silver 
gray  with  evenly  granular  surfaces.  A  handsome  specimen  with  a  fully 
struck  obverse  from  center  to  periphery.  Reverse  shows  a  thin  vertical 
band  of  weakness  from  G  in  ENGLAND  to  the  first  6  in  the  date. 
Some  hairlines  noted  at  base  of  reverse,  short  scratches  on  V  of 
MASATHVSETS,  rim  above  same  area  a  bit  brighter  than  other  areas. 
Good  eye  appeal  with  nice  detail  on  this  sometimes  poorly  struck  issue. 

A  previously  undescribed  intermediate  die  state  of  the  twopence  dies, 
which  endured  numerous  re-engravings  on  their  way  from  Noe  29  to 
Noe  34,  some  minimal  and  others  major.  This  re-engraving  falls 
somewhere  in  between,  closely  linked  to  the  Noe  33  number  and 
thus  given  the  new  number  “Noe  33.7,”  as  Walter  Breen  had  given 
the  number  “Noe  33.5”  to  a  different  intermediate  state  coin  cata¬ 
logued  as  Lot  205  in  Pine  Tree’s  Promised  Lands  sale  of  1 974.  On  the 
obverse,  the  top  point  of  the  tree  points  to  the  left  edge  of  the  dot  cen¬ 
tered  below  It  quite  different  from  other  states  which  point  to  the 
right  side  of  the  dot.  On  the  reverse,  the  date  closely  resembles  the 


Noe  34  “Large  Date,”  with  thin  tops  to  both  6s  unlike  the  Noe  33. 
The  primary  reverse  diagnostic  is  the  cluster  of  dots  at  6:00  which  are 
in  three  rows,  two  in  the  top  row  and  three  in  each  of  the  next  two  rows, 
appearing  like  a  stack  of  cannonballs  or  firewood.  This  arrangement  is 
very  different  from  other  states  of  Noe  33  and  Noe  34.  We  should 
note,  of  course,  that  there  is  no  sign  of  post-striking  re-engraving  in 
any  of  these  areas  under  highly  magnified  scrutiny. 

As  the  dies  of  these  tiny  coins  wore,  it  was  rather  simple  to 
strengthen  them  by  touching  up  details  —  such  touching-up  occurs 
through  the  Massachusetts  silver  series,  a  complicating  factor  to  any¬ 
one  brave  enough  to  collect  these  pieces  by  variety.  Some  configura¬ 
tions  of  details  apparently  produced  many  coins,  others  produced  far 
less  before  being  touched  up  again.  Appreciation  of  the  present  vari¬ 
ety  is  admittedly  at  the  frontier  of  colonial  coin  enthusiasm,  but  rep¬ 
resents  something  new  which  we  are  pleased  to  share  with  you  and 
offer  to  the  wider  collecting  community.

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and  dark  pewter  gray  obverse,  the  reverse  a  more  even  tone  ol  me¬ 
dium  silver  gray.  Splendid  eye  appeal,  though  the  reverse  appears 
slightly  granular  under  scrutiny,  and  nicely  centered  as  well.  The  tops 
of  the  obverse  legend  from  12:00  to  3:00  are  just  off  the  flan  barely, 
the  reverse  is  even  better  centered  with  just  a  trace  of  weakness  at  N 
DO  of  AN  DOM.  Tiny  patch  of  roughness  near  obverse  rim  at  9:30, 
only  minor  handling  marks.  While  quite  as  sharp  as  the  Hain  pri¬ 
mary  coin,  this  piece  is  sharper  and  more  appealing  than  the  second¬ 
ary  piece  from  that  collection.  A  truly  impressive  Oak  Tree  shilling, 
one  destined  for  an  advanced  collection.

Lovely  medium  pewter  gray,  an  ideal  shade,  with  impeccable  eye  ap¬ 
peal.  Splendidly  preserved  with  no  contact  marks  or  post-striking 
flaws  to  note.  A  thin  coat  of  lacquer  is  present  on  the  coin’s  surfaces, 
something  that  is  easily  removable  with  a  solvent  but  does  no  harm 
and  has  kept  this  excellent  color  intact.  I  he  high  points  are  a  slightly 
lighter  silver  shade,  with  traces  of  rich  amber  and  gold  present  in 
some  protected  areas  where  lustre  lingered  longest.  Struck  on  a 
planchet  only  a  little  out  of  round  that  allows  for  excellent  detail, 
with  nearly  complete  obverse  legends  except  where  the  tops  of  AS 
and  the  last  S  of  MASATHVSETS  and  IN  intersect  the  rim.  AN 
DOM  are  somewhat  more  truncated  on  the  reverse,  but  NEW  EN¬ 
GLAND  is  essentially  intact  and  the  central  detail  is  strong  and 
splendid.  While  each  coin  has  its  own  assets,  the  present  piece  is 
sharper  than  the  Hain  primary  coin  in  many  areas.  A  memorable 
type  coin  for  the  advanced  colonial  enthusiast.

Rarity-4.  MS-62  (PCGS).  Pleasing  light  gray  surfaces.  Lightly 
“wavy”  planchet,  not  uncommon  for  the  issue,  and  variously  attrib¬ 
uted  as  being  an  artifact  from  the  striking  process  or,  as  the  old  wives’ 
tale  goes,  bent  twice,  then  straightened  to  ward  off  witches. 

The  obverse  die  displays  many  interesting  features  under  examina¬ 
tion,  including  ridges  through  part  of  and  above  HVS 
(MASATHVSETS),  a  product  of  the  rocker  press  method  of  minting 
used  by  the  Boston  Mint.  Some  lint  marks  are  seen  between  T  and  H, 
from  a  thread  having  fallen  upon  the  dies,  a  feature  common  enough 
among  later  federal  coins  (most  notably  Proof  silver  issues  of  1 858  and 
1859),  but  not  on  Massachusetts  silver.  This  particular  thread  was 
quite  extensive,  and  details  of  it  can  be  seen  at  the  upper  left  of  the  tree 
as  well.  However,  at  casual  glance  it  is  blended  in  with  the  toning. 

The  reverse,  bearing  the  standard  1652  date  (representing  the  legis¬ 
lative  authorization),  is  quite  handsome  in  its  prospect,  is  well  struck 
as  can  be  seen  in  the  photograph,  and  answers  every  requirement  lor 
quality.  As  is  true  of  other  features  of  this  and  related  dies,  through  a 
looking  glass  many  interesting  things  can  be  discovered,  as  all  details 
were  hand  punched  or  hand  cut.  As  an  example,  the  last  digit  of  the 
date  is  crude  and  lumpy,  the  third  digit  of  the  denomination  is  quite 
rustic  at  the  top,  the  right  upright  of  N  (AN)  has  “foliage”  emerging 
from  it,  and,  resulting  from  use  of  the  die,  there  is  a  significant  crack 
from  the  border  through  M  (DOM)  extending  toward  the  center.

The  Massachusetts  Large  Planchet  Pine  Tree  shilling  has  long  been  an  object  of 
admiration  among  numismatists,  and  it  is  quite  relevant  to  insert  here  for  general 
reading  parts  of  Chapter  One  in  Dave  Bowers’  just  released  book,  More  Adventures 
with  Rare  Coins,  here  excerpted: 

The  Pine  Tree  Shilling  Dated  1652 
A  Numismatic  Centerpiece 

This  adventure  involves  one  of  my  all-time  favorite  coin  varieties,  a  specimen  of 
which  is  fascinating  to  contemplate  in  any  grade — from  well  worn,  as  usually  found, 
to  challenging  Mint  State. 

In  The  Numismatist,  November  1909,  Howland  Wood  gave  the  following  advice 
under  the  title  of  “Numismatic  Maxims  for  Beginners.”  Just  one  coin  variety  was 
specifically  mentioned:  His  advice,  by  the  way,  is  still  relevant  today: 

Don't  set  your  heart  on  acquiring  any  coin  right  off.  If  you  force  the  market 

you  generally  have  to  pay  more  than  it  is  worth. 

If  you  are  a  young  man  you  can  afford  to  wait;  it  is  only  the  old  men  who  cannot. 


Don’t  plunge  in  too  quickly  at  the  start  and  think  you  must  buy  every  coin  offered. 

Don’t  try  to  collect  everything;  you’ll  never  catch  up  with  your  contract.  Also 
you  will  not  enjoy  what  you  have. 

You’ve  got  to  learn  by  experience;  a  few  jolts  and  knocks  will  impress  you  more 
than  all  of  the  advice  an  older  collector  can  give  you. 

Don’t  take  any  man’s  word  that  a  coin  is  unique.  There  are  far  fewer  unique 
coins  than  there  are  said  to  be. 

Collect,  if  possible,  coins  in  the  best  condition;  you  then  buy  but  once,  and 
when  you  want  to  sell,  you  have  something  worth  selling.  A  poor  coin  is  an  ag¬ 
gravation  and  an  eyesore,  and  you  as  a  rule  can  get  very  little  for  it  when  you 
want  to  sell. 

A  library  goes  hand  in  hand  with  the  collection  of  coins. 

It  is  better  to  collect  a  few  series  and  know  your  subject  than  to  attempt  to 
collect  everything  and  think  you  know  it  all  but  really  know  nothing. 

Every  collector  should  have  a  Pine  Tree  shilling,  as  that  is  the  first  question 
your  guests  ask  if  you  have. 

Never  cry  down  another  collector’s  coin;  give  them,  at  least,  the  benefit  of  the 
doubt. 

Never  talk  scandal  or  say  mean  things  about  other  collectors;  if  you  have  noth¬ 
ing  good  to  say,  say  nothing. 

The  last  maxim  is  the  most  important  one  to  remember,  and  it  is  the  one  most 
often  transgressed. 

It  is  no  longer  1909,  and  today  not  many  collectors  would  zero  in  on  the  Pine  Tree 
shilling  as  the  most  desirable  coin  to  view.  However,  the  appeal  of  the  Pine  Tree  shilling 
endures,  and  to  the  knowing  ones,  if  not  the  beginners,  it  still  stands  high  in  esteem. 

Story  of  the  Pine  Tree  Shilling 

In  the  mid-seventeenth  century  in  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony  monetary  condi¬ 
tions  were  chaotic.  There  was  an  insufficiency  of  circulating  coins,  and  the  pieces 
that  could  be  found  were  often  lightweight  or  counterfeit.  Spanish-American  silver 
and  gold  coins  were  used  in  large  transactions,  especially  in  the  seagoing  trade,  but 
these  were  not  in  abundant  supply  and  all  too  often  were  of  questionable  weight  and 
authenticity  as  well.  Wampum,  corn,  grain,  fish,  musket  balls,  and  other  items  also 
served  as  media  of  exchange,  particularly  for  business  within  the  colony. 

In  May  1652  the  General  Court  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony  authorized  John 
Hull  and  his  friend  Robert  Sanderson  (born  Saunderson  in  England)  to  produce  sil¬ 
ver  threepence  (denominated  III),  sixpence  (VI),  and  shillings  (XII),  such  to  be 
marked  NE  (for  New  England)  on  one  side  and  with  the  denomination  on  the  other. 
These  were  made  on  crude  silver  planchets,  counterstamped  twice,  once  with  NE, 
after  which  the  planchet  was  turned  over,  and  at  the  opposite  end,  in  order  to  avoid 
flattening  the  NE  inscription,  the  III,  VI,  or  XII  was  stamped.  A  “privy  mark"  or 
secret  notation  was  to  be  applied  to  each  coin,  to  be  changed  every  three  months  and 
to  be  known  only  by  the  governor  and  by  sworn  employees  of  the  mint.  Such  a  mark 
was  intended  to  be  useful  in  determining  whether  a  given  coin  was  genuine  it  it  was 
later  questioned.  It  was  first  proposed  that  each  coin  be  “flat  and  square,”  but  it  was 
subsequently  decided  to  make  them  “in  a  round  form.” 

The  mint  building  to  be  erected  on  Hulls  property  in  Boston  was  to  be  16  feet 
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square  by  10  feet  high.  Hull  and  Sanderson  were  to  receive  as  their  compensation 
one  shilling  for  every  20  coined,  a  contract  which  eventually  yielded  to  Hull  what 
was  described  as  a  fortune.  Little  has  been  written  about  Sanderson’s  activities,  but, 
presumably,  he  benefited  extensively  as  well.  Dies  were  cut  by  Joseph  Jenks  (or 
Jencks)  and  probably  others,  Jenks  having  a  manufactory  at  Saugus  Iron  Works  near 
Boston  (today  a  historic  site  open  to  the  public).  Silver  sources  were  erratic,  were 
never  ample,  and  included  coins  and  metal  from  the  West  Indies,  some  of  the  latter 
being  in  the  form  of  silver  captured  by  buccaneers  from  Spanish  galleons. 

The  production  of  the  NE  coinage  (as  it  became  known  later  in  numismatic 
circles)  was  brief  and  apparently  extended  from  about  June  11,  1652  to  about  Octo¬ 
ber  19,  but  bore  no  date.  The  simple  design  of  the  NE  pieces  invited  clipping  (the 
removal  of  silver  slivers  from  the  edge)  and  counterfeiting.  On  October  19,  1652, 
the  General  Court  authorized  a  revision  of  the  motifs  to  incorporate  a  tree  design  on 
one  side  and  the  date  1652  and  denomination  on  the  other,  each  side  to  have  border 
inscriptions  as  well. 

The  first  tree-type  coins  depicted  what  seemed  to  be  more  like  a  bush  or  thicket, 
subsequently  called  the  Willow  Tree  coinage  by  numismatists.  The  Willow  Tree 
pieces  were  crudely  struck  from  amateurishly  prepared  dies,  leading  Crosby  to  sug¬ 
gest  that,  So  rude,  indeed  are  they,  that  it  is  difficult  for  us  to  believe  them  to  have 
been  accepted  by  any  people  except  under  urgent  necessity  for  coin  of  some  kind, 
however  imperfect.”  These  were  followed  circa  1 660- 1 667  by  the  so-called  Oak  Tree 
coinage  which  included  a  new  denomination,  the  twopence,  used  only  in  the  Oak 
Tree  series,  bearing  the  date  1662  (while  other  denominations  continued  the  anach¬ 
ronistic  1652  date). 

The  Pine  Tree  coinage  was  made  next,  from  1667  to  1674  in  the  large-diameter 
format  (this  being  the  format  of  the  illustrated  Noe-1  variety  from  the  Eliasberg 
Collection),  and  after  that,  until  1682,  on  thicker  planchets  of  reduced  diameter,  the 
latter  reducing  die  wear.  Hull’s  contract  to  coin  silver  for  the  colony  was  renewed 
four  times  by  the  General  Court,  the  last  on  May  12,  1675,  for  a  period  of  seven 
years.  In  1682  the  franchise  expired,  and  there  was  no  consideration  to  renew  it. 
Mintmaster  Hull  died  the  following  year  on  October  1,  1683. 

Numismatic  tradition  has  it  that  for  many  years  the  Massachusetts  silver  coinage 
had  been  considered  illegal  by  British  authorities,  probably  giving  rise  to  the  con¬ 
tinuance  ot  the  1652  date  (except  for  the  1662  Oak  Tree  twopence)  to  preserve  the 
fiction  that  coinage  had  not  occurred  after  that  time.  Relations  with  the  British 
crown  were  not  cordial,  and  in  1684  the  colony’s  charter  was  revoked  for  what  was 
considered  to  be  many  years  of  disobedience.  Alternatively,  the  1652  date  simply 
represents  the  year  of  initial  authorization  of  the  various  issues. 

The  Massachusetts  coins  circulated  widely  in  the  Eastern  Seaboard  colonies  and  in 
Canada.  There  were  sufficient  pieces  in  commerce  in  Maryland  that  on  November 
19,  1686,  that  colony  legislated  that  silver  sixpence  and  shillings  from  New  England 
should  pass  as  equivalent  to  British  coins  of  the  same  denominations.  Threepence 
pieces,  never  made  in  large  quantities,  did  not  become  important  in  commerce. 

Numismatic  Aspects 

The  affairs  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony  are  well  documented  in  papers  and 
accounts  readily  available  to  researchers,  and  the  coinage  was  sufficiently  extensive 
that  dozens  of  die  varieties  have  been  identified,  some  common,  others  extremely 
rare.  As  a  result,  the  silver  coinage  has  attracted  the  attention  of  several  American 
students  over  the  years,  beginning  in  a  significant  way  with  Sylvester  S.  Crosby  in 
the  1870s,  continuing  to  Sydney  Noe  in  the  1940s  and  early  1950s  and  others  since 
that  time. 

The  Pine  Tree  shilling  in  particular  became  the  subject  of  several  stories  and  folk¬ 
lore  accounts, .including  a  romantic  tale  penned  by  Nathaniel  Hawthorne  in  which 
John  Hull,  the  mintmaster,  gave  his  daughter’s  weight  in  Pine  Tree  shillings  as  her 
dowry,  this  being  repeated  by  Benson  J.  Lossing  and  many  others.  Another  story  has 
it  that  such  pieces,  if  bent  twice,  would  ward  off  witches,  said  to  be  prominent  in 
Salem  in  the  late  seventeenth  century. 

By  the  early  nineteenth  century,  long  before  numismatics  became  a  widespread 
hobby  in  America,  Pine  Tree  shillings  and  related  issues  were  recognized  as  interest¬ 
ing  items  to  collect  and  were  sold  for  premiums  in  various  auctions  and  offerings  of 
antiquities.  Many  accounts  were  published  of  stray  pieces  being  found  here  and 
there,  as  in  this  item  in  Historical  Magazine,  July  1 867: 

An  old  “pine  tree  shilling”  of  Massachusetts  coinage,  of  the  very  old  and  rare  date, 

1 652,  was  picked  up  a  day  or  two  ago  by  Orrin  Loomis,  of  West  Springfield  [Massa¬ 
chusetts],  an  old  man  of  75,  while  walking  in  his  own  fields.  The  letters  upon  the 
coin,  the  figure  of  the  old  tree,  date  and  all,  have  been  distinctly  preserved. 

Crosby  in  Early  Coins  of  America,  1875,  reprints  much  valuable  and  interesting 
original  legislation  and  commentary.  Noe’s  three  works  on  the  series,  published  in 
1943  (NE  and  Willow  Tree  coinage  study),  1947  (Oak  Tree  coinage),  and  1952 
(Pine  free  coinage),  form  the  source  for  “Noe  numbers"  used  to  attribute  die  coins 
today.  Noe  further  gave  much  fascinating  information  about  hoards  of  Massachu¬ 
setts  coins  found  over  a  long  period  of  time. 

Not  much  is  known  about  the  specific  equipment  used  to  strike  the  coins.  It  is 
believed  that  the  earliest  NF.  pieces  were  made  by  impressing  the  NE  logotype  punch 


on  one  part  of  the  planchet,  then  turning  the  planchct  over  and  hitting  it  with  a  de¬ 
nomination  punch  (e.g.,  XII)  in  a  spot  not  directly  opposite  the  first  stamp,  so  as  not 
to  obliterate  it.  Such  a  procedure  seems  evident  from  examination  of  the  coins  them¬ 
selves.  The  Willow  Tree  pieces  were  probably  made  by  using  two  opposing  metal  dies 
in  some  sort  of  a  chuck  or  sleeve,  but  not  tightly  fastened. .  .as  many  show  doubled 
impressions  and  other  evidence  of  the  dies  being  loose,  and  slightly  differently 
aligned  when  a  second  blow  was  given  to  help  strengthen  the  impressions.  The 
slightly  undulating  or  “wavy”  appearance  of  certain  pieces  such  as  large  planchet 
shillings  may  indicate  that  some  type  of  a  rocker  die  was  used.  Certain  theories  re¬ 
garding  the  coinages  have  been  related  in  The  Colonial  Newsletter  And  elsewhere. 

English  View  of  American  Coinage 

In  1789  a  new  edition  ofjohn  Pinkerton’s  work,  An  Essay  on  Medals:  or  an  Introduc¬ 
tion  to  the  Knowledge  of  Ancient  and  Modern  Coins  and  Medals,  was  published  in  two 
volumes  in  London.  This  edition  would  have  appeared  last  winter,  had  not  fire, 
January  1788,  consumed  the  printer’s  house  and  the  impression;  but  fortunately  a 
copy  was  saved,”  an  introductory  paragraph  noted. 

Pinkerton  obviously  loved  numismatics,  as  revealed  by  the  extensive  space  he  de¬ 
voted  to  the  symbiotic  relationship  of  coins  and  medals  to  written  history.  Samples 
from  his  work  are  given  below,  including  everything  he  included  about  certain  coins 
now  (in  the  twenty-first  century  as  the  present  words  are  being  written)  listed  in  the 
Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  and  desired  by  American  collectors.  It  will  be  seen 
that  the  extensive  silver  coinage  of  Massachusetts  did  not  rate  a  mention,  nor  did  the 
many  other  American  series.  On  the  other  hand,  these  were  “foreign”  issues  to  the  En¬ 
glish  reader  for  which  the  volumes  were  intended,  and  it  is  perhaps  natural  that  only 
slight  attention  was  paid  to  American  coins.  Pinkertons  medals  referred  to  coins  and 
medals.  These  are  but  a  few  sentences  out  of  context  from  a  much  larger  work: 

The  Pleasure  of  Medal  Collecting 

The  amusement  arising  from  medals  is  so  common  and  universal  that  we  meet 
with  few  people  who  have  not  formed  a  little  collection  of  some  kind  or  another. 

As  no  axiom  is  looked  upon  as  more  certain  than  that  even  the  minutest  prin¬ 
ciples  of  the  human  mind  have  been  the  same  in  all  ages,  we  must  be  induced  to 
suppose  that  the  study  of  medals  is  almost  as  ancient  as  medals  themselves.  .  . 

The  principal  and  most  common  source  of  pleasure  arising  from  the  science  of 
medals  is  their  workmanship.  The  motives  of  delight  which  owe  their  origin  to 
the  other  efforts  of  imitative  art  will  here  likewise  of  course  predominate.  A 
philosophic  inquiry  into  the  prime  causes  of  our  pleasures  arising  from  art, 
though  it  would  make  an  admirable  subject  for  a  treatise.... 

Not  to  enter  then  into  that  profound  subject,  this  we  know,  that  the  most  bar¬ 
barous  nations  are  more  pleased  with  the  rudest  efforts  of  art  than  with  the  most 
admirable  works  of  nature;  and  that,  in  proportion  to  the  powers  of  the  mind 
that  are  large  and  various,  such,  likewise,  are  the  pleasures  which  it  receives  from 
those  superlative  productions  of  art,  which  can  only  be  the  offspring  of  vast  ge¬ 
nius.  It  follows  that  the  creation  of  art  alike  pleases  the  most  uninformed  and  the 
most  cultivated  mind. 

The  chief  and  most  common  amusement,  therefore,  which  attends  this  study, 
originates  from  the  strength  and  spirit,  from  the  finish  and  beauty,  which  the 
engraver  has  displayed. 

But,  beside  this,  there  are  many  other  sources  of  entertainment  in  the  science 
of  medals.  Such  is  the  personal  acquaintance  which,  so  to  speak,  it  gives  us  with 
all  the  great  men  of  former  times.  Nothing  can  be  well  more  amusing  than  to 
read  history,  with  contemporary  coins  before  you.  It  brings  the  actions,  in  a 
manner,  before  our  eyes;  and  we  fit,  as  in  a  theatre,  with  the  actors  before  us... 

In  summation,  Pinkerton  stated  that  “to  assist  in  the  selection  of  a  cabinet  of  med¬ 
als  no  directions  can  be  given,  fancy  being  the  only  law.  .  .”  In  other  words,  collect 
what  you  enjoy.  Well  said!

An  important  and  historic  colonial  issue,  the  Lord  Baltimore  coinage 
was  struck  in  England  for  the  young  Catholic  colony  of  Maryland  the 
same  decade  as  the  Puritan  Massachusetts  Bay  issued  their  first  coins, 
nearly  40  years  before  the  founding  of  the  state  capitol  at  Annapolis. 
Cecil  Calvert,  the  son  of  the  original  Ixtrd  Baltimore,  is  depicted  on  the 
obverse,  while  the  reverse  shield  is  familiar  from  the  Maryland  state 
flag  even  today.  One  of  the  scarcest  colonial  coin  types,  one  most  ad¬ 
vanced  collectors  endeavor  to  include  in  their  cabinets.

Struck  once  with  normal  centering  on  a  largely  incomplete 
planchet,  clip  estimated  by  sight  at  20%,  then  struck  again  with  a 
75°  rotation  off-center  about  35%  to  10:30.  Lustrous  and  beautiful 
with  medium  brown  surfaces  and  some  vestiges  of  mint  color.  Not 
heavily  kegmarked,  spotted,  or  discolored  but  very  choice  in  all  re¬ 
gards.  We  have  not  heard  of  another  error  on  a  Virginia  halfpenny 
that  approaches  this  one  in  terms  of  severity.  A  truly  special  piece  for 
the  colonial  coin  connoisseur.

Bright  brassy  gold,  a  bit  bright  from  a  light  clean¬ 
ing.  The  surfaces  are  lightly  granular,  and  some  areas  of  raised  green 
corrosion  are  noted  just  above  IN  on  the  obverse  and  in  that  vicinity', 
at  Cupid’s  feet  and  in  the  grass,  and  at  Venus’  head  and  hand  on  the 
reverse.  Struck  on  a  planchet  nearly  identical  in  terms  of  weight  and 
size  with  other  known  brass  specimens,  but  with  a  tiny  lip  present  at 
the  reverse  rim  at  3:00  that  gives  this  specimen  the  appearance  of  one 
struck  on  a  broader  planchet.  Excellent  eye  appeal  for  the  grade  with 
no  serious  marks  or  damage,  we  note  only  a  tiny  pinscratch  from  ob¬ 
verse  rim  at  12:00  right  of  the  cinquefoil  for  identification. 

An  extremely  rare  item,  and  one  of  the  classic  colonial  rarities  that 
is  the  hallmark  of  an  advanced  cabinet  of  colonial  issues.  In  Dr.  John 
Kleeberg’s  1991  study  published  in  the  ANS  Proceedings  Money  of 
Pre-Federal America,  by  far  the  most  extensive  study  ever  done  on  this 
enigmatic  piece,  he  identified  20  pieces  in  public  offerings  and  insti¬ 
tutional  collections  with  the  admission  that  some  duplication  was 
probable.  Of  those,  only  1  1  had  pedigrees  to  the  present  day  or  to 
within  two  decades;  of  those  1 1,  one  each  was  in  the  Smithsonian 
Institution  and  the  Dutch  Royal  Coin  Cabinet  and  two  were  in  the 
ANS.  Another  is  owned  by  Eric  Newman  and  may  be  considered  off 
the  market.  I  he  SI  specimen,  ex.  Norweb,  was  plated  in  Crosbv  and 
appears  to  be  ever-so-slightly  less  sharp  than  the  present  piece.  Fhc 
finest  offered  in  recent  memory  was  the  Roper  coin,  which  is  a  near 
twin  in  terms  of  sharpness  —  we  do  not  feel  comfortable  stating 
which  piece  is  sharper  without  direct  comparison,  as  the  pieces  ap¬ 
pear  incredibly  similar  in  quality.  The  Garrett  specimen  was  not  as 
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sharp,  the  Oeschner  coin  showed  areas  of  significant  weakness,  the 
Robison  piece  was  dark  and  worn  with  scratches,  and  the  Laird  Park 
piece  was  less  detailed.  Better  detail  is  seen  on  the  extremely  rare  lead 
or  pewter  specimens,  the  best  probably  the  Roper  coin,  earlier  from 
our  1975  sale  of  the  Kensington  Collection. 

The  present  example,  new  to  the  community  of  those  interested  in 
pre-federal  coinage,  will  be  a  centerpiece  in  whatever  cabinet  it  en¬ 
ters.  It  has  been  years  since  one  approaching  this  quality  has  been  of¬ 
fered  publicly,  and  we  believe  a  finer  specimen  has  never  been  sold.

For  historical  information,  we  would  forward  the  interested  reader  to  Dr. 
Kieebergs  excellent  and  detailed  study.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  his  conclusion  that  the 
coins  were  struck  in  the  Low  Countries  as  a  potential  coinage  for  New  York  by  Gov¬ 
ernor  Francis  Lovelace  between  1668  and  1673  is  well  supported,  particularly  so  by 
the  discovery  that  the  eagle  is  essentially  identical  to  the  Lovelace  crest  which  served 
as  the  New  York  crest  during  his  term.  The  obverse  is  thought  to  be  another  manifes¬ 
tation  of  the  Lovelace  name  in  rebus  form. 

Concerning  Dr.  Kleeberg,  it  is  our  hope  that  in  his  relatively  new  situation,  no 
longer  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  American  Numismatic  Society,  he  keeps  his  type¬ 
writer  (or  computer)  active,  uses  his  magnifying  glass  regularly,  and  keeps  writing! 
He  has  turned  out  some  truly  magnificent  things,  and  we  continue  to  be  impressed 
when  we  reread  from  the  past,  including  his  dramatic  findings  concerning  the  Wash¬ 
ington/Lafayette  counterstamps  (discussed  later  in  the  present  catalogue  under  the 
Russell  Logan  Collection).

A  problem-free  example  of  an  issue  that  cel¬ 
ebrates  the  work  of  William  Pitt,  known  to  his  countrymen  as  the 
“Great  Commoner,”  and  to  Americans  of  his  era  as  a  staunch  de¬ 
fender  of  the  rights  of  the  colonies  to  govern  themselves.  The  present 
token  celebrates  his  nearly  single-handed  revocation  of  the  dreaded 
Stamp  Act.  A  pleasing  token  in  all  regards. 

Here  in  our  own  Wolfeboro,  New  Hampshire,  the  beautiful  Stamp  Act  Island  in 
Lake  Wentworth  remains  a  nature  preserve.  It  received  its  name  generations  ago 
when  local  citizens  wanted  a  reminder  of  this  detested  piece  of  British  legislation. 
Around  the  turn  of  the  20th  century  there  was  a  small  movement  to  change  the 
name  to  something  more  modern,  but  this  was  not  done,  and  a  glance  at  a  modern 
map  will  indeed  show  Stamp  Act  Island.  Here  in  the  Lakes  Region  of  New  Hamp¬ 
shire,  there  are  quite  a  few  beautiful  bodies  of  water.  Lake  Winnipesaukee  being  the 
largest,  but  Squam  Lake  (locale  of  the  movie  On  Golden  Pond),  Ossipee  Lake,  Crys¬ 
tal  Lake,  Province  Lake,  and  the  aforementioned  Lake  Wentworth  being  some  but 
not  all  of  them.

Chalmers  shilling,  the  present  specimen  should  fit  the  bill  nicely. 

Hedgerow  on  obverse  runs  horizontally  from  N  of  ONE  to  N  of  SHILLING;  on 
the  Long  Worm  variety,  the  hedgerow  runs  from  the  N  in  ONE  to  the  second  I  of 
SHILLING.  Actually  this  should  be  called  the  “Short  Snake”  variety,  as  depicted  is  a 
snake,  definitely  not  a  worm,  as  even  a  low-power  magnifying  glass  will  reveal.  No 
doubt  a  worm  was  intended,  as  it  was  highly  unlikely  that  early  birds  (or  whatever 
time  of  day  it  was),  would  be  competing  over  a  small  snake,  for  we  have  no  phrase 
today,  “the  early  bird  gets  the  snake.”  Accordingly,  the  engraver  probably  did  not 
know  that  worms  lack  separate,  expanded  heads,  distinct  from  a  tapered  body,  and 
unintentioanlly  depicted  a  reptilian  creature. 

We  are  prompted  to  suggest  that  with  todays  technology  in  digital  imaging  it  is 
just  a  matter  of  time  until  some  of  the  fine  collections  are  digitized  and  made  avail¬ 
able  to  interested  numismatists  and  students,  who  can  then  discover  minute  die  vari¬ 
eties.

The  fanciful  design  elements  (resembling  an  “8”  with  flowers)  which  appear  be¬ 
fore  the  O  in  ONE  and  after  the  G  in  SHILLING  are  there  for  a  distinct  purpose. 
Careful  examination  reveals  that  SHILLING  was  initially  placed  in  the  die  as  SHIL¬ 
LINGS,  then  the  final  S  of  that  word  was  repunched  with  the  existing  design  to  cor¬ 
rect  the  spelling.  No  doubt  the  same  design  was  then  used  before  the  word  ONE  to 
balance  the  die’s  design.

striking.  For  accuracy,  we  mention  a  tiny  spot  under  R  inside 
the  outer  circle,  a  short  abrasion  just  left  of  the  date,  and  a  tiny 
dig  under  O  of  CONNEC  on  the  reverse.  Intermediate  die 
state  for  this  obverse,  with  no  advanced  cracks  and  internal 
cud  not  yet  extending  above  I  of  FUGIO. 

A  truly  remarkable  specimen  on  an  impressive  oversized 
planchet,  measuring  42.0  to  42.6  mm,  substantially  larger 
than  the  typical  39  to  40  mm  planchets  for  a  pewter  Conti¬ 
nental  dollar.  Boldly  struck  with  the  obverse  hugging  the 
rim  around  3:00,  the  reverse  closer  to  center.  The  unusual 
planchet  size  allows  the  beaded  die  edge  to  be  visible  nearly 
all  the  way  around  each  side,  with  a  substantial  unstruck 
area  present  around  much  of  that  border. 

The  planchet  retains  the  casting  sprue  just  right  of  12:00, 
and  much  of  the  circumference  exhibits  the  parting  line,  also 
known  as  flash,  the  extra  inherent  metal  left  where  two  halves 
of  a  casting  cavity  come  together.  Even  without  this  flash, 
typically  trimmed  from  a  planchet  before  its  placement  in  the 
dies,  this  planchet  would  be  notably  oversized.  It  strikes  us  as 
probable  that  all  pewter  Continental  dollar  planchets  started 
this  size  and  shape,  but  were  then  trimmed  and  placed  in  the 
Castaing  machine  to  imbue  an  edge  device.  The  raison  d’etre 
for  this  broad  planchet  is  unknown,  though  Eric  Newman  noted  that 
its  size  is  essentially  the  same  as  a  Spanish  colonial  milled  8  reales  of  the 
period.  Newman  called  this  piece,  in  a  letter  that  will  accompany  this 
lot,  “the  largest  pewter  planchet  we  have  seen”  and  suggested  “it  is  not 
for  us  to  speculate  as  to  why  [this  piece]  was  made  in  its  existing  form 
as  we  have  no  facts  to  guide  us.  A  larger  than  normal  pewter  planchet 
was  cut  for  some  reason  and  the  coin  was  struck  between  other  pewter 
strikings.”  To  our  mind,  it  is  possible  that  this  planchet  was  positively 
typical  at  a  certain  stage  in  the  production  process,  but  was  never  sub¬ 
mitted  to  trimming  and  placement  in  the  Castaing  machine  before 
<  oining  (like  .ill  other  known  Continental  dollars)  for  whatever  reason. 


Breen  called  this  a  “trial  impression”  in  his  cataloguing  of  this  specimen 
at  its  last  auction  appearance  in  1975  based  upon  its  lack  of  edge  device. 
Breen  also  noted  that  a  1963  elemental  analysis  of  this  piece  found  that  it 
was  95%  tin.  If  this  analysis  held  up  to  modern  scientific  scrutiny,  that 
would  make  this  piece  unique  in  terms  of  its  composition  with  a  vastly 
higher  concentration  of  tin  than  the  typical  pewter  piece.  Two 
specimens  from  the  Eric  Newman  collection  were  tested  by  x-ray 
spectrography  in  1988,  revealing  a  72%  tin  composition  in  one 
and  84%  tin  in  the  other.  Michael  Hodder,  noting  this  precise 
specimen  in  his  1991  study  of  Continental  Currency  pieces  in  the 
ANA  Anthology ,  stated  “if  its  metallic  analysis  is  trustworthy,  it 
would  be  the  only  specimen  tested  showing  such  an  elevated  tin 
content.”  On  that  basis,  Breen’s  assertion  that  this  was  a  trial  im¬ 
pression  would  perhaps  be  justified. 

This  famed  Continental  dollar  has  been  off  the  market  for 
over  a  quarter  century,  during  which  time  it  was  listed  in  Breens 
Encyclopedia  as  Breen- 1090,  therein  plated  and  called  “unique. 
Indeed,  we  know  of  absolutely  no  other  Continental  dollar  with 
a  planchet  similar  to  this  piece,  and  studies  of  the  series  by 
Breen,  Hodder,  and  Newman  have  likewise  turned  up  no  ex¬ 
amples  like  this  one.  Based  upon  its  utter  dissimilarity  from 
other  Continental  dollars  and  its  superlative  state  of  preserva¬ 
tion,  this  is  a  numismatic  delicacy  non  pareil  and  a  worthy  addi¬ 
tion  to  any  advanced  cabinet  of  early  American  coinage.

Letters  about  this  piece  from  Walter  Breen  (1976)  and  Eric  Newman  (un¬ 
dated,  1990s)  accompany  this  lot. 

There  are  basically  two  possible  reasons  why  this  coin  has  a  large  planchet  and  a 
plain  edge:  it  is  large  for  a  reason,  or  it  is  large  by  accident.  If  the  former  is  true,  this 
coin  was  intended  to  specially  represent  the  Continental  dollar  design  on  a  larger 
than  normal  canvas  —  what  reasoning  may  have  been  present  at  the  moment  is  ob¬ 
viously  up  for  further  speculation.  If,  conversely,  the  latter  is  true,  than  this  joins 
such  issues  as  plain  edge  1794  cents  and  plain  edge  Bust  halves  as  an  interesting  early 
American  error  coin  struck  on  a  planchet  not  fully  prepared  to  be  coined.

Vermont  coins  are  inherently  lovable  from  a  numismatic  viewpoint, 
comprising  as  they  do  so  many  designs  and  die  combinations  within  a 
relatively  small  (39)  number  of  varieties.  It  was  just  a  year  ago,  in 
November  2001,  that  we  offered  the  marvelous  collection  of  Vermont 
coppers  formed  over  a  long  period  of  years  by  the  late  Dr.  Robert 
Hinkley.  Never  did  we  dream  that  we  would  have  a  chance  to  offer  a 
truly  significant  cabinet  of  the  same  specialty,  but  here  we  are,  and  what 
a  treat  it  is. 

The  editor  (QDB)  expresses  a  wistful  envy  of  the  cataloguer  (John 
Kraljevich,  Jr.),  noting  that  examining  carefully  and  describing  Ver¬ 
mont  coppers  is  numismatic  fun,  not  work. 

Under  the  first  offering  in  this  section,  we  give  a  brief  history  of  the 
Vermont  coinage,  a  series  which  invites  even  wider  exploration  through 
published  sources  old  and  new.

4.  Medium  brown  with  scattered  pitting  and  roughness.  Glossy  and 
relatively  attractive,  though  beauty  is  certainly  in  the  eye  of  the  be¬ 


holder  when  it  comes  to  great  rarities  of  the  state  coinage  realm.  I  he 
obverse  legends  are  mostly  plain,  though  AUCTORI  is  quite  weak 
and  hugging  the  edge  of  the  undersized  planchet.  The  central  reverse 
device  is  visible,  with  the  usual  central  depression  present,  with  all 
lettering  visible  though  I  of  IMMUNE  is  weak  and  BIA  of  COLUM¬ 
BIA  are  partially  off  the  planchet.  No  date  is  present,  a  problem  that 
plagues  this  issue. 

The  surfaces  show  scattered  light  pitting  and  an  area  ol  more  sig¬ 
nificant  roughness  below  central  obverse.  Numerous  light 
pinscratches  are  noted  on  the  obverse  as  well.  A  tiny  rim  notch,  ap¬ 
parently  as  made,  is  noted  on  the  obverse  at  4:30. 

One  of  the  most  popular  rarities  in  the  state  copper  series  in  an  af¬ 
fordable  but  identifiable  grade,  the  present  specimen  will  see  avid 
competition  from  the  many  specialists  whose  Vermont  want  list  be¬ 
gins  glaringly  with  the  first  variety  listed  by  Hillyer  Ryder.

A  Sketch  ofVermont  Copper  Coinage  1785-1788 

Of  the  several  states  which  issued  copper  coins  during  the  1780s,  the  earliest  was 
Vermont,  an  independent  area  which  was  not  formally  a  state  until  its  admittance  to 
the  Union  in  1791.  Reuben  Harmon,  Jr.,  of  Rupert,  Bennington  Country,  Vermont, 
was  granted  the  right  to  coin  coppers  in  1785. 

Years  later,  Julian  Harmon,  a  grandson  of  Reuben  Harmon,  Jr.,  described  the  coin 
operation: 

“The  mint  house  stood  on  Pawlet  River,  three  rods  from  [Reuben  Harmon,  Jr.  s] 
house,  a  story-and-a-half  house,  not  painted,  a  furnace  in  one  end  for  melting  copper 
and  rolling  the  bars,  and  in  the  other  [west]  end,  machinery  for  stamping,  and  in  the 
center,  that  for  cutting.  The  stamping  was  done  by  means  of  an  iron  screw  attached 
to  heavy  timbers  above  and  moved  by  hand  through  the  aid  of  ropes.  60  per  minute 
could  be  stamped,  although  30  per  minuted  was  the  usual  number.  William  Buel 
assisted  in  striking  the  coins.  Three  persons  were  required  for  the  purpose,  one  to 
place  the  copper,  and  two  to  swing  the  stamp.  At  first,  the  coins  passed  two  for  a 
penny,  then  four,  then  eight,  when  it  ceased  to  pay  expenses.  ’ 

The  first  coins  issued  by  Harmon  had  a  scenic  motif,  and  portrayed  on  the  obverse 
a  typical  Vermont  mountain  ridge  forested  with  pine  trees.  To  the  right,  a  sun  peeks 
over  a  rocky  outcrop.  Surrounding  is  the  legend  VERMONTS  RES.  PUBLICA  and 
the  date  1785.  The  Latinization  ofVermont  Republic  was  never  standardized,  and 
later  in  the  series  such  variations  as  VERMONTS,  VERMON,  and  the  cumbersome 
VERMONTENSIUM  were  used.  The  reverse  of  the  issue  depicts  an  all-seeing  eye 
from  which  emanates  13  short  rays  with  a  star  above  each,  and  13  long  rays.  The  leg¬ 
end  STELLA  QUARTA  DECIMA  (the  1 4th  star,  a  reference  of  Vermont’s  ambition 
to  become  the  1 4th  state)  surrounds.  The  motif  is  a  close  copy  of  that  used  on  the 
1783  through  1785-dated  Nova  Constellatio  coppers. 

In  1786  it  was  decided  that  the  Vermont  coppers  with  the  sun-over-mountain  de¬ 
sign  were  not  familiar  enough  to  the  citizens  ofVermont  or  the  surrounding  states, 
and  did  not  circulate  as  well  as  they  would  have  if  the  design  had  been  a  more  stan¬ 
dard  motif.  Accordingly,  new  obverses  and  reverses  were  adopted.  One  style,  known 
today  as  the  Baby  Head  (R-9),  depicted  a  boyish  bust  facing  right.  The  reverse  of  this 
and  other  issues  of  1786  and  later  years  illustrated  the  seated  figure  of  a  woman 
modeled  after  the  familiar  Britannia  used  on  contemporary  British  halfpennies. 

It  was  evidently  felt  the  design  could  be  improved  further,  so  later  in  1786  a  new 
style,  featuring  the  portrait  of  King  George  II  facing  to  the  left,  copied  from  contem¬ 
porary  British  halfpennies,  was  introduced  (R-10  and  11).  Later,  in  1787,  another 
style  was  adopted,  a  motif  with  the  bust  of  King  George  III  facing  to  the  right,  also 
copied  from  contemporary  British  halfpennies.  Vermont  inscriptions  were  used  in 
each  instance. 

The  initial  coining  franchise  was  granted  lor  a  period  of  two  years.  On  October 
24,  1786,  the  privilege  was  extended.  In  1787,  Harmon  entered  into  a  partnership 
with  a  number  of  other  individuals  involved  in  coinage.  An  ownership  connection 
was  formed  between  the  Vermont  enterprise  and  Machins  Mills,  a  private  coming 
enterprise  located  on  the  shore  of  Orange  Pond,  near  Newburgh,  New  York. 

Machin’s  Mills  was  established  by  an  agreement  dated  April  18,  1787,  which 
united  the  interests  of  Samuel  Atlee,  James  F.  Atlee,  David  Brooks,  James  Grier,  and 
James  Giles,  all  of  New  York  City,  with  Thomas  Machin  of  Ulster  County,  New 
York.  Machin,  of  English  birth,  served  as  an  officer  with  the  British  forces  prior  to 
the  Revolution.  During  the  war  he  entered  the  American  army  as  an  engineer  and  in 
1777  was  employed  by  Congress  to  erect  fortifications  along  the  Hudson  River  and 
to  stretch  a  chain  across  the  river  at  West  Point  to  prevent  the  passage  ol  British  ships 
beyond  that  point.  Following  the  war,  Machin  relocated  near  Newburgh,  where  he 
erected  buildings  subsequently  used  tor  the  coinage  venture.  Sylvester  S.  Crosby,  in 
his  Early  American  Coins,  gives  much  interesting  information  concerning  Machins 
Mills.  In  more  recent  rimes,  Robert  Vlack,  Eric  P.  Newman,  Kenneth  E.  Bressett, 
Gary  Trudgen,  and  others  have  advanced  many  interesting  facts,  theories,  and  ideas 
concerning  the  coinage  enterprise.

Ovoid  with  the  unusual  central 
slide  seen  on  Ryder-2  and  other  Landscape  coppers  sometimes, 
Hinkley:2298  (our  November  2001  sale)  being  a  prime  example,  an 
artifact  of  the  primitive  original  mint  at  Rupert.  A  landscape  copper 
with  great  color  and  surfaces  and  a  great  deal  of  charm.

Connecticut  copper  coins  dated  1785-1788  furnish  a  veritable 
numismatic  playground  for  the  interested  specialist.  A  tremendous 
fund  of  knowledge  is  available  for  anyone  endeavoring  to  explore  this 
series  in  depth,  including  extensive  essays  by  James  Spilman  in  The 
Colonial  Newsletter. 

From  the  viewpoint  of  present  auction  catalogue  readers,  the  beauty 
part  of  Connecticut  coppers  is  that  for  relatively  modest  expense  some 
very  interesting  and  significant,  often  scarce,  varieties  can  be  obtained. 
No  one  has  ever  had  a  complete  collection  of  die  varieties,  and  no  one 
ever  will,  as  some  pieces  are  exceedingly  rare  or  even  unique,  and  are 
widely  scattered.  However,  forming  a  set  of  basic  Guide  Book  “types” 
can  be  a  very  pleasing  endeavor,  and  toward  this  end  we  invite  you  to 
read  the  following  descriptions.

After  purchasing  the  coins  (and  show¬ 
ing  them  to  Ray  Merena  for  “clearance”  on  the  purchase)  they  were  immediately  rel¬ 
egated  to  my  briefcase.  Upon  returning  to  Wolfeboro,  I  took  out  my  copy  of  Miller's 
reference  and  began  to  attribute  my  new-found  treasures.  The  first  was  a  lovely 
Miller  33.7-r.2,  and  the  second  of  the  two  was-you  guessed  it,  another  lovely  example 
of  the  variety.  To  this  day,  I  can  “spot  one  of  these  across  a  bourse  floor,”  as  the  old 
saying  goes.  The  trick?  The  B  of  LIB  on  the  reverse  appears  like  an  R  and  is  punched 
over  an  errant  cinquefoil!

One  of  the  rarest  and  most  fascinating  of  all  the 
unusual  American  coinage  types  minted  late  in  the  Confederation  era. 
The  obverse  is  choice  chocolate  brown  with  hard  surfaces  and  excep¬ 
tional  eye  appeal.  The  reverse  is  the  same  splendid  shade  with  a  bit  of  red¬ 
dish  patination  in  areas,  principally  at  eagle’s  head,  which  is  stable  and 
does  not  affect  the  eye  appeal  meaningfully.  All  important  design  ele¬ 
ments  are  bold,  EXCELSIOR  worn  into  rim  a  bit,  date  nice  and  plain. 

A  rare  and  enigmatic  issue,  the  Excelsior  coppers  come  in  several 
varieties,  perhaps  bespeaking  a  significant  original  production.  The 
general  type  shows  an  exact  copy  of  the  New  York  State  arms  with  the 
state  motto  EXCELSIOR  on  the  obverse,  with  a  heraldic  eagle  and 
the  familiar  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM,  used  contemporarily  on  the  New 
Jersey  coppers,  on  the  reverse.  This  obverse  die,  which  Breen  calls 
Eagle  on  globe  sinister,  shows  the  eagle  in  the  New  York  State  arms 
facing  to  the  viewer’s  right  —  it  was  used  on  this  variety  and  in  an 
extremely  rare  muling  with  a  nearly  identical  reverse  showing  the  ar¬ 
rows  in  the  eagle’s  other  claw.  The  other  obverse  die,  showing  the 
eagle  in  the  New  York  State  arms  facing  the  other  way,  is  slightly  less 
rare.  The  raison  d'etre  of  these  coppers  are  not  known.  The  most 
popularly  proposed  suggestion  is  that  they  represent  someone's,  vari¬ 
ously  ascribed  to  Thomas  Machin  or  the  team  of  Ephraim  Brasher 
and  John  Bailey,  attempt  to  convince  the  New  York  State  assembly  to 
give  them  the  profitable  state  coinage  contract  in  the  winter/spring  of 
1787.  Since  a  nearly  identical  die  with  the  State  Arms  ended  up 
muled  to  the  Standing  Indian  die,  which  was  known  to  have  been 
muled  with  dies  used  at  Mach  in’s  Mills,  perhaps  the  lhomas  Machin 
attribution  has  a  stronger  case.  That  stated,  they  are  a  little  too  mi 
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merous  to  have  been  used  just  as  pattern  strikes  and  a  further  coinage 
may  have  been  produced  purely  motivated  by  profit. 

This  piece  is  quite  similar  to  the  one  we  sold  in  the  2000  ANA  sale, 
the  Bushnell  specimen  called  third  finest  known  years  earlier  by  Carl 
Carlson.  That  piece  was  sharper,  but  not  by  a  large  margin.  1  his 
piece  is  perhaps  in  the  Condition  Census  of  known  examples,  which 
probably  number  about  a  dozen.  A  significant  early  American  rarity 
and  one  we  are  proud  to  offer  to  the  community  of  enthusiasts  in  this 
historic  era.

Rim  flaw  at  top  of  obverse  and  bottom  of  reverse  noted,  but 
does  not  affect  design  elements  or  date,  light  roughness  near  rim  at 
end  of  reverse  legend.  A  nice  specimen  of  this  rare  date  and  variety, 
nearly  as  sharp  as  the  VF-35  2000  C4  coin  called  “an  excellent  candi¬ 
date  for  the  condition  census”  despite  some  more  serious  surface 
problems.  The  present  example  shows  the  central  detail  about  as  bold 
as  encountered  on  this  variety.  A  prize  for  the  imitation  halfpenny 
specialist  or  those  attempting  the  difficult  but  rewarding  task  of  as¬ 
sembling  a  Machin’s  Mills  date  set.

ness  over  most  of  its  surfaces.  Superb  sharpness  for  this  issue,  obverse 
legends  complete  and  very  bold  though  a  planchet  flaw  affects  the 
first  C  of  CEORCIVS  and  an  area  right  behind  the  neck.  IMMUNE 
is  complete  and  bold,  first  half  of  word  sharper  than  second  half,  CO 
of  COLUMBIA  a  trifle  weak,  rest  of  word  bold  though  the  rim  inter¬ 
feres  at  tops  of  BIA.  Full  date  visible,  though  a  single  pit  affects  the  5 
to  a  degree.  The  seated  Columbia  figure  is  very  strong  at  base  but 
weaker  at  top,  similar  to  the  Norweb  specimen  in  that  regard.  Five 
individual  pits  are  noted  in  left  reverse  field,  rest  of  surfaces  more  or 
less  even  in  texture. 

One  of  the  finest  known  examples  of  a  great  early  American  rarity,  this 
piece  is  perhaps  exceeded  by  only  the  Garrett  and  Norweb  coins  among 
those  which  have  come  to  our  notice,  though  the  Roper  piece  certainly 
ranks  high  for  its  even  strike  and  nice  surfaces  despite  being  far  more 
worn  than  this  piece.  Among  others  sold  publicly,  the  Steinberg, 
Robison,  and  2000  C4  pieces  are  each  more  heavily  worn  and  on  worse 
or  similar  planchets.  We  listed  only  eight  specimens  known  to  us  in  our 
census  given  as  part  of  the  description  of  the  Norweb  piece. 

An  exciting  rarity,  this  variety  is  a  major  link  between  several  early 
American  coinages,  namely  the  varied  products  of  Machins  Mills, 
the  copper  coins  of  Vermont,  the  Immune  Colurnbias,  and  the  Nova 
Constellatio  series.  While  other  bizarre  mulings  of  Machin’s  Mills 
dies  are  rarer,  such  as  the  R-8  Standing  Indian/George  III  muling 
which  uses  a  similar  but  distinct  reverse  die,  this  one  is  perhaps  even 
more  interesting.  Its  outright  rarity  in  any  grade  combined  with  the 
excellent  quality  of  this  piece  make  it  a  coin  to  build  a  connoisseurs 
cabinet  around  or  a  centerpiece  in  an  already  superlative  collection. 
The  first  nice  one  offered  in  over  a  decade  and  worthy  of  a  strong  bid.

Originally  struck  in  expectation  of  a  settlement  in  Kentucky  on  land 
owned  by  Phillip  Parry  Price  (Myddelton)  at  Boulton’s  Mint  from  dies 
by  the  talented  and  prolific  Conrad  Kuchler,  the  Myddelton  token 
shows  Hope  offering  the  two  nude  youths  to  Liberty  in  the  wilderness 
on  the  obverse,  while  Britannia  sits,  alone  and  dejected,  on  the  reverse 
with  her  regalia  grounded.  Breen  offers  that  she  “looks  at  a  liberty  cap 
which  has  sprung  up  from  the  ground  like  some  kind  of  mushroom. 
Silver  specimens  arc  very  rare  today,  Breen's  high  estimate  of  20  seems 
right,  and  demand  for  this  beautiful  piece  tar  outstrips  supply  We  c\ 
pect  this  one  to  see  feverish  bidding  as  a  new  owner  takes  it  home  and 
adds  it  to  their  cabinet  of  rarities.

Not  apparently  bent  or  otherwise 
damaged,  indeed,  an  exceptional  specimen  of  this  famous  but  very 
rare  issue. 

This  obverse  die  is  identical  to  that  on  the  piece  we  sold  in  our  1/1999 
Rarities  Sale,  Lot  1007;  we  know  of  three  obverse  dies  but  have  no 
records  on  comparative  rarity.  This  piece  is  one  of  8,000  authorized 
(though  actually  production  numbers  are  unknown  and  may  have  been 
smaller)  in  1 8 1 8  to  have  been  struck  by  Jose  Antonio  de  la  Garza,  whose 
initials  appear  on  the  coin.  Issued  as  small  change  coins  current  at  a  half 
real  (or  6  and  1/4  cents),  these  apparently  enjoyed  a  wide  circulation  in 
the  area,  as  this  one  was  discovered  about  90  miles  southeast  of  San  An¬ 
tonio  in  the  1 8th-century  mission  and  fort  town  of  Goliad. 

Despite  the  popular  assumption,  not  all  18th-century  American  his¬ 
tory  took  place  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard.  This  coin  is  an  historic  arti¬ 
fact  of  the  somewhat  forgotten  days  of  Spanish  Texas  in  a  time  when 
American  settlers  in  the  region  were  becoming  more  common  —  set¬ 
tlers  who  would  eventually  spearhead  the  campaign  for  American  an¬ 
nexation  of  the  area.  Very  rare,  rarer  still  with  ground-context  like  this 
specimen,  and  among  the  finest  specimens  of  this  issue  extant. 

From  Stack’s  Americana  sale  of  January  1999,  Lot  124.  The  description 
therein  notes  that  this  specimen  was  discovered  in  1987  “near  the  Presidio 
at  Goliad,  Texas ”  with  a  metal  detector.

No  one  is  (jiiiic  sure  today  who  "George"  is  on  this  token.  George  Washington  is  a 


possibility,  as  the  railing  on  the  reverse  has  13  elements,  seemingly  reflective  of  the 
United  States.  But,  this  is  not  a  certainty,  as  the  portrait  more  closely  resembles  the 
British  monarch.  On  the  other  hand,  King  George  III  of  England  certainly  did  not 
“triumph”  in  any  endeavor  with  which  1783  is  associated,  notably  the  peace  treaty 
ending  the  American  Revolution.  Interestingly,  the  date  numerals  on  this  particular 
variety  are  virtually  identical  to  those  seen  on  certain  1783  Nova  Constellatio  pieces. 
This  particular  token  was  no  doubt  made  in  England  at  a  later  time,  assigned  the 
date  1783,  and  served  as  a  utilitarian  token.  Many  of  its  contemporaries  were  pro¬ 
duced  for  the  cabinets  of  collectors,  but  in  the  instance  of  the  1783  Georgivs 
Triumpho  copper,  we  do  not  recall  ever  seeing  a  choice  Mint  State  example,  as  would 
be  the  case  if  it  were  made  for  the  numismatic  trade.

Our  offering  of  Fugio  cents  is  attributed  to  the  Newman  numbers  of 
vears  ago,  slightly  updated  by  Alan  Kessler,  and  today  generally  known 
as  Kessler-Newman  numbers.  These  pieces,  made  under  contract  to  the 
United  States  government,  can  be  called  the  first  official  Linked  States 
copper  coins. 

Pieces  were  struck  over  a  period  of  several  years,  although  all  bear  the 
date  1787.  Again,  The  Colonial  Newsletter  yields  a  vast  repository  of 
information.  Dave  Bowers  popular  American  Coin  Treasures  and 
Hoards,  tells  about  the  significant  New  York  Bank  hoard,  and  may  be 
worth  vour  interest  if  you  like  background  and  history. 

As  a  rule,  Fugio  coppers  were  struck  on  planchets  that  can  be  described 
as  carelessly  made,  typically  with  rifts  and  fissures,  although  not  often  to 
the  extent  of  the  earlier  noted  Ryder-9  through  1 1  Vermont  coppers.

The  term  colonial  coins  is  generally  used  to  describe  the  array  of  early  issues  listed 
in  the  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  prior  to  the  first  federal  Mint  issues.  How¬ 
ever,  from  a  strict  viewpoint,  one  can  make  the  case  that  any  United  States  issue  pro¬ 
duced  after  the  signing  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  is  not  colonial  at  all  but, 
instead,  is  a  United  States  coin,  under  the  auspices  of  a  state  or  else  privately  issued. 
There  are  many  exceptions,  such  as  Vermont  not  being  a  state,  such  as  Washington 
“coins”  actually  being  for  the  most  part  tokens  made  for  collectors  in  England,  and 
so  on.  Thus,  the  colonial  coins  term  will  probably  endure  for  simplicity  alone.

224  Mexico.  1740  MF  four  reales.  Fine,  saltwater  corrosion.  From  the 
wreck  of  the  Reygersdahl,  sunk  in  1747  off  the  coast  of  South  Africa. 
Olive-gray  with  subtle  golden  tones.  Moderately  corroded  on  each 
side,  the  reverse  again  sharper  than  the  obverse.  Legends  are  all  leg¬ 
ible  if  not  sharp,  central  devices  bold.  A  fine  specimen  of  a  rare  mi¬ 
nor.  (Est.  $100-150) 

Holland  was  one  of  the  world’s  major  players  in  the  Orient  trade  in  the  mid- 1 8  th 
century,  and  the  Dutch  East  India  Company  had  such  strong  control  on  some  re¬ 
gions  of  the  Spice  Islands  of  modern-day  Indonesia  that  their  role  in  the  area  helped 
provoke  a  civil  war  there  in  1749. 

Two  years  earlier,  the  Dutch  East  Indiaman  Reygersdahl  was  bound  from 
Amsterdam  to  the  Spice  Islands  laden  with  almost  30,000  eight  reales,  mostly  Pillar 
eight  reales  from  Mexico  City,  cash  to  purchase  profitable  spices  and  other  goods  to 
sell  on  the  European  market.  On  October  26,  1747,  the  trading  vessel  encountered 
heavy  seas  and  strong  winds  just  off  the  South  African  coast.  While  trying  to  hold 
anchor,  she  was  dashed  against  the  rocks  approximately  30  miles  from  Cape  Town. 
Within  a  few  days,  a  small  quantity  of  her  treasure  washed  up  on  shore  —  including 
an  intact  money  chest  full  of  silver.  No  further  salvage  was  possible  at  the  time. 

After  nearly  a  half  decade  of  research  and  diving,  South  Africans  Arthur  Ridge  and 
Jimmy  Rawe  found  the  remains  of  the  Reygersdahl  and  set  about  bringing  up  the 
treasure,  much  of  which  still  remained  situated  as  it  had  when  the  chests  first  hit 
bottom.  Much  of  the  treasure  was  well-corroded,  but  some  pieces  were  remarkably 
well  preserved  on  the  interior  of  large  conglomerations  of  coins  and  sediment.

Only  two  Spanish  mainland  eight  reales  were  among  the  treasure 
that  was  released  onto  the  market;  nearly  all  of  the  pieces  recovered 
were  Spanish  American  (mostly  from  Mexico)  and  this  piece  is  dccid 
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edly  rare  and  unusual  with  this  provenance.  A  very  desirable  example 
lor  the  shipwreck  specialist.  (Est.  $300-500)

The  Seven  Years  War  would  not  end  officially  until  1763,  but  in  1761  the  game 
was  up  lor  French  Canada.  The  North  American  frontier  of  this  world  war,  locally 
called  the  French  and  Indian  War  by  Anglophones,  was  opened  before  any  other 
frontier  in  1754  when  a  young  British  American  officer,  George  Washington,  en¬ 
gaged  some  natives  and  their  French  allies  in  a  clumsy  skirmish  in  Pennsylvania.  By 
1760,  the  English  had  conquered  all  of  French  Canada,  including  the  strongholds  of 
Montreal  and  Quebec;  soon  thereafter,  the  French  were  ordered  to  either  swear  alle¬ 
giance  to  the  English  king  or  depart  for  France.  For  the  vast  majority  of 
Francophone  Canadians,  this  did  not  mean  repatriation  —  it  meant  exile;  indeed, 
most  had  never  been  to  Europe  in  their  lives.  Many  chose  to  stay  behind,  enjoy  the 
protection  of  their  Catholic  faith  guaranteed  by  the  Britons,  and  make  their  way 
under  a  new  flag.  Others  left  for  French  settlements  elsewhere  in  America,  and  a 
small  minority  chose  to  make  their  way  to  their  ancestral  homeland. 

Among  those  who  chose  to  depart  for  France  were  Luc  de  La  Corne,  an  officer 
present  at  the  French  victory  at  Oswego,  New  York  (one  of  few  victories  the  French 
would  have  in  North  America).  De  La  Corne,  since  the  taking  of  Montreal  in  1760, 
had  lived  happily  alongside  his  former  enemies  and  made  a  great  fortune  in  the  fur 
trade.  His  empire  of  influence  stretched  from  Wisconsin  to  Europe,  an  empire  he 
would  have  to  control  from  afar  after  being  ordered  out  of  Canada  by  General  Tho¬ 
mas  Gage  of  the  British  forces.  Gage,  best  known  to  Americans  as  the  Governor  of 
Massachusetts  when  the  Revolution’s  first  shots  range  out  at  Lexington  and  Con¬ 
cord,  recognized  that  as  a  recipient  of  the  Order  of  St.  Louis  the  oath  [La  Corne] 
took  ...  is  incompatible  with  the  oath  of  allegiance  we  require  of  his  Majesty’s  Cana¬ 
dian  subjects,”  as  he  stated  in  a  letter  to  the  conqueror  of  Montreal,  Sir  Jeffrey 
Amherst.  The  Canadian  governor,  General  James  Murray  (who  took  control  of  the 
Battle  of  Quebec  when  General  James  Wolfe  fell  on  the  Plains  of  Abraham),  ac¬ 
quired  passage  for  La  Corne,  his  brother  (also  a  recipient  of  the  Order  of  St.  Louis), 
and  several  other  high  ranking  officers  and  soldiers  in  the  French  forces.  The  group 
left  Quebec  aboard  the  Auguste  on  October  15,  1761.  St-Luc  de  La  Corne  paid  500 
“Spanish  piastres”  to  rent  a  fine  cabin. 

In  the  next  month,  the  ship  had  made  little  progress,  foundering  in  a  series  of 
storms  off  Nova  Scotia  near  the  mouth  of  the  mighty  St.  Lawrence.  Inexperience  and 
poor  planning  (they  had  only  maps  of  Europe  on  board)  led  to  the  ship  running 
aground  on  November  1 5  in  heavy  seas.  Few  on  board  survived;  La  Corne  stood  by 
as  his  two  young  sons  were  both  tossed  from  the  ship  into  the  surf.  La  Corne  then 
began  an  incredible  journey  through  Nova  Scotia  and  Quebec  that  would  last  until 
late  the  next  February,  when  he  arrived  on  foot  in  Montreal  to  tell  his  tale.  Assisted 
by  Indians  and  Francophone  locals  as  he  went,  La  Come  kept  a  diary  that  still  sur¬ 
vives;  many  of  his  effects  are  still  preserved  in  the  collections  of  the  Chateau  de 
Ramezay  in  Montreal. 

The  wreck  was  salvaged  in  1977  near  Dingwall,  Nova  Scotia,  close  to  the  famous 
French  fortress  of  Louisbourg  (today  re-erected  as  an  historical  park).  Among  the 
items  recovered  were  silver,  shot,  a  signet  ring,  a  military  medal  awarded  to  French 
veterans  of  the  capture  of  Port  Mahon  in  1756,  and  the  gold  and  enamel  Order  of  St. 
Louis  awarded  to  one  of  those  aboard.  The  numismatic  treasures  of  the  Auguste  were 
primarily  French  ecus  and  Mexican  Pillar  dollars.  Most  of  the  dollars  were  dated  in 
the  1750s;  it  is  evocative  to  wonder  if  they  were  among  the  500  La  Corne  handed 
over  to  enjoy  his  fine  accommodations. 

What  follows  is  one  of  the  few  times  a  group  of  coins  from  the  wreck  of  the  Auguste 
has  ever  been  offered  at  public  auction.  Off  the  market  since  the  late  1 970s,  this  group 
includes  somewhat  typical  examples  of  the  bounty  of  this  famous  Canadian  wreck. 
Each  is  offered  with  a  certificate  from  the  original  salvage  firm.  We  expect  vigorous 
competition  for  these  truly  historic  reminders  of  the  last  days  of  French  Canada. 

La  Rochelle  was  one  of  the  preeminent  French  cities  involved  in  the  North  Ameri¬ 
can  trade,  and  as  noted  the  mint  there  struck  large  quantities  of  copper  coinage  for 
the  colonies  in  1721.  Coins  from  this  mint  likely  made  up  a  greater  proportion  of 
Canadian  pocket  change  at  the  time  due  to  this  steady  interaction.

303  Unique  1797  H.E.  Perkins  Wreath  Cent 
badge,  incorporating  a  1793  Sheldon-5  cent. 

Extremely  Fine.  Silver  plate  over  copper.  57.5 
x  35.8  mm.  A  truly  remarkable  piece  of  nu¬ 
mismatic  Americana.  This  copper  badge  was 
produced  with  a  Fine  Sheldon-5  Wreath  cent 
as  its  focal  point.  The  coin  was  perhaps  better 
when  it  was  produced,  as  the  whole  object  has 
experienced  some  light  wear.  A  tiny  circular 
punch  was  used  to  produce  the  frame  of  bead¬ 
ing  around  the  obverse  of  the  cent,  sometimes 
outside  and  sometimes  over  the  beaded  pe¬ 
riphery  of  the  coin,  with  a  small  area  of  den¬ 
ticles  added  after  Y  in  LIBERTY,  a  feature 
never  on  the  original  coin  but  used  in  1794 
and  after.  The  cent  itself  is  a  lovely  chocolate 
brown  with  some  surface  highlights,  lightly 
and  lovingly  polished  over  the  years  but  natu¬ 
ral  in  appearance.  A  speck  of  verdigris  is  noted 
in  the  leaf  sprig,  four  beads  over  RIC  of 
AMERICA  have  been  recut  with  the  same  cir¬ 
cular  punch  used  to  frame  the  cent. 

The  piece  was  engraved,  carefully  and  by  hand,  with 
the  wording  “H.E.  Perkins  /  Merc.  Phil.  /  Pennsylvania  / 

.ANNO.  / 1797”  with  flourishes  added  at  each  corner. 

On  the  reverse  of  the  badge,  an  eagle  imitative  of  that 
appearing  on  1795  to  1797  half  eagles  and  eagles  sits 
above  the  inscription  “No  3.”  Flourishes  surround  the 
reverse  of  the  cent.  On  the  edge,  in  a  later  style  and  dif¬ 
ferent  hand,  there  appears  TH.  DANFORTH  III 
PHILADELPHIA  in  plain  block  letting.  The  surfaces 
are  plated  in  a  bright  silver  gray,  worn  at  the  corners  to 
expose  a  bit  of  the  copper  core. 

This  piece  first  turned  up,  from  a  British  source  ap¬ 
parently,  at  the  1975  ANA  convention.  Since  then,  de¬ 
spite  serious  research  including  that  done  by  Walter 
Breen  for  his  Encyclopedia  of  Early  United  States  Cents, 
the  real  use  or  purpose  of  this  badge  has  never  been  re¬ 
vealed.  What  is  known,  in  summary,  is  this:  Merc.  Phil, 
was  a  fairly  common  abbreviation  for  “Merchant  of 
Philadelphia”  in  the  late  18th  century,  one  that  appears 
with  some  frequency  in  newspapers  and  other  sources  of 
the  time.  The  identity  of  H.E.  Perkins  is  still  unknown, 
despite  looking  into  family  sources  on  the  history  of  the 
American  Perkins  clan  and  an  exhaustive  look  at  city  di¬ 
rectories  from  1790  through  1805.  Many  people,  in¬ 
cluding  some  of  prominence,  are  omitted  from  city  di¬ 
rectories  for  whatever  reason,  so  while  the  absence  of 
H.E.  Perkins  does  not  help  us,  it  likewise  does  not  dis¬ 
prove  his  (we  can  be  fairly  safe  in  assuming  a  male)  exist¬ 
ence.  Other  directories  may  reveal  that  he  was  from 
somewhere  else,  perhaps  another  nearby  town  in  Penn¬ 
sylvania  or  New  Jersey  that  was  not  covered  in  Philadel¬ 
phia  directories. 

Th.  Danforth  III  is  easier  to  pin  down.  He  was  born 
in  Middletown,  Connecticut  in  1756  into  a  family  of 
pewtercrs.  According  to  Ledlic  Irwin  Laughlin’s  Pewter 
in  America,  “Danforth  made  not  only  pewter,  but  also  tinware,  copper,  and  brass 
goods.”  He  began  his  business  in  1777,  and  in  1794  his  son-in-law  joined  him.  By 
1807,  he  was  successful  enough  with  his  Connecticut  business  that  he  opened  an¬ 
other  shop  at  Thirteenth  and  High  streets  in  Philadelphia.  He  closed  that  shop  in 
1813;  he  retired  five  years  later.  This  places  him  in  Philadelphia,  as  noted  on  this 


piece,  between  1807  and  1813.  His  pewterware,  much  like 
other  wares  of  the  period  by  other  makers,  includes  many  deco¬ 
rations  produced  with  a  tiny  circular  punch  like  the  one  used  on 
this  piece. 

We  can  make  the  leap  that  Danforth  made  this  object,  as  he 
would  have  had  enough  experience  and  technology  to  produce  a 
copper  item  like  this,  silver  (or  tin)  plate  it,  engrave  it,  and  sign 
it.  Following  that,  we  may  assume  that  this  piece  was  produced 
between  1807  and  1813  then,  not  1797,  as  Danforth  had  not 
yet  left  Connecticut  at  that  date.  If  we  have  resolved  the  who, 
where,  and  when  of  its  production,  the  other  questions  come  to 
the  fore:  who  was  H.E.  Perkins  the  Merchant,  and  what  did  he 
use  this  for?  Past  the  realm  of  somewhat  objective  facts  and  edu¬ 
cated  guesses  lie  a  few  possibilities.  This  piece  identifies  a  single 
person,  Perkins,  a  date,  and  a  number.  A  certain  class  of  modern 
objects  contain  this  information,  mostly  types  of  identification: 
dog  tags,  credit  cards,  licenses,  membership  cards,  or  similar 
forms.  Of  course,  life  was  simpler  two  centuries  ago,  and  identi¬ 
fication  objects  were  not  as  numerous  or  in  such  variety. 

The  present  item  does  not  appear  to  have  been  worn  in  any 
way,  but  it  is  decorative  in  nature,  meaning  it  was  not  solely 
utilitarian  —  someone  had  to  have  seen  it  on  occasion  or  on  a 
regular  basis.  If  we  settle  on  the  idea  that  it  was  a  pass,  a  mem¬ 
bership  card,  or  something  of  this  sort,  the  question  becomes 
“To  what?”  There  were  various  early  American  fraternal  organi¬ 
zations,  but  they  usually  like  to  identify  themselves  on  their 
medals  or  badges:  the  Annapolis  Tuesday  Club  or  the 
CharlesTown  Social  Club  are  examples,  as  are  various  scholastic 
medals,  which  are  usually  hand-engraved  in  this  period.  If  the 
person  was  a  merchant,  perhaps  it  was  an  organization  just  for 
merchants?  This  leaves  us  with  the  possibility  that  it  was  a  pass 
or  membership  card  for  an  organization  like  the  Coffee  House 
or  Merchant’s  Exchange,  two  early  securities  exchanges  in  Phila¬ 
delphia  where  currency  and  stocks  could  be  sold  and  exchanged 
that  would  later  develop  into  stock  exchanges  like  the  one 
founded  under  a  buttonwood  tree  on  Wall  Street.  It  is  possible 
that  other  organizations  like  this  existed  at  the  time  too,  mem- 
bers-only  business  guilds,  gentleman’s  groups,  and  the  like. 
Without  the  serendipitous  occasion  of  finding  the  minutes  of  a 
meeting  which  list  an  H.E.  Perkins  as  Member  #3  or  a  published 
notice  found  in  a  contemporary  newspaper  (which  really  could 
happen),  saying  more  is  difficult.  That  stated,  finding  an  organi¬ 
zation  which  was  founded  in  1797  in  Philadelphia  could  be  very 
suggestive,  as  this  most  likely  represents  the  date  the  organiza¬ 
tion  was  founded  or  when  Perkins  joined,  and  not  the  date  this 
object  was  produced. 

Whatever  its  purpose,  few  others  were  produced  like  it. 
Danforth  was  a  busy  and  successful  pewterer  with  a  number  of 
apprentices  producing  fine  products,  and  could  not  have  pro¬ 
duced  a  large  number  with  his  own  hand.  Only  this  one  has  ever 
been  rumored  to  exist,  though  who  knows  if  another  Wreath 
cent  with  an  edge  problem  is  hiding  a  fantastic  story  of  an  old 
copper  and  silver  encapsulation  long  since  lost.  Its  crossover  ap¬ 
peal  to  collectors  of  Early  American  wrought  products  and  col¬ 
lectors  of  Danforths  products  adds  to  its  desirability,  but  we 
imagine  that  a  numismatist  will  find  this  enigmatic  object  even 
more  interesting  than  any  other  kind  of  collector.  A  marvelous 
association  piece  for  a  fine  copper  collection  or  cabinet  of 
American  rarities,  or  a  piece  of  Numismatic  Americana  beyond 
compare.  With  the  recent  interest  in  early  American  medals, 
coins,  decorations,  and  associated  collectibles  running  high,  we 
recommend  that  potential  bidders  closely  examine  this  object 
and  this  important  opportunity.

Otherwise,  the  coin  is  brown  and  steel,  retoning  from  a  light  clean¬ 
ing,  well  detailed  with  mostly  smooth  surfaces  though  a  bit  of  light 
corrosion  is  hidden  in  the  wreath.  Some  other  discoloration  and  a 
few  scratches  at  central  reverse  are  also  noted.  To  be  practical,  this  is  a 
very  sharp  and  somewhat  attractive  filler.

counter  once  again.  In  1987,  in  the  ANA  sale  that  year  featuring  the 
collection  of  Adeline  and  Aubrey  Bebee,  we  described  this  piece  as 
follows: 

Superb  specimen,  as  illustrated,  with  needle-sharp  detail  and 
definition. 

The  obverse  is  a  glossy  brown  color,  with  a  proofiike  aspect 
when  held  at  a  certain  angle  to  the  light.  Under  a  hand  glass, 
some  microscopic  planchet  rifts  are  noted.  The  piece  is  ever  so 
slightly  off  center  to  the  upper  left,  but  not  sufficiently  so  that  the 
border  beads  are  not  seen,  although  the  border  beads  are  best  de¬ 
fined  from  2:00  through  9:00,  with  an  extra  planchet  area  visible 
outside  of  the  beads  to  the  lower  right.  The  hair  strands  are  ex¬ 
quisite  and  under  high  magnification  show  each  and  every  detail. 
The  texture  of  Miss  Liberty’s  skin,  the  eye  detail,  the  leaves  in  the 
sprig,  the  letters  in  LIBERTY,  and  the  date  numerals  are  exquis¬ 
ite,  without  a  striking  flaw. 


The  reverse,  struck  slightly  off  center  to  the  lower  right  (corre¬ 
sponding  with  the  position  of  the  obverse),  is  likewise  memorable 
and,  when  held  at  an  angle  to  the  light,  shows  a  prooflike  surface 
of  light  brown  coloration.  Under  magnification  some  trivial 
planchet  nits  can  be  seen  in  the  lower  area.  I  he  details  are  excel¬ 
lent,  with  the  letters,  numerals,  leaves,  and  berries  all  needle- 
sharp.

To  that  we  can  add  that  this  piece  has  been  accorded  a  tie  for  CC#6 
in  Del  Bland’s  census  and  a  tie  for  CC#5  in  Bill  Noyes’  census  listing. 
Whatever  its  ranking,  this  is  a  truly  marvelous  example  of  one  of  our 
nation's  most  beautiful,  historic,  and  sought-after  coin  types,  an  com 
whose  long  history  emphasizes  its  desirability  to  advanced  collectors 
of  every  generation.

Much  could  be  said  of  each  of  the  collectors  who  have  owned  this  coin  over  the 
last  century  and  a  quarter,  but  let  us  suffice  to  add  just  a  glimpse.  George  F. 
Seavey’s  first  collection  was  sold  at  auction  before  the  Civil  War  had  ended;  by  the 
end  of  the  1860s,  many  of  his  1793  cents  had  found  their  way  to  the  famous 
Levick  plate.  Lorin  Parmelee,  the  Boston  bean  baker,  bought  many  of  Seaveys  fine 
cents.  He  also  bought  the  Bushnell  Collection  intact  for  $8,000  before  consigning 
it  to  the  upstart  Chapman  brothers.  Those  same  Chapmans  sold  the  collections  of 

M. A.  Brown  and  George  Earle,  a  well-known  Philadelphia  banker.  Browns  1897 
sale  included  over  200  large  cents,  and  Earle’s  famous  collection  was  remarkably 
strong  in  the  fields  of  colonials,  large  cents,  and  gold  coins.  Its  total  realization 
just  over  $55,000  —  was  a  record  at  the  time.  The  T.  James  Clarke  sale  of  1956 
was  actually  a  Naftzger  sale,  as  after  Naftzger  had  purchased  the  Clarke  collection, 
the  duplicates  were  sold  under  the  Clarke  name  no  matter  if  the  Clarke  collection 
was  their  source  or  not.  Dorothy  Nelson,  who  was  involved  in  assembling  the  col¬ 
lection  later  called  the  TAD  large  cents,  purchased  a  number  of  lots  from  that  im¬ 
portant  event.

While  the  Randall  Floard  is  most  often  associated  with  Mint  State  cents  from 
1817  through  1820,  original  documents  reflect  that  some  coins  dated  1825  were 
also  included.  Some  have  disregarded  this  information,  assuming  the  only  humans 
who  actually  saw  the  hoard  must  have  been  wrong,  as  no  1825  variety  is  necessarily 
common  in  Mint  State  and  even  those  that  do  appear  occasionally  in  this  grade  arc 
not  speckled  and  kegmarked  like  most  Randall  Floard  survivors.  Since  the  1 825  N-9 
appears  more  often  than  most  1825  varieties  in  high  grade,  and  survivors  frequently 
retain  some  mint  color  or  faded  mint  color,  this  variety  makes  sense  as  the  most  sen¬ 
sible  choice.  Of  course,  if  there  were  only  a  few  1825  coins  in  the  hoard,  it  could 
have  been  literally  any  variety  except  N-l,  N-4,  or  N-10,  all  of  which  have  only  one 
Mint  State  survivor  known.

Such  a 
set  would  consist  of  Philadelphia  and  San  Francisco  Indian  cents, 
Lincoln  cents  with  V.D.B.,  and  Lincoln  cents  without  these  initials.

Three  tiny  obverse  flyspecks,  impressive  visual  appeal.  A  very  popu¬ 
lar  date  and  always  sought  after  in  this  state  of  preservation.

656  Large  archive,  mostly  unique,  of  effects  and  memorabilia  relating 
to  noted  sculptor  and  coin  designer  Victor  David  Brenner.  We  are 

honored  to  present  for  bidding  consideration  one  of  the  most  impor¬ 
tant  archives  we  have  ever  seen  relating  to  any  famous  American  coin 
engraver.  The  subject  is  Victor  David  Brenner,  numismatist,  artist, 
sculptor,  engraver,  and  known  to  everyone  as  the  designer  of  the 
1909  Lincoln  cent.  The  items  in  the  present  lot,  described  below, 
would  make  a  centerpiece  exhibit  in  a  fine  numismatic  museum.  As  a 


group,  they  are  priceless  and  irreplaceable.  Although  the  highlights 
are  many,  the  sketch  of  a  proposed  Peace  silver  dollar  is  likely  to  be  of 
especially  wide  interest. 

Victor  D.  Brenner:  A  Biographical  and  Numismatic  Sketch 

Victor  David  Brenner  (1871-1924)  is  best  remembered  today  as  the  designer  ol 
the  1909  Lincoln  cent.  This  was  produced  at  the  behest  of  President  1  heodore 
Roosevelt  who  had  become  acquainted  with  Brenner  earlier.  I  he  sculptor  had  pre¬ 
pared  a  medal  and  plaque  ol  Lincoln  earlier,  and  he  proposed  to  Roosevelt  (hat  the 
Great  Emancipator  be  used  on  a  coin.  Although  both  Washington  and  Lincoln  had

appeared  on  pattern  issues  as  early  as  the  1860s,  as  of  1908  no  American  president 
had  ever  appeared  on  a  coin  made  for  regular  circulation,  although  Washington  had 
appeared  on  a  commemorative,  the  1 900-dated  Lafayette  dollar. 

Roosevelt,  who  had  already  accomplished  the  creation  of  the  famous  1907  Indian 
Head  $10  and  MCMVII  $20,  both  through  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens,  was  intrigued 
with  the  idea  and  suggested  that  Brenner  prepare  designs.  By  early  1909  models  had 
been  submitted,  and  the  Philadelphia  Mint  was  busy  at  work  on  a  new  cent. 

Originally  a  reverse  was  proposed  featuring  a  design  with  a  single  sprig  or  branch  el¬ 
ement  in  the  center,  inspired  by  the  contemporary  two-franc  piece.  Another  idea  pro¬ 
posed  the  standing  figure  of  Liberty,  also  modeled  after  a  French  coin.  These  were  re¬ 
jected  and  a  reverse  depicting  two  symmetrically  arranged  wheat  stalks  was  used.  In 
honor  of  the  designer  the  initials  V.D.B.  were  placed  at  the  bottom  of  the  reverse. 

The  master  dies  were  cut  by  Henry  Weil  of  New  York.  Production  dies  were,  of 
course,  made  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint. 

On  August  2,  1909,  following  a  great  deal  of  advanced  publicity,  the  first  Lincoln 
cents  were  released  into  circulation.  A  sensation  ensued,  and  just  about  everyone 
(perhaps  some  Southerners  excepted)  desired  to  own  examples.  In  a  very  curious  situ¬ 
ation,  some  comments  in  the  popular  press  appeared  to  the  effect  that  the  initials 
V.D.B.  did  not  belong  on  a  circulating  coin,  as  they  were  simply  an  advertisement 
for  a  private  artist  and  the  Mint  should  not  do  this.  A  tempest  in  a  teapot  ensued, 
much  to  the  amusement  and  consternation  of  collectors,  who  realized  that  ever  since 
the  times  of  Ancient  Greece,  sculptors,  medallists,  and  coin  engravers  had  signed 
their  work — including  all  of  the  coins  currently  in  American  circulation,  these  being 
the  Indian  cent  (with  initial  L  for  Longacre  on  the  ribbon),  the  Barber  dime,  quarter 
and  half  dollar  (each  with  the  initial  B  on  the  neck  of  the  portrait),  and  the  Morgan 
silver  dollar  (prominently  signed  by  the  initial  M).  The  famous  and  highly  admired 
MCMVII  by  Saint-Gaudens  had  his  monogram  ASG  very  prominent  on  the  obverse 
of  the  coin,  near  the  date,  much  more  bold  than  where  Brenners  initials  appeared  on 
the  cent,  and  yet  not  a  whisper  of  complaint  was  made. 

By  this  time,  Victor  D.  Brenner  was  an  acknowledged  numismatist,  having  joined 
the  American  Numismatic  and  Archaeological  Society  on  November  19,  1894,  hav¬ 
ing  produced  various  medals,  and  in  September  1 902  signing  on  as  American  Nu¬ 
mismatic  Association  member  number  43 4.  Moreover,  in  1902  he  was  an  instructor 
at  the  American  Numismatic  and  Archaeological  Society’s  school  for  die  cutting,  a 
brilliantly  conceived  but  short-lived  course  of  instruction  in  New  York  City. 

In  March  1907,  long  before  the  Lincoln  cent,  his  work  was  showcased  in  a  publi¬ 
cation  titled,  “Catalogue  of  Medals  and  Plaques  by  Victor  D.  Brenner,  exhibited  at 
the  Grolier  Club,  March  7  to  March  23,  1 907,”  complete  with  introductory  notes  by 
Brenner. 

In  January  1909,  Brenner  was  among  those  at  the  early  meeting  of  the  New  York 
Numismatic  Club,  held  at  Keanes  Old  English  ChopHouse,  New  York  City.  Al¬ 
though  specific  details  are  not  known,  one  can  easily  presume  that  he  was  a  good  fel¬ 
low  and  companion  to  other  famous  numismatists  of  the  era.  And,  in  the  summer  of 
1909,  one  might  also  imagine  that  his  contemporaries  warmly  congratulated  him. 

After  the  flap  arose,  Brenner  was  quite  confused  and  wrote  to  Farran  Zerbe,  lead¬ 
ing  light  at  the  time  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association  (although  not  intellec¬ 
tually  honest  in  his  activities),  stating  to  Zerbe: 

“It  is  mighty  hard  for  me  to  express  my  sentiments  with  regard  to  the  initials  on 
the  cent.  The  name  of  the  artist  on  the  coin  is  essential  for  the  student  of  history,  as  it 
enables  him  to  trace  environments  and  conditions  of  the  time  said  coin  was  pro¬ 
duced.  Much  fume  has  been  made  about  my  initials  as  a  means  of  advertisement; 
such  is  not  the  case.  The  very  talk  of  the  initials  has  done  more  good  for  numismatics 
than  it  could  do  me  personally.  The  cent  not  alone  represents  my  art,  but  represents  a 
type  of  art  of  our  period-  The  conventionalizing  of  the  sheaves  of  wheat  was  done  by 
me  with  much'thought,  and  I  feel  that  with  the  prescribed  wording  no  better  design 
could  be  obtained.  The  cent  will  wear  out  two  of  the  last  ones  in  time,  due  entirely  to 
the  hollow  surface.  The  original  design  had  BRENNER  on  it,  but  was  changed  to 
the  initials.  Of  course,  this  issue  rests  with  the  numismatic  bodies,  and  Europe  will 
watch  the  outcome  with  interest.” 

Indeed,  although  Brenner  did  not  mention  it,  he  could  have  pointed  to  the  fact 
that  in  1836  certain  Liberty  Seated  silver  dollars  were  struck  at  the  Philadelphia 
Mint  and  placed  into  circulation  with  the  signature  of  the  artist  expressed  exten¬ 
sively  on  the  obverse:  C.  GOBRECHT. 

The  Mint  abandoned  the  V.D.B.  initials  and  the  Lincoln  cent  continued  in  pro¬ 
duction  in  1909  and  onward  through  1917  without  a  clue  as  to  who  designed  it. 
Later  the  initials  V.D.B.  were  added  on  the  cent  in  a  very  inconspicuous  place  on 
Lincolns  shoulder. 

The  present  sketch  treats  but  a  fraction  of  Brenners  life  which  is  rich  and  interest¬ 
ing.  For  further  reading  we  point  to  many  sources,  including  these: 

The  May  1924  issue  of  The  Numismatist,  contained  Brenner’s  biography.  The  De¬ 
cember  1 929  number  of  the  same  periodical  included  “Twentieth  Anniversary  of  the 
Lincoln  Cent,”  by  Dr.  A.M.  Rackus,  which  discussed  the  life  of  Brenner  and  high¬ 
lights  of  his  career  (although  little  was  said  about  the  Lincoln  cent  itself).  In  March 
1968  in  The  Numismatist,  N.  Neil  Harris  mentioned  his  convention  medal  of  1910. 
The  same  publication  in  July  1969  included  Daniel  M.  Fridenberg’s,  “Jews  and  the 
Art  of  the  Medal,”  mentioning  Moritz  Furst  and  Victor  I).  Brenner.  In  1978  Bren¬ 


ner  was  elected  to  the  ANA  Hall  of  Fame,  and  today  he  is  enshrined  in  a  special  ex 
hibit  at  ANA  Headquarters  in  Colorado  Springs. 

Continuing  the  references  in  chronological  order,  in  February  1981,  Glenn  B. 
Smedley  offered,  What  do  you  know  about  Victor  David  Brenner  s  Work?”  Then  in 
July  1983  in  the  same  magazine  came  the  first  installment  of  Smedley ’s  “The  Works 
of  Victor  David  Brenner.” 

Now  to  a  listing  of  what  the  present  auction  offering  contains: 

1 .  Small  but  heavy  metal  hammer  or  mallet  used  by  Brenner  to  drive  die  punches, 
from  his  personal  effects  and  stamped  twice  VB  on  the  top.  Short  wooden  handle. 
Accompanied  by  letter  dated  New  York,  November  1974,  from  Fannie  T.  Brenner  to 
Roz  and  Milton:  “The  hammer  you  picked  up  at  my  apartment  belonged  originally 
to  Victor  D.  Brenner.  It  was  among  other  tools  of  his  which  my  husband  also  used 
with  his  own  tools.  I  am  glad  it — the  hammer- — has  a  good  home  with  someone  who 
appreciates  it.” 

2.  Framed  ‘shadow  box  image  of  Lincoln,  facing  right,  from  Brenners  personal 
effects,  seemingly  sculpted  in  ivory  or  a  related  white  substance,  mounted  on  red 
velvet.  Measurements:  XX. 

3.  Framed  suite  of  Brenner  items,  in  old  frame,  maroon  mat  with  gilt  trim,  gilt 
inside  to  frame,  under  glass,  probably  for  some  type  of  exhibition.  Shown  at  the  up¬ 
per  left  and  lower  right  are  two  portraits  of  Brenner,  together  with  two  items  in 
French,  one  signed  by  Brenner  and  indicating  that  his  address  was  20  Rue  Bloumet, 
Paris.  The  entire  relates  to  the  Salon  de  1 900  conducted  by  the  Societe  des  Artists 
Francoise,  Place  de  Breteuil.  The  French  employed  the  wonderful  tradition  of  invit¬ 
ing  leading  sculptors,  painters,  and  other  artists  to  exhibit  in  Paris  in  an  event  known 
as  the  Salon,  where  their  exhibits  were  placed  on  view,  critiqued,  and  showcased  to 
the  world.  Exactly  what  Brenner  did  at  the  1900  salon  (the  same  year  that  the  Inter¬ 
national  Exhibition  was  held  in  Paris)  is  not  known  to  the  present  cataloguer  but 
would  furnish  an  interesting  avenue  for  research. 

4.  Postcard  in  German,  Munich,  October  29,  1906,  addressed  to  Brenner,  New 
York,  at  107  Second  Avenue,  discussing  the  meeting  of  the  Austrian  Coin  and  Medal 
Club  on  August  8,  1906,  and  other  matters. 

5.  Double  fold-out  scenic  postcard  of  Turino,  Italy  (Turin)  in  French,  July  20, 
1901,  to  Brenner,  with  greetings  and  message,  addressed  to  the  sculptor  at  125  East 
23rd  Street,  New  York. 

6.  Correspondence  on  full  letter-size  stationery,  October  6,  1916,  to  “Dear  Sister,” 
discussing  the  issue  of  Etude  for  the  previous  month,  Rosh  Hosonoh  [as  spelled] 
noting  that  he  had  recently  obtained  a  Schleicher  piano,  the  Municipal  Art  Society, 
and  other  personal  matters. 

7.  Four-page  program  for  an  exhibit  at  Caspers  Kunst  Salon  (art  gallery),  Berlin, 
undated,  early  20th  century,  featuring  the  works  of  N.  Aronson,  and  seemingly  of 
importance  to  Brenner  as  he  carefully  preserved  it. 

8.  Card  from  the  Ministry  of  Science  and  Arts,  Universal  Exposition  in  Brussels  in 
1910,  text  in  French,  regarding  Brenner’s  exhibit  in  Group  2,  Beaux  Arts. 

9.  Invitation  ticket  to  Brenner  to  the  Royal  Academy  of  Arts,  Tuesday,  June  26, 
“this  card  to  be  produced,”  (if  it  was,  it  was  later  kept!),  London.  Another  item  of 
memorabilia  saved  by  Brenner — important  to  him  in  his  time. 

10.  Permanent  ticket,  overprinted  in  green,  “SEASON,”  a  pass  issued  to  Victor 
David  Brenner  for  the  Pan-American  Exposition,  May  1 -November  10,  1901,  Buf¬ 
falo,  New  York.  Card  number  A 1 7 1 3  (at  this  exposition  President  McKinley  was 
shot  and  later  died:  news  of  this  event  was  telegraphed  to  the  world  by  Thomas  L. 
Elder,  who  later  became  a  prominent  coin  dealer). 

11.  National  Academy  of  Design,  student’s  certificate,  1895-1896,  issued  to  Vic¬ 
tor  David  Brenner,  number  215,  small  printed  card  with  ink  inscription. 

12.  50-cent  Civil  War  scrip  note,  Park’s  House,  185  and  187  Washington  Street, 
Boston,  printed  by  L.  Prang  &  Company,  engravers  (Prang  later  became  famous  in 
the  field  of  color  illustration),  November  1,  1862,  unused  remainder,  with  engraved 
portrait  of  Lincoln.  No  doubt  a  study  item  collected  by  Brenner  to  observe  earlier 
depictions  of  Lincoln. 

13.  Small  sepia  print  card,  circa  late  19th  century,  titled  “Lincoln  Family,”  show¬ 
ing  President  Lincoln  (center),  his  wife,  and  two  sons. 

14.  Printed  card  of  O.  Rotey,  Paris  sculptor,  with  Rotey  s  new  address  written  in 
ink  and  a  notation. 

15.  Small  unsigned  engraving  of  angel  and  seated  person,  other  figures  at  left, 
seemingly  a  study  for  something  else,  artist  not  identified. 

16.  Business  card  for  Charles  Dupriez,  “Expert  en  Medailles,”  Brussels. 

17.  Two-sided  coin-form  cardboard  badge  with  Brenner’s  name,  Congress 
Internationale  de  Numismatique,  Brussels,  1910,  celebrating  the  art  of  the  medal. 
Yellow  and  green  ribbon  attached. 

18.  Small  printed  card,  filled  in  ink,  torn  (but  reparable),  still  in  one  piece  from 
the  Universal  Exposition  of  Saint  Louis,  1904,  informing  that  formal  announcement 
has  been  made  that  Brenner  had  won  a  silver  medal  on  his  exhibit  of  sculpture,  cata 
loguc  numbers  2076  and  2077  in  Group  XL  “A  medal  and  diploma  for  this  award 
will  be  issued  by  the  Exposition  Company  as  soon  as  readv  for  delivery.” 

19.  Exhibitor's  passcard  to  the  Paris  Salon,  Brenner’s  name  in  ink  as  the  recipient, 
date  not  given,  April  30th  to  June  30th. 
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20.  Souvenir  postcard,  June  15,  1920,  Ogunquit,  Maine,  signed  Dave  to  Mrs. 
M.F.  Brenner,  107  Second  Avenue,  New  York  City.  Depicted  is  a  surf  scene,  OH  the 
Rocks,  Ogunquit,  ME,"  and  the  notation:  “Sorry  to  have  missed  seeing  you  before 
leaving.  I  hope  Father  will  find  his  vacation  pleasant.  Love  to  Mother,  Dave.  (Card 
bv  the  Frank  W.  Swallow  Card  Company,  Inc.,  Exeter,  NH,  which  flourished  from 
the  early  20th  century  through  the  1 940s,  and  created  thousands  of  different  scenes 
of  New  Hampshire,  Maine,  and  other  areas.  Swallow  being  the  most  prolific  post¬ 
card  issuer  within  New  Hampshire). 

21.  Postcard,  torn  corner,  for  the  1910  Brussels  Exposition,  Valentine  &  Sons, 
Limited,  Brussels,  Dundee,  London,  signed  Dave,  addressed  to  Mrs.  M.F.  Bren¬ 
ner,  3  Bid  Monmartre,  Paris,  with  message:  “Am  already  having  a  walk  on  the  Expo¬ 
sition  grounds,  5  pm.,  With  love,  Dave.” 

22.  Catalogue  of  Medals  and  Plaques  by  Victor  D.  Brenner,  exhibited  at  the 
Grolier  Club,  March  7  to  March  23,  1907  (as  mentioned  in  our  biographical 
sketch),  34  pages,  not  illustrated,  presumably  Brenner’s  personal  copy. 

23.  Letter  from  Ernst,  Vienna,  December  20,  1904,  to  Victor  D.  Brenner,  acknowl¬ 
edging  a  check  for  20  crowns  which  in  turn  had  been  given  to  the  treasurer  of  “our 
society.”  Thanks  were  expressed  also  for  Brenners  sending  three  recent  works  to  Ernst. 

24.  Photograph  of  Brenner  in  his  studio,  standing,  right  hand  touching  a  bas  relief  of 
a  young  girl,  large  male  statue  behind  Brenner,  small  statuary  group  on  table  to  left. 

25.  Card  given  to  Brenner  for  the  1905  Paris  Salon,  April  29  to  June  30,  signed  on 


the  back  by  Brenner  who  was  staying  at  20  Rue  Blomet. 

26.  Catalogue  of  an  Exposition  of  Bronzes,  Marbles,  and  Medallions  by  Victor  D. 
Brenner,  from  April  15  to  May  1,  1912,  covers  only  (no  printed  material).  12mo 
size,  issued  by  Arthur  H.  Hahlo  &  Company,  569  Fifth  Avenue,  Windsor  Arcade, 
New  York  City.  Interesting,  and  no  doubt  an  incentive  for  the  buyer  of  the  lot  to 
track  down  the  catalogue  itself. 

27.  Postcard  from  Quebec  addressed  to  David  Victor  Brenner  [sic]  147  West  23rd 
Street,  New  York  City,  January  3,  1904,  from  L.  Vadi  [?]:  Mother  and  I  are  settled 
here  and  am  happy  to  send  you  our  best  wishes  for  you  and  your  family.  Image  of 
group  of  people  on  snowshoes. 

28.  Embossed  (not  printed)  card  for  an  exhibit  in  Vienna,  1 903,  with  ink  note  on 
the  back  that  this  is  card  number  5  issued  to  Brenner. 

29.  Card  from  Venice,  signed  “David,”  March  6,  1907,  to  Mr.  Michael  Brenner, 
131  Norfolk  Street,  New  York  City.  Illustrated  is  “Campo  dei  S.S.  Giovannie  c  Pay¬ 
ola  Monumento  all  Generale  Colleoni,”  and  equestrian  statue.  Message:  “This  is  the 
best  equestrian  statue  in  the  world  and  was  made  by  a  painter.  .  .  Will  get  a  good 
photo  of  it.” 

30.  “Real  photo”  postcard  of  an  appropriate  location,  “Brenner  see  gegan  Sudan, 
being  a  small  lake  named  Brenner,  sent  to  Brenner,  then  in  Paris,  by  H.  Codman 
from  Innsbruck,  August  1,  1906,  with  poignant  message:  “Yesterday  went  through 
Brenner  Pass,  by  Brenner  Bad  [baths  or  spa],  along  Brenner  See  [lake],  not  to  think 

of  Brenner  the  town  itself  which  I  saw.  All  very  fine 
works  of  Brenner  the  artist.  Compliments  of  H. 
Codman.” 

31.  Souvenir  photographic  print,  with  inscrip¬ 
tion  on  back,  “house  in  which  Lincoln  died.”

1001  1865  Proof-65  Cameo  (PCGS).  Brilliant  with  splashes  of  golden 
toning.  A  few  flecks  here  and  there  are  noted,  probably  mainly  from 
an  imperfect  planchet.  One  might  theorize  that  this  was  a  very  early 
strike  off  of  the  Proof  press. 

This  year  represents  the  first  date  in  the  nickel  three-cent  series. 
However,  the  denomination  was  not  introduced  until  later  in  the 
year,  after  which  time  many  minor  Proof  sets  (containing  the  Indian 
cent  and  two-cent  piece)  had  already  been  sold.  Accordingly,  many 
numismatists  simply  went  without  nickel  three-cent  Proofs,  and  as 
the  opportunity  presented  itself,  acquired  a  circulation  strike.  As  to 
how  many  Proofs  were  minted,  this  is  strictly  a  matter  of  conjecture, 
but  our  thought  is  not  more  than  a  few  hundred,  in  any  event,  casting 
this  as  by  far  the  rarest  Proof  in  the  nickel  three-cent  denomination 
(the  second  rarest  being  the  1887  “Perfect  Date,”  for  which  we  esti¬ 
mate  that  1,000  were  struck).  Only  at  widely  spaced  intervals  do  we 
have  a  chance  to  offer  a  Proof  of  1 865,  and  when  we  do,  typically  the 
grade  is  a  bit  less  than  offered  here. 

The  present  coin  gives  us  the  opportunity  to  address  some  technical  aspects  and 
we  give  them  below  “for  the  record”  to  the  extent  that  anyone  might  be  interested: 

The  date  is  dramatically  double  punched,  with  traces  of  an  earlier  serif  of  the  1, 
the  upper  left  of  the  6,  and  the  upper  left  of  the  5  visible  to  the  left  of  the  final  figure. 
As  noted  earlier,  we  believe  that  this  is  an  early  impression  off  of  the  die  pair,  and  it 
may  be  that  these  features  are  not  sharply  delineated  on  the  majority  of  Proofs.  The 
final  date  itself  is  punched  oh  so  close  to  the  hair,  with  the  upper  right  of  the  flag  of 
the  5  very  close  to  but  microscopically  separated  from  it. 

Extending  from  the  dentils  through  the  letters  STA  (STATES)  are  three  raised  par¬ 
allel  lines,  the  lower  two  of  which  extend  into  the  field  toward  the  bridge  of  Miss 
Liberty’s  nose. 


The  reverse  is  from  a  very  early  die,  with  no  signs  of  relapping.  Of  course,  as  this  is 
the  first  year  of  issue  and  an  early  impression  there  would  be  no  reason  to  reprocess 
the  die  at  this  early  stage.  At  the  upper  left  of  the  leftmost  1  in  the  denomination  are 
several  raised  diagonal  lines.  These  are  sufficiently  distinctive  that  they  would  serve 
to  identify  the  later  use  of  this  die.  If  any  readers  have  Proof  1 865  nickel  three-cent 
pieces  they  would  care  to  examine  carefully  and  submit  information  concerning,  we 
will  notice  in  a  future  issue  of  the  Rare  Coin  Review  the  technicalities.  Are  all  Proofs 
of  1 865  struck  from  the  die  here  described,  or  are  there  other  die  varieties  known? 
Was  this  reverse  die  used  later  to  strike  Proofs,  such  as  in  1 866? 

1002  1865  MS-65  (NGC).  Brilliant  and  lustrous.  A  splendid  circulation 
strike  example  of  the  first  year  of  issue.  Under  magnification  the  die 
exhibits  interesting  characteristics,  especially  in  comparison  to  the 
earlier  offered  Proof. 

On  the  obverse  and  reverse  are  extensive  clash  marks,  with  part  of  the  reverse  wreath 
appearing  around  the  head  on  the  obverse,  and  on  the  reverse  an  outline  of  Miss 
Liberty’s  head  being  evident.  High  on  the  cheek  of  Miss  Liberty,  just  beyond  the  eye,  is 
a  raised  “island”  of  metal,  indicating  this  particular  die  had  a  depression  or  pit  in  it. 

The  date  logotype  1 865  is  completely  differently  placed  on  this  piece,  with  the  5 
being  distant  from  the  hair. 

1003  1865  MS-65  (NGC).  Lustrous  with  light  golden  toning.  A  very 
pleasing  coin  from  an  aesthetic  viewpoint,  this  in  addition  to  the  cor¬ 
rectly  assigned  grading  number.  Important  as  the  first  year  of  issue  of 
this  new  nickel  alloy  denomination. 

The  date  logotype  is  low  on  the  obverse  die.  A  crack  is  visible  through  ICA 
(AMERICA).  Clash  marks  from  the  reverse  can  be  seen  on  close  examination.  On 
the  reverse  the  central  stripe  details  are  weak  on  the  first  and  third  elements  of  the 
numeral,  this  because  of  the  metal  flow  requirement  to  fill  the  portrait  in  the  oppo¬ 
site  die.  The  obverse  and  reverse  dies  have  clashed  at  least  three  times,  as  there  are 
that  many  outlines  of  Miss  Liberty  within  the  wreath,  sort  of  like  a  stroboscopic  still. 
A  very  interesting  coin  from  a  technical  viewpoint  and,  as  noted,  quite  pleasing  as  a 
basic  1865  nickel  three-cent  piece  (although  it  would  be  nicer  if  the  numeral  on  the 
back  were  fully  struck  up). 

1004  1872  Proof-64  Cameo  (PCI).  A  lustrous  coin  with  frosty  motifs  and 
somewhat  satiny  fields. 

1005  1878  Proof-64.  Brilliant  and  very  pleasing.  Surfaces  are  a  combina¬ 
tion  of  mint  lustre  and  mirrorlike  fields,  characteristic  of  the  nickel 
three-cent  piece  this  year  and  also  of  the  Shield  nickel,  each  said  to  be 
struck  only  in  Proof  inish  but,  as  is  obvious,  not  from  completely  pol¬ 
ished  dies.  The  1878  has  always  been  a  key  to  the  series,  just  2,350 
were  struck. 
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1006  1882  Proof-67  (NGC).  Satiny  devices  and  lightly  reflective  fields 
embraced  by  lovely  golden  iridescence.  A  cut  above  average  where  eye 
appeal  is  concerned.

1007  1883  MS-62.  Satiny  golden  gray  with  warm,  cascading  lustre. 

1008  1885  Proof-66  Cameo  (PCGS).  Light  golden  toning  over  mirror 
surfaces.  A  very  nice  example  of  an  extremely  popular  date — the 
Proofs  of  this  year  being  in  special  demand  due  to  the  general  un¬ 
availability  of  circulation  strikes. 

The  date  logotype  is  quite  close  to  the  portrait,  but  distinctly  separated  from  it.

1009  1857  Proof-64  (NGC).  Reflective  steel  gray  with  small,  bright 
bursts  of  iridescent  gold,  blue,  and  rose.  Sharply  struck  in  all  areas,  a 
refreshing  concept  when  compared  to  business  strikes  of  the  era.  A 
lint  mark  at  the  date  is  the  only  mark  worthy  of  mention.  From  an 
unknown  but  presumably  small  Proof  mintage  for  the  date,  perhaps 
somewhere  on  the  order  of  50  to  100  pieces.  Regardless  of  the  mint¬ 
age  figure,  the  rarity  of  the  date  in  Proof  speaks  for  itself.  The  present 
coin  is  no  slouch  where  eye  appeal  is  concerned,  yet  another  reason  to 
give  this  lot  serious  bidding  consideration. 

A  series  of  raised  diagonal  die  lines,  a  result  of  die  polishing,  can  bee  seen  in  the 
obverse  legends  and  at  the  date. 

1010  1857  MS-63  (NGC).  Lightly  mottled  iridescent  toning.  Typical 
strike  for  the  year.  A  very  difficult  date  to  find  at  the  MS-63  level. 

1011  1861  MS-65.  Needle-sharp  details,  and  worth  a  premium  as  such. 
Lustrous  fields  are  toned  with  a  mixture  of  lilac  and  gunmetal-blue. 
Under  close  examination,  some  nearly  vertical  die  striae  can  be  seen 
on  the  obverse,  from  the  die  preparation  process,  indicating  that  this 
was  an  early  strike  (for  such  wore  away  after  a  time).

1012  1869  MS-66  (PCGS).  Very  light  golden  toning  over  deeply  struck, 
frosty  surfaces,  not  prooflike ,  and  as  such  an  unequivocal  circulation  strike. 

When  one  thinks  of  a  silver  three-cent  piece  of  1867  in  any  grade, 
Proofs  come  to  mind,  of  which  there  were  625  struck,  all  made  for  nu¬ 
mismatists  and  probably  most,  if  not  all,  were  placed  in  numismatic 
hands.  And,  in  addition  there  were  4,000  circulation  strikes — the  cir¬ 
cumstances  under  which  they  were  made  not  being  known  to  us  at 
present.  In  1 867  such  pieces  were  not  circulating  at  face  value  in  the 
East  or  Midwest  and  exactly  why  they  were  struck  was  somewhat  of  a 
mystery.  Presumably  some  depositor  requested  them,  or  else,  probably 
more  likely,  they  were  made  on  special  request.  We  will  have  to  ask 
R.W.  Julian,  numismatic  researcher  extraordinaire  if  he  has  any  ideas. 

Whatever  the  scenario,  the  4,000  circulation  strikes  have  nearly  all 
disappeared,  and  today  one  hardly  ever  sees  an  example.  In  Mint 
State  these  pieces  are  far  rarer  than  Proofs,  and  regarding  MS-66, 
such  a  piece  is  dozens  of  times  rarer  than  a  Proof.  The  present  coin,  to 
our  somewhat  seasoned  eye,  is  a  super  rarity,  is  extremely  exciting, 
and  is  eminently  desirable.  If  we  were  specializing  in  collecting  silver 
three-cent  pieces  by  date,  this  is  a  piece  we  could  not  live  without. 
Or,  at  least,  life  would  not  be  as  happy  as  knowing  that  we  owned  it.

1013  1870  MS-65.  A  splendid  gem  specimen  combining  satiny  lustre  with 
prooflike  surface.  Sharply  struck,  well  detailed,  and  attractive  in  all 
respects.  Light  silver  surfaces  give  way  to  splashes  of  delicate  gold  at 
the  borders.  A  superb  coin,  one  of  the  finest  circulation  strikes  we  have 
ever  seen,  far  and  away  rarer  than  related  Proof.  Indeed,  years  may  go 
by  between  offerings  of  an  equivalent  coin.  This  piece  is  a  highlight 
among  silver  three-cent  pieces  auctioned  so  far  in  the  21st  century, 
and  a  strong  bid  is  recommended. 

1014  1872  Proof-62  (NGC).  Brilliant.  Some  hairlines  and  also  some  con¬ 
tact  marks  are  seen,  particularly  under  magnification.  Sharply  struck, 
and  for  the  grade  a  desirable  example.  As  trimes  of  this  date  are  gener¬ 
ally  unavailable  in  circulated  grades,  the  present  piece  should  play  to 
a  wide  audience,  not  to  the  connoisseur  seeking  a  gem  Proof,  but  to 
just  about  anyone  who  wants  a  sharp,  fairly  attractive  example  of  this 
elusive  year.

1015  1866  Rays.  Proof-66  (PCGS).  An  incredible  specimen  possessing 
delicate  golden  toning  over  sharply  struck  surfaces.  A  coin  with 
which  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  any  fault,  even  if  we  wanted  to. 
So,  we  will  stop  here,  and  talk  about  its  rarity  and  a  few  other  things. 

The  Shield  nickel  motif  did  not  make  its  debut  until  the  summer  of 
1866,  by  which  time  many  if  not  most  numismatists  had  already 
purchased  Proof  coins  of  the  year,  without  this  denomination.  At  the 
time  the  channels  of  communication  were  not  very  strong  in  numis¬ 
matic  circles  and  consisted  only  of  the  newly  launched  American  Jour¬ 
nal  of  Numismatics,  as  well  as  catalogues  of  dealers,  such  as  the  latter 
were  (hardly  oriented  toward  giving  pro  bono  publico  comments  to  the 
collecting  community).  And,  so  far  as  we  know,  the  Mint  did  not 
maintain  a  mailing  list  or  distribute  circulars.  However,  in  the  sum¬ 
mer  of  1866  the  Mint  did  make  it  known  to  those  who  inquired  that 
Proof  strikings  of  the  new  Shield  nickel  were  available  for  10  cents 
each.  How  many  people  ordered  them  we  do  not  know,  and  estimates 
have  ranged  all  over  the  place.  We  will  guess  that  fewer  than  500  were 
made  and  sold.  Whatever  the  figure,  the  1 866  Proof  nickel  today  re¬ 
mains  a  great  rarity  in  the  Shield  series,  second  only  to  the  “impos¬ 
sible”  1867  With  Rays.  When  seen,  Proof  1866  nickels  are  apt  to 
have  befallen  all  sorts  of  unfortunate  events,  most  notably  cleaning 
by  well-intentioned  collectors.  The  present  coin  experienced  none  of 
this,  with  the  result  that  this  piece  is  truly  special. 

Under  magnification  it  can  be  seen  that  the  date  is  centered  slightly  left  of  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  the  ball.  As  is  true  of  any  and  all  1866  Shield  nickels,  the  last  6  of  the  date  is 
larger  than  the  first  6,  due  to  the  logotype.  The  present  piece  is  from  highly  polished 
dies,  showing /io  lathe  marks  or  other  idiosyncrasies,  although  at  the  top  of  the 
“white”  center  vertical  stripe  in  the  shield  there  is  a  prominent  centering  dot. 

On  the  reverse  a  number  of  stars  have  double  punched  rays,  As  we  write  these 
words  we  are  not  sure  if  this  is  common  to  all  Proofs  ot  this  year  or  just  this  particu¬ 
lar  die— we  haven’t  made  notes.  As  to  which  stars  show  prominent  doubling,  taking 
the  star  directly  above  the  5  and  assigning  it  number  1 ,  this  star  has  slight  doubling, 
number  3  has  slight  doubling,  as  does  number  5.  Number  7  is  very  slight,  8  is  quite 
prominently  doubled,  9,  10,  and  1 1  prominently  doubled,  somewhat  less  so  for  12, 
and  slightly  for  13.  For  good  measure  the  upright  of  the  5  is  also  doubled  at  the  left. 
A  vestigial  trace  of  a  centering  dot  appears  within  the  bottom  of  the  5  and  can  only 
be  found  if  you  look  for  it  carefully  (certain  other  Proofs  of  this  date,  we  believe, 
have  very  bold  centering  dots,  as  do  certain  patterns  using  the  same  reverse). 


Gorgeous  1866  Shield  Nickel 
Gem  Mint  State 


1016  1866  Rays.  MS-65  (PCGS).  Light  lilac  toning  over  sharply  struck 
and  well  detailed  surfaces.  A  superior  specimen  of  the  first  year  and 
design  in  the  Shield  nickel  series.  Probably  in  the  top  10%  of  existing 
MS-65  certified  coins  from  the  standpoint  of  aesthetic  appeal  and 
quality  combined. 

On  the  obverse  the  second  6  of  the  date  appears  to  be  measurably  larger  than  the  first 
6,  this  being  because  of  the  logotype  preparation.  Delicate  cracks  are  seen  in  many  ar¬ 
eas,  too  many  to  describe  here.  Some  lathe  arcs  are  seen  in  the  bottom  part  of  the  cross, 
interesting  from  a  technical  viewpoint  and  reflective  of  the  die  preparation  process. 
The  reverse  shows  many  parallel  die  striae  from  the  preparation  process,  a  number  of 
separate  and  delicate  die  cracks  (especially  around  the  border)  and  some  significant 
unfinished  areas  of  the  die,  to  the  sides  of  certain  stars  extending  toward  the  bars. 

Gem  1866  Shield  Nickel 

First  Year  of  Issue 


1017  1866  Rays.  MS-65  (NGC).  Light  golden  toning  over  partially  lus¬ 
trous  surfaces.  Fairly  decent  strike,  indeed  above  average,  but  not 
needle  sharp.  The  coin  has  very  prominent  striae,  as  minted,  which 
on  the  reverse  overwhelm  any  lustre  that  might  be  present.  All  told, 
the  present  coin  is  a  typical  MS-65,  better  struck  than  normally,  but 
not  of  memorable  eye  appeal.  Its  importance  is  undiminished  as  the 
first  year  of  issue  of  the  denomination. 

The  date  logotype  on  this  and  all  other  1 866  Shield  nickels  was  made  such  that  the 
second  6  appears  significantly  larger  than  the  first  6.  In  the  19th  century  what  we 
call  “With  Rays”  was  often  called  “Stars  and  Bars,”  describing  the  reverse  design. 
The  latter  seems  to  be  a  bit  more  interesting.

MS-64.  Lustrous  with  just  a  whisper  of  golden  orange  highlights  ts 
1906  Liberty.  MS-62.  Lustrous  soft  golden  orange  surfaces  "ft  1913 
Buffalo,  Type  I.  MS-64.  Lustrous  with  delicate  golden  toning  "fr 
1927  Buffalo.  MS-64  Lustrous  with  soft  iridescence  on  both  sur¬ 
faces.  (Total:  6  pieces)

1019  1867  Rays.  MS-65  (NGC).  A  satiny,  lustrous  gem  with  delightful 
golden  highlights.  Nicely  struck  as  well,  with  only  a  touch  of  weak 
ness  at  a  lew  reverse  stars.  Struck  from  heavily  clashed  dies;  the  clash- 
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ing  has  caused  some  collapse  in  the  dies,  as  noted  by  swelling  in  the 
fields  on  both  sides.  An  impressive  gem  example  of  a  popular  design 
type  that  was  discontinued  early  in  1867  in  favor  of  the  new  design 
without  rays  on  the  reverse. 

Among  1867  nickels,  those  with  rays  (or  “Stars  and  Bars”)  are  in 
the  distinct  minority,  comprising  perhaps  1/1  Oth  or  fewer  of  extant 
examples,  although  the  market  does  not  recognize  this  differential. 
Years  ago,  when  basic  rarity  was  a  fundamental  concept  of  numismat¬ 
ics  and  condition  rarity  was  scarcely  heard  of,  the  1 867  was  in  the 
forefront  and  was  known  by  all.  Today,  relatively  few  pieces  are  of¬ 
fered,  and  when  they  are  most  people  do  not  recognize  their  true  sig¬ 
nificance. 

1020  1867  Rays.  MS-64  (NGC).  Light  golden  toning  over  lustrous  sur¬ 
faces.  Striations  take  the  place  of  lustre,  particularly  at  the  center  of 
the  reverse,  with  some  marks  at  the  center  of  the  reverse  probably 
from  the  original planchet,  not  smoothed  out  in  the  striking  process, 
and  quite  different  conceptually  from  marks  that  occurred  later.  The 
striking  is  about  typical,  with  some  lightness  on  the  obverse,  particu¬ 
larly  among  the  horizontal  shield  stripes. 

Under  magnification  the  obverse  shows  some  delicate  cracks  to  the  right.  The  bot¬ 
tom  of  the  “white”  stripes  of  the  shield  area  is  not  finished.  The  date  and  certain 
other  features  are  slightly  doubled,  perhaps  machine  doubling  rather  than  a  doubled 
die  (Bill  Fivaz  is  not  here  in  the  office  as  we  catalogue  this,  so  that  is  what  we  think). 
On  the  reverse  the  striae  are  quite  evident,  these  being  from  the  die  finishing  process. 
The  resplendent  rays  directly  below  the  second  T  (STATES)  are  sharply  abbreviated 
and  are,  perhaps,  only  half  present,  an  interesting  feature. 

1021  Trio  of  nickels:  ☆  1867  Shield.  With  Rays.  AU-50.  Soft  silver  gray 
surfaces  ☆  1883  Liberty.  No  CENTS.  AU-55.  Soft  iridescent  sur¬ 
faces  ☆  1903  Liberty.  Proof-60.  Reflective  with  spots  noted  on  both 
surfaces.  (Total:  3  pieces) 

Gem  1867  No  Rays  Nickel 


1022  1867  No  Rays.  MS-65  (PCGS).  Delicate  toning  over  sharply  struck 
surfaces.  A  simply  superb  specimen  of  the  first  year  without  rays  or 
bars  on  the  reverse.  Worthy  of  a  “stretch”  bid  in  our  estimation. 

On  the  obverse  the  date  logotype  is  slightly  left  of  being  centered  under  the  ball, 
and  prominent  doubling  is  noted  (a  doubled  die,  not  machine  doubling;  IN  GOD 
WE  TRUST  shows  no  doubling).  Some  delicate  cracks  are  seen  here  and  there,  the 
rule,  not  the  exception  for  early  Shield  nickels.  Some  interesting  crosshatched  die 
preparation  marks  are  seen  at  the  lower  left  of  the  field,  near  the  arrow  feather. 
Prominent  die  striae  are  nearly  horizontal  on  the  reverse  and  are  omnipresent  in  the 
field,  indicating  that  this  is  a  very  early  impression  from  this  particular  die.  However, 
a  very  tiny  crack  is  seen  extending  to  the  right  from  D  (UNITED),  which  certainly 
must  have  been  made  at  an  early  time,  or  perhaps  it  was  a  stress  crack  (not  from 
striking  but  from  die  preparation). 

1023  1868  Repunched  Date.  MS-65  (PCGS).  Brilliant  and  sharply 
struck.  Another  memorable  Shield  nickel,  comparable  in  quality  to  a 
couple  we  have  enthused  over  already.  Quality  such  as  this  is  not  ob¬ 
tained  by  accident — one  must  examine  multiple  Shield  nickels  to 
find  one  that  is  just  right. 

Under  magnification  the  seemingly  obligatory  die  cracks  are  seen 
on  both  sides,  very  delicate  and  requiring  some  searching.  The  date  is 
boldly  doubled,  indeed  spectacularly  so,  one  of  the  most  dramatic 
doublings  in  existence  on  any  United  States  coin  of  this  era. 

All  told  this  is  a  very  special  Shield  nickel  that  is  deserving  of  an 
especially  strong  bid. 


1024  1869  Proof-64  (NGC).  Brilliant  with  light  golden  toning.  Well 
struck.  A  nice  answer  to  the  call  for  a  quality  Proof  at  this  level. 

1025  1871  MS-63,  or  finer.  The  numerals  8,  7,  and  1  in  the  date  show 
traces  of  doubling.  Pleasing  golden  gray  iridescence  enhances  the 
frosty  surfaces.  Boldly  struck  with  virtually  all  design  features  show-  ! 
ing  to  full  advantage.  As  a  date  the  1871  is  one  of  the  scarcer  issues  of 
its  era.  The  present  piece  is  a  find  for  the  Shield  nickel  specialist  who 
realizes  that  such  an  example  is  decidedly  rarer  than  an  equivalent 
Proof  piece. 

Under  close  examination  the  aforementioned  repunching  is  noted.  Also,  there  are 
a  number  of  tiny  cracks  on  the  obverse,  scattered  here  and  there  mostly  not  con-  | 
nected.  To  the  left  side  of  the  cross  on  the  top  are  some  interesting  raised  die  prepa¬ 
ration  lines.  The  bottom  interior  of  the  shield  is  raised  and  unfinished  in  the  “white” 
spaces.  The  reverse  is  from  an  early  impression  of  the  dies,  without  cracks,  and  with 
some  microscopic  finish  lines  toward  the  bottom.

1891  Proof-64.  Both  with  pale  champagne  highlights.  (Total:  2 
pieces) 

1027  1881  Proof-66  (PCGS).  Brilliant  with  champagne  toning.  Sharply 
struck  and  of  superb  quality  overall.  Always  popular  as  related  circu¬ 
lation  strikes  had  a  low  mintage  and  are  hardly  ever  seen,  placing  ad¬ 
ditional  pressure  on  the  Proofs. 

1028  1881  VF-25  (PCGS).  Lightly  toned  silver  surfaces.  Very  scarce  in  cir¬ 
culation  strike  form,  as  relatively  few  were  made  for  commerce. 

1029  1882  MS-65  (PCGS).  Brilliant  and  with  a  prooflike  obverse.  Su¬ 
perbly  struck.  Handpicked  quality. 

As  might  be  expected,  there  are  many  interesting  features  visible  under  magnifica¬ 
tion,  including  die  cracks.  G  (GOD)  is  largely  filled,  certain  of  the  letters  in  the 
motto  are  mostly  filled,  and  the  date  openings  are  filled,  save  for  the  bottom  loop  in 
the  8.

1030  1883/2  Shield.  MS-65  (PCGS).  A  splendid  piece,  very  sharply 
struck.  Light  heather  toning  over  lustrous  surfaces.  Another  memo¬ 
rable  Shield  nickel. 

Under  magnification  the  date  numerals  are  filled.  Traces  of  the  earlier  2  can  be 
seen  in  the  field  at  the  left  of  the  base  of  the  3.  G  (GOD)  is  completely  filled  and 
certain  other  letters  are  mostly  filled.  On  the  reverse  certain  of  the  letters  are  partly 
filled  or  shadowed,  S  (CENTS)  being  particularly  obvious.  Delicate  die  cracks  are 
on  both  sides.

OF  SCIENCE  &  INDUSTRY,  surrounding  a 
portrait  which  some  have  suggested  to  be  that  of  Martha  Washing¬ 
ton,  but  probably  is  simply  an  allegorical  “Miss  Liberty.”  The  date 
1792  is  in  small  numerals  beneath  the  neck  truncation.  The  reverse 
shows  an  eagle  in  flight,  the  inscription  UNITED  STATES  OF 
AMERICA  above,  and  the  denomination  HALF  DISME  below. 
Later,  the  silent  S  in  DISME  was  dropped,  and  the  denomination  be¬ 
came  dime  as  we  now  know  it. 

These  coins  were  authorized  by  the  Mint  Act  of  April  2,  1792,  based  primarily  on 
an  earlier  report  and  plan  for  coinage  prepared  by  Alexander  Hamilton  in  1790. 
David  Rittenhouse  was  appointed  the  first  director  of  the  Mint,  and  made  arrange¬ 
ments  for  the  first  Mint  building  to  be  constructed  in  1792.  The  facility  was  ready 
for  use  early  in  1793  when  the  first  copper  coins  were  produced.  In  the  meantime, 
these  1792  half  dismes  and  other  1792  issues  were  coined  in  a  temporary  facility, 
widely  reported  to  be  located  in  the  cellar  of  John  Harper’s  business  in  Philadelphia. 
Although  no  documentary  evidence  supports  this  claim,  it  has  made  for  a  good  story 
over  the  years.  In  November  1 792,  President  Washington  mentioned  these  pieces  in 
his  annual  address,  noting  “There  has  been  a  small  beginning  in  the  coinage  of  half 
dismes,  the  want  of  small  coins  in  circulation  calling  the  first  attention  to  them.” 
Given  this  specific  reference  by  President  Washington,  it  is  almost  certain  that  these 
were  considered  issues  for  public  use,  thus  they  represent  our  first  coinage  issue  for 
circulation.

Fine  scratches  are  visible  across  upper 
left  obverse.  This  is  a  scarce  variety  that  is  not  quite  as  plentiful  as 
LM-4.  Two  other  varieties  for  the  year  are  considered  rarer. 

Cracked  from  the  border  between  stars  5  and  6  to  Liberty's  hair,  continuing  to  E 
of  LIBERTY.  The  reverse  has  several  very  light  die  cracks.  Half  dimes  bearing  the 
date  1794  were  first  struck  in  1795.

Both  obverse  and  reverse  have  slate  gray  toning  with  pale  blue,  lilac, 
and  heather  highlights.  Virtually  all  detail  is  very  sharply  defined 
with  only  some  weakness  noted  at  Liberty’s  eye  and  at  centers  of  both 
wings.  There  is  no  evidence  of  adjustment  marks  on  either  side,  and 
the  overall  appeal  of  this  example  is  very  high.  This  is  one  of  the  very 
finest  examples  of  this  variety  we  have  handled,  certainly  finer  than 
the  Eliasberg  coin.  Very  few  1795  half  dimes  of  any  variety  can 
match  this  for  overall  quality. 

The  obverse  is  lightly  cracked  through  Y  to  Liberty’s  nose.

A  lovely  specimen  of  commanding  importance  to 
the  half  dime  specialist,  who  will  immediately  fall  in  love  with  it. 
First  of  all,  it  is  not  a  perfect  strike,  nor  do  we  know  that  any  1 842-0 
half  dimes  are,  the  present  piece  being  somewhat  lightly  defined  on 
Miss  Liberty’s  head  and  at  the  lower  left  of  the  wreath.  That  said,  we 
will  proceed  to  its  excellent  features  which  are  numerous.  First,  the 
coin  possesses  an  incredibly  light  gray  toning  accented  with  hints  of 
gold,  green,  and  blue.  Beyond  that,  the  1 842-0  is  sufficiently  scarce 
in  MS-60  grade  that  the  current  issue  of  the  Guide  Book  elects  not  to 
include  a  price  at  all,  but  simply  to  have  a  dash.  On  the  other  hand, 
when  examples  of  other  coins  are  available  in  MS-60  grade,  such  as  an 
1893-S  dollar,  it  is  given  a  price  (in  that  instance,  $38,000).  While 
we  are  at  it,  although  comparisons  are  not  necessarily  relevant  be¬ 
tween  Morgan  dollars  (which  are  extremely  popular)  and  half  dimes 
(which  play  to  a  selected  audience),  we  do  suggest  that  if  you  were  to 
run  an  advertisement  in  Coin  World,  Numismatic  News,  The  Numis¬ 
matist,  Coinage,  and  Coins  magazine  offering  to  pay  $38,000  for  a 
true  MS-60  coin  of  nice  appearance,  we  are  not  sure  that  you  would 
find  one — or  at  least  not  soon. 

We  are  not  suggesting  that  the  present  coin  which  is  graded  far 
above  MS-60  is  worth  $38,000  or  even  close,  but  we  do  suggest  that  a 
price  of  perhaps  $15,000  may  well  be  in  order,  and  that  the  lucky 
owner  will  have  a  coin  that  in  this  grade  is  rarer  than  not  only  an  MS- 
60  1893-S  dollar,  but  even  an  MS-63  or  higher  grade  kingly  Morgan 
dollar  of  that  particular  variety. 

Ending  our  discussion  ,  this  is  a  very  special  half  dime,  one  that  will 
be  a  centerpiece  in  the  collection  of  its  new  owner.

Although  this  has  less  of  a  deep  Proof  appearance  than  some 
coins,  we  have  no  doubt  that  this  is  a  Proof  or  was  intended  to  be  a 
Proof  when  struck. 
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Splendid  1850-0  Halt  Dime

ently  by  the  obverse  die  rusting  lightly,  no  doubt  in  the  humid  setting 
of  the  New  Orleans  Mint.  The  reverse  die  was  not  matte,  but  is  smooth 
and  thus  imparted  the  normal  “frost"  or  “lustre.” 

The  1850-0  half  dime  is  quite  elusive  in  choice  Mint  State,  as  here, 
and  no  doubt  the  half  dime  specialist  will  appreciate  the  opportunity 
to  compete  for  this  example.

Half  dimes  without  arrows  at  date  were  struck  early  in  the  year  1 853  before  the  Act 
of  February  21,  and  for  the  most  part  were  melted,  although  many  generations  ago  in 
unrecorded  circumstances  a  small  group  of  them  must  have  been  set  aside,  as  today 
there  are  perhaps  100  tc  200  pieces  that  are  in  the  choice  and  gem  category,  as  here. 

In  brief,  after  the  discovery  of  gold  in  quantity  in  California  in  1 848,  and  the  com¬ 
ing  of  gold  to  the  market  in  quantity  in  1849,  silver  became  rare  in  comparison  to 
gold,  and  the  price  of  silver  metal  rose  on  international  markets.  By  1850,  the  melt¬ 
down  price  of  silver  coins  was  greater  than  the  face  value.  The  result  of  this  was  tre¬ 
mendous  quantities  of  earlier  silver  coins  in  circulation  were  melted,  and  newly 
minted  ones  were  apt  to  be  exported  or  melted,  but  not  placed  into  circulation.  In 
contemplating  all  of  this  it  is  important  to  know  that  the  Mint  did  not  on  speculation 
produce  silver  half  dimes,  dimes,  quarters,  half  dollars,  and  dollars,  but  produced 
them  in  response  to  requests  by  depositors.  Mintages  trended  lower  as  such  pieces 
were  redundant  for  circulation.  Today,  as  a  general  rule  of  thumb,  all  silver  coins 
from  1850  through  early  1853  are  somewhat  scarce  and  some  are  rare. 

A  cousin  to  the  1853  Philadelphia  Mint  half  dime  without  arrows,  as  offered  here, 
is  a  variety  struck  in  New  Orleans,  without  arrows,  and  from  an  obverse  die  with  a 
weak  date — a  “signature”  identifying  the  half  dime  so  that  seen  from  the  obverse 
only,  without  any  clue  as  to  whether  or  not  there  is  a  mintmark  on  the  obverse,  a  half 
dime  specialist  can  quickly  identify  an  1853-0. 


Intense  mottled  magenta  and  blue 
toning  over  sharply  struck  and  lustrous  surfaces.  Ever  popular  for  in¬ 
clusion  in  type  sets.

The  With  Arrows  style  was  used  on  the  half  dime  series  only  from  1853  through 
1855. 

1159  1853  Arrows.  MS-64  (NGC).  Gunmetal-blue  and  magenta  toning 
over  fairly  sharply  struck  surfaces,  this  describing  the  obverse.  The 
reverse  has  mottled  iridescence. 

Under  magnification  interesting  clash  marks  can  be  seen  on  both  sides. 

1 160  1853  Arrows.  MS-60.  Brilliant  and  lustrous.  A  very  handsome  ex¬ 
ample  at  this  grade  level. 

The  fields  are  a  bit  “wavy,”  especially  on  the  obverse  and  some  clash  marks  are 
seen  on  the  reverse.  This  particular  coinage  was  done  in  a  very  fast  manner,  in  order 
to  turn  out  large  quantities  of  pieces  to  serve  in  circulation — as  silver  coins  had  been 
absent  since  circa  1850-1851.

“Cereal  Wreath”  reverse  employed  to  coin  half  dimes  in  1 860  and 
later  years.  Fully  lustrous  with  frosty  surfaces.  Intermingled  magenta 
and  dark  blue  toning  on  both  sides.  This  is  among  the  very  finest  of 
approximately  75  examples  known  today.  Although  a  pattern  issue, 
this  was  struck  in  the  format  of  circulation  strike  coinage. 

This  example  is  from  a  mintage  of  just  100  coins,  according  to  James  Ross 
Snowden,  Mint  director  at  the  time  these  were  issued.  However,  Snowden,  who 
seems  to  have  been  both  a  strictly  honest  and  also  an  intellectually  honest  man 
seemed  to  have  changed  his  spots  after  spring  1859,  and  his  later  comments  must  be 
jtaken  with,  perhaps,  a  large  dish  of  salt.  No  matter,  the  1860  transitional  half  dime 
remains  rare  today.

The  engraver  first  took  the  four-digit  1858  logotype  and  punched  it  into  the  die 
upside  down,  recognized  the  error,  and  then  repunched  it  in  the  correct  position. 
Much  of  the  earlier  date  can  still  be  seen.

As  to  whether  this  is  an  actual  overdate,  we 
do  not  know,  as  we  have  never  been  able  to  discern  an  unequivocal  0 
below  the  final  1.  For  sure,  on  the  present  piece  the  last  digit  is 
repunched  at  the  base  and  there  is  a  little  “blob”  to  the  left.  It  might 
be  relevant  to  quote  A1  Blythe  in  his  Complete  Guide  to  Liberty  Seated 
Half  Dimes:  “The  1861/0  ‘overdate’  is  controversial,  and  while  it  is 
listed  in  the  Guide  Book,  there  are  differences  of  opinion  as  to  what  it 
is.  Tom  DeLorey  feels  that  it  is  not  an  overdate,  but  merely  the  result 
of  a  defective  die  punch.  This  is  because  the  defects  that  were  consid¬ 
ered  to  be  remnants  of  the  0  under  the  1  were  exactly  the  same  on  two 
different  dies  despite  the  random  metal  movements  involved  in 
overdating.  Bill  Fivaz  is  convinced  that  a  four-digit  logotype  punch 
was  used  to  repair  the  date,  and  it  was  the  logotype  punch  that  was 
overdated.  In  his  opinion  there  are  too  many  identical  features  among 
the  four  varieties  of  this  so-called  overdate  for  each  die  to  have  been 
overdated.  A  detailed  discussion  of  the  specifics  is  contained  in  The 
Gobrecht  Collective  Volume,  Number  3,  1990,  pages  133  and  134.” 

Until  our  mind  is  changed  (and  we  try  to  have  an  objective  view  of 
all  things  numismatic)  we  will  consider  this  to  be  a  “defective  punch 
as  mentioned  above.  However,  those  who  collect  by  varieties  listed  in 
the  Guide  Book,  will  want  to  bid  enthusiastically  for  this  “overdate,” 
and  all  others  will  want  to  bid  enthusiastically  to  acquire  this  “defec¬ 
tive  punch”  variety,  seemingly  a  win-win  situation  for  the  consignor! 

1173  1861  MS-63  (NGC).  Sharply  struck  and  lustrous  with  delicate  ton¬ 
ing.  Some  medium  gray  toning  near  the  date. 

An  exceedingly  interesting  striking  if  viewed  under  magnification,  with  a  promi¬ 
nent  diagonal  raised  die  line  at  the  lower  left  of  the  base  of  Miss  Liberty,  vertical  die 
lines  in  the  same  area,  and  other  idiosyncrasies.  While  such  features  do  not  necessar¬ 
ily  add  to  the  value  of  this  coin  (but  the  sharpness  of  the  striking,  previously  men¬ 
tioned,  does),  they  do  add  considerable  interest. 


Superb  1866  Half  Dime  Rarity

John  Adams,  second  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  United  States, 
was  elected  in  1 796  (the  first 
year  dimes  were  struck  at  the 
Philadelphia  Mint)  and  was 
inaugurated  in  1797.

A  few  very  minor  abrasions  are  evident,  along 
with  very  light  obverse  adjustment  marks.  It  is  generally  believed  that 
this  is  the  first  die  marriage  of  this  denomination.  The  authors  of  the 
Dime  Book  suggested  that  over  20  Mint  State  examples  are  known. 
We  feel  that  many  of  those  may  be  “near  misses”  in  today’s  numis¬ 
matic  world,  similar  to  the  example  offered  here.  Considered  the  first 
variety  of  the  date  and  the  first  date  among  United  States  dimes  pro¬ 
duced  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  Effectively,  this  is  our  very  first  issue 
of  the  denomination. 

As  do  nearly  all  examples  of  this  die  marriage,  this  has  a  prominent  rim  break  join¬ 
ing  star  1  on  the  obverse.  Light  clash  marks  and  other  minor  die  cracks  are  visible.

The  slightest  rubbing  is 
on  the  eagle’s  breast.  Faint  adjustment  marks  are  on  the  reverse  rim 
near  1 1 :00,  but  unlike  marks  seen  on  most  surviving  examples  of  this 
first  year  of  the  dime  denomination,  they  do  not  extend  into  the 
fields  or  the  engraved  features  of  the  coin.  Smoky  gray  toning  can  be 
seen  in  the  protected  areas  around  the  letters  and  devices,  but  the  sur¬ 
faces  are  bright  as  a  result  of  careful  cleaning  at  one  time.  There  are  a 
few  trivial  scuffs  on  Liberty’s  neck  that  in  no  way  detract  from  the 
beauty  or  the  desirability  of  this  wonderful  specimen.

1185  1796  JR- 1.  Rarity-3.  F-15  (PCI).  Light  lilac-gray  with  some  deeper 
toning  on  the  reverse.  Scattered  marks  present  on  both  sides.  Readily 
recognizable  as  John  Reich- 1  due  to  the  sizeable  cud  at  the  first  ob¬ 
verse  star. 


1186  1796  JR-2.  Rarity-4.  F-12;  sharpness  of  EF-45,  however,  the  reverse 
has  been  repaired  with  a  mount  removed  from  the  center.

1 187  1798  JR-4.  Rarity-3.  MS-64  (NGC).  Sharply  struck  and  fully  lus¬ 
trous  with  outstanding  aesthetic  appeal.  Stars  at  left  obverse  are 
weakly  defined  as  nearly  always.  Intermingled  reddish  gold  and  pale 
blue  toning.  This  is  the  most  common  die  marriage  among  all  1798 
dimes,  however,  still  a  rarity  in  Mint  State. 

Late  die  state  with  a  heavy  obverse  die  crack  from  Y  to  nose,  and  from  chin  into 
right  obverse  field.  The  reverse  has  a  heavy  rim  break  that  joins  the  second  wing 
feather  at  left. 

This  variety  shares  a  reverse  die  with  1798  Breen-2  quarter  eagle.  Those  gold  coins 
were  struck  first,  then  these  dimes,  with  1 800  JR- 1  dimes  later  yet.

(PCGS).  Pale  grayish  silver  with  traces  of  darker  gray  toning  around 
the  various  devices.  Minor  surface  marks  are  present  with  one  promi¬ 
nent  mark  on  the  chin.  The  edge  shows  very  little  trace  of  reeding. 

This  die  variety  is  the  second  rarest  of  the  four  combinations 
known  among  1 802  dimes.  All  four  varieties  have  a  combined  esti¬ 
mate  of  Rarity-3  with  not  more  than  350  specimens  surviving. 

This  reverse  die  was  also  used  on  a  quarter  eagle  variety,  the  first  use  being  the 
1802  Breen-3  quarter  eagle,  second  the  present  dime  variety,  and  third  the  1803 
dime  variety  JR-2. 

The  common  use  of  multiple  quarter  eagle  and  dime  reverse  dies  was  not  generally 
known  or  appreciated  by  numismatists  until  recent  years,  except  for  the  1 804  with 
13  reverse  stars.

1 190  1807  JR-1.  Rarity-4.  MS-63  (PCGS).  A  delightful  example  of  the  fi¬ 
nal  Draped  Bust  dime  issue.  Both  obverse  and  reverse  are  fully  bril¬ 
liant  with  satiny  white  lustre  and  faint  traces  of  champagne  toning. 
The  central  obverse  and  reverse  are  very  sharply  defined,  while  the 
borders  have  typical  weakness  seen  on  most  known  survivors. 

Both  dies  saw  extensive  service  with  the  reverse  die  used  not  only  for  this  1807 
dime  coinage,  but  also  for  1805  through  1807  quarter  eagle  coinage.  Although  there 
are  no  apparent  die  cracks,  both  dies  exhibit  extensive  clash  marks  and  bulges.  The 
borders  show  signs  of  die  wear  resulting  from  prolonged  usage. 

One  could  speculate  that  the  addition  of  John  Reich  to  the  Mint  staff  in  this  same 
year  gave  personnel  a  reason  to  use  these  dies  beyond  their  reasonable  life.  The  staff 
undoubtedly  knew  that  designs  would  soon  be  changed,  and  new  coinage  dies 
should  not  be  engraved  unless  absolutely  necessary. 

L  191  1807  JR-1.  EF-45.  Pale  gray  surfaces  with  hints  of  gold  toning.  An 
area  of  planchet  lamination  is  visible  at  lower  right  obverse.  Other 
minor  imperfections  are  also  noted. 

i  192  1807  JR-1.  Net  VE-30;  overall  sharpness  of  EF-40,  but  with  old  re¬ 
verse  scratches  noted.  Medium  slate  gray  with  some  deeper  high¬ 
lights  in  the  protected  areas.  The  only  variety  of  the  year  in  the  de¬ 
nomination.  Nicely  struck  for  the  date;  this  date  is  typically  much 
flatter  at  the  rims  than  the  present  specimen;  indeed,  one  could  even 
call  this  coin  sharp  for  the  date.

1222  1858  Proof-67  (NGC).  Lovely  iridescent  toning,  most  intense  on 
the  obverse,  delicate  on  the  reverse,  and  gorgeous  on  both  sides.  A 
truly  superior  example  of  this  extremely  important  early  Proof.  Wor¬ 
thy  of  a  runaway  price. 

The  year  1858  is  typically  given  as  the  time  when  Proof  coins  were  first  widely  sold 
to  numismatists.  It  is  likely  that  these  were  made  in  sets,  consisting  of  one  each  of  the 
silver  denominations,  trime,  half  dime,  dime,  quarter,  half  dollar,  and  silver  dollar,  al¬ 
though  practice  at  the  time  was  that  pieces  could  be  ordered  separately.  According  to 
certain  early  correspondence  reproduced  in  the  book,  American  Numismatic  Before  the 
Civil  War,  a  collector  of  the  era  gave  the  figure  210  as  the  number  struck.  The  corre¬ 
spondence  in  question  is  from  J.  Ledyard  Hodge  (who  later  proved  to  have  a  checkered 
career)  to  numismatist  R.  Alonzo  Brock,  March  13,  1860,  here  quoted  in  part:  “The 
Mint  has  raised  its  Proof  sets  this  year  [1860]  to  $3.  Until  now  they  charged  merely 
their  actual  value  of  $2.02  [including  minor  coins],  but  last  year  the  demand  was  so 
great  that  it  kept  the  time  of  one  person  occupied  nearly  the  whole  year,  attending  to 
getting  up  the  pieces  and  delivering  them,  they  all  being  struck  on  the  hand  press  with 
special  care.  So,  this  year  they  justify  the  additional  charge  on  the  grounds  of  the 
trouble  and  time  used.  The  Proof  sets  of  back  years  increase  in  value  rapidly.  Those  of 
1859  are  already  worth  $4.50  to  $5  and  of  previous  years  $8  to  $10,  and  perhaps  even 
more.  Previous  to  1859  there  were  very  few  struck  in  each  year;  not  over  200  sets.  The 
set  of  1858  possesses  a  value  on  this  account  that  there  were  no  silver  dollars  at  all 
struck  of  that  year,  except  about  2 1 0  to  go  into  the  Proof  sets,  so  these  dollars  will  soon 
be  very  rare  indeed.  In  fact,  they  are  worth  $5  already.” 

When  the  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins,  first  released  in  1946,  achieved  great 
popularity,  many  numismatists  started  their  sets  of  Proofs  with  the  year  1858,  as  that 
was  typically  the  earliest  year  listed  for  most  silver  denominations.  Curiously,  in  the 
early  1950s  when  the  editor  (QDB)  was  interested  in  pre-1858  Proof  coins,  there 
was  the  situation  that  if  a  Proof  half  dollar  of,  say,  1 844  came  on  the  market,  there 
would  be  virtually  no  interest,  as  it  wasn’t  listed  in  the  Guide  Book!  Of  course,  today 
in  2002,  this  seems  rather  silly.

Back  in  1996  we  deducted  a  few  points  for  the  brushing,  but  NGC 
seems  not  to  have  considered  it  significant.  In  any  event,  grading 
was,  is,  and  always  will  be  a  matter  of  opinion,  and  this  certainly  is  a 
nice  1866-S  dime,  no  matter  how  you  grade  it.  Perhaps  one  of 
these  times  it  will  escalate  to  MS-65  or  MS-66.  Who  knows?

On  the  reverse  what  may  be  a  bisecting  vertical  crack  begins  at  the  bottom  and  enters 
the  fasces  at  the  lower  left,  then  disappears  into  the  fasces,  or  else  does  not  exist  there, 
and  then  reappears  at  the  top,  through  the  second  S  (STATES)  to  the  border.

1  he 
theory  is  that  these  coins  were  produced  exclusively  to  portray  the 
single  side  in  a  cabinet,  and  that  the  appearance  of  the  reverse  did  not 
matter.  Alternatively,  such  coins  may  have  been  made  from  a  freshly 
produced  or  polished  die,  with  survival  more  a  matter  of  chance.  Re¬ 
gardless,  the  appearance  of  this  coin  should  attract  considerable  bid¬ 
ding  activity.

Very  few 
Mint  State  examples  of  this  variety  are  known,  and  gem  quality  survi¬ 
vors  are  extremely  rare.  This  may  be  one  of  the  finest  known  from  the 
die  pair.

This  lovely  quarter  is  very  sharply 
struck  and  has  fully  mirrored  surfaces  on  both  obverse  and  reverse. 
In  the  Pittman  catalogue,  David  Akers  noted:  “The  fields  lack  the 
depth  and  fabric  that  one  would  normally  expect  on  a  Proof  of  this 
period,  and  so  it  is  my  opinion  that  this  is  really  a  fully  prooflike 
business  strike  as  opposed  to  a  true  Proof.”  An  exceptional  quality 
example  with  only  trivial  hairlines  and  other  blemishes.  The  surfaces 
display  lovely  gold  and  iridescent  toning. 

This  example  appeared  much  earlier  in  the  Jerome  Kern  sale  by  B. 
Max  Mehl  and  prior  to  this,  in  the  sale  of  the  F.C.C.  Boyd  Collec¬ 
tion,  known  as  the  World’s  Greatest  Collection.  In  both  sales,  this 
was  catalogued  as  a  Proof.  Whether  this  is  a  Proof,  or  a  prooflike  cir¬ 
culation  strike,  ultimately  must  be  left  to  the  buyer  of  this  lot.  We  are 
describing  this  as  a  Proof  primarily  out  of  numismatic  tradition.  Oth¬ 
ers,  including  David  Akers,  take  the  opposing  viewpoint.  As  David 
Akers  stated  in  the  Pittman  catalogue,  this  example  will  certainly 
elicit  a  divided  response. 

Struck  from  perfect  dies.  As  to  what  is  really  a  Proof  and  to  what  is  not,  there  are 
tremendous  gaps  in  numismatic  knowledge  regarding  earlier  coins.  Walter  Breen, 
who  wrote  a  book  on  the  subject,  often  called  prooflike  circulation  strikes  “Proofs” 
and  fantasized  that  they  were  struck  for  special  occasions.  In  many  other  instances, 
coins  that  decades  ago  were  given  a  high  polish  in  the  field,  then  subjected  to  steel 
gray  or  dark  blue  (these  being  the  usual  hues)  artificial  toning,  were  widely  sold  as 
“Proofs”  and  were  catalogued  as  such,  with  these  listings  enduring  today.  Most  egre¬ 
gious  in  these  made-up  “Proof"  pieces  are  Liberty  Seated  silver  dollars  of  the  1840s, 
although  other  examples  go  back  as  far  as  the  Draped  Bust  silver  coinage.  Todav, 
building  upon  the  mostly  good  foundation  that  Walter  Breen  laid  with  his  study  on 
Proof  coins,  a  modern  scholar  could  go  a  few  steps  further  and  create  an  excellent 
text.  Today  it  is  more  widely  realized  than  it  was  years  ago,  that  certain  dies,  particu¬ 
larly  in  the  gold  series,  were  used  to  strike  Proofs  as  well  as  circulation  strikes,  adding 
complication  to  what  needs  to  be  sorted  out.  if  indeed  it  can  be.

The 
obverse  is  predominantly  golden  brown  with  considerable  deep  green 
toning  and  splashes  of  brilliant  silver.  The  reverse  has  bright  silver 
below,  deep  red  at  the  center,  surrounded  by  a  ring  ol  blue-green  and 
ultimately  very  light  gold  at  the  borders.  A  highly  attractive  example.

A  very  nice  example  that,  could  it 
speak,  probably  traces  its  ancestry  to  the  fabulous  treasure  trove  un¬ 
earthed  in  a  mad  scramble  in  New  Orleans  a  number  of  years  ago 
(details  are  given  in  Dave  Bowers’  American  Coin  Treasures  and 
Hoards,  a  “must  have”  if  you  like  exciting  and  informative  reading). 

The  surfaces  are  highly  lustrous  with  lightly  mottled  brown  toning. 
Under  magnification,  the  obverse  die  shows  a  matte  surface  from  light 
rust — the  damp  air  of  New  Orleans,  you  know.  The  logotype  is  small, 
as  on  all  of  this  year,  and  somewhat  carelessly  made,  with  the  base  of 
the  1  low  and  the  base  of  the  0  high.  The  present  piece  has  a  very  deli¬ 
cate  die  crack  connecting  stars  12,  13,  and  Miss  Liberty’s  toe.  On  the 
reverse  rust  is  also  seen,  contributing  to  a  matte  effect.  The  cracks  are 
more  numerous  and  extend  around  much  of  the  perimeter. 


1322  1842  Large  Date.  MS-60  (ANACS).  Silver  at  the  centers  gives  way 
to  magenta  and  electric  blue  at  the  borders.  A  very  attractive  example 
of  the  usually  seen  date  style  of  the  1842  Philadelphia  Mint  quar¬ 
ter — not  easy  to  find  in  this  grade.

Light  gray  and  iridescent  toning  on  both 
sides,  splashes  of  blue  at  the  borders.  Well  struck. 

Under  magnification  the  last  digit  of  the  date  is  seen  to  have  a  significantly  smaller 
5,  protruding  from  the  top  of  the  flag.  Beyond  this,  there  is  repunching  of  what 
seems  to  be  a  normal  size  logotype.  Larry  Briggs  in  The  Comprehensive  Encyclopedia 
of  United  States  Liberty  Seated  Quarters ,  obverse  3,  calls  this,  appropriately,  “Large  5 
Over  Small  5.”  The  present  specimen  is  probably  this  same  die,  as  it  has  a  die  break 
that  Larry  Briggs  mentions,  but  on  the  other  hand  it  is  worthwhile  to  mention  that 
on  the  present  coin  there  is  a  sharp  repunching  at  the  top  part  of  the  right  curve  of 
the  5,  this  being  much  bolder  than  the  “north”  repunching  noted  by  Briggs  on  the  4 
(which  is  also  seen  on  this  piece).  Regarding  the  die  crack,  this  links  the  lower  part  of 
the  digits  with  a  dentil  lar  to  the  left;  there  is  another  and  more  prominent  die  crack 
from  the  field  near  star  1  to  the  left  tip  of  the  base  of  Miss  Liberty,  to  a  dentil  w'hich 
is  one  dentil  to  the  left  of  the  termination  of  the  previously  mentioned  die  crack. 

What  probably  happened  is  this:  By  error,  a  smaller  1845  four-digit  punch  was 
impressed  into  the  die,  the  traces  remaining  of  that  tiny  5.  Then  the  regular  sized 
punch,  as  intended  for  the  quarter,  was  driven  into  the  die  surface,  then  punched 
again  slightly,  causing  the  repunchings  at  the  top  of  the  4  and  at  the  right  curve  of 
the  5.  Also  see  our  listing  of  an  1 845  half  dime  under  Lot  1151  in  the  present  sale.

All  four  numerals  are  distinctively  doubled  at  their  bases,  the  fea¬ 
tures  of  which  can  be  clearly  delineated  under  low-power  magnifica¬ 
tion.  Larry  Briggs  suggest  that  no  “perfect”  1848  obverses  exist,  but 
among  the  varieties  that  do  exist,  this  is  certainly  one  of  the  most  dra¬ 
matically  doubled  that  we  have  seen.

The  obverse  has  mottled  medium  gold  ton¬ 
ing  over  lustrous  silvery  surfaces,  while  the  reverse  has  intense  blue 
and  gold  toning  with  a  few  other  hues  as  well.  Quite  well  struck,  with 
most  details  sharp. 

The  1849-0  quarter  dollar  is  hardly  ever  seen  in  grades  above  EE, 
and  even  at  the  EE  level  one  would  be  hard  pressed  to  track  down  an 


example  right  away.  This  particular  AU  coin  is  head  and  shoulders  in 
grade  above  what  many  of  the  “name”  collections  have  included 
over  a  span  of  generations.  The  quarter  dollar  specialist  will  want  to 
bid  liberally. 

1328  1850  MS-62  (PCGS).  Lilac  and  gold  toning  at  the  centers  evolves 
to  gunmetal-blue  at  the  borders.  Lustre  can  be  discerned  beneath 
the  toning.  Sharply  struck.  Quarter  dollars  of  this  year  and  also  all 
others  minted  through  February  1853  are  fairly  scarce  today  in  any 
and  all  grades.

1329  1 853  No  Arrows.  MS-66  (NGC).  A  lovely  specimen,  one  of  the  fin¬ 
est  we  have  ever  seen  in  decades  of  dealing  with  rare  coins.  The  piece 
is  sharply  struck,  and  the  toning  is  as  pleasing  as  can  be  imagined. 
The  center  is  light  magenta  and  heather,  changing  to  blue  at  the  bor¬ 
ders,  the  result  of  “album  toning”  from  inclusion  in  an  old  Raymond 
or  other  holder,  possibly  for  as  much  as  a  generation. 

Years  ago  this  variety  used  to  be  called  the  1853/2  and  was  listed  as 
such  in  catalogues,  but  now  it  is  thought  that  the  artifacts  at  the  last 
numeral  constitute  repunching,  not  overdating.  The  mintage  for  this 
variety  is  listed  as  44,200,  these  being  made  at  a  time  in  which  the 
silver  content  was  greater  than  the  face  value.  Accordingly,  these 
pieces  when  used  by  the  recipient(s),  did  not  trade  at  par,  but  would 
have  been  used  at  a  premium.  In  any  event,  those  that  made  it  into 
circulation  would  have  been  retrieved  and  melted,  as  premiums  were 
widely  advertised  in  newspapers. 

Today,  probably  only  a  few  hundred  pieces  exist  across  numismat¬ 
ics,  and  most  of  these  show  signs  of  light  wear.  Some  Mint  State  coins 
come  up  for  sale  now  and  then,  and  a  number  of  the  “name”  collec¬ 
tions  have  included  them,  but  we  do  not  recall  ever  seeing  a  piece 
nicer  than  this,  and  few  that  could  match  it.  The  quarter  dollar  spe¬ 
cialist  will  want  to  bid  enthusiastically  to  capture  this  showpiece.

Satiny  surfaces,  brilliant 
and  simply  gorgeous.  Grading  is  sometimes  arcane,  and  for  the  life  of 
us  we  can’t  figure  out  why  this  wasn’t  graded,  say,  MS-65  or  MS-66. 
Perhaps  it  is  because  there  is  a  little  “scratch”  in  the  field  to  the  left  of 
Miss  Liberty’s  right  hand,  except  that  it  is  not  a  scratch  at  all,  and  un¬ 
der  high  magnification  it  is  simply  a  trace  of  a  clash  mark  from  the 
reverse.  Or,  perhaps  there  is  some  other  explanation.  In  any  event,  if 
we  were  putting  together  a  MS-65  or  MS-66  set  of  19th-century 
coins  by  design  type,  we  would  snap  this  one  up  immediately!  We 
don’t  mean  to  overdo  the  description,  but  it  really  is  splendid.  And, 
no  matter  who  grades  it  at  what  level,  it  is  a  needle-sharp  strike. 

The  1853  quarter  dollar  with  arrows  at  date  and  rays  on  reverse  constitutes  a  de¬ 
sign  made  only  in  this  year  and  no  other.  As  such,  this  or  the  New  Orleans  Mint  ver¬ 
sion  are  necessary  for  inclusion  in  a  type  set.

Silver  surfaces  with  splashes 
of  blue  and  magenta.  Quite  well  struck.  This  will  be  an  excellent  in¬ 
clusion  in  a  high  value  type  set. 

We  hadn’t  particularly  noticed  before,  and  perhaps  all  are  not  this  way,  but  on  the 
reverse  the  dentils  are  not  in  the  shape  of  elongated  tablets  at  the  bottom,  but  are  iso¬ 
lated  from  the  rim  and  are  in  the  form  of  single  beads,  an  interesting  feature.  Else¬ 
where  on  the  reverse  the  dentils  are  of  normal  configuration.

An  authentic  Proof  from  the  die  used  to  coin  Proofs  of  this  year  as 
well  as  those  dated  1857,  immediately  distinguished  by  having  a  ver¬ 
tical  bulge  near  the  eagle’s  wing  on  the  right. 

The  number  of  Proofs  minted  of  1 857  is  not  recorded,  but  we  esti¬ 
mate  that  not  more  than  a  few  dozen  exist  today.  The  present  piece  is 
certainly  one  of  the  nicest  we  have  seen  at  this  grade  level.

A  handsome  specimen  of  a 
quarter  dollar  that,  when  seen,  is  apt  to  be  in  a  grade  such  as  VF. 


An  ideal  example  of  a  nice 
circulated  grade  quarter,  without  problems  or  defects,  and  with  what 
is  sometimes  called  “honest  wear.”  A  hard-to-find  variety  in  any  nu¬ 
mismatic  season. 

1343  1867  AU-50  (PCI).  Housed  in  a  PCI  red  label  holder  signifying  a 
problem,  in  this  case  the  label  insert  is  marked  “Cleaned.  Medium 
slate  gray  with  some  golden  highlights,  surfaces  lightly  brushed  long 
ago.  A  scarce  Philadelphia  Mint  issue,  one  of  just  20,625  circulation 
strikes  of  the  date  produced. 


1344  1868-S  MS-61  (ANACS).  Medium  golden  toning  over  lustrous  sur¬ 
faces  on  the  obverse,  delicate  golden  toning  with  splashes  of  iridescence 
on  the  reverse.  The  1 868-S,  as  well  as  all  earlier  S-Mint  quarter  dollars, 
is  very  difficult  to  obtain  in  choice  Mint  State,  simply  because  such 
pieces  were  not  sought  after  by  numismatists  until  years  later. 

It  is  an  interesting  exercise  and  a  revelation  to  look  through  old  auction  catalogues 
featuring  specialized  collections  of  Liberty  Seated  quarters  to  note  how  few  Mint  State 
coins  there  are  among  early  mintmarks.  Opportunity  would  seem  to  be  a  more  impor¬ 
tant  word  than  price  in  the  present  instance.

Brilliant  with  somewhat  satiny  Proof 
surfaces,  a  combination  between  a  gem  circulation  strike  and  a  mir¬ 
rorlike  Proof,  with  many  die  finish  lines  visible,  particularly  in  and 
around  the  eagle.  Whether  this  was  intended  as  a  Proof  or  a  circula¬ 
tion  strike  (the  latter  probably  being  more  valuable)  is  a  matter  of 
conjecture,  but  we  would  not  want  to  place  an  absolute  bet  on  its 
Proof  status.  The  quarter  specialist  may  wish  to  check  it  out. 

An  at¬ 
tractive  branch  mint  example  of  the  type.

352  1 876  Briggs-3c.  Repunched  1 .  MS-62.  Brilliant  with  satiny  lustre.  A 
very  pleasing  coin.

1353  i877  MS-67*  (NGC).  This  is  the  first  example  we  have  encountered 
with  the  little  star  after  the  MS-67  grade,  reflective  of  a  new  policy  by 
NGC  to  designate  coins  which  they  feel  are  special  within  the  grade 
designation.  And,  indeed,  the  coin  is  very  attractive  to  the  eye.  The 
obverse  is  lustrous  silver  at  the  center,  somewhat  lightly  struck  at  the 
centers  of  the  stars  but  still  fairly  well  defined,  and  with  only  a  few 
scattered  marks.  The  toning  around  the  border  is  a  mixture  of  gold  and 
blue  and  is  very  attractive.  The  reverse  is  virtually  flawless,  is  lustrous 
silver,  and  has  a  whisper  of  golden  toning  around  the  border. 

Under  magnification  many  delicate  die  cracks  can  be  seen  around  the  border  of 
the  reverse. 

1354  1877  MS-64.  A  frosty  delight,  lustrous  and  appealing,  and  with  few 
marks  of  any  note  present. 

1355  1877-CC  MS-62  (PCGS).  Brilliant  with  “deep”  and  almost  three- 
dimensional  lustre.  Very  attractive  and  a  piece  that  can  handily 
eclipse  from  the  standpoint  of  eye  appeal  some  we  have  seen  in  higher 
grades.  Popular  and  often  seen  variety  with  the  last  two  digits 
repunched  at  the  top.

1356  1877-S  S  Over  Horizontal  S.  MS-63  (PCGS).  A  lovely  specimen 
with  lilac,  brown,  and  light  gray  toning  over  deeply  lustrous  surfaces, 
with  a  few  hints  of  gold  and  blue.  Boldly  struck  on  the  obverse,  but 
who  cares,  as  it  is  the  reverse  on  this  piece  that  is  important — and, 
the  good  news  is  that  it  is  boldly  struck  on  that  side  as  well — includ¬ 
ing  the  all  important  "lazy  S”  resting  on  its  back,  overpunchcd  with 
an  upright  S.  This  variety,  while  not  a  world  class  rarity,  is  quite  elu¬ 
sive  in  today’s  market,  especially  in  relation  to  the  demand  for  it. 
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And,  ever  since  this  variety  became  known,  coins  at  the  choice  Mint 
State  level  have  been  hard  to  find.  A  dandy  example  that  will  be  en¬ 
joyed  by  the  successlul  bidder.  The  curious  mintmark  is  readily  dis¬ 
cernible  under  a  low-powered  glass. 

In  the  1950s  there  was  an  “underground"  contingent  of  numismatists,  a  number 
ot  whom  belonged  to  the  Rittenhouse  Society,  who  exchanged  information  on  inter¬ 
esting  overdates,  mintmark  errors  (including  this  one),  and  so  on,  that  were  not 
listed  in  the  Guide  Book,  and  thus  were  unknown  to  the  vast  majority  of  collectors. 
Dealers  at  the  time  did  not  care  much  about  varieties,  and  paid  no  attention,  nor 
were  they  particularly  interested  in  learning  more.  There  were  a  few  exceptions  here 
and  there,  most  notably  New  Netherlands  Coin  Company,  but  for  others  it  was  sim¬ 
ply  date,  mintmark,  and  grade.  Even  when  the  1955  Doubled  Die  came  into  promi¬ 
nence,  there  was  not  much  interest  until,  finally,  it  was  listed  in  the  Guide  Book. 
Then,  Frank  G.  Spadone,  a  New  Jersey  numismatist,  published  a  book  on  interesting 
die  errors,  sort  of  an  early-day  forerunner  to  Bill  Fivaz  and  J.T.  Stanton. 

The  idea  of  finding  interesting  and  sometimes  valuable  varieties  among  “regular” 
coins  caught  on  like  wildfire,  then,  in  time,  numismatic  periodicals  began  paying 
attention  to  such  things,  Coin  World  was  launched  (in  Spring  1960)  with  its 
“Collectors  Clearinghouse”  column,  and  so  on — and  the  rest  is  history. 

Today  in  2002,  varieties  such  as  this  are  eagerly  sought  after,  and  while  there 
might  be  a  few  1 877-S  quarter  dollars  “out  there”  that  have  not  been  checked  for  this 
mintmark,  most  seem  to  have  been  brought  into  the  corral.  As  these  varieties  are 
widely  traded,  they  are  much  easier  to  find  than  they  were  years  ago.  Back  in  the 
1950s  you  actually  had  to  poke  around  and  look  for  them,  a  lot  of  work.  Of  course, 
the  opposite  side  of  the  equation  was  that  when  you  found  them  there  was  no  pre¬ 
mium  to  pay — a  reward  for  the  effort. 

While  we  are  at  it  we  congratulate  Dr.  Joel  J.  Orosz  on  his  recent  induction  as  this 
year’s  new  member  to  the  Rittenhouse  Society,  duly  made  welcome  at  the  annual 
breakfast  of  the  Society,  held  this  year  in  New  York.

Brilliant  silver  surfaces  at  the  center,  some¬ 
what  prooflike,  changing  to  splashes  of  blue  at  the  rims.  A  very  nice 
quarter  dollar  representing  the  first  year  of  the  reduced  mintage 
Philadelphia  series. 

Silver  coins  were  absent  from  circulation  in  the  East  and  Midwest  from  the  sum¬ 
mer  of  1862  until,  significantly,  April  20,  1876.  Such  coins  were  hoarded  by  the 
public,  and  in  the  meantime  were  worth  significantly  more  on  bullion  and  exchange 
markets  than  in  terms  of  paper  money.  In  other  words,  someone  wanting  to  purchase 
$100  in  face  value  of  silver  coins  in,  say  1868,  would  have  to  pay  a  substantial  pre¬ 
mium  in  terms  of  paper  money  (Legal  Tender  notes). 

Beginning  on  April  20,  1876,  and  going  into  a  crescendo  from  that  time,  freshly 
minted  silver  was  released  into  the  channels  of  circulation  by  the  Treasury  Depart¬ 
ment.  Once  this  happened,  the  public  realized  that  there  seemed  to  be  an  endless 
supply  and  long-held  hoards  were  turned  loose,  making  a  field  day  for  numismatists 
who  were  able  to  find  many  dates  in  pocket  change  from  the  late  1830s  onward.  All 
of  this  must  have  been  a  lot  of  fun. 

By  1 878,  silver  coins  were  a  glut  on  the  market,  and  in  1879  mintages  were  drasti¬ 
cally  reduced  (except  for  the  new  Morgan  silver  dollar,  a  special  case). 

1359  1880  MS-63.  Light  golden  and  gray  toning  over  lustrous  surfaces. 
Some  marks  are  typical  for  the  grade  and  are  mostly  on  the  obverse. 
T  he  1880  and  others  of  the  era  are  remarkable  for  their  low  circula¬ 
tion  strike  mintages.

Brilliant  with  just  a 
whisper  of  toning.  A  lovely  coin  in  all  respects.

Very 
well  struck.  A  coin  for  the  connoisseur.  Few  1892  quarters  are  this 
nice. 

Usually  the  first  year  of  issue  of  a  given  silver  design  was  saved  in  some  quantity 
because  of  the  novelty  of  the  motif.  However,  in  1 892  this  was  not  the  case,  probably 
because  the  average  citizen  was  obsessed  with  the  forthcoming  Columbian  Exposi¬ 
tion  commemorative  half  dollar  and  sought  to  obtain  these  instead  (when  they  be¬ 
came  available,  generally  in  1893).

We  do  not  recall  ever  seeing  a  finer  one  and,  indeed, 
wouldn’t  know  what  a  finer  one  might  look  like! 

1381  1911  Proof-60.  Obverse  scratch  vertically  at  the  back  of  the  neck 
through  the  wreath.  Hairlines  from  a  long  ago  cleaning.  The  con¬ 
noisseur  may  wish  to  look  elsewhere,  but  as  it  seems  the  majority  of 
buyers  today  are  apt  to  buy  “sight  unseen”  and  not  examine  coins  too 
carefully,  no  doubt  the  present  piece  will  find  a  ready  market.  After 
all,  it  is  sharply  struck,  and  there  is  some  point  at  which  this  Proof, 
even  with  its  scratch,  would  be  a  fine  addition  to  a  date  set.

1383  191 3-S  AG-3.  Worn  nearly  smooth,  but  not  so  smooth  that  one  can¬ 
not  see  the  1913  date,  indeed  quite  boldly  defined,  and  the  all-impor¬ 
tant  S  mintmark,  also  bold. 

This  piece  saw  a  generation  or  more  of  use  in  circulation,  and  it  no 
doubt  was  discovered  by  some  lucky  numismatist  in  the  late  1940s  or 
early  1950s,  when  Barber  silver  issues  were  still  encountered  now  and 
then.  What  a  happy  day  it  must  have  been! 

The  present  variety  records  the  lowest  mintage  for  any  Barber  quar¬ 
ter  1892-1915,  and  while  it  would  be  desirable  to  have  an  MS-65,  of 
course,  such  would  cost  many  tens  of  thousands  of  dollars.  The 
present  piece  has  “been  there,  done  that,”  maintains  its  basic  rarity, 
and  for  just  two  or  three  hundred  dollars,  or  whatever  it  sells  for,  will 
fill  a  space  in  some  appreciative  numismatist’s  album  or  holder.

When  seen  the  overdate  is  typically  in  worn  grades  such  as  Fine, 
VF,  or  occasionally  EF.  Mint  State  pieces  are  few  and  far  between, 
and  the  offering  of  a  piece  that  is  lustrous,  attractive  to  the  eye,  and 
in  other  aspects  completely  appealing  is  even  more  unusual.

1424  Interesting  and  historical  typewritten  letter  (6.25  x  8.50  inches)  on 
white  house  stationary  from  Lyndon  B.  Johnson,  signed  in  black 
ink  in  his  hand.  The  letter  is  addressed  to  the  Honorable  Paul  J. 
Krebs,  and  reads  as  follows: 

November  3,  1965 

Dear  Paul: 

I  would  like  you  to  have  this  freshly  minted  quarter.  It  has  just  come  from  the 
Mint,  the  first  result  of  your  new  coinage  legislation. 

On  August  24,  1935,  President  Roosevelt  wrote  of  the  74th  Congress,  “It  has 
dealt,  in  a  spirit  of  statesmenship,  with  matters  of  vital  interest  to  the  lives  of  our 
people.  Much  has  been  accomplished  for  the  permanent  well-being  of  the  Nation  as  a 
whole.” 

I  wanted  you  -  -  as  a  member  of  the  even  more  enlightened  and  public-minded 
89th  Congress  -  -  to  have  this  shiny  quarter  as  a  memento.  Perhaps  it  may  become  a 
treasured  keepsake  in  your  family. 

Sincerely, 

Lyndon  B.  Johnson 

Paul  J.  Krebs  was  a  Democratic  representative  from  New  Jersey, 
12th  District,  from  1965  to  1967.  Prior  to  his  term  in  Congress,  he 
was  a  labor  advocate,  was  president  of  the  New  Jersey  State  CIO 
(Congress  of  Industrial  Organizations)  from  1954  to  1961.  From 
1961  ro  1965,  Krebs  served  as  president  of  the  New  Jersey  United 
Auto  Workers. 

1  he  letter  has  some  water  stain  marks,  but  otherwise  is  in  good 
condition.  An  example  of  the  1965  quarter  is  attached  to  the  letter  at 
the  lower  right,  in  a  polybag.  I  he  quarter  appears  Uncirculated  and 
lustrous.  The  letter  is  matted  and  nicely  framed  alongside  a  color 
photo  of  LBJ  that  bears  a  5<f  stamp  and  a  postal  cancellation  from 
Inauguration  Day,  January  20  ,1965.  The  frame  measures  approxi¬ 
mately  18  inches  x  14  inches. 

I  he  Coinage  Act  of  1965  was  arguably  the  most  historically  sig¬ 
nificant  piece  of  coinage  legislation  since  the  Mint  Act  of  1792,  and 
this  quarter  given  to  the  one  of  the  supporters  of  that  monumental  act 
is  a  most  desirable  artifact  of  the  times.  Moreover,  from  a  numismatic 
viewpoint,  the  Coinage  Act  made  it  official  that  all  sorts  of  United 
States  coins  that  had  been  struck  now  and  again  by  the  various  mints, 
but  for  which  no  records  existed  (thousands  of  different  patterns,  the 
1870-S  half  dime  and  silver  dollar),  1933  double  eagles,  and  more, 
plus  the  demonetized  trade  dollars,  were  all  now  nice  legal  tender 
coins — not  that  one  would  want  to  spend  them!

Careful  exami¬ 
nation  of  Liberty’s  chin  reveals  a  second  mouth  and  lips,  however. 
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with  no  other  evidence  ot  doubling  on  either  obverse  or  reverse.  This 
is  an  extremely  interesting  striking  variation  that  deserves  very  close 
attention  and  consideration  by  the  half  dollar  specialist  or  error  col¬ 
lector.

Fully  brilliant  and  crisply 
struck  with  traces  of  very  light  gold  toning.  Both  obverse  and  reverse 
have  frosty  lustre.  A  few  very  faint  hairlines  are  noted  in  the  fields, 
keeping  this  from  the  gem  category.  This  is  an  extremely  attractive 
example  and  very  important  as  an  early  die  state.  Although  the  die 
marriage  is  considered  just  Rarity-2,  early  die  state  examples  are  listed 
as  Rarity-4  by  Overton.  Both  obverse  and  reverse  are  well  centered 
and  have  very  sharp  borders  with  full  details.  The  stars  at  left  obverse 
are  flat,  apparently  as  always  seen. 

The  obverse  has  no  trace  of  the  “low  rounded  bump  at  the  inner  point  of  star  10” 
as  described  by  Overton.  He  stated  that  this  die  defect  varies  in  boldness  but  is  vis¬ 
ible  on  all  seen.  This  example  has  no  trace  of  the  defect,  as  best  we  can  tell.  The  re¬ 
verse  has  broken  and  doubled  line  of  the  second  vertical  stripe  as  described  by 
Overton.

The  engraver  started  the  word  UNITED  in  the 
wrong  position,  and  after  realizing  his  mistake,  effaced  portions  of 
these  letters  and  continued  with  the  proper  placement  of  letters  and 
numerals.  With  the  scalloped  point  star  13,  a  signature  of  John  Re¬ 
ich.  Was  Reich  the  party  responsible  for  this  blunder,  or  was  it  an¬ 
other  person?

All  design  elements  on  both  obverse  and  reverse  are  ex¬ 
tremely  sharply  defined,  with  the  sole  exception  of  the  eagles  claws 
and  end  of  the  branch.  Slight  evidence  of  double  striking  is  noted. 
The  obverse  has  lustrous  silver  devices  with  very  light  gray  fields  and 
peripheral  blue  and  heather  toning.  The  reverse  displays  nearly  full 
silver  brilliance.  A  few  very  minor  hairlines  are  noted  in  the  fields, 
keeping  this  from  a  higher  numeric  grade. 

Just  three  or  four  Proof  half  dollars  of  this  date  are  currently 
known.  In  the  Pittman  catalogue,  David  Akers  provided  a  listing  of 
three  Proof  examples,  all  from  this  same  Overton- 108  die  combina¬ 
tion.  His  roster  included  this  coin,  a  second  example  appearing  in 
New  Netherlands  Coin  Company’s  47th  sale  of  the  T.  James  Clarke 
Collection,  and  a  third  coin  in  Stack’s  Empire  sale.  In  addition  to 
these  three,  an  example  of  Overton- 106  in  the  Eliasberg  Collection 
was  graded  by  us  as  Proof-62.  We  believe  that  just  three  or  four  Proof 
examples  of  this  date  are  currently  known. 

Both  dies  are  perfect  without  any  evidence  of  die  wear  through  use.

Extremely  sharp  strike 
with  every  detail,  every  nuance  of  the  engraver’s  art  exquisitely  ren¬ 
dered.  The  only  exceptions  are  a  few  of  the  eagle’s  claws  along  with 
the  letters  LUR  on  the  scroll,  but  these  letters  are  always  found  weak 
on  this  variety.  To  borrow  the  words  of  David  Akers:  “The  eye  appeal 
of  this  coin  far  exceeds  its  already  high  technical  grade,  and  the  coin 
ranks  as  one  of  the  prettiest,  most  visually  stunning  Proof  coins  in  the 
entire  Pittman  Collection.”

This  is  the  first  of  the  small  diameter  Reeded  Edge,  Capped  Bust  half 
dollars.  A  nice  specimen  at  this  grade  level  of  the  style,  of  which  fewer 
than  5,000  were  minted,  some  say  just  1 ,200,  projecting  it  into  the  cat¬ 
egory  of  a  rarity  in  any  and  all  grades.  Although  a  few  pieces  were  saved 
for  presentation,  the  vast  majority  of  coins  went  into  circulation,  where 
they  wore  down  to  such  grades  as  EF  and  VF,  normally  seen  today. 

The  formation  of  a  collection  of  Capped  Bust,  Reeded  Edge  half  dol¬ 
lars  1 836-1 839  is  an  interesting  pursuit,  although  most  will  have  to  omit 
the  1 838-0  as  this  is  in  the  “impossible”  class.  The  others  are  readily  col¬ 
lectible,  including  1836  (as  here),  1837,  1838,  1839,  and  1839-0. 
There  are  two  reverse  designs  involved,  1836-1837  with  the  denomina¬ 
tion  spelled  as  50  CENTS,  and  1838-1839  with  HALF  DOL.  In  order 
of  availability  today,  the  1 836  (as  here)  is  far  and  away  the  rarest,  with 
the  second  in  the  sweepstakes  being  the  1 839-0.  The  others  are  more  or 
less  available  easily,  with  the  1837  being  the  most  plentiful. 

For  some  reason,  not  at  all  justified,  this  particular  variety  has  been 
listed  as  a  pattern  sometimes  in  the  past,  but  it  is  most  definitely  a  regu¬ 
lar  issue.

Brilliant  with 
high  quality  lustre.  Well  struck  in  most  areas,  somewhat  lightly 
struck  on  the  left  obverse  stars.  A  piece  that  has  a  great  deal  of  life, 
and,  as  such,  we  expect  this  will  sail  right  on  by  any  standard  price 
for  an  AU-58  and  bring  more.

Sharply  struck  and  with  a  great  deal  of  lustre  and  appeal — a  coin 
which  is  probably  understated in  its  PCGS  attribution.  If  we  were  col¬ 
lecting  Liberty  Seated  half  dollars  we  would  not  hesitate  to  pay 
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higher  than  an  MS-62  price  to  land  what  seems  to  be  a  rare  beauty! 
Check  it  out  in  person  and  see  if  you  agree.  If  so,  bid  strongly.  If  not, 
you  have  not  lost  anything. 

1475  1842  Small  Date.  AU-58.  Medium  gray  and  gold  toning  over  sharply 
struck,  lustrous  surfaces.  While  we  have  graded  this  AU-58  it  might  be 
graded  by  others  at  an  even  higher  number.  The  aesthetic  appeal  is  out¬ 
standing  and  the  overall  quality  is  finer  than  normally  seen.  In  fact,  the 
reverse  if  graded  separately  is  clearly  Mint  State  (defying  logic!).

about  The  Logan  Collection 

he  primary  emphasis  of  Russell  Logan’s  collecting  involved  John 
:h’s  Capped  Bust  design  silver  coins.  Although  Russ  acquired  a  few 
nples  from  the  earlier  era  of  silver  coins,  he  was  keenly  interested  in 
e  half  dimes,  dimes,  quarters,  and  half  dollars  struck  from  1807 


through  1838.  Each  individual  denomination  was  represented  with 
near  completeness. 

1  he  Logan  Collection  of  Capped  Bust  half  dimes  minted  from  1 829 
through  1837  included  at  least  one  example  of  every  die  marriage 
known  today.  1  he  140  coins  in  this  offering  includes  each  of  the  91 
known  die  combinations  along  with  every  remarriage  identified  in 
Federal  Half  Dimes,  1792-1837  by  Logan  and  John  W.  McCloskey, 
with  but  one  exception.  I  his  collection  does  not  include  an  example  of 
the  remarriage  1829  LM-16.2,  considered  relatively  common.  We 
believe  this  is  the  first  time  a  complete  collection  of  die  marriages  has 
ever  been  offered  for  sale  at  auction.  Also  included  are  three  examples 
from  the  early  years  with  1793,  1800,  and  1801  represented. 

Capped  Bust  dimes  from  1 809  through  1 837  included  every  known 
die  marriage,  a  total  of  122  different  varieties.  These  die  marriages  are 
represented  by  160  coins,  including  die  states  and  errors.  In  addition, 

1 1  coins  from  the  1 796  to  1 807  era  are  offered,  along  with  three  very 
special  items.  To  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  this  is  only  the  second  time 
that  a  complete  collection  of  Capped  Bust  dimes  has  been  offered  for 
sale  at  auction,  the  only  other  occurrence  being  part  of  the  Allen  F. 
Lovejoy  sold  by  Stack’s  in  October  1990.  In  December  1992,  Stack’s 
sold  a  nearly  complete  collection  of  Capped  Bust  dimes,  missing  just 
two  varieties.  This  was  the  collection  of  William  L.  Subjack,  although 
not  noted  as  such  in  the  catalogue. 

Among  quarter  dollars  of  this  design,  Russ  had  acquired  nearly  all 
known  die  varieties.  A  total  of  73  die  combinations  are  known  for 
circulation  issue  Capped  Bust  quarters  along  with  the  Original  and 
Restrike  Proofs  of  1 827.  Of  the  73  circulation  issue  varieties,  the  Logan 
Collection  includes  68  different.  Four  of  the  missing  five  are  new 
varieties  unknown  to  Browning.  Only  1 820  B-3  of  the  original  Brown¬ 
ing  varieties  is  not  included.  The  Logan  Collection  provides  one  of  the 
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most  complete  offerings  of  Capped  Bust  quarters  ever  offered  for  sale  at 
public  auction.  This  offering  of  75  coins  should  provide  something  for 
everyone. 

Capped  Bust  half  dollars  provide  the  most  extensive  series  of  coins  of 
this  design.  Issued  from  1 807  to  1 836,  this  series  includes  453  different 
varieties.  This  collection  includes  a  remarkable  570  coins  representing 
447  out  of  the  total  of 453  marriages.  Varieties  missing  from  the  Logan 
Collection  include  1 8 1 7/4  O- 1 02, 1 823  O- 1 1 3, 1 825  O- 1 1 8, 1 827  O- 
149,  1829  0-120,  and  1835  O-lll,  this  latter  variety  being  the 
Crushed  Lettered  Edge  coin  not  actually  included  as  part  of  the  Overton 
reference.  In  addition,  33  examples  from  1 795  to  1 807  Draped  Bust  are 
offered  along  with  the  1813  brass  restrike,  the  1814  platinum  pattern, 
an  1 822  uniface  copper  impression  of  the  obverse,  and  an  1 824  0-110 
half  dollar  that  was  elongated  for  the  Columbian  Exposition.  Also 
included  are  a  number  of  die  states  and  spectacular  errors. 

A  few  additional  items  include  a  dozen  early  silver  dollars,  an  1836 
Steam  Press  medal,  and  Russell  Logan’s  edge  mirrors  used  to  photo¬ 
graph  the  edges  of  these  early  coins.  A  summary  of  the  collection  is 
simple:  Russell  Logan  acquired  728  of  the  741  known  die  marriages  of 
Capped  Bust  silver  coins! 

This  offering  of  coins  from  the  Logan  Collection  features  every  item 
as  a  single  lot.  We  have  not  grouped  any  items.  Each  item  is  identified 
with  the  appropriate  variety  description,  along  with  Guide  Book  variety 
entries  for  those  who  collect  by  date  and  major  variety  but  do  not 
specialize  in  the  intricate  die  marriages  of  each  series.  For  those  who 
collect  by  date  or  type,  we  recommend  concentrating  on  the  individual 
coins  listed  as  Rarity- 1  through  Rarity-3.  The  specialists  will  recognize 
that  these  coins  are  equally  important  as  die  varieties,  however,  the  lower 
rarity  issues  are  less  likely  to  bring  substantial  variety  premiums. 

Catalogue  Notes 

Grading:  All  grades  are  the  opinion  of  the  cataloguer  and  may  or  may  not  match 
those  grades  recorded  in  the  various  Condition  Census  reports  as  published  in  the 
John  Reich  Journal.  This  is  partly  due  to  minor  differences  of  opinion,  as  grading  is 
strictly  the  opinion  of  each  person,  partly  for  reasons  of  consistency,  and  partly 
because  some  varieties  were  actually  upgraded  after  the  latest  Census  report  was 
published. 

Certification:  Considerable  thought  was  given  to  whether  these  coins  should  or 
should  not  be  sent  to  one  or  another  grading  service  for  a  third-party  grade  opinion. 
The  final  decision  was  that  Russ  did  not  collect  these  coins  in  third-party  holders, 
and  the  majority  of  coins  will  find  homes  with  other  collectors  who  primarily  do  not 
collect  slabbed  coins.  Our  grading  opinions,  which  we  believe  to  be  accurate,  are  not 
to  be  interpreted  as  the  same  grade  a  coin  may  receive  if  sent  for  certification.  This 
methodology  has  a  rich  tradition  in  American  numismatics.  Neither  the  John  J. 
Pittman  family  (coins  auctioned  by  David  W.  Akers,  Inc.)  nor  the  Eliasberg  family 
(coins  auctioned  by  Bowers  and  Merena  Galleries)  desired  their  coins  to  be 
encapsulated.  Many  coins  later  were,  but  this  was  the  choice  of  the  buyer. 

John  Reich  Journal:  The  cataloguers  have  relied  extensively  on  various  articles 
published  in  this  Journal.  All  references  used,  whether  quoted  directly  or  para¬ 
phrased,  are  used  with  permission  of  the  John  Reich  Collectors  Society,  with  our 
thanks.  These  references  are  cited  in  each  case  with  appropriate  credit  given  to  the 
author. 

Condition  Census:  Russell  Logan  spent  considerable  time  and  effort  compiling 
Condition  Census  listings  for  the  various  silver  denominations  from  1 794  to  1 838. 
The  cataloguers  have  relied  heavily  on  this  information,  however,  responsibly  so.  No 
claims  will  be  found  that  a  given  coin  is  “finest  known,”  but  may  be  described  as 
finest  reported.”  We  realize  that  the  shortcomings  of  these  Census  listings  is  that 
they  only  included  collections  reported  to  Russ,  with  no  recognition  of  other 
examples  that  may  exist.  Also,  the  grades  listed  were  those  grades  reported  by  the 
owners,  thus  complete  consistency  was  not  possible. 


Left  and  Right:  All  references  to  left  and  right  are  from  the  perspective  of  tl 
viewer.  Technically,  for  instance,  the  eagle’s  left  wing  is  to  the  viewer’s  right  and  tl 
eagle’s  right  wing  is  to  the  viewer’s  left.  It  is  much  more  convenient  to  make , 
references  from  the  viewer’s  perspective,  thus  when  we  discuss  the  left  wing,  we  a 
talking  actually  about  the  wing  to  the  viewer’s  left,  which  would  be  the  eagle’s  rig 
wing. 

About  John  Reich,  the  Engraver 

A  biography  of  engraver  John  Reich  is  appropriate  to  include  her 
While  today  Reich  is  remembered  and  honored  as  the  creator  of  tl 
Capped  Bust  coinage  used  beginning  in  1 807  on  the  half  dollar  and  ha 
eagle  coinage,  in  his  time  he  was  a  virtual  unknown.  He  was  never  chi 
engraver  of  the  Mint,  and  early  Mint  Reports  say  nothing  about  his  woi 
or  accomplishments.  And  yet,  his  legacy  has  been  appreciated  in  recei 
times,  and  “his  coins’’  are  among  the  most  widely  collected  among  ear 
American  series. 

The  late  Stu  Witham,  certain  of  whose  remarkable  coins  we  shot 
cased  at  auction  years  ago,  made  a  specialty  of  Reich’s  biography.  Muc 
of  what  we  know  today  can  be  laid  to  Stu’s  dedicated  efforts.  Were  Si 
alive  today,  we  would  have  asked  him  for  a  few  comments  to  insert  i 
the  present  catalogue. 

John  Reich  (Johann  Matthias  Reich)  was  born  in  Fiirth,  Germany] 
1768,  where  his  father,  Johann  Christian  Reich,  was  a  prolific  medali 
of  indifferent  talent.  After  working  in  his  father’s  shop,  Reich  came  i 
the  United  States.  Sailing  from  Hamburg  aboard  th e  Anna,  he  arrive 
in  Philadelphia  in  August  1800.  After  a  year’s  indenture  to  a  Philade 
phia  coppersmith,  Reich  was  “freed’’  by  Henry  Voigt,  then  chief  coin' 
at  the  Mint.  Voigt  enlisted  Reich  to  make  engraving  tools  and  also  i 
work  on  certain  medals,  most  notably  the  large  and  impressive  India 
peace  medal  with  Jefferson  portrait,  1801.  (In  1903  this  portrait  w; 
“borrowed”  by  Charles  E.  Barber  and  used  on  a  variety  of  the  Louisiar

An  unattributed  January  1806  newspaper  clipping  in  the  files » 
noted  numismatist  J.J.  Mickley  (published  in  the  American  Journal 
Numismatics,  October  1875),  stated:  “A  medal  in  honor  of  the  memoi 
of  Washington  has  been  struck  at  Philadelphia,  under  the  direction  i 
J.  Reich,  a  German  artist.  The  face,  a  head  of  General  Washington,  i 
his  uniform.  Inscription,  GENERAL  WASHINGTON,  C.C.A.U.: 
(Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Armies  of  the  United  States).  Revers 
under  the  date  of  the  acquisition  of  Independence,  the  American  eagl 
with  the  thunder-bolt  in  its  claws  and  the  olive  branch  in  its  bea 
descending  upon  the  section  of  the  globe,  on  which  the  United  Stat 
are  delineated  by  their  boundaries.”  Today,  the  C.C.A.U.S.  medal  is 
great  classic  in  the  Washingtoniana  specialty. 

Certain  correspondence  from  Mint  Director  Robert  Patterson  i 
President  Jefferson  are  relevant  to  cite  here  (from  notes  by  Pattersc 
DuBois,  American  Journal  of  Numismatics,  Volume  18-1 9,  July  1883 

March  25,  1807,  Patterson  to  Jefferson: 

Our  present  Engraver.  Scot,  though  indeed  a  meritorious  and  faithful 
officer,  is  yet  so  far  advanced  in  life,  that  he  cannot  very  long  be  expected  to 
continue  his  labors.  In  the  event  of  his  sickness  or  death,  the  business  ot  the 
Institution  would  probably  be  stopped  for  some  time,  since  tew,  if  any  one 
could  be  found  qualified  to  supply  his  place  except  Mr.  Reich,  an  artist  with 
whose  talents,  I  presume,  you  are  not  unacquainted;  and  this  gentleman  not 
finding  business  here  sufficient  for  his  support,  is,  I  understand,  about  to 
remove  to  Europe.  A  small  salary  would,  however,  retain  him  in  the  country.

land  secure  his  services  to  the  Mint.  And,  in  truth,  the  beauty  of  our  coins  would 
■se  greatly  improved  by  the  assistance  of  his  masterly  hand. 

An  assistant  Engraver  was  formerly  employed  by  Mr.  Rittenhouse,  and  by 
■Mr.  De  Saussure — and  with  your  approbation,  Sir,  I  would  immediately 
itrmploy  Mr.  Reich  in  that  capacity.  He  is  willing  for  the  present  to  accept  of  the 
■moderate  compensation  of  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  and  should  this 
■gentleman  be  employed,  perhaps  more  than  his  salary  would  be  saved  to  the 
fcublic,  in  which  is  usually  expended  on  the  engraving  of  dies  for  medals,  but 
I'.vhich  might  then  be  executed  by  an  artist  in  their  own  service,  with  little  or 
[J)io  additional  experience. 

Patterson  to  Jefferson,  April  2,  1807: 

With  your  approbation  I  have  employed  Mr.  John  Reich  as  an  Assistant 
spngraver  in  the  Mint  at  the  annual  salary  of  Six  hundred  Dollars.  He  has 
^covenanted  to  execute  any  work  in  the  line  of  his  profession,  that  may  be 
jlrequired  of  him  either  by  the  Director  or  Chief  Engraver,  his  profession,  that 
Bmay  be  required  of  him  either  by  the  Director  or  Chief  Engraver,  whether  for 
r|  he  immediate  use  of  the  Mint,  or  for  that  of  the  United  States,  when  ordered 
Upy  any  special  resolution  or  Act  of  Congress  for  that  purpose,  or  by  the 
^President,  provided  that  in  the  execution  of  any  such  work,  no  extraordinary 
reiours  of  labor  or  attendance  be  required  without  an  adequate  compensation 
|p  herefor,  so  that  if  any  seals  should  be  wanted  for  the  public  Offices,  or  dies  for 
■he  purpose  of  striking  Indian  or  other  medals,  they  can  now  be  executed  in  the 
Hiest  stile  at  the  Mint,  without  any  extra  expense  to  the  Government. 

Mr.  Reich  is  now  preparing  a  set  of  new  dies  in  which  some  improvements 
n  the  devices  will  be  introduced,  (adhering,  however,  strictly  to  the  letter  of 
nlhe  law)  which  it  is  hoped  will  meet  with  public  approbation. 

LTeich  was  hired  as  an  assistant  and  worked  at  the  Mint  for  the  next 
if  years,  resigning  on  March  31,  1817  due  to 
1  ing  eyesight.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
Tiety  of  Artists  (1811)  and  one  leading  lights  of 
ir  Philadelphia  Academy  (1812). 

fn  “The  Philadelphia  Mint  and  Coinage  of 
114-1816,’’  in  th e  American  Numismatic  Asso- 
I tion  Centennial  Anthology,  1991,  R.W.  Julian 
mnmented  concerning  the  situation  in  Philadel- 
■a: 

During  1815  the  number  of  workmen  employed  at 
f  he  Mint  declined  significantly.  In  January  of  that  year 
a\dam  Eckfeldt,  who  was  responsible  for  the  workmen 
!|  n  his  department  as  well  as  certain  others,  paid  out 
■$236.58  in  wages,  but  by  August  of  the  same  year  this 
Tad  fallen  to  $109.86.  Joseph  Cloud,  melter  &  refiner, 

Idso  paid  wages  for  his  workmen,  but  at  times  these  were 
[put  under  Eckfeldt’s  control  for  wage  payments. 

In  the  meantime  Patterson  ordered  the  preparation 
jnf  a  new  cent  design.  John  Reich,  who  had  executed  the 
preceding  design  at  the  end  of  1807,  was  still  at  the 
Klint,  but  his  eyesight  had  failed  badly  by  the  summer 
If  1816  and  he  was  to  leave  the  Mint  service  the 
Following  year,  primarily  for  this  reason.  In  lieu  of 
tLeich  doing  the  work,  Chief  Engraver  Robert  Scot 
executed  the  new  head  ol  Liberty,  which  has  earned  the 
Ivell-deserved  reputation  of  being  one  of  the  worst 
Designs  ever  to  appear  on  an  American  coin. 

In  1817  Reich  left  the  Mint,  “declining  to  give 
I  service  any  longer  at  the  incompetent  com- 
Insation  of  $600”  (cf.  a  letter  from  Director 
nterson  to  Treasury  Secretary  Levi  Woodbury,  June  16,  1835;  letter 
loted  by  Walter  Breen,  The  Secret  History  of  the  Gobrecht  Coinages 
Xl6-1840,  1954). 


After  leaving  the  Mint,  Reich  traveled  to  the  West  in  search  ol  a  more 
favorable  climate  to  restore  his  health  and  settled  in  Pittsburgh,  Penn¬ 
sylvania.  I  he  artist  died  circa  1832,  although  relatively  little  is  known 
about  his  later  life  and  activities. 

From  time  to  time  in  the  19th  and  20th  centuries  Reich  was  featured 
in  numismatic  publications,  including  the  aforementioned  item  by 
DuBois  in  the  American  Journal  of  Numismatics.  Years  later,  in  The 
Numismatist,  July  1940,  Frederick  C.C.  Boyd  contributed  this: 

The  early  days  of  John  Reich  are  more  or  less  obscure,  but  he  first  comes  to 
notice  for  dies  he  engraved  for  some  very  fine  medals,  the  first  date  being  that 
of  the  Peace  Medal  of  1783.  In  1806  he  did  a  Tripoli  medal  presented  to 
Commander  Edward  Preble,  and  that  same  year  Poulson ’s  Advertiser  tells  of  the 
Washington  medal  after  the  famous  Stuart  head,  issued  in  Philadelphia, 
October  9,  1806,  in  commemoration  of  the  retirement  of  Washington  from 
all  public  life  and  office.  The  medal  is  described  as  “being  struck  in  silver  and 
bearing  the  following  inscription:  Face,  a  head  of  Washington  as  President. 
Inscription,  “G.  Washington.  Pres.  Unit.  Sts.”  Reverse,  the  ensigns  of  author¬ 
ity  (civic  and  military)  deposited,  in  laurels,  upon  the  tablet  of  the  United 
States.  Inscription,  “Commis.  Resigned:  Presidency  Relinquished.  1797.  At 
this  same  time  the  announcement  was  made  that  the  dies  were  executed  by  “the 
celebrated  artist  John  Reich;  the  likeness  from  a  drawing  by  Stuart.” 

Reich  also  did  the  Franklin  medal  from  the  Houdon  bust.  There  seems  to 
be  no  Set  date  for  his  appointment  to  the  United  States  Mint,  but  there  is 
evidence  that  by  1 806,  being  considered  a  die-sinker  of  considerable  merit,  he 
was  frequently  engaged  by  Robert  Scot  of  the  Mint  “to  prepare  dies  for  national 
coin.”  He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Society  of  Artists,  organized  in 
Philadelphia  in  1810,  and  on  the  scroll  of  Fellows  of  the  Society  he  is  listed  as 
“die-sinker  at  the  U.S.  Mint.” 

Later  scholarship,  particularly  by  Stu  Witham, 
has  added  to  our  knowledge.  One  might  envi¬ 
sion  that  a  book-length  tribute  to  Reich  would 
find  a  receptive  audience  and  could  include 
information  concerning  the  Philadelphia  Mint 
of  the  era  as  well  as  a  survey  and  check  list  of 
Reich’s  medals  and  coins.  Among  regular  issue 
coins,  he  designed,  in  year  order: 

1 807  Capped  Bust  hall  dollar  and  gold  half  eagle. 

1808  Classic  Head  copper  cent  and  Capped  Bust 
gold  quarter  eagle. 

1809  Classic  Head  copper  half  cent  and  Capped 
Bust  silver  dime. 

1815  Capped  Bust  quarter  dollar. 

1829  Capped  Bust  half  dime  (a  latecomer,  first 
issued  long  after  Reich  had  left  the  Mint). 

We  cannot  help  but  wonder  what  this  tal¬ 
ented  man  might  have  thought  in  1817,  when  as 
an  underpaid  assistant  he  left  the  Mint,  if  he 
could  have  realized  that  generations  later  a  dy¬ 
namic  numismatic  society  would  bear  his  name! 

Further  Correspondence  Regarding  Reich 

Relevant  to  the  preceding  is  the  following 
commentary  relating  to  medals,  the  Mint,  and 
John  Reich,  going  beyond  the  biography  of 
Reich,  but  worthwhile  including  to  round  out 
the  1807  letters  already  quoted.  This  is  by  John  Kraljevich,  Jr.,  of  our 
staff  and  is  from  our  sale  of  the  Lucien  LaRiviere  Collection. 

Joseph  Sansom,  a  wealthy  Philadelphian,  was  quite  possessed  with  the 
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historical  importance  ol  the  age  he  happened  to  live  in.  He  wrote  to  Jefferson 
on  December  14,  1807  “How  glorious  the  hope  of  posthumous  veneration! 

I  he  names  ot  Franklin,  Washington,  and  Jetlerson  will  go  down  together  to 
the  latest  ages  of  the  .American  Confederacy,  if,  as  the  first  planned  out  our 
independence,  and  the  second  achieved  it,  the  third  should  confirm  the  arch 
ol  Empire,  by  adding  the  keystones  of  political  consolidation.”  But  Sansom 
had  written  to  Jefierson  before,  indeed,  by  his  first  communication  of 
December  28,  1 805,  he  “respectfully  presents  a  proof  [an  extraordinarily  early 
use  of  this  term]  impression  of  a  medal  of  General  Washington”  which  he 
noted  “makes  one  number  of  an  intended  series  from  the  discovery  of  America 
to  the  retirement  of  Washington.”  Jefferson  responded  with  a  perfunctory 
thank-you  note  only  four  days  later.  Sansom  continued  to  offer  Jefferson,  who 
had  a  splendid  collection  of  contemporary  medals  including  a  gilt  specimen  of 
the  Eccleston  medal  which  still  resides  at  Monticello,  specimens  of  his 
"Medallic  History”  series.  Jefferson  offered  a  more  thoughtful  thank-you  note 
to  Sansom  on  March  13,  1807,  probably  responding  to  a  specimen  of  the 
“1783"  C.C.A.U.S.  peace  medal.  He  wrote  “it  is  worthy  of  the  hand  of  Mr. 
Reich,  and  as  commemorating  the  most  valuable  character  of  our  age  or 
country,  does  honor  for  the  patriotic  spirit  of  Mr.  Sansom  . . .  With  respect  to 
Mr.  Reich,  nobody  has  a  higher  opinion  of  his  talents  thanThJ.  [Jefferson,  like 
Bob  Dole,  sometimes  referred  to  himself  in  the  third  person]  nor  a  stronger 
wish  to  serve  him.” 

Sansom,  desperate  to  have  the  capital  return  to  Philadelphia  and  sometimes 
sycophantic  in  his  letters  to  the  President,  returned  a  letter  on  March  25  whose 
content  we  reproduce  here  because  of  its  important  nature. 

Respected  Friend,  I  beg  leave  to  inclose  [sic],  for  thy  acceptance,  a  silver 
medal  upon  the  retirement  of  Washington,  which  I  flatter  myself  will  meet  thy 
approbation,  as  it  has  been  executed  by  Reich — the  head  from  a  drawing  of 
Stuart.  May  I  be  permitted  to  take  this  occasion  to  recommend  this  deserving 
artist  to  thy  patronage  and  protection.  He  has  now  been  six  years  resident  in 
the  United  States  with  so  little  [illegible],  or  hope  of  future  employ,  that  he 
dreads  a  necessity  of  returning  to  his  own  country,  from  an  inability  to  support 
himself.  Would  it  not  be  a  matter  of  regret  that  such  rare  abilities  be  lost  to 
America,  when  there  is  an  actual  vacancy  in  the  Mint,  which  it  may  be  difficult 
upon  a  probable  emergency  to  fill  up?  I  mean  that  of  Assistant  Engraver.  The 
principal  engraver  [Robert  Scot]  is  old  and  infirm,  to  say  nothing  of  his 
comparative  skill,  in  which  the  credit  of  the  Establishment  may  be  materially 
interested.  The  Director  of  the  Mint  has  no  objection,  _if  such  should  be  the 
President’s  pleasure_,  and  Reich  offers  to  do  extra  work  for  the  United  States, 
such  as  medals  etc.  at  one  half  his  private  price,  in  consideration  of  the  easy 
fortune  upon  which  permanent  employ  would  place  him.  With  my  heartfelt 
congratulations  upon  the  brightening  prospect  of  public  affairs  I  respectfully 
subscribe,  Joseph  Sansom.” 

On  the  exact  same  day  that  Sansom  wrote  this  plea  for  Reich’s  hiring  at  the 
Mint,  in  which  he  claims  the  Mint  would  be  “materially  interested”  —  the 
implication  is  that  Reich’s  talent  may  help  the  Mint  survive  when  it  was  being 
attacked  in  Congress  —  Mint  Director  Robert  Patterson  wrote  Jefferson 
claiming  that  engraver  Robert  Scot  “is  yet  so  advanced  in  life  that  he  cannot 
very  long  be  expected  to  continue  his  labors.”  This  was  a  low  blow  —  Scot  was 
6 1  and  two  years  Jefferson’s  j unior.  Patterson  described  Reich  in  the  same  letter 
as  “an  artist  whose  talents  I  presume  you  are  not  unacquainted”  and  reiterated 
Sansom’s  claim  that  Reich  “is  about  to  remove  to  Europe.”  The  tag-team  effort 
of  Patterson  and  Sansom’s  letters,  both  penned  on  March  25,  1 807,  must  have 
proved  persuasive;  according  to  Stewart  Witham,  Reich  took  his  new  post  of 
assistant  engraver  on  April  1  —  exactly  one  week  later. 

Joseph  Sansom  continued  with  his  “Medallic  History  of  the  American 
Revolution”  after  Reich  gained  full  time  employment  at  the  U.S.  Mint  with  the 
medal  presently  offered,  a  specimen  of  which  Jefferson  received  from  Sansom 
on  November  15,  1807.  Sansom  wrote  to  the  President: 

‘Joseph  Sansom,  ofPhiladelphia,  again  presents  his  respects  to  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  to  inclose  [sic]  him  a  medal  of  Franklin.  The  head  is 
supposed  to  be  the  best  likeness  extant;  and  the  legend,  as  well  as  the  device, 


can  hardly  fail  to  be  interesting  at  the  present  crisis.  J.  S.  begs  leave  at  the  same 
time  to  represent  to  the  President’s  generosity,  that  the  ingenious  engraver  is 
now  employed  at  the  Mint  on  a  salary  so  small,  that  it  is  with  difficulty  he  can 
keep  his  current  expenses  so  low.  He  is  actually  that  Officer  of  the  Mint  whose 
salary  is  the  lowest,  and  it  may  be  said,  with  modesty,  that  he  is  the  one  that 
works  the  hardest;  for  he  applies  himself  to  the  perfection  of  the  new  coinage 
[Reich’s  Capped  Bust  design]  with  the  enthusiasm  of  genius,  rather  than  the 
perseverance  of  labor.  Upon  the  merits  of  his  design,  and  execution,  J.S.  will 
[lacuna]  thing  to  so  competent  a  judge;  and  he  only  presumes  to  [lacuna]  it  is 
not  without  the  consent,  and  approbation,  of  the  Director  of  the  Establish¬ 
ment,  and  the  Treasurer,  that  he  ventures  to  hint,  with  submission,  the  wish 
to  see  his  salary  raised  to  the  constitutional  allowance  of ‘800  dollars  a  year  for 
the  Assistant  Engraver.’” 

Three  days  after  Jefferson  received  his  specimen  of  the  Franklin-Sansom 
medal,  and  likewise  received  Sansom’s  plea  for  Reich  appropriate  remunera¬ 
tion  that  essentially  made  Sansom  his  agent,  the  President  ably  responded  to 
both  in  a  brief  letter  to  Sansom  dated  November  18: 

“ThJ.  presents  his  compliments  to  Mr.  Sansom  and  his  thanks  for  the  fine 
medal  of  Doctor  Franklin  he  has  been  so  kind  to  send  him,  in  which  he 
recognizes  the  masterly  hand  of  Mr.  Reich.  1 1  is  a  worthy  companion  of  the  one 
before  made  of  General  Washington.” 

Jefferson  then  continued  to  address  the  question  of  Reich’s  pay  by  passing 
the  buck, 

“N  o  one  is  more  sensible  than  himself  of  the  merit  of  Mr.  Reich,  nor  would 
be  more  desirous  to  serve  him,  but  in  the  public  employments  there  are  certain 
rules  which  must  be  regularly  pursued  in  order  to  keep  out  of  our  institutions 
a  spirit  of  favoritism  and  partiality,  equally  injurious  to  the  public  and 
dangerous  to  real  merit.  There  is  too  a  regular  course  of  taking  up  any  particular 
case,  which  does  not  permit  it  to  begin  with  the  chief  magistrate.” 

Reich’s  plea  via  Sansom  was  therefore  sent  to  channels,  and  Reich  was  not 
mentioned  by  Sansom  in  his  next  letter  the  following  month.  Patterson’s  next 
letter  to  Jefferson  on  April  3  reported  that  Reich  “is  now  preparing  a  new  set 
of  dies  in  which  some  improvements  to  the  design  will  be  introduced, 
adhering,  however,  strictly  to  the  letter  of  the  law,  which  it  is  hoped  will  meet 
with  the  public  approbation.” 

Thus,  the  Sansom  medals  and  Patterson  and  Sansom’s  communications 
with  President  Jefferson  had  a  direct  effect  on  Reich’s  hiring  at  the  U.S.  Mint 
and  the  rapid  execution  of  the  first  major  redesign  of  United  States  coinage  in 
more  than  a  decade. 
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Some  Notes  on  The  John  Reich  Collectors  Society 


In  1997,  Russell  J.  Logan  compiled  a  history  of  the  Society,  published 
the  index  to  the  first  1 0  volumes  of  the  John  Reich  Journal.  We  reprint 
lis  history  with  permission  of  the  Society. 

David  Davis  was  the  person  most  instrumental  in  bringing  together  the 
eight  individuals  he  knew  who  collected  three  or  more  of  the  series  of  the 
Turban  Head  design.  It  was  the  mid  1970s,  and  these  were  die-hard  collectors 
from  six  different  states,  all  of  whom  were  combing  every  local,  state  and 
iregional  show  for  early  bust  material.  Bust  half  dimes,  dimes,  and  quarters  were 
the  preferred  topics  of  conversation  since  the  Bust  Half  Nut  Club  monopolized 
the  subject  of  Bust  halves  ...  and  the  dollars  were  just  too  expensive.  No  one 
knew  enough  to  be  thorough  by  today  s  standards,  but  each  one  communi¬ 
cated  all  R-6+  cherries  and  other  great  finds  to  the  others.  Duplicates  were 
traded  for  upgrades  and  new  die  marriages;  the  greenback  seldom  changed 
hands. 

Dave  would  sporadically  collate  a  census  of  half  dimes  and  dimes  on  a  piece 
ofgraph  paper  for  the  participating  collectors.  Just  one  collection  was  of  merit: 
it  was  Stew  Witham’s  collection  of  Bust  half  dimes,  which  soon  sold  at  the  1 977 
Freeman  sale  by  Rarcoa.  No  one,  including  Stew,  listed  a  1832  V-4  half  dime 
of  any  grade  on  his  census! 

Although  the  census  information  and  comradeship  continued,  the  embry¬ 
onic  JRCS  took  a  different  direction  after  the  sale  of  Stew’s  collection  as  Dave, 
John  McCloskey  and  I  agreed  to  author  a  book  on  the  early  dimes.  The  Dime 
iBook  supplied  the  catalyst  for  structuring  JRCS  on  a  more  formal  basis.  On 
(March  20,  1983,  all  five  authors  (now  including  Bill  Subjack  and  Allen 
Lovejoy)  met  in  Cleveland,  Ohio  to  finalize  the  details  for  the  Dime  Book  and 
llay  the  groundwork  for  organizing  the  John  Reich  Collectors  Society. 

At  the  1984  Detroit  ANA  convention,  the  authors  met  again— Jules  Reiver 
was  also  included  -  and  agreed  to  apply  to  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  for 
301  (c)(3)  tax  exempt  status  for  the  JRCS.  At  the  Baltimore  ANA  convention 
i  year  later,  they  decided  to  open  the  membership  to  anyone  willing  to  pay  $  1 0 
annual  dues,  which  would  include  a  subscription  to  the  John  Reich  Journal. 
Membership  applications  were  distributed  in  October  1985  to  everyone  we 
thought  might  be  interested  in  joining  JRCS.  Dave  Davis  volunteered  to  be 
editor  and  published  the  first  Journal  in  January  1986. 

During  the  following  ANA  convention  in  Milwaukee  on  August  8,  1986, 
we  held  our  first  meeting  open  to  the  collecting  public.  Jules  Reiver  and  Jim 
Matthews  were  elected  directors  as  well  as  the  five  dime  book  authors.  Allen 
Lovejoy  gave  a  slide  presentation  depicting  the  reverse  dies  shared  between  the 
early  quarter  eagles  and  dimes.  By  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  September 
30, 1 986,  we  had  266  dues  paying  members  and  had  published  two  JR Journals. 

At  the  ANA  in  Atlanta  on  August  27,  1987,  we  changed  our  By  Laws  to 
include  a  life  membership  category  and  redefined  our  purpose  to  also  provide 
technical  and  educational  information  about  U.S.  gold  coins  minted  prior  to 
1840. 

The  Journal  continued  as  a  tri-annual  publication  under  the  leadership  of 
Dave  Davis  until  November  1991.  Keith  Bellman  and  Brad  Karoleff  were  then 
ippointed  co-editors.  The  Journal  is  presently  being  sent  to  over  450  members, 

5%  of  whom  have  life  memberships.  For  the  last  three  consecutive  years  the 
Journal  has  been  awarded  either  second  or  third  place  prize  by  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  in  the  “specialized  publications”  category.  The  Jour- 
ra/solicits  articles  and  feedback  from  members  and  serves  as  a  public  forum  for 
encouraging  detailed  study  in  the  field  of  federal  coinage.  Growth  and 
mthusiasm  of  the  JRCS  continues  to  provide  great  satisfaction  to  its  founders, 
who  are  grateful  for  the  participation  of  so  many  knowledgeable  and  generous 
collectors. 

t'Jot  only  did  Russ  serve  as  the  organization’s  treasurer  since  its 
eption  in  1984,  he  was  also  a  major  contributor  of  articles  to  the 
trnal.  The  following  review  of  articles,  beginning  with  the  very  first 


issue  of  the  Journal,  will  give  today’s  collector  an  idea  of  the  importance 
and  scope  of  his  contributions.  Russ  was  certainly  not  interested  in 
publicity,  for  if  he  were,  he  would  have  found  a  much  larger  venue  than 
th  c  John  Reich  Journal  lor  his  articles.  The  general  participant  in  coin 
collecting,  whether  collector  or  dealer,  would  probably  scarcely  be 
familiar  with  Russ’s  name.  The  specialists,  however,  both  collector  and 
dealer,  counted  Russ  as  a  friend.  The  following  review  includes  all 
articles  that  appeared  in  the  first  41  issues  of  the  Journal.  His  byline  was 
included  in  31  of  these  issues,  with  a  total  count  of  44  individual 
submissions. 

Volume  1,  Number  1,  January  1986 

Cross  Reference  -  Breen  to  JR-Numbers.  The  authors  of  the  Dime  Book  purposely 
left  Breen  identification  numbers  out  of  their  reference  in  hopes  that  the  new  JR 
numbers  would  be  accepted  by  collectors.  This  article  proves  necessary  cross- 
referencing  between  the  two  numbering  systems. 

A  Second  1830  V-13  Half  Dime.  This  new  variety  was  discovered  by  Michigan 
collector  Eric  Gutscher  in  1983,  with  a  prominent  obverse  rim  break  (cud)  as  the 
identifying  characteristic.  The  second  example  discovered  lacks  this  rim  break,  thus 
changing  the  diagnostics  for  future  identification.

Condition  Censuses.  A  proposal  to  present  continuing  records  of  Condition 
Census  in  a  tabular  format,  with  data  requested  from  the  membership.  Census 
information  would  be  maintained  for  all  early  silver  coinage  from  1794  to  1838. 

Volume  2,  Number  3,  December  1987 

Condition  Census  —  Capped  Bust  Dimes  1809-1837.  The  first  of  many  reports  of 
Condition  Census  compiled  by  Russ  Logan,  based  on  input  of  members.  The  first 
census  included  tabular  data  of  1 1  collections,  along  with  data  from  the  Ellis 
Robison,  R.  Henry  Norweb,  Harold  S.  Bareford,  and  John  Work  Garrett  Collec¬ 
tions.  Of  122  known  varieties,  one  member  was  complete,  two  others  lacked  just  one 
or  two  varieties,  and  two  more  collectors  (including  Logan)  lacked  three  varieties. 

Volume  3,  Number  1,  April  1988 

Condition  Census—  Quarters  1796-1838.  The  first  Census  report  for  quarter  dollars. 
This  collection  record  contained  data  from  14  JRCS  members,  along  with  data  from 
the  ANS  and  from  the  Norweb  Collection.  This  series  included  93  known  varieties 
with  one  collector  having  all  but  three  (including  lacking  both  1827  varieties). 

Volume  3,  Number  2/3,  December  1988 

Condition  Census  -  Half  Dimes  1829-1837.  The  first  half  dime  Census  including 
data  from  14  collectors,  the  ANS,  and  the  collection  of  Stewart  P.  Witham,  sold  at 
auction  in  1977.  Of  89  varieties  known  at  that  time,  one  collector  owned  86 
different.  None  of  the  collections  contained  an  example  ol  1829  V-17  which  was 
reported  as  a  new  variety  in  the  same  issue,  and  none  contained  1833  V-10. 

Volume  4,  Number  1,  July  1989 

Condition  Census  -  Half  Dollars  1794-1807.  This  is  the  first  attempt  to  list 
collections  of  the  pre-Turban  half  dollars  and  included  data  from  1 4  different  JRCS 
members.  One  collector  owned  97  of  1 02  known  varieties  with  another  collection 
containing  95  dilferent. 

Rare  Genuine  Milled  Edge  1831  Bust  Half  Dollar.  While  searching  for  the  answer 
to  one  question,  the  answer  to  another  long-standing  question  was  solved.  In  1 940, 
Stack’s  sold  the  half  dollars  of  collector  A.C.  Gies.  One  such  coin  listed  in  that 
catalogue  was  described  as  a  “Rare  Genuine  Milled  Edge  1 83 1  half  dollar.  After  the 
1940  appearance,  the  coin  seemed  to  vanish.  Russ  discovered  a  later  listing  of  the 
same  coin  in  the  1959  auction  catalogue  of  the  Pelletreau  Sale,  also  sold  by  Stack's, 
however,  this  time  with  a  photograph.

Ten  Subjective  Questions.  A  quiz  covering  silver  issues  ol  the  John  Reich  era,  with  the 
questions  highly  specialized  and  designed  for  advanced  variety  collectors,  or  those  with 
an  excellent  reference  library  covering  these  coins.  A  sample  question:  Three  identical 
unilace  bust  halves  are  known  to  exist  in  copper.  What  obverse  die  was  used?  The 
answer  to  this  question  may  be  found  in  the  half  dollar  offering  to  follow.

Treasurer's  Report.  A  statement  of  cash  receipts  and  disbursements  for  12-month 
period  ending  September  30,  1989,  submitted  by  Russ  Logan  who  served  as  the 
Society’s  Treasurer  since  its  founding.

Condition  Census  -  Pre-Turban  Bust  Dollars.  A  tabular  presentation  of  these  large 
silver  coins.  Ten  JRCS  members  reported  their  data,  and  also  included  was  the  H. 
Roland  Willash  Collection,  sold  by  Superior  in  May  1990.  Only  three  of  the  10 
collectors  had  more  than  half  of  the  121  known  varieties.  The  Willash  Collection 
contained  110  different  varieties,  with  one  other  mem¬ 
ber  having  1 12  different.

The  Crushed  Lettered  Edge  Bust  Half  Dollars  of 1833- 
36.  A  comprehensive  study  of  these  little  understood 
rarities,  including  scientific  notes,  excellent  photogra¬ 
phy,  and  provenance  where  possible.  This  is  possibly  the 
most  important  single  contribution  Russ  made  to  the 
advancement  of  numismatic  knowledge.

Both  positive  and  negative  aspects  of  this  reference  were 
discussed. 

Condition  Census  —  Capped  Bust  Half  Dimes  1829-1837.  A 
revised  listing  of  the  series  by  variety.  “Since  we  first  published 
the  Capped  Bust  half  dime  census  two  and  one-half  years  ago, 
the  number  of  active  collectors  reporting  80  or  more  die 
marriages  has  tripled.  Another  die  marriage  (1829  V-18)  has 
been  discovered  and,  needless  to  say,  another  generation  has 
learned  the  joy  of  collecting  Bust  half  dimes  by  die  variety.”

Provenance  &  Protection  for  Posterity.  Protection  is  discussed  first  and  primarily 
involves  polyvinylchloride  (PVC),  associated  problems,  and  solutions.  Actually,  the 
problem  is  not  with  PVC  itself,  which  is  described  as  a  hard  polymer,  but  with  the 
plasticizer  used  to  turn  this  material  into  a  pliable  film  for  coin  flips.  The  importance 
of  provenance  is  then  discussed.  “After  all,  reading  a  coin’s  pedigree  in  an  auction 
catalog  is  quite  a  bit  more  interesting  than  reading  the  auctioneer’s  hype.” 

The  King  of  Siam  Bust  Half.  The.  1834  half  dollar  contained  in  the  King  of  Siam  Proof 
set  is  an  example  of  Overton- 104,  despite  its  continual  mis-attribution  as  0-103.

Dime  Census.  The  second  edition  of  the  early  dime  Census,  now  including  all 
dates  from  1 796  to  1 837.  The  first  report  only  contained  the  Capped  Bust  varieties. 
Member  number  359  had  the  least  number  of  varieties  with  just  29  different, 
however,  he  only  collected  the  1 796  to  1 807  years  and  actually  had  examples  of  all 
29  different  pre-Turban  head  dimes  then  known,  with  an  average  grade  of  EF-48! 

Treasurer's  Notes- A  Dues  Notice.  The  Society’s  Board  of  Directors  recommended 
each  member  voluntarily  send  $1 5  instead  of  the  $10  annual  dues  specified  by  the 
Society  By-Laws.

For  example,  in  February  1 98j 
Russ  Logan  reported  53  of  93  known  varieties,  while  in  January  1993,  he  recordec

First,  it  is  an  intriguing  collecting  interest,  however,  more 
importantly,  some  items  contain  coins  blown  directly  into  the  glass.  Included  are 
details  of  12  individual  pieces  of  glass  each  “slabbing”  a  coin,  among  which  are  found 
half  dimes  dated  1829  and  1835,  and  dimes  dated  1827  and  1834.

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A  Tribute  to  Russell  J.  Logan,  1941-2002 

by  John  W.  McCloskey 


The  sudden  death  of  JRCS  board  member  Russell  J.  Logan 
in  March  2002  was  a  real  tragedy,  not  only  for  his  family  and 
friends  but  also  for  hundreds  of  collectors  of  early  federal 
coinage.  Russ  spent  his  entire  adult  life  studying  early  19th- 
century  United  States  silver  coinage  and  had  used  his  knowl¬ 
edge  and  technical  skills  to  develop  new  methods  lor  describing 
and  identifying  these  early  Mint  products.  As  an  engineer,  he 
was  particularly  interested  in  the  striking  process  and  he  studied 
the  coinage  dies  as  well  as  the  collar  dies  that  were  used  in  the 
minting  process.  He  co-authored  books  on  Bust  dimes  and  Bust 
half  dimes  that  serve  as  the  standard  references  for  these  series 
and  greatly  advanced  the  available  knowledge  to  collectors  in 
each  series.  Russ  was  instrumental  in  developing  the  emission 
sequence  for  the  die  varieties  in  these  series  through  his  under¬ 
standing  of  die  deterioration  and  he  provided  collectors  with 
more  detailed  variety  descriptions  than  were  previously  avail¬ 
able.  We  are  also  indebted  to  Russ  for  the  many  articles  that  he 
published  on  early  federal  coinage  in  the  John  Reich  Journal  and 
for  the  leadership  he  showed  in  promoting  the  study  and 
collecting  of  early  Bust  coinage. 

I  started  collecting  Bust  dimes  in  1 968  and  became  interested 
in  die  varieties  a  fewyears  later.  When  I  compared  coins  with  the 
same  date  I  quickly  realized  that  there  were  often  obvious 
differences  in  the  size  and  placement  of  the  date  on  each  obverse 
die  as  well  as  differences  in  the  size  and  placement  of  the 
lettering  on  each  reverse  die.  I  began  to  wonder  just  how  many 
different  dies  were  used  to  strike  the  coins  of  any  given  date. 
Since  there  were  no  reference  books  on  the  series,  I  would  record 
what  I  considered  to  be  important  features  on  my  coins  for 
comparison  with  other  pieces  that  I  found  at  shows.  I  would 
examine  a  coin  of  a  specific  date,  read  through  my  notes  for  the 
coins  of  that  date,  and  then  buy  any  coin  that  did  not  match  the 
features  that  I  had  recorded  for  that  date.  This  was  not  a  very 
efficient  process  so  1  wrote  a  letter  to  Walter  Breen  in  1975 
asking  him  if  he  could  provide  me  with  the  name  of  any 
individual  who  had  done  research  on  early  Bust  dimes.  Walter 
sent  me  an  address  for  David  J.  Davis  who  in  turn  introduced 
me  to  Russ  at  the  Michigan  State  Convention  in  November 
1 976.  This  first  meeting  with  Russ  was  very  memorable  for  me 
because  it  clearly  demonstrated  that  Russ  was  very  well  orga¬ 
nized,  a  creative  problem  solver,  and  more  knowledgeable  about 
Bust  coinage  than  anyone  that  I  knew.  While  I  was  reading  hand 
written  notes  that  I  hoped  would  identify  the  coinage  dies,  Russ 
pulled  out  a  hand  made  device  constructed  from  two  pieces  of 
cardboard  that  rotated  around  an  axis  that  was  held  together  by 


a  metal  pin.  One  piece  of  cardboard  had  the  words  UNI  TED 
STATES  OF  AMERICA  written  on  it  and  the  other  one  had 
the  words  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  on  it.  Russ  would  rotate  one 
piece  of  cardboard  around  with  respect  to  the  other  until  it 
matched  the  position  of  the  scroll  on  the  Capped  Bust  dime  that 
he  was  studying.  He  particularly  noted  the  position  of  the 
second  S  in  STATES  relative  to  the  S  in  PLURIBUS  on  the  coin 
of  interest.  Once  the  letters  were  properly  lined  up  he  had  a 
notation  identifying  the  reverse  of  the  coin.  He  then  pulled  out 
his  quick  finding  charts  that  listed  the  known  obverse  dies  for 
this  reverse.  Within  a  few  seconds  he  was  able  to  identify  the 
variety  of  the  coin.  Any  new  die  combination  was  quickly  noted 
and  added  to  the  list  of  die  marriages  for  the  date.  It  took  me 
only  a  few  minutes  to  recognize  that  I  had  just  met  an  individual 
who  would  be  able  to  expand  my  knowledge  of  Bust  dimes 
beyond  anything  that  I  had  ever  expected  to  achieve. 

For  the  next  several  years  David,  Russ,  and  I  met  at  shows  in 
the  Midwest  gathering  information  on  Bust  dimes  and  expand¬ 
ing  our  list  of  known  varieties.  At  first  we  would  be  disappointed 
if  we  didn’t  identify  a  new  variety  at  every  show  we  attended. 
But  after  a  while  new  discoveries  became  less  frequent  and  we 
began  to  see  the  same  varieties  over  and  over  again.  We 
recognized  that  we  were  getting  closer  to  our  goal  of  identifying 
all  of  the  varieties  in  the  series.  During  our  research  I  was 
content  to  identify  the  varieties  in  the  series  and  describe  them 
sufficiently  so  that  I  would  be  able  to  recognize  another  example 
when  I  encountered  it.  Russ  however  wanted  more  from  our 
research  and  was  determined  to  develop  an  emission  sequence 
for  the  use  of  the  coinage  dies  over  the  years.  I  remember  that 
we  frequently  agonized  over  the  striking  sequence  of  several 
coins  with  the  same  reverse  when  it  seemed  that  they  were  struck 
in  identical  die  states.  Sometimes  the  proper  sequence  would 
only  be  resolved  months  later  when  one  of  us  was  able  to 
purchase  a  piece  that  clearly  distinguished  the  striking  sequence 
for  two  varieties.  Russ  was  never  satisfied  until  specimens  were 
obtained  that  would  clearly  identify  the  emission  sequence  for 
each  die.  This  research  proved  to  be  the  foundation  for  the  book 
Early  United  States  Dimes  1796-1837  that  was  published  in 
1984.  Again  Russ  played  an  important  role  in  publishing  this 
reference  book  on  Bust  dimes.  He  established  the  outline  for  the 
text,  he  used  his  computer  skills  to  create  the  charts  and  graphs 
for  the  manuscript,  he  assigned  tasks  to  be  completed  by  the  five 
authors,  he  set  deadlines  for  the  completion  of  these  assign¬ 
ments,  he  distributed  copies  of  the  revised  text  as  additions  and 
corrections  were  submitted  by  the  authors  and  he  coordinated 
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the  discussion  of  problems  that  arose  while  preparing  the 
manuscript  for  publication.  He  was  basically  the  driving  force 
that  coordinated  the  efforts  of  the  research  and  saw  to  it  that  all 
of  the  components  of  the  project  were  completed  and  properly 
structured  into  the  working  manuscript.  After  publication  of 
the  Bust  dime  book  Russ  continued  to  collect  early  Bust  coinage 
and  became  increasingly  frustrated  by  the  Valentine  reference 
book  on  the  half  dime  series.  He  felt  that  the  Valentine 
descriptions  frequently  did  not  provide  enough  information  to 
accurately  identify  the  varieties  and  that  too  many  collectors 
could  not  properly  identify  their  coins  from  the  small  pictures 
and  brief  descriptions  provided  in  the  text.  He  was  also  aware 
that  a  number  of  new  discoveries  were  not  listed  in  the  original 
text  or  subsequent  reprints  of  the  book.  Russ  and  I  discussed  the 
shortcomings  of  the  Valentine  reference  many  times  and  in 
1 990  he  asked  me  to  join  him  in  creating  a  new  reference  book 
for  the  series. 

Russ  believed  strongly  that  it  was  important  to  establish  the 
emission  sequence  for  the  varieties  in  the  series  so  that  we  could 
better  understand  operations  at  the  Mint  during  the  early  part 
of  the  1 9  th  century.  He  set  out  studying  the  deterioration  of  the 
obverse  and  reverse  dies  but  along  the  way  he  became  intrigued 
by  the  collars  that  were  used  at  the  Mint  to  strike  these  coins.  He 

I  counted  the  reeds  on  the  edge  of  the  coins,  he  measured  the 
diameter  of  the  coins  and  he  looked  for  collar  characteristics  that 
would  indicate  a  deterioration  of  the  collar  die.  As  the  emission 
sequence  emerged  he  discovered  that  the  edge  reeds  often 
differed  from  collar  to  collar,  that  the  collar  expanded  slightly 
as  it  progressed  through  its  life  span,  and  that  there  were  minor 
edge  flaws  that  could  be  used  to  distinguish  one  collar  from 
another.  These  were  all  new  areas  of  numismatic  research  that 
had  not  been  previously  used  in  the  attribution  of  early  Bust  half 
dimes.  There  were  times  when  the  emission  sequence  gave  us 
serious  problems  in  that  there  seemed  to  be  no  reasonable  way 
to  order  the  coins  in  a  striking  sequence  that  accounted  for  the 
defects  that  we  observed  on  the  coins.  I  remember  taking  all  of 
the  coins  that  we  had  with  the  same  reverse,  lining  them  up  face 
down  and  then  ordering  them  according  to  the  deterioration  of 
the  reverse  die.  For  a  few  of  the  reverses  in  the  series  we  may  have 
had  more  than  30  coins  lined  up  at  one  time.  We  would  turn 
them  over  one  at  a  time  noting  the  variety  of  each  piece  in  the 
series.  Coins  of  the  same  variety  usually  appeared  together  but 
on  some  occasions  there  were  coins  of  the  same  variety  that  were 
separated  by  pieces  from  one  or  more  other  varieties.  This 
process  led  to  the  identification  of  the  remarriages  in  the  series. 
For  the  remarriage,  coins  of  a  single  variety  are  separated  in  the 
emission  sequence  by  coins  of  another  variety  when  one  of  the 
two  dies  from  that  marriage  was  used  in  an  intermediate  state. 


I  can  remember  several  sessions  when  we  identified  more  than 
one  new  remarriage  during  a  single  evening  of  numismatic 
research. 

I  know  that  Russ  was  very  pleased  by  the  identification  of  so 
many  remarriages  in  the  series  and  he  felt  that  they  should  be 
properly  recognized  in  the  manuscript.  I  was  willing  to  list  the 
remarriages  for  a  given  variety  but  I  was  not  interested  in  giving 
them  a  separate  identification  number  in  the  text.  Russ  felt 
strongly  that  coins  separated  in  the  emission  sequence  should  be 
recognized  as  individual  production  runs  at  the  mint.  This  issue 
was  resolved  by  creating  the  decimal  identification  system  for 
remarriages.  The  same  basic  code  was  used  for  all  coins  of  the 
same  variety  but  an  extension  was  added  to  the  code  indicating 
a  remarriage  for  that  variety.  This  coding  procedure  allows  the 
collector  to  ignore  remarriages  if  he  is  not  interested  in  collect¬ 
ing  the  series  in  this  detail. 

I  became  concerned  that  many  collectors  would  have  trouble 
identifying  the  remarriages  because  only  a  few  die  cracks  or  die 
defects  separated  many  of  them  in  the  emission  sequence.  This 
problem  was  resolved  by  the  creation  of  flow  charts  for  the 
deterioration  of  the  reverse  dies  in  the  series.  When  a  reverse  die 
was  used  for  a  remarriage  a  flow  chart  showed  the  order  in  which 
the  varieties  were  struck  and  a  notation  made  indicating  the 
particular  deterioration  that  took  place  during  each  marriage. 
1  his  allowed  the  reader  to  run  down  the  chart  until  he  came  to 
a  feature  that  was  not  present  on  his  coin.  He  would  then  know 
where  his  piece  fit  into  the  striking  sequence  for  that  reverse. 
The  creation  of  these  flow  charts  demonstrated  that  Russ 
seemed  to  be  able  to  find  a  solution  for  every  problem  that  we 
encountered  during  our  research  on  early  Bust  half  dimes.  This 
work  led  to  the  publication  of  our  book  Federal  Half  Dimes 
1792-1837  that  was  published  in  1998. 

Russell  James  Logan  was  a  man  whose  knowledge  as  a 
numismatic  scholar  and  whose  experience  with  early  19th 
century  federal  coinage  cannot  be  replaced.  I  am  constantly 
reminded  of  this  while  working  on  my  new  manuscript  for 
Classic  Head  gold  coins  that  were  struck  from  1834  to  1839. 
Russ  never  collected  gold  coinage  but  I  know  that  he  would  have 
had  many  useful  suggestions  on  how  1  should  handle  some  of 
the  problems  that  I  have  experienced  during  my  attempts  to 
create  an  emission  sequence  for  these  coins.  It  is  still  difficult  for 
me  to  process  the  thought  that  1  will  no  longer  have  the 
opportunity  to  sit  down  with  him  and  discuss  the  early  days  at 
the  United  States  Mint.

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Recollections  of  Russ  by  Bradley  S.  Karolejf 


Numismatics  was  dealt  a  crippling  blow  on  March  19,  2002 
when  Russ  passed  away  in  his  sleep.  He  was  the  driving  force 
behind  the  )ohn  Reich  Collector's  Society,  as  well  as  one  ol  the 
foremost  researchers  ol  the  federal  coinage  of  the  United  States. 
He  co-authored  the  standard  references  on  the  bust  half  dimes 
and  dimes  that  we  Lise  to  identify  our  coins  by  die  marriage.  His 
numerous  contributions  to  the  John  Reich  Journal  garnered  him 
numerous  jules  Reiver  Literary  Awards,  the  annual  award 
bestowed  on  the  author  of  the  most  popular  article  ol  the  year 
as  voted  by  the  membership.  The  book  on  federal  half  dimes, 
which  he  co-authored  with  John  McCloskey,  was  awarded  the 
Numismatic  Literary  Guild  award  for  the  best  numismatic 
book  of  2000.  Russ  never  sought  the  spotlight  of  numismatics, 
but  it  often  found  him.  His  research  into  the  workings  of  the 
early  mint  was  exhaustive,  often  rewarding  us  with  an  insightful 
article.  Those  of  us  left  to  carry  on  his  numismatic  legacy  will 
sorely  miss  his  contributions  and  leadership. 

I  was  first  introduced  to  Russ  in  1986,  soon  after  the 
formation  of  the  JRCS.  I  was  a  neophyte  collector  of  Capped 
Bust  half  dollars  and  wanted  advice  on  where  to  obtain  more 
information  about  their  history.  Jules  Reiver  suggested  I  join 
the  newly  formed  society  and  put  me  in  contact  with  Russ.  I 
soon  was  impressed  enough  to  join  as  a  life  member  of  the 
society.  Russ  was  patient  with  my  numerous  questions  about 
the  society  and  the  Capped  Bust  halves.  He  often  answered  a 
question  with  another  question  giving  only  a  hint  of  where  to 
locate  the  information.  Russ  believed  in  offering  collectors  a 
direction  to  discover  information  rather  than  merely  feeding 
them  the  answers  to  their  questions.  This  obviously  encouraged 
the  questioner  to  expand  his  knowledge  of  his  hobby  through 
research.  Russ’  guidance  was  indispensable  to  many  of  the 
authors  of  articles  for  the  JR  Journal.  His  probing  questions 
often  opened  new  doors  of  thought  for  the  authors  making  their 
final  products  more  complete  and  interesting. 

In  addition,  Russ  was  a  fixture  at  the  annual  ANA  conven¬ 
tions.  H  is  attendance  at  the  open  houses  held  at  the  conventions 
guaranteed  lively  discussions  and  re-examination  of  long  held 
opinions.  The  open  debate  on  our  favorite  subjects  was  eagerly 
anticipated  and  very  rewarding.  Many  of  those  in  attendance 
considered  these  open  houses  a  highlight  of  the  annual  conven¬ 
tion. 

“Logan  Engineering”  was  famous  to  those  of  us  lucky  enough 
to  have  known  him.  Russ  produced  a  model  of  a  Castaing 
machine  made  of  aluminum  that  was  unveiled  at  an  ANA 
convention.  His  model  used  pre-inked  pads  for  the  bar  dies  and 
aluminum  tubes  represented  the  planchets  with  stickers  around 


their  circumference.  The  “planchet”  was  fed  through  the  ma¬ 
chine  to  represent  the  addition  of  the  edge  lettering  to  the  edge 
of  the  half  dollar  planchets.  By  starting  the  lever  at  differing 
positions,  the  model  produced  many  of  the  edge  lettering  errors 
we  often  see  on  Capped  Bust  halves.  Russ  was  always  particu¬ 
larly  interested  in  the  third  side  of  his  coins.  He  sought  out 
interesting  edges  on  the  halves.  Another  Logan  engineered 
product  was  the  edge  mirrors  that  he  developed  for  photograph¬ 
ing  the  edges  of  the  coins.  They  consisted  of  a  metal  rim  that  had 
the  inner  surface  polished  to  a  mirror  surface  that  when  placed 
arounci  the  coin  wotild  reflect  the  edge  so  that  it  could  be  studied 
or  photographed.  Russ’  set  of  edge  mirrors  is  included  in  this 
sale  with  the  proceeds  going  to  the  JRCS. 

Collectors  often  note  that  the  friendships  developed  in  our 
hobby  are  often  more  rewarding  than  the  collecting  of  the  coins 
themselves.  Knowing  Russ  Logan  was  a  perfect  example  of  this 
axiom.  His  friendship,  leadership,  and  guidance  helped  make 
me,  and  many  others,  better  numismatists.  Our  enjoyment  of 
the  products  from  our  early  Mint  was  greatly  enhanced  by  Russ’ 
insights  and  enthusiasm.  His  contributions  to  the  hobby  are 
innumerable  and  indispensable.  This  influence  will  be  felt  for 
generations  to  come. 

There  are  many  stories  left  for  us  to  remember  about  Russ. 
Everyone  has  a  favorite  that  he  will  now  and  then  relate  during 
gatherings  of  JRCS  members.  These  anecdotes  range  from  the 
famous  rescue  of  half  dimes  from  the  drain  trap  of  a  major  hotel 
chain  to  the  bathtub  of  water  for  a  fire  alarm  in  Denver.  Those 
of  us  lucky  enough  to  be  in  attendance  will  always  carry  fond 
remembrances  to  the  events.  There  were  other  times  Russ 
opened  his  home  as  a  hospitality  suite  for  JRCS  members.  His 
wife,  Brenda,  and  family  were  always  accommodating  to  the 
guests.  Everyone  left  feeling  enriched  for  the  experience. 

The  Logan  family  has  lost  a  husband,  father,  and  brother. 
The  hobby  has  lost  an  ardent  supporter  and  noted  researcher. 
The  JRCS  has  lost  a  fotinding  father  and  leader.  I  have  lost  a 
mentor,  friend,  and  confidant.  There  will  always  be  an  empty 
feeling  in  those  of  us  fortunate  enough  to  call  him  friend.  There 
have  been  many  times  since  his  passing  that  I  have  thotight  to 
pick  up  the  phone  to  ask  his  advice  and  guidance.  I  truly  miss 
him.  I  only  hope  that  all  collectors  have  the  opportunity  to 
befriend  a  “Russ  Logan.”  Russ  enriched  our  lives,  increased  our 
knowledge,  and  inspired  others  to  test  their  limits.  He  left  a 
legacy  of  integrity  and  a  passion  for  collecting  that  will  far 
outlive  the  short  time  he  was  with  us.

01  1795  Logan  McCloskey-10,  Valentine-4a.  Rarity-3.  VF-25.  A  de¬ 
lightful  example  with  natural  grayish  brown  fields  and  lighter  de¬ 
vices.  Although  slightly  weak  along  parts  of  the  borders,  both  obverse 
and  reverse  have  strong  central  details.  The  surfaces,  while  not  per¬ 
fect,  are  quite  choice  for  the  grade.  This  is  considered  a  common  die 
marriage. 

Both  obverse  and  reverse  dies  were  used  solely  for  this  die  marriage.  This  is  a  late 
die  state  with  prominent  rim  break  over  TY  and  star  9  at  upper  right.  There  is  no 
evidence  of  reverse  die  cracks.

Double  Struck  1800  Half  Dime 


32  1 800  LM-1,  V-l.  Rarity-3.  Normal  Dies.  EF-45.  This  is  a  wonderful 
example  with  outstanding  aesthetic  appeal.  Both  obverse  and  reverse 
have  steel  gray,  pale  blue,  lilac,  and  amber  toning.  Very  light  hairlines 
and  other  abrasions  are  evident.  This  example  is  double  struck,  with 
both  obverse  and  reverse  exhibiting  plain  doubling,  with  the  first 
strike  slightly  southeast  of  the  final  position. 

Late  die  state  with  a  rim  break  below  the  final  two  digits  of  the  date.  A  branch  die 
crack  extends  up  through  the  left  side  of  the  first  0  to  the  drapery.  The  reverse  has  a 
bisecting  die  crack  from  M  of  AMERICA  to  I  of  UNITED.

1/03  1801  LM-2,  V-l  and  2.  Rarity-4.  VF-30.  Very  slightly  rough  sur¬ 
faces  with  deep  gray  fields  and  lighter  silvery  gray  devices.  This  ex¬ 
ample  is  in  a  very  nearly  terminal  die  state  and  is  extremely  impor¬ 
tant  as  such. 

The  obverse  has  been  lapped  with  weakened  details  at  right.  A  semicircular  die 
crack  from  the  rim  through  upper  loop  of  8  continues  through  the  lower  hair  curls, 
ribbon  knot,  to  B  and  the  rim.  This  essentially  defines  a  retained  cud  over  most  of 
the  left  obverse,  with  the  majority  of  detail  remaining  visible.  Presumably  this  even¬ 
tually  developed  into  a  full  break,  obliterating  the  entire  left  side  of  the  die  behind 
the  head  details.

Half  Dimes  of  1829 


1704  1829  LM-1,  V- 7.  Rarity-2.  AU-50.  Logan-McCloskey  Plate  Coin, 
Page  142.  Attractive  pewter  gray  with  very  faint  traces  of  iridescent 
toning  on  each  side.  Very  sharply  struck  with  pleasing  surfaces.  A  few 
very  faint  surface  marks  are  present  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.  A 
pleasing  example  with  considerable  eye  appeal. 

This  is  a  relatively  common  die  marriage  with  both  Proof  and  cir¬ 
culation  strike  examples  known.  Tied  for  seventh  finest  of  18  coins 
reported  in  the  JRCS  Bust  Half  Dime  Census. 

Very  faint  clash  marks  are  visible  on  both  sides. 

Both  obverse  and  reverse  dies  were  used  only  for  this  single  die  marriage,  listed  as 
the  first  variety  of  the  Capped  Bust  design  in  the  Logan-McCloskey  reference.  Just 
three  1 829  varieties  have  “three  pale  gules”  reverse  dies,  the  other  two  varieties  die- 
linked  to  later  “two  pale  gules”  varieties.  This  variety  is  considered  the  first  Capped 
Bust  half  dime  minted  as  it  is  not  die-linked  to  other  varieties. 

In  heraldry,  a  gule  is  the  vertical  stripe  in  the  shield,  and  a  pale  is  an  individual  line 
being  a  single  element  of  the  gule.  The  term  “three  pale  gule”  simply  states  that  each 
vertical  shield  stripe  consists  of  three  individual  lines. 

Among  half  dimes  dated  1 829  in  the  present  sale,  a  total  of  28  different  coins  are 
offered.  These  coins  represent  18  different  die  marriages.  Including  remarriages, 
there  were  a  total  of  25  combinations  described  in  the  Logan-McCloskey  reference. 
Only  LM-1 6.2  is  not  included  in  the  present  collection,  representing  the  single  re¬ 
marriage  among  all  Capped  Bust  half  dimes  not  offered  in  this  sale.  A  remarkable 
achievement.  All  of  these  1829-dated  coins  were  produced  from  a  combination  of  six 
obverse  dies  and  10  reverse  dies. 

The  Capped  Bust  half  dimes  were  from  dies  prepared  by  William  Kneass  in  imita¬ 
tion  of  John  Reich’s  earlier  work.  Reich  had  left  the  Mints  employment  a  dozen  vears 
before  these  coins  were  first  minted.  Today,  91  die  marriages  arc  known  with  31  ad¬ 
ditional  remarriages  as  outlined  in  the  reference  Federal  Half  Dime s  by  Russell  J.  Lo¬ 
gan  and  John  W.  McCloskev.  These  coins  were  produced  from  various  combinations 
of  29  obverse  dies  and  36  reverse  dies,  many  of  the  latter  being  used  through  two  or 
more  different  coinage  years.  For  most  of  these  years,  A  Guidebook  of  l ' rated  State > 
Coins  (a.k.a.  the  Red  Book)  only  lists  the  date  without  further  variety  details  In  his 
Complete  Encyclopedia  ofU.S.  and  Colonial  Coins,  Walter  Breen  summarized  these 
varieties  in  25  separate  listings,  providing  identification  characteristics,  historical 
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notes,  and  some  pure  speculation  without  basis.  Many  of  the  coinage  dies  used  dur¬ 
ing  the  nine  year  production  of  this  series  were  pushed  beyond  reasonable  limits, 
thus  creating  a  wonderful  array  of  die  states  for  collectors  today. 

An  Interesting  Incident 

On  March  2,  1829,  Congress  appropriated  $120,000  for  a  new  Mint  building  to 
replace  the  one  in  use  since  1792.  Land  on  Chestnut  Street  above  13th  Street,  near 
the  corner  of  Juniper  Street  was  purchased.  Nile's  Weekly  Register,  July  18,  1829,  in¬ 
cluded  this  item  as  an  exchange  from  the  Philadelphia  Gazette: 

“Mint  of  the  United  States.  The  foundation  stone  of  the  edifice  about  to  be 
erected.  .  .  was  laid  on  the  morning  of  the  fourth  ot  July  at  6:00,  in  the  presence  of 
the  officers  of  the  Mint,  and  a  number  of  distinguished  citizens.  Within  the  stone 
was  deposited  a  package,  securely  enveloped,  containing  the  newspapers  of  the  day,  a 
copy  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
and  of  the  farewell  address  of  George  Washington;  also  specimens  of  the  national 
coins,  including  one  of  the  very  few  executed  in  the  year  1792,  and  a  half  dime 
coined  on  the  morning  of  the  fourth,  being  the  first  of  a  new  emission  of  that  coin,  of 
which  denomination  none  have  been  issued  since  the  year  1805.”

1705  1829  LM-2,  V-3.  Rarity-1.  AU-58.  Faint  traces  of  wear  are  noted  at 
the  very  highest  points.  Deep  gray  surfaces  with  lovely  iridescent  ton¬ 
ing.  A  few  minor  surface  imperfections  and  faint  hairlines  are  evi¬ 
dent.  The  reverse  fields  are  very  lightly  reflective.  Weakly  defined  at 
eagles  head.  This  quality  is  sometimes  certified  as  MS-61  or  MS-62, 
suggesting  that  the  value  is  greater  than  that  of  an  abraded  MS-60 
coin.  A  common  variety  available  in  all  circulated  grades,  and,  among 
Proofs,  this  variety  is  occasionally  seen  as  well.  Tied  for  third  finest 
of  16  examples  reported  in  the  JRCS  Census. 

Previously  certified  as  MS-61  by  NGC. 

This  variety  represents  the  first  use  of  obverse  2,  later  used  with  LM-8  and  LM-1 1 . 
The  reverse  die  was  only  used  with  this  marriage.  This  example  has  very  light  reverse 
clash  marks.

1706  1829  LM-3,  V-2.  Rarity-2.  AU-50.  Logan-McCloskey  Plate  Coin, 
Pages  138  and  144.  Sharply  struck  with  strong  central  and  periph¬ 
eral  details.  Reflective  light  gray  surfaces.  The  upper  obverse  rim  has 
minor  file  marks.  A  very  light  scratch  through  CA  has  the  appearance 
of  a  die  crack.  A  common  variety  available  in  all  grades,  including 
Proof.  Lied  for  sixth  finest  of  22  examples  recorded  in  the  JRCS  Half 
Dime  Census. 

This  is  the  first  use  of  obverse  3  and  the  only  use  of  reverse  C.  The  obverse  die  was 
later  used  with  L.M-4  and  LM-9. 

This  die  marriage  represents  the  third  and  final  appearance  of  the  “three  pale 
gules”  reverse  design. 


1707  1829  LM-4,  Breen-13.  Rarity-3.  AU-55.  Logan-McCloskey  Plate 
Coin,  Page  145.  Very  lightly  worn  on  the  highest  design  points.  The 
fields  are  considerably  mirrored,  especially  on  the  obverse,  with  nearly 
full  lustre.

A  total  of  14  die  marriages  are  known  for  the  half  dime  coinage  dated  1830.  This 
coinage  was  accomplished  through  the  use  of  six  obverse  and  eight  reverse  dies.  Total 
mintage  for  the  year  was  1,240,000  coins,  however,  many  of  these  were  coins  dated 
1829,  while  other  examples  dated  1830  were  actually  struck  in  1831.  In  fact,  one 
marriage  dated  1830  was  minted  after  all  1831  coins  were  struck.  Four  of  the  14 
known  varieties  are  considered  quite  rare  and  are  very  difficult  to  locate.  Including 
remarriages  identified  in  the  Logan-McCloskey  reference,  a  total  of  17  coins  are  re¬ 
quired  to  complete  this  year.  The  Logan  Collection  includes  20  coins  representing  all 
17  known  marriages  and  remarriages.

The  difference  in  obverse  identification  was  dis¬ 
cussed  by  Stephen  A.  Crain  in  Volume  7,  Issue  1  of  the  Journal.

Most  of  us  who  collect  early  U.S.  coins  by  die  variety  are  acutely  aware  that  undis¬ 
covered  marriages  not  only  exist  but,  occasionally,  an  alert  can  be  sounded  by  notic¬ 
ing  a  diestate  that  has  not  been  recorded — pointing  to  a  different  striking  and.  possi¬ 
bly,  a  combination  with  a  new  die.  Such  was  the  case  with  the  1830  V-l  3  half  dime 
discovered  by  a  Michigan  collector  in  March  1983.  It  is  a  muling  of  the  V-9  obverse 
and  the  V-3  reverse.  But  it  has  a  full  cud  from  stars  5  and  6  to  the  rim!  So  big  and 
obvious  is  the  cud  that  the  discoverer  and  the  owner  never  bothered  to  mention  any 
of  the  other  die  defects  on  the  coin.

However,  known 
only  to  the  owner,  there  are  two  additional  almost  “insignificant”  die  cracks  on  this 
obverse:  one  small  crack  extends  from  star  1 2  upwards  toward  star  1 1  and  to  the  rim; 
the  other  extends  from  the  back  of  Miss  Liberty’s  cap  above  star  to  the  rim.  Both  die 
cracks  are  small  and  rather  insignificant  when  compared  to  the  cud,  but  very  impor¬ 
tant  when  trying  to  cherry  pick  another  example. 

The  new  specimen  shows  only  the  faintest  die  crack  from  star  5  to  the  rim.  In  fact, 
it  is  of  the  same  magnitude  as  the  2nd  and  3rd  cracks  previously  described.  So  what 
does  the  second  example  tell  us?  A)  A  full  cud  may  develop  in  a  very  short  period  of 
time.

Although  a  common 
die  marriage,  Russ  Logan  and  John  McCloskey  described  this  remar¬ 
riage  as  exceedingly  rare. 

First  use  of  obverse  1  and  the  first  use  of  reverse  L.  Perfect  obverse.  The  reverse  has 
minor  die  chips. 

Although  the  reported  mintage  of  1,242,700  is  quite  comparable  to  the  preceding 
two  years,  only  seven  die  marriages  are  known,  compared  to  1 8  and  1 4  for  1 829  and 
1830.  Comparing  only  mintages  and  die  combinations  lor  each  of  these  wars,  we 
find  that  the  average  mintage  per  die  combination  was  68,333  coins  tor  1829; 
88,571  coins  for  1830;  and  177,529  coins  for  1831.  This  information  alone  suggests 
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that  something  is  not  quite  right.  Examination  of  the  Emission  Order  developed  by 
1  ogan  and  McCloskev  indicates  convenient  breaks  that  can  be  considered  more 
carefully.  All  1829  through  1831  half  d  imes  were  struck  in  one  sequence,  those  from 
1832  through  1834  in  a  second  sequence,  and  1835  to  1837  in  a  third.  Although 
many  other  factors  influenced  average  production  per  die  variety,  these  groups  may 
provide  tor  further  study. 

I  his  1831-dated  coinage  was  coined  through  the  use  of  three  obverse  and  five  re¬ 
verse  dies.

The  authors 
examined  examples  of  all  die  marriages  and  attributed  which  marriages  came  from 
each  edge  die  or  collar.  All  of  this  work  provided  a  more  accurate  emission  sequence. 
Only  two  varieties  were  discovered  from  two  different  collars,  this  and  1837  LM-5. 

Just  five  die  varieties  of  1 834  half  dimes  have  been  identified,  with  no  remarriages. 
All  five  varieties  are  represented  among  six  coins  in  the  Logan  Collection.  The  mint¬ 
age  reported  for  the  year  was  1 ,480,000,  although  not  all  of  these  were  actually  dated 
1 834.  Just  three  obverse  and  three  reverse  dies  were  used.  This  is  an  excellent  year  for 
the  beginning  variety  collector.

This  was  a  very 
short  lived  design  type  within  the  denomination,  being  issued  for 
just  four  years.  This  is  actually  very  nice  quality  for  the  date,  as  the 
typical  example  is  considerably  more  worn  and  often  with  damage. 

Given  the  number  of  survivors,  nearly  200  coins,  the  reported 
mintage  seems  quite  low.  Mint  records  indicate  just  6,738  quarter 
dollars  were  coined  in  1804.  It  is  almost  certain  that  some  of  the 
1805  mintage  included  coins  with  the  1804  date.  This  reverse  die 
was  then  mated  with  an  1 805-dated  obverse. 

Light  clash  marks  are  found  in  the  field  adjacent  to  Liberty’s  neck  and  bust.  Very 
light  clash  marks  are  also  visible  on  the  reverse.

1845  1806  B-3.  Normal  Date.  EF-45.  A  desirable  example  with  very  light 
silvery  gray  surfaces  and  traces  of  lustre.  Despite  being  very  lightly 
cleaned  with  faint  hairlines,  this  example  has  considerable  eye  appeal 
and  is  an  ideal  candidate  for  the  date  or  type  collector.  Central  obverse 
and  reverse  have  considerable  design  weakness.  This  is  considered  a 
common  die  variety  although  higher  grade  examples  are  elusive. 

An  early  die  state  with  light  obverse  clash  marks  but  no  other  die  defects.

Medium  gray  with  lighter  silvery  gray  on 
the  devices.  Both  obverse  and  reverse  are  accented  by  amber  and  irides¬ 
cent  toning.  Attractive,  nicely  centered,  and  sharply  defined  within  the 
context  of  this  grade.  A  few  very  faint  hairlines  and  other  trivial  surface 
marks  are  noted.  The  reverse  has  a  tiny  rim  bruise  at  3:00. 

Faint  obverse  clash  marks  with  more  visible  reverse  clash  marks.  The  reverse  is  lightly 
cracked  through  the  tops  of  UNI  and  also  ST.  The  reverse  die  was  earlier  used  in  1 80S

1847  1815  B-l,  Rarity-1.  VF-35.  A  lovely  example  with  medium  gray 
fields,  lighter  gray  devices,  and  attractive  peripheral  toning.  This  is  the 
only  die  marriage  known  (to  date)  for  1815  quarter  dollars.  First  year 
of  issue  and,  along  with  the  half  dollar,  one  of  just  two  collectible 
denominations  to  bear  this  date.  The  half  eagles  dated  1815  are  ex¬ 
tremely  rare.  Mintage  consisted  of  69,232  coins  delivered  in  December 
1815  and  an  additional  quantity  of  20,003  coins  in  early  January  1816. 

This  lot  marks  the  beginning  of  the  Russell  J.  Logan  Collection  of 
Capped  Bust  quarter  dollars.  A  total  of  75  coins  represent  nearly  all 
known  varieties.  In  fact,  the  series  includes  exactly  75  varieties,  al¬ 
though  a  few  of  the  Logan  coins  represent  varying  die  states.  Of  these 
75  varieties,  this  collection  includes  68  different.  Those  missing  in¬ 
clude  1820  B-3,  1821  B-6,  1827  B-l,  1827  B-2,  1831  B-7,  1836  B- 
5,  and  1837  B-6  (very  recently  discovered). 

Very  faint  clash  marks  are  visible  on  the  obverse  and  reverse,  particularly  from  the 
scroll  through  top  of  the  date.  In  1991  Stack’s  described  this  clash  mark  as:  “Unlisted 
arc  die  break  through  the  tops  of  1815.” 

This  was  the  first  coinage  of  the  new  Capped  Bust  design  prepared  by  artist  and 
engraver  John  Reich.  Prior  to  production  of  these  coins,  the  last  quarter  dollars  were 
minted  in  1 807.  Just  one  die  marriage  was  coined  in  this  year.  The  mintage  included 
69,232  struck  in  1815  and  another  20,003  coins  minted  early  in  1816  and  delivered 
January  10  of  that  year. 

The  1815  Mint  Report  recorded  a  total  of  just  69,867  coins  produced  at  the  Mint 
during  the  year.  This  coinage  consisted  of  635  half  eagles  and  69,232  quarter  dol¬ 
lars.  No  other  coins  were  produced.  Mint  Director  Robert  Patterson  noted  “The 
high  price  of  gold  and  silver  bullion  for  some  time  past  in  the  current  paper  money  of 
the  country  has  prevented,  and,  as  long  as  this  shall  continue  to  be  the  case,  must 
necessarily  prevent,  deposits  of  these  metals  being  made  for  coinage  to  any  consider¬ 
able  amount.”  It  was  not  a  good  year  for  the  Mint  with  total  coinage  amounting  to 
$20,483  and  total  expenses  being  $14,495.14,  according  to  this  document.

Mysterious  1815  “E”  Quarter  Dollar 


1848  1815  B-l.  Rarity-4.  E  Counterstamp.  AU-55.  Bright  silver  surfaces 
with  considerable  lustre  and  very  light  gold  toning.  The  reverse  has  a 
small  raised  area  representing  a  minor  disturbance  from  the  counter¬ 
stamp,  as  does  every  example  seen  to  date.  A  pleasing  example  of  this 
intriguing  issue. 

Only  E  and  L  counterstamps  are  known  to  this  cataloguer,  and 
these  appear  only  on  1815  B-l  quarters  and  1825/3  B-2  quarters. 
Other  letters  have  been  reported,  notably  R  and  M,  however,  none 
have  been  seen. 

These  counterstamps  have  been  known  for  many  years,  however,  the  source  of 
these  counterstamps,  and  similar  examples  with  an  “L”  counterstamp,  is  not  known. 
There  have  been  many  conjectures  over  the  years.  An  early  hypothesis  was  that  these 
represented  Excess  or  Eight  weight  coins.  Of  course,  Walter  Breen  correctly  noted 
that  such  coins  could  not  he  legally  issued.  Additionally,  two  high-grade  examples 
with  1  countcrstamp  (and  nearly  all  such  coins  known  are  higher  grades)  weighed 


106  grains  and  103.5  grains,  thus  disproving  this  suggestion.  Breen  conjectured  that 
these  may  have  been  school  prizes  for  English  and  Latin,  however,  as  no  documenta¬ 
tion  exists,  this  seems  to  be  a  “stretch.”  Numerous  other  hypothesis  have  also  been 
stated,  although  none  to  date  are  supported  by  documentation. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  these  coins  were  counterstamped  while  still  resting  in 
the  reverse  die.  Most  examples  show  very  slight  disturbance  of  the  reverse  opposite 
the  counterstamp,  suggesting  that  they  were  actually  counterstamped  after  being  re¬ 
moved  from  the  die.  Walter  Breen  stated  that  the  reverse  was  not  disturbed,  however, 
his  observations  were  incorrect  in  this  regard.  However,  as  the  known  counterstamps 
can  be  neatly  segregated  by  die  varieties,  this  indicates  that  they  were  counter- 
stamped  in  quantity  before  such  pieces  were  generally  distributed. 

A  number  of  examples  were  found  in  western  Pennsylvania,  eastern  Ohio,  and  the 
north  peninsula  of  West  Virginia  from  1968  to  1972.  Coin  dealer  Dale  Harrington 
(Walter  Breen  incorrectly  listed  his  first  name  as  Gale)  found  or  knew  of  several 
dozen  pieces  uncovered  during  those  years.  This  writer  (Mark  Borckardt)  recalls  see¬ 
ing  many  of  these  at  eastern  Ohio  coin  shows  during  the  early  1970s,  as  I  began  my 
numismatic  career. 

Numerous  articles  have  been  published,  in  the  Journal  and  elsewhere,  regarding 
these  issues.  In  Volume  6,  Issue  2  of  the  Journal,  Larry  Blackwelder  provided  the  facts 
about  these  pieces. 

The  known  facts  are  easily  stated  (these  from  Mark  Borckardt  and  not  from  the 
above  referenced  article): 

1.  They  were  done  outside  of  the  Mint,  or  at  least  after  being  struck  if  counter- 
stamped  within  the  Mint.  (Some  will  take  exception  to  this  “fact,”  however,  the  re¬ 
verse  of  every  example  I  have  examined  does  show  very  slight  disturbance). 

2.  Only  coins  with  E  and  L  counterstamps  are  actually  known. 

3.  These  counterstamps  only  appear  on  1815  B-l  and  1825  B-2  quarter  dollars. 

4.  The  E  counterstamps  are  directly  over  the  center  of  Liberty’s  cap.  The  L 
counterstamps  are  left  of  center  over  Liberty’s  cap. 

5.  The  two  punches  appear  to  be  the  same,  regardless  of  year  (however,  this  needs 
further  verification.) 

6.  Nearly  all  known  examples  are  on  coins  of  relatively  high  circulated  grades  or 
full  Mint  State. 

There  are  many  questions  surrounding  these  wonderful  and  mysterious  counter- 
stamped  coins.  I  believe  that  any  hypothesis  suggesting  the  coins  were  counter- 
stamped  to  indicate  some  Mint  process  should  be  ruled  out.  However,  the  fact  that 
they  are  only  known  on  two  specific  die  varieties,  and  these  varieties  were  minted  a 
decade  apart,  is  fascinating.  Assuming  that  some  1815  quarter  dollars  may  have  been 
struck  in  1818  or  even  1819  still  leaves  a  gap  of  several  years.  Bradley  Karoleft  had 
suggested  that  the  1815  dies  were  resurrected  for  use  in  1825.  Given  Mint  proce¬ 
dures  at  the  time,  this  is  not  stretching  the  imagination  too  far,  in  my  opinion. 

Dave  Bowers  suggests  that  perhaps  these  pieces  were  counterstamped  soon  after 
they  were  minted,  and  were  intended  for  a  specific  destination  or  use  in  commerce 
for  which  such  a  notation  would  serve  to  identify  them. 

I  have  not  formed  any  conclusions  regarding  these  treasures.  I  do  wonder,  however, 
if  anyone  has  taken  the  time  to  compare  the  punch  used  with  any  other 
counterstamps  by  known  makers.  If  a  match  could  be  made,  we  would  be  closer  to 
the  answer.

1849  1818/5  B-l,  Rarity-2.  Overdate.  MS-60.  Struck  7%  Off-center  a* 
10:30.  Plain  edge.  Sharply  struck  and  fully  lustrous  with  predofffl* 
nantly  ivory  surfaces  surrounded  by  peripheral  deep  steel  and  iriclc'S* 
cent  toning.  An  extremely  appealing  example.  In  early  numismatic 
years,  off-center  and  other  error  coins  were  actually  considered 
than  desirable.  Early  in  the  20th  century,  such  coins  were  often  calico 
“freaks.  1  his  less  than  positive  connotation  carried  through  to* 
least  1975.  When  offering  this  coin  as  part  of  the  James  A.  '4jC 
Collection  in  March  of  that  year,  Stack’s  described  this  as:  “A  fR' 
specimen,  struck  off  center  to  1  1  o’clock.  Plain  edge.  Brilliant  Encir 
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culatcd  gem.  Full  blazing  mint  lustre  with  golden  and  iridescent  ton¬ 
ing.  We  cannot  recall  ever  having  seen  another  freak  of  this  series!”  In 
1993,  Heritage  offered  this  coin  as  part  of  their  ANA  sale.  At  that 
time,  they  gave  this  coin  a  46  word  description.  Perhaps,  as  time  goes 
on,  it  may  some  day  merit  a  full  page!  Truly  the  piece  is  highly  sig¬ 
nificant  and  unusual. 

As  a  die  marriage,  this  variety  is  quite  available  in  all  grades  includ¬ 
ing  Mint  State.  As  an  important  error  in  the  Capped  Bust  quarter 
dollar  series,  this  is  doubtless  extremely  rare,  although  we  hesitate  to 
suggest  that  it  is  unique. 

Both  obverse  and  reverse  have  light  clash  marks,  those  on  the  obverse  extremely 
faint.  The  reverse  die  is  shattered  and  is  in  a  later  die  state  than  any  recorded  by 
Breen  in  his  update  of  the  Browning  reference.  This  die  has  a  bisecting  die  crack 
through  the  second  T  of  STATES,  across  the  scroll,  beak,  shield,  arrowfeathers,  and 
stem  to  the  left  side  of  5.  Another  crack  from  the  border  through  period  reaches  the 
middle  claw  on  the  right.  A  further  die  crack,  not  listed  by  Breen,  crosses  the  right 
arm  of  T  in  UNITED,  into  the  field. 

Ten  die  marriages  are  known  from  a  mintage  of  361,174  coins.  This  mintage  was 
produced  from  five  obverse  and  seven  reverse  dies.  The  obverse  of  this  overdate  vari¬ 
ety,  in  a  later  die  state,  was  used  for  the  Browning-3  combination.  Walter  Breen  re¬ 
corded  an  additional  variety  in  his  update  of  the  Browning  reference,  however,  he 
also  stated  that  this  coin  had  only  once  been  seen  by  him  in  1978  and  never  again. 
Today,  this  is  not  recognized  as  a  legitimate  variety.

0  1818  B-2,  Rarity-1.  VF-20.  Pleasing  medium  gray  surfaces  with 
lighter  silvery  gray  devices.  Light  hairline  scratches  and  other  very 
minor  abrasions  are  noted.  This  is  one  of  the  most  common  varieties 
of  the  year. 

Light  clash  marks  are  visible  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.  The  obverse  has  a  promi¬ 
nent  crack  from  the  border  to  star  10,  continuing  through  stars  9,  8,  and  into  the 
field  over  Liberty’s  cap.  The  reverse  has  a  faint  crack  from  the  border  through  lower 
arrowhead  into  the  field  above  the  arrow  shafts. 


1  1818  B-3,  Rarity-2.  VF-20.  Extremely  attractive  medium  gray  fields 
and  lighter  devices.  A  few  very  minor  imperfections  are  visible.  The 
fields  appear  to  be  very  lightly  burnished,  however,  this  remains  one 
of  the  most  pleasing  quarters  in  the  present  offering.  A  very  common 
die  marriage  with  several  higher  grade  examples  known.  This  is  a 
combination  of  the  overdate  obverse  now  reworked  with  the  overdate 
features  no  longer  visible,  mated  with  the  reverse  die  of  B-2. 

Clash  marks  are  visible  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.  The  reverse  has  a  die  crack 
through  the  lowest  arrowhead  and  arrow  shafts,  in  a  later  state  than  the  previous  lot.

Sharpness  slightly  finer,  however,  no¬ 
ticeably  cleaned  with  very  light  gray  centers  and  pleasing  peripheral 
toning.  The  surfaces  have  a  lightly  brushed  appearance.  Quite  com¬ 
mon  die  marriage  with  several  Mint  State  examples  known.  This  ob¬ 
verse  die  was  only  used  for  the  present  variety,  while  the  reverse  was 
also  used  for  1818  B-5. 

Very  rare  late  die  state.  The  obverse  has  a  prominent  die  crack  from  the  border  at 
5:00  into  the  lower  hair  curls.  Another  heavy  crack  from  the  border  at  1 1 :30  crosses 
front  part  of  the  cap  to  LI  and  continues  across  Liberty’s  face  and  neck  to  the  curl  on 
the  neck  and  finally  to  the  drapery.  The  reverse  is  cracked  from  the  border  to  scroll, 
through  the  right  curve  of  D.  A  small  rim  break  over  the  left  upright  of  M  joins  four 
dentils. 


1853  1818  B-5.  Rarity-4.  EF-40.  Cleaned  with  very  light  hairlines  and 
artificial  lilac  and  iridescent  toning.  Traces  of  lustre  remain  visible.  A 
scarce  die  marriage  with  only  two  or  three  full  Mint  State  examples 
known.  Phis  example  from  the  Logan  Collection  is  tied  for  third  fin¬ 
est  of  14  examples  recorded  in  the  Quarter  Census.  The  obverse  die 
was  used  for  three  different  varieties,  including  1818  B-6  and  B-7. 
This  reverse  was  earlier  used  for  1818  B-4. 

Perfect  obverse.  The  reverse  die  is  very  slightly  later  than  the  B-4  above.

The  obverse  die  is  the  same  as  B-5  and  7  while 
the  reverse  is  unique  to  this  marriage.  A  rare  die  marriage  with  just 
15  examples  listed  in  the  Quarter  Census. 

Late  die  state.  The  obverse  appears  perfect.  The  reverse  die  is  shattered  with  a 
crack  from  the  border  through  second  T  of  STATES,  scroll,  beak,  and  to  the  wing 
just  left  of  the  shield.  Another  crack  through  the  right  upright  of  N  joins  the  left 
wing.  A  third  crack,  extremely  faint,  crosses  the  first  A  of  AMERICA  from  border  to 
scroll.  A  jagged  crack  is  visible  from  the  border  to  right  wing  between  ER.

Sharpness  slightly  finer,  however, 
cleaned  with  very  light  gray  surfaces.  A  few  light  scratches  are  present 
in  the  fields.  This  is  a  very  scarce  die  marriage.  This  example  ranks 
fourth  among  1 5  coins  recorded  in  the  Quarter  Census.  Obverse  die 
of  B-5,  6,  and  7.  Reverse  die  of  B-7  and  9.

This  die  marriage  and  remarriages  of  the  same  die  pair  were  discussed  by  John  W. 
McCloskey  in  A  Remarriage  for  the  1818  Bust  Quarter”  appearing  in  Volume  14, 
Issue  1  ot  th  tjobn  Reich  Journal.

Lightly  hairlined  with  attractive  ivory 
surfaces  and  splashes  of  deeper  toning  on  the  highest  design  points. 
An  attractive  example  with  traces  of  lustre  visible.  A  scarce  variety. 
This  is  among  the  finer  examples  listed  in  the  Quarter  Census.  Only 
two  higher  grade  examples  are  listed  among  19  coins  reported  by 
JRCS  members.  This  obverse  die  was  also  used  for  1818  B-9  and  10. 
The  reverse  was  only  used  for  this  variety. 

The  reverse  has  a  heavy  die  crack  from  the  border  to  lowest  pair  of  leaves,  continu¬ 
ing  to  the  branch.  Unusual  characteristics  of  the  reverse  die  were  discussed  by  Bill 
Bugert  in  Volume  4,  Issue  2  of  the  Journal.

Light  gray  surfaces,  slightly  darker  in  the 
fields.  A  desirable  example  at  this  grade  level.  Minor  hairlines  and 
other  abrasions  are  noted,  including  a  vertical  row  of  four  pinpoint 
marks  in  the  right  obverse  field. 

Officially  listed  as  Rarity-6,  however,  it  is  our  opinion  that  this  is 
probably  a  Rarity-5  variety.  In  his  update  of  the  Browning  reference, 
Walter  Breen  recorded  just  five  examples  known  to  him.  On  the 
other  hand,  17  different  examples  are  listed  in  the  JRCS  Quarter 
Census,  equivalent  to  other  varieties  of  much  lower  rarity.  This  ex¬ 
ample  ranks  sixth  among  those  17  coins.  Obverse  of  B-8,  9,  and  10. 
The  reverse  die  was  shared  with  1818  B-7. 

Clash  marks  on  the  ohvcrse  are  extremely  heavy  above  Liberty’s  cap.  The  reverse 
has  a  very  heavy  die  crack  through  the  left  upright  of  N  in  UNITED.

light  blue  toning.  Very  minor  abrasions  are  noted.  This  variety  wa; 
listed  as  Rarity-6  by  Walter  Breen  in  his  update  of  Browning.  Mott 
recently,  the  JRCS  Quarter  Census  recorded  this  as  Rarity-4.  18  ex¬ 
amples  were  listed  in  this  census,  with  the  present  example  ranking 
third.  Obverse  of  B-8,  9,  and  10.  The  reverse  die  was  unique  to  this 
marriage. 

Faint  clash  marks  are  visible  on  the  obverse.  The  reverse  has  a  crack  through  the 
digit  2  to  the  eagles  claw.

Dark  gray  with  blue,  amber, 
and  iridescent  toning.  The  fields  are  slightly  reflective.  Among  the 
finest  examples  of  this  variety  currently  known.  While  16  examples 
of  this  variety  were  listed  in  the  JRCS  Quarter  Census,  just  one  of 
these  is  finer  than  the  example  offered  here.  This  variety  was  listed  as 
Low  Rarity-5  by  Breen  in  his  update  of  the  Browning  text  and  retains 
the  Rarity-5  rating  today.  Both  obverse  and  reverse  dies  are  unique  to 
this  variety. 

The  obverse  is  cracked  through  the  first  six  stars,  extremely  faint  between  stars  4 
and  6.  The  reverse  has  a  very  faint  crack  from  the  border  to  right  upright  of  U.  j 

The  coinage  of  1819  was  accomplished  through  the  use  of  four  die  combinations 
with  a  total  of  144,000  examples  produced.

Cleaned  and  with  splashes  of  light  peripheral  toning.  This  is  the  only 
variety  among  1819  quarter  dollars  considered  common.  Less  ex¬ 
amples  of  this  die  marriage  were  recorded  in  the  Census  than  any 
other  variety  of  the  year.  The  obverse  was  only  used  for  this  variety 
while  the  reverse  was  also  used  for  1819  B-4.

Walter  Breen  considered  this  to  be  the  first  variety  of  the  year 
minted  and  noted  that  this  is  the  rarest  variety  of  the  year  with  a  Rar- 
ity-6  rating.  This  is  the  second  finest  example  listed  in  the  JRCS 
Census.  This  obverse  die  is  unique  to  this  marriage.  The  reverse  was 
shared  with  1819  B-3.

This 
example  is  third  finest  of  16  coins  listed  in  the  JRCS  Census.  This 
obverse  die  was  also  used  for  1 820  B-2  while  the  reverse  die  was  later 
used  for  1821  B-2.

Well  centered  with  most  details  sharp  except  where  diminished 
by  light  wear.  A  short  scratch  is  hidden  among  the  hair  curls  with  an¬ 
other,  on  the  reverse,  above  the  eagle’s  head.  Another  tiny  nick  is  noted  in 
the  right  reverse  field.  T  his  is  a  very  pleasing  example  despite  the  minor 
imperfections  noted.  16  examples  are  listed  in  the  Census  with  this  coin 
tied  for  second  place.  This  obverse  die  is  known  for  both  1 820  B-l  and 
B-2  varieties.  The  reverse  was  also  used  for  1820  B-5  and  1821  B-4.

Browning-3  of  this  year  is  not  a  rare  variety,  however,  remains  quite  scarce.  During 
his  collecting  days,  Russ  Logan  was  unable  to  obtain  a  suitable  example  for  his  collec¬ 
tion.  The  B-3  marriage  is  one  of  very  few  quarter  dollar  varieties  he  was  unable  to  ac¬ 
quire.  Among  Capped  Bust  quarters,  this  was  the  only  non-Proof  die  marriage  origi¬ 
nally  identified  by  Browning  that  is  not  included  in  the  present  collection.

An  extremely  pleasing  ex¬ 
ample.  This  is  a  very  rare  variety  rated  Rarity-5  in  the  JRCS  Census  and 
was  unknown  to  Browning.  Walter  Breen  actually  considered  this  to  be 
Rarity-6.  The  discovery  coin  for  this  variety  was  sold  as  part  of  the  J.H. 
South  Collection  in  1951  and  remains  the  only  Mint  State  example 
known.

The  workmanship  of  this  repair  is  extremely  high  quality  and  easily 
missed  without  careful  examination.  This  remains  an  extremely  im¬ 
portant  example  deserving  full  attention  of  the  specialist. 


This  is  the  single  key-date  issue  among  circulation  strike  quarter 
dollars  of  this  design  type.  Only  about  20  examples  arc  known  to  ex¬ 
ist  in  all  circulation  strike  grades  plus  a  single  Proof.  In  his  revision  of 
the  Browning  reference,  Walter  Breen  recorded  21  different  ex¬ 
amples,  although  it  is  certainly  possible  that  some  of  those  are  dupli¬ 
cate  listings.  Only  four  coins  are  listed  in  the  JRCS  Census  with  just 
one  clearly  finer  than  this. 

According  to  Mint  records,  1  1 7,800  quarter  dollars  were  coined  in 
1823.  Given  the  rarity  of  coins  bearing  this  date,  it  is  almost  certain 
that  most  of  the  mintage  actually  consisted  of  coins  dated  1822,  or 
perhaps  even  earlier.  The  obverse  die,  clearly  overdated  from  an  1 822 
die,  is  entirely  different  from  the  die  used  for  the  previous  years  coin¬ 
age.

There  is  no  doubt  that  this  blun 
dered  die  was  set  aside  after  its  use  in  1822,  and  most  likely  was  used  for  reasons  ol 
economy.  Certainly  the  savings  in  engraving  costs  at  the  Mint  was  a  factor.  Calling 
this  a  “closet  skeleton  hidden  by  Scot  in  “his  vault”  seems  to  be  a  rather  strong,  on 
documented  comment.

Obverse 
of  1 831  B-2  and  B-3,  combined  with  a  reverse  also  used  for  B-4.

1888  1831  B-4,  Rarity- 1.  Small  Letters.  EF-45.  Sharpness  finer  with 
small  pin  point  marks  in  the  obverse  fields  and  light  reverse  scratches 
including  horizontal  scratches  in  the  shield.  Lightly  cleaned  with  mi¬ 
nor  hairlines  and  traces  ol  champagne  toning.  Some  lustre  remains 
visible  around  the  peripheral  devices.  Only  two  finer  examples  are 
listed  among  12  coins  in  the  JRCS  Census.  1  he  obverse  die  was  used 
lor  1831  B-4  and  B-6  while  the  reverse  die  was  used  for  B-3  and  B-4. 

Late  die  state.  Perfect  obverse  die.  The  reverse  is  cracked  from  the  border  through 
C  of  the  denomination  to  stem  of  the  branch.  Traces  of  die  rust  are  above  the  final  S. 
This  also  clearly  shows  the  partial  extra  stripe  and  clear  tongue  of  Breen’s  die  state  I. 
These  additional  features  were  weakened  or  removed  before  the  crack  developed,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Breens  notes.

This  is  the  obverse  of  varieties  B-5  and  B-7  combined  with  the  a  re¬ 
verse  die  used  for  1831  B-5,  1831  B-6,  1832  B-l,  and  1833  B-l.

This  variety  was  coined 
from  the  same  obverse  die  also  used  for  1831  B-4  and  a  reverse  die 
also  used  with  1831  B-5,  1 832  B- 1 ,  and  1 833  B- 1 .

1831  Browning-7  was  not  known  to  Browning  in  1925  and  today,  is  known  to  the 
extent  of  four  coins.  This  variety  was  not  included  in  the  Logan  Collection.  The  1831 
B-7  variety  shared  an  obverse  die  with  1 831  B-5  and  a  reverse  die  with  1 832  B-2.

Dark  grayish  brown  with  deeper  steel 
toning  along  the  borders.  A  few  minor  scratches  are  noted  in  the  ob¬ 
verse  fields.  Just  two  die  varieties  are  known  for  this  year,  combining 
one  obverse  and  two  reverse  dies.  Total  production  in  1832  consisted 
ol  320,000  coins.  This  is  the  only  known  obverse  die  with  the  1832 
date.  This  example  is  from  the  same  reverse  used  to  produce  1831  B- 
5  and  B-6  quarters,  along  with  1833  B-l  examples. 

The  obverse  has  a  faint  die  crack  joining  stars  12  and  13.  Perfect  reverse.

1892  1832  B-2,  Rarity-2.  EF-40.  Subdued  gray  and  lilac  surfaces  with 
some  corrosion  on  either  side.  This  example  is  third  finest  among  14 
coins  in  the  JRCS  Census.  Struck  from  a  single  1832  dated  obverse 
die.  The  reverse  was  also  used  for  1831  B-7. 

The  obverse  die  crack  between  stars  12  and  13  is  difficult  to  see  on  this  example. 

In  Volume  6,  Issue  2  of  the  Journal,  David  Finkelstein  provided  an  expanded  de¬ 
scription  of  both  obverse  and  reverse  dies  of  this  marriage. 


Double  Struck  1833  Quarter 


1894  1833  B-l,  Rarity-2.  AU-50.  Double  Struck.  The  first  strike  was  ap¬ 
proximately  10%  off  center  at  5:00  and  rotated  180°.  Most  of  the 
visible  details  from  the  first  strike  are  located  on  the  rims  of  the  final 
strike.  Top  of  the  cap  and  stars  are  visible  (upside  down)  on  the  rim 
below  Liberty’s  bust.  On  the  reverse,  parts  of  the  denomination, 
leaves,  and  arrowheads  are  visible  on  the  rim  above  ITED  STATES 
OF.  Frosty  lustre  is  present  beneath  ivory,  golden  brown,  and  steel 
gray  toning.  Very  shallow  old  scratches  are  visible  on  Liberty’s  cheek. 

An  early  die  state  without  clash  marks  are  die  rust.

1895  1833  B-l,  Rarity-2.  EF-40.  Partial  collar.  This  error  is  also  known  as 
a  “railroad  rim.”  Deep  steel  and  gray  toning  in  the  fields,  especially 
toward  the  borders,  with  light  silver  highlights.  Faint  hairlines  are 
visible  in  the  fields  on  both  obverse  and  reverse. 

Previously  certified  as  EF-40  by  ANACS. 

Perfect  dies.  Most  of  the  error  coins  in  the  Logan  Collection  are  relatively  self-ex¬ 
planatory  in  their  method  of  manufacture.  A  simple  description  such  as  “off-center' 
or  "double  struck”  provides  a  clear  understanding  of  the  process  to  produce  that  par¬ 
ticular  item.  In  the  case  of  this  partial  collar  error,  the  retaining  collar  (sometimes 
called  the  third  die),  was  not  in  the  correct  position  to  fully  restrain  the  expanding 
metal  as  the  obverse  and  reverse  dies  squeezed  this  material  outward.  Half  of  the 
edge  toward  the  reverse  die  is  normally  reeded  while  the  other  half  toward  the  ob¬ 
verse  die  is  slightly  higher  and  without  design.  This  data  tells  us  that  the  obverse  die 
was  most  likely  in  the  lower  or  anvil  position  in  the  coining  press.

1893  1833  B-l,  Rarity-2.  AU-50.  A  lovely  example  with  satiny  lustre  and 
attractive  iridescent  toning  over  mottled  light  gray  surfaces.  Tied  for 
finest  among  13  coins  listed  in  the  JRCS  Census.  Coinage  of  quarter 
dollars  in  1833  was  limited  to  just  156,000,  the  lowest  of  this  re¬ 
duced  size  type.  This  has  led  many  to  describe  this  as  a  “rare  date” 
although  there  was  certainly  a  number  of  examples  struck  in  later 
years.  Just  one  obverse  die  was  used  to  produce  both  known  varieties. 
The  reverse  of  this  B-l  variety  was  earlier  used  for  1831  B-5,  B-6, 
and  1832  B-l  quarters. 

Heavy  clash  marks  and  prominent  die  rust  are  evident  on  the  obverse.  The  reverse 
die  has  similar  clash  marks  and  die  rust. 

Die  rust  found  on  the  obverse  of  1 833  B- 1  quarter  dollars  provided  the  basis  for  an 
article  by  Louis  A.  Scuderi  in  issue  4 1  of  the  John  Reich  Journal.  Based  on  this  feature, 
the  author  prepared  an  article  suggesting  this  as  a  possible  link  to  climate  in  Phila¬ 
delphia  during  the  year. 


1896  1833  B-2,  Rarity-1.  F-15.  Lightly  cleaned  with  very  light  gray  sur¬ 
faces.  This  is  an  important  design  variant  with  double  lines  in  the 
vertical  shield  stripes  on  the  reverse.  This  die  presents  the  only  in¬ 
stance  in  the  entire  series  with  double  lines.  All  other  reverse  dies 
have  three  lines  in  each  shield  stripe.  The  obverse  was  used  for  both 
1833  B-l  and  B-2  varieties.  The  reverse  die  was  later  used  for  1834 
B-l  quarters. 

The  obverse  has  very  heavy  die  rust  with  clash  marks  at  Liberty’s  ear.

1834  B-l,  Rarity- 1.  EF-40.  Light  gray  surfaces  with  faint  hairlines 
and  a  minor  rim  bruise  at  10:00.  This  variety  is  from  the  same  double 
stripe  reverse  die  as  1833  B-2. 

Five  die  varieties  are  known  for  the  quarter  dollar  coinage  of  1 834. 
These  were  produced  from  a  combination  of  two  obverse  and  four 
reverse  dies  with  a  reported  mintage  of  286,000  coins.  This  obverse 
die  was  used  lor  1834  B-l  and  B-2  varieties.  As  noted  above,  the  re¬ 
verse  was  earlier  used  for  1833  B-2. 


1901  1834  B-5.  Rarity-5.  EF-45.  A  sharp  impression  with  light  silvery 
gray  surfaces  and  peripheral  gold  toning.  Faint  hairlines  are  visible. 
Only  two  finer  examples  are  recorded  among  10  coins  in  the  JRCS 
Census.  This  is  a  rare  variety  now  considered  Rarity-5,  although 
Walter  Breen  listed  this  as  Rarity-6,  High  in  his  Browning  revision. 
This  obverse  die  was  also  used  for  1 834  B-3  and  B-4.  The  reverse  die 
was  also  used  for  1834  B-2  and  1835  B-2. 

The  obverse  has  light  clash  marks  with  only  a  faint  trace  of  the  crack  from  cap  to 
border,  suggesting  this  was  struck  before  either  the  B-3  or  B-4  coins  above.  Perfect 
reverse. 


The  obverse  has  a  semicircular  die  crack  on  the  obverse  from  border  below  star  1 , 
through  the  bust  and  star  13,  back  to  the  border.

1834  B-3.  Rarity-3.  EF-45.  Sharpness  slightly  finer  with  lightly 
I  cleaned  silver  surfaces.  Minor  obverse  abrasions  at  5:00.  The  reverse 
;  has  a  faint  trace  of  light  gold  toning.  This  is  a  slightly  scarcer  variety. 

1  his  is  the  obverse  of  1834  B-3,  4,  and  5.  The  reverse  was  also  used 
t  to  produce  1835  B-l. 

,  The  obverse  has  a  yery'light  crack  from  top  of  the  cap  to  border,  just  above  star  8. 

II  This  was  not  described  by  Browning  or  Breen,  however,  is  visible  in  the  Browning 
plate.  The  reverse  is  lightly  cracked  through  STA  and  the  field  over  the  eagle,  reach- 
f  ing  RIC.  This  example  actually  appears  to  have  two  different  cracks,  the  first  as  de¬ 
scribed  above  actually  terminating  at  E  of  AMERICA,  with  a  second  crack  from  the 
right  wing  to  RIC. 


1834  B-4,  Rarity- 1.  F-12.  Lightly  cleaned  with  medium  gray  fields 
and  light  gray  devices.  Faint  iridescent  toning  compliments  the  ob¬ 
verse.  A  few  fine  hairline  scratches  are  evident.  From  the  obverse  of 
1 834  B-3,  4,  and  5,  combined  with  a  reverse  die  unique  to  this  variety. 

The  obverse  is  cracked  from  cap  to  border  over  star  8.  The  reverse  has  very  faint 
die  ( racks  as  described  by  Browning.

1902  1835  B-l,  Rarity- 1.  VF-30.  Pleasing  light  gray  with  hints  of  gold  and 
iridescent  toning.  Light  hairlines  are  visible.  An  important  early  die 
state  as  described  below.  This  obverse  die  was  used  for  1 835  B- 1 ,  B-2, 
and  B-3.  The  reverse  die  was  also  used  for  1834  B-3. 

This  year  represented  the  high  water  mark  for  mintage  of  reduced 
size  quarters  with  a  mintage  of  1,952,000.  This  was  very  nearly  half 
of  approximately  4,000,000  pieces  coined  for  the  entire  design  type. 

Very  early  die  state  with  only  a  trace  of  the  reverse  die  crack  described  by  Brown¬ 
ing.  The  obverse  die  appears  perfect.  Walter  Breen  noted  that  he  had  only  ever  seen 
two  business  strikes  from  the  perfect  obverse  die.

Lightly  cleaned  with  bright  silver  sur¬ 
faces  and  considerable  lustre.  Very  light  hairlines  and  other  minor 
abrasions  are  noted.  This  example  is  second  finest  among  10  coins  in 
the  JRCS  Census.  From  the  obverse  of  1835  B-l,  2,  and  3.  The  re¬ 
verse  is  common  to  1834  B-2  and  B-5  in  addition  to  this  variety. 

Very  lightly  cracked  left  and  right  from  base  of  5  in  date.  No  clash  marks  are  evi¬ 
dent  on  either  side. 


1904  1835  B-3.  Rarity-4.  VF-30.  A  wonderful  example  with  pale  gray 
central  obverse  and  reverse,  lighter  gray  on  the  devices,  and  steel  and 
iridescent  toning  along  the  borders.  The  surfaces  have  very  faint  abra- 
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sions.  This  example  is  third  finest  among  just  10  coins  in  the  census. 
A  scarce  variety  that  is  extremely  hard  to  locate  in  high  grade.  This 
variety  was  produced  from  the  obverse  of  1835  B-l,  2,  and  3  with  a 
unique  reverse  not  used  for  any  other  varieties. 

The  obverse  die  crack  through  bottom  of  5  is  extended  slightly  further  than  on  the 
B-2  quarter,  above. 


1905  1835  B-4.  Rarity-3.  EF-40.  Sharpness  slightly  finer  with  very  faint 
hairlines  over  light  gray  surfaces.  Second  finest  of  1 1  coins  recorded 
in  the  JRCS  Census.  A  scarce  variety  with  few  high-grade  examples 
known.  This  variety  is  the  first  of  three  die  marriages  representing  a 
very  short  sequence  in  the  overall  emission  of  small  size  quarters. 
Each  variety,  including  1835  B-4,  B-5,  and  B-6  is  from  a  unique  ob¬ 
verse  all  with  a  common  reverse  die. 

The  obverse  is  extensively  cracked.  A  thin  crack  connects  stars  1  through  4  to  bor¬ 
der  over  star  5.  Another  crack  from  the  border  midway  between  the  date  and  star  13 
crosses  the  bust  to  star  3  and  the  border. 


1906  1835  B-5.  Rarity-3.  VP-20.  Very  light  gray  with  faint  hairlines.  A 
lovely  example  with  outstanding  die  cracks  as  noted  below. 

The  obverse  has  a  straight  horizontal  bisecting  die  crack  from  star  6  across 
Liberty’s  head  to  star  10.  Another  crack  extends  from  the  border  through  star  3  to 
Liberty’s  chin.  An  additional  die  crack  from  the  border  left  of  1  joins  the  drapery, 
continues  through  Liberty’s  neck  and  hair,  joining  the  first  die  crack  behind  Liberty’s 
eye. 


1907  1835  B-6.  Rarity-3.  EF-40.  Very  light  silver  gray  surfaces  with  wisps 
of  pale  lilac  toning.  Traces  of  lustre  remain  visible.  A  pleasing  ex¬ 
ample  despite  light  cleaning.  This  is  a  scarce  variety  although  not  ap¬ 
proaching  the  “Rarity-4,  high”  rating  claimed  by  Breen. 

The  obverse  is  extensively  cracked  and  in  a  later  state  than  described  by  Browning. 
A  crack  from  the  border  touches  the  lower  inside  point  of  star  13  to  the  hair  curl. 
This  crack  is  lightly  visible  through  all  hair  details  to  the  curl  behind  Liberty’s  ear, 
through  E  of  LIBERTY,  the  cap,  and  to  the  border  at  12:00.  A  heavier  crack  from  the 
border  below  star  1  to  edge  of  the  drapery  continues  through  the  field  to  Liberty’s 
neck,  eventually  joining  the  first  crack  in  the  hair  below  and  right  of  Liberty’s  ear. 
The  reverse  has  a  slightly  curved  die  crack  through  A  of  STATES,  the  eagle’s  upper 
and  lower  beaks  (visible  in  the  space  between),  to  the  left  shield  point  and  the  eagle’s 
feathers,  eventually  reaching  the  left  claw  and  border  left  of  the  denomination.  A  sec¬ 
ond  reverse  crack  from  the  border  through  left  upright  of  U  continues  very  faintly 
through  the  lower  wing  feathers  at  left  to  the  first  crack  at  the  shield  border. 


1908  1835  B-7,  Rarity-2.  AU-58.  A  lustrous  example  with  brilliant  silvi 
surfaces  and  lovely  iridescent  toning  along  the  borders.  The  Loga 
Collection  coin  was  recorded  as  just  VG-10,  obviously  not  this  e 
ample.  Although  considered  a  common  variety,  this  die  marriage 
extremely  difficult  to  locate  in  higher  grades.  This  variety  begins 
long  sequence  of  interconnected  die  marriages  through  the  end  of  th 
series.  Only  one  variety,  1836  B-3,  is  not  connected  in  the  emissio 
sequence.  The  present  variety  shares  an  obverse  with  1835  B-8,  wit 
a  unique  reverse  not  used  for  any  other  variety. 

Perfect  dies.  The  reverse  has  a  few  raised  die  lines  and  flaws.  Among  these  is 
prominent  die  line  in  the  field  below  left  side  of  E  in  UNITED.

Ver 
lightly  cleaned  with  light  gray  surfaces  and  splashes  of  russet  toninc 
Traces  of  lustre  remain.  Walter  Breen  recorded  this  variety  as  Higl 
Rarity-6  in  the  Browning  revision.  Today  many  more  have  been  lo 
cated  and  the  variety  is  only  considered  scarce.  The  obverse  die  is  th 
same  as  used  earlier  for  1835  B-7.  The  reverse  was  also  used  for  183< 
B-l,  1836  B-5,  1837  B-l,  1837  B-3,  and  1837  B-4. 

Perfect  obverse.  The  reverse  has  an  arcing  die  crack  through  D  STATE.

The  obverse  has  several  prominent  die  cracks,  joining  and  crossing 
others.  This  is  almost  certainly  approaching  terminal  die  state.  A  faint  crack  over  the 
cap  joins  stars  8  through  10  to  the  border  over  star  12.  Another  very  faint  crack  joins 
stars  1 1  through  13  to  the  held  below.

:  surfaces.  From  unique  obverse  and  reverse  dies,  not  used  for  any 
other  die  marriages.  Among  all  small  size  Capped  Bust  quarter  dol¬ 
lars,  only  this  variety  and  1831  B-l  were  not  die  linked  with  any 
other  varieties. 

Early  die  state.  The  obverse  has  a  very  light  crack  joining  the  drapery  and  stars  1 
l  through  5.  Another  extremely  faint  die  crack  joins  tops  of  the  date.  Perfect  reverse. 


Deep  grayish  brown  with  iridescent 
highlights  and  considerable  eye  appeal.  An  important  opportunity 
for  the  specialist.

1  his  die  variety  is  from  an  obverse  die  also 
used  for  the  very  recently  discovered  B-6  marriage.  The  reverse  was

This 
variety  is  from  an  obverse  die  used  also  for  1837  B-2  and  a  reverse  die 
also  used  for  1835  B-8,  1836  B-l  and  B-5,  1837  B-l  and  B-4.

Stars  1  through  5  and  star  7  are  all  flat  without  any  detail  visible  while 
star  6  is  sharp  and  complete.  The  stars  on  the  right  are  sharp,  the  details 
in  the  bust  are  complete.  The  reverse  is  bold  and  sharp.  Just  10  ex¬ 
amples  of  this  variety  were  listed  in  the  JRCS  Quarter  Census.  The  sec¬ 
ond  finest  of  those  was  just  EF-45.  The  obverse  die  was  also  used  for 
1837  B-4.  The  reverse  die  was  unique  to  this  marriage. 

Perfect  dies. 

Double  struck,  the  eagle’s  shield  and  head  are  partly  visible  on  the  left  reverse  rim 
from  K6  to  K10.  The  first  strike  was  approximately  50%  off-center  at  7:00.  Addi¬ 
tional  details  of  the  original  strike  are  visible  on  the  left  wing,  letters  in  UNITED, 
and  olive  leaves.  The  desirability  of  this  coin  is,  in  part,  quintessential  and  in  part 
certainly  subject  to  objective  analysis: 

1.  It  is  an  important  and  rare  variety  in  any  grade. 

2.  It  is  a  spectacular  MS-66  gem. 

3.  This  specimen  is  very  beautiful  from  an  aesthetic  viewpoint. 

4.  It  is  the  finest  known  of  its  variety,  and  probably  by  a  generous  distance. 

5.  It  is  curiously  double  struck,  lending  interest  and  value. 

1837  Browning-6  was  not  represented  in  the  Logan  Collection.  This  new  variety 
was  only  recently  discovered  in  the  summer  of  2000  by  Brian  Greer.  The  obverse  of 
1 837  B-6  was  also  used  for  1 837  B- 1 .  The  reverse  was  not  used  for  any  other  varieties.

Very  rare  late  die  state  with  obverse  and  reverse  clash  marks  and  die  cracks.  Th 
obverse  is  cracked  across  the  bust  from  below  star  1  to  just  above  the  digit  8.  Thi 
reverse  has  a  crack  from  the  right  wing  across  arrow  shafts  and  lower  arrowhead  ti 
the  period  after  the  denomination.

Flowing  Hair 
Two  Leaves.  Silver  Plug.  F-12.  Smooth  light  gray  surfaces  with  a  few 
minor  abrasions.  Unfortunately,  the  obverse  has  an  H  scratched  in 
the  right  obverse  field  with  minor  graffiti  in  the  left  obverse  field, 
The  silver  plug  is  visible  as  a  complete  oval  at  center  of  the  reverse, 
No  evidence  is  visible  on  the  obverse.  Dimensions  of  the  plug  are 
6mm.  vertically  by  7mm.  horizontally. 

The  silver  plugged  1795  dollars  were  created  in  an  experiment  during  the  minting 
process.  When  the  planchets  were  prepared,  normal  procedure  was  to  file  the  heavy 
blanks  through  a  process  of  adjusting,  lowering  the  weight  to  standard  while  leaving 
plainly  visible  file  marks  known  today  as  adjustment  marks.  Underweight  planchets 
were  simply  remelted  with  the  metal  reused.  In  1795,  the  Mint  experimented  with 
silver  plugs,  apparently  of  the  same  standard  composition.  Underweight  planchets 
had  a  small  hole  placed  in  the  center  with  a  piece  of  silver  inserted  to  adjust  these 
planchets  back  to  standard  weight.  When  the  whole  was  struck  by  the  dies,  the  plug 
would  spread  out  over  a  portion  of  the  coin.  Apparently  this  was  not  an  efficient  pro¬ 
cess  for  no  examples  are  known  in  later  years.

Although  Russell  Logan  did  not  actively  collect  the  issues  prior  to 
the  Capped  Bust  era,  he  has  a  few  selections  among  each  denomina¬ 
tion.  As  there  were  no  Capped  Bust  silver  dollars,  the  dozen  early 
dollars  in  his  collection  provided  a  representative  sample.  There  are 
no  rarities  among  these  coins,  however,  all  are  desirable.  If  you  are  an 
active  collector  of  early  dollar  varieties,  you  should  consider  adding 
the  Logan  pedigree  to  your  collection. 


*  1798  BB-92,  B-4.  Rarity-3.  Heraldic  Eagle.  Knob  9,  Five  Lines  in 
Shield.  EF-40.  Light  silvery  gray  surfaces  with  few  very  minor  abra¬ 
sions.  Traces  of  light  gold  and  iridescent  toning  are  visible  with  hints 
of  lustre.  An  attractive  example.  Light  adjustment  marks  are  present 
across  center  of  the  reverse.  Distinctive  date  style  with  knobbed  9. 
Such  coins  are  much  scarcer  than  those  with  pointed  9  in  date.  Of 
additional  interest  is  the  “Five  Lines”  shield  on  the  reverse.  Each  ver¬ 
tical  stripe  in  the  shield  consists  of  five  individual  lines.  This  could 
also  be  termed  “Five  Pale  Gules”  in  popular  parlance.  Only  two  re¬ 
verse  dies  among  1798  silver  dollars  have  this  features  and  these  two 
dies  were  used  for  just  four  marriages.

Net  VG- 
8;  sharpness  finer  with  tooling  in  the  upper  left  obverse  field  and 
similar  tooling  in  the  lower  left  reverse  field.  Some  detail  has  been  re- 
i  engraved.  It  is  possible  that  this  may  have  been  holed  and  plugged. 
We  suggest  in-person  examination. 


1927  1799  BB-158,  B-16a.  Rarity-3.  Normal  Date.  VF-25.  Very  lightly 
cleaned  (as  are  most  early  silver  dollars  surviving  today)  with  light 
gray  surfaces  and  faint  traces  of  toning  along  the  borders.  An  early 
die  state  with  light  die  cracks  and  clash  marks,  known  as  Bolcnder- 
16a,  as  discussed  below. 

The  obverse  has  light  clash  marks  above  the  date,  at  the  bust  tip,  and  over  Liberty's 
head.  A  die  crack  from  the  border  curves  through  bust,  then  extends  vertically  across 
Libertys  neck  to  her  cheek.  The  reverse  has  very  light  clash  marks.  This  is  equivalent 
to  die  state  III  in  our  Silver  Dollar  Encyclopedia. 


A  lovely  ex¬ 
ample  with  medium  gray  surfaces  and  splashes  of  lighter  tan  on  the 
high  points  of  the  design.  Very  light  traces  of  iridescent  toning  add  to 
the  eye  appeal  of  this  coin.  This  variety  is  considered  scarce. 

This  is  a  late  die  state  with  several  reverse  die  cracks.  Tied  for  finest  reported 
among  10  examples  in  the  September  2000  Survey  by  W.  David  Perkins. 

1929  1800  BB-184,  B-12.  Rarity-3.  Normal  Dies.  VF-30.  Very  lightly 
cleaned  with  light  silver  surfaces  highlighted  by  attractive  gold  and 
iridescent  toning  along  the  borders.  A  few  very  light  scratches  are  vis¬ 
ible  among  the  stars  on  the  reverse.  A  scarce  variety.

Light  gray  with  peripheral 
golden  brown  toning.  A  pleasing  example  of  this  scarce  date.  A  few 
very  light  hairlines  are  visible.

1931  1802/1  BB-234,  B-3.  Rarity-3.  Wide  Date.  EF-45.  Light  gray  sur¬ 
faces  with  pale  golden  brown  and  iridescent  toning.  Traces  of  lustre 
remain.  This  is  an  attractive  example  of  the  1802/1  overdate  coinage. 

The  obverse  has  a  small  die  flaw  or  chip  in  the  right  field  opposite  the  space  be¬ 
tween  stars  8  and  9.  No  clash  marks  are  visible. 

Overdates  among  1802  coinage:  Apparently  the  Mint  had  several  unused  coinage 
dies  of  different  denominations  available  for  use  in  1802.  The  following  is  an  ac¬ 
counting  of  such  coins.  Half  cents  of  two  different  varieties  are  all  from  a  single  1 802 
over  0  obverse  die.  No  normal  date  1802  half  cents  have  ever  been  found.  Silver  dol¬ 
lars  are  known  with  both  1 802  over  1  overdates  and  with  normal  dates.  Among  the 
former,  five  varieties  are  known  from  five  different  obverse  dies.  Quarter  eagles  in¬ 
clude  three  normal  date  varieties  from  a  single  obverse  die.  This  has  often  been  cata¬ 
logued  as  an  overdate,  however,  it  is  not  in  our  opinion.  All  known  half  eagles  are 
1802  over  1  overdates  from  two  different  obverse  dies.  Large  cents,  half  dimes, 
dimes,  and  half  dollars  are  known  only  with  normal  dates.  To  summarize,  eight  dif¬ 
ferent  coinage  dies  bearing  the  1802  date  are  overdated  from  previous  years. 


1932  1802  BB-241,  B-6.  Rarity- 1.  Narrow  Date.  VF-20.  Light  gray  with 
some  visible  hairlines.  Splashes  of  peripheral  golden  brown  toning 
are  present.  A  pleasing  example  despite  being  cleaned. 


1933  1803  BB-255,  B-6.  Rarity-1.  Large  3.  EF-40.  Lightly  cleaned  with 
bright  silvery  gray  surfaces  accented  by  peripheral  amber  and  iridescent 
toning.  Some  lustre  remains  visible.  This  is  a  highly  attractive  example. 
Five  die  varieties  are  known  for  the  1803  silver  dollar  coinage  (plus  the 
restrike  and  one  other  variety  that  has  been  described  in  past  literature 
but  never  seen).

This  example  is  one  of  the  samples  struck  after  dies  were  pre 
pared,  in  anticipation  of  the  ceremony  on  Washington’s  birthday.  A 
the  new  steam  press  failed  to  operate  properly,  the  ceremony  intro 
ducing  this  new  technology  was  delayed  until  March  23,  1 836.  Th< 
dies  were  altered  with  the  new  date,  MAR.  23,  punched  over  the  ex 
isting  FEB.  22  date.  These  early  strikes  with  the  original  date  art 
considered  much  rarer  then  those  with  altered  dates.  This  is  a  wel 
circulated  example  of  this  medal  and  was  either  carried  by  someont 
as  a  pocket  piece,  or  actually  saw  use  in  commerce!

Development  of  these  edge  mirrors  was 
described  in  his  paper  “The  Third  Die:  A  Different  Look”  appearing 
in  America’s  Silver  Coinage  1794-1891  presented  at  the  1986  ANS 
Coinage  of  the  Americas  Conference.

The  reader  is  invited  to  consider  the  detailed  study  of  early  dimes 
presented  by  Allen  F.  Lovejoy  and  William  L.  Subjack  at  the  1986 
ANS  Coinage  of  the  Americas  Conference.  Their  presentation  was 
published  in  the  book  of  papers  in  connection  with  this  event. 

This  is  the  second  use  of  the  obverse  die  after  1798  I R- 1  and  the  only  use  of  the 
reverse  die.

The  mintage  of  this  issue  slightly  exceeded 
that  ol  1809  with  a  total  of  65,180  coins  produced,  all  in  the  second 
and  third  quarters  of  the  year.  The  single  variety  known  with  the 
1811  date  is  an  1811  over  09  overdate.  This  die  marriage  shares  the 
reverse  die  with  1809.  This  example  is  the  finest  recorded  in  the 
Dime  Census. 

In  Volume  2,  Issue  1  of  the  Journal,  Jim  Koenings  provided  some 
observations  surrounding  the  Capped  Bust  dime  series.  First  among 
these  observations:  “1811  seems  to  be  more  scarce  than  the  year 
1809.’  Koenings  provided  several  observations  about  various  years 
and  varieties,  primarily  involving  rarity.  Another  article  supports  this 
conclusion  regarding  the  scarcity  of  1811  dimes.  In  Volume  6,  Issue 
1,  Louis  Scuderi  provided  notes  about  open  collar  Capped  Bust 
dimes  based  on  his  several  years  of  collecting  the  series  by  die  variet¬ 
ies.  He  discussed  rarity,  die  states,  and  striking  characteristics  of  sev¬ 
eral  individual  varieties. 

This  is  the  only  use  of  the  obverse  die  and  the  first  use  of  the  reverse  die  after 
1809  JR-1. 

Late  die  state.  The  obverse  has  a  short  die  crack  from  the  border  to  bottom  of  8 
along  with  prominent  clash  marks  and  a  bulge  at  12:00.

This  is  an 
extremely  rare  variety  that  was  listed  as  Rarity-7  in  the  Dime  Book 
and  now  is  considered  Rarity-6.  In  Russ  Logan’s  copy  of  the  Dime 
Book  is  a  roster  of  exactly  13  known  specimens,  thus  this  just  misses 
retaining  its  Rarity-7  rating.  We  are  not  publishing  this  roster  due  to 
the  confidentiality  of  collectors  named,  most  of  which  have  not  pro¬ 
vided  permission  to  make  their  names  known.  We  also  do  not  know 
when  this  information  was  prepared,  however,  assume  it  is  relatively 
recent  as  two  transactions  are  from  April  and  October  2000.  This  is 
clearly  the  rarest  variety  of  the  year  with  the  present  example  appar¬ 
ently  the  finest  known,  based  on  Logan’s  record. 

Russ  Logan  considered  this  just  AU-50,  while  Stack’s  called  this 
“Brilliant  Uncirculated,  or  a  bit  better,”  and  NGC  had  certified  this 
as  MS-63!  Regardless  of  how  you  grade  this  coin,  it  appears  to  be  the 
finest  known.  Only  eight  examples  were  listed  in  the  Dime  Census 
with  just  one  other  coin  recorded  as  AU-50.  This  is  one  of  just  five 
Capped  Bust  dime  varieties  currently  rated  higher  than  Rarity-5.

2050  1823  JR-3.  F-12.  The  obverse  is  counterstamped  with  Lafavette  fac¬ 
ing  right,  GENERAL  LAFAYETTE  around,  and  1824  below.  This 
counterstamp  is  14.5  mm.  diameter.  1  he  reverse  is  naturally  flat¬ 
tened  opposite  the  counterstamp,  however,  remnants  of  an  incuse 
mirror  image  of  the  reverse  design  are  also  noted.  Holed  at  12:00 
relative  to  Lafayette,  obviously  to  be  worn  on  a  ribbon.  The  incuse 
reverse  design  is  very  similar  to  a  brockage,  however,  we  believe  that 
this  was  actually  created  by  the  person  who  counterstamped  a  coin. 
In  all  likelihood,  this  dime  was  placed  on  top  of  another  dime  with 
reverse  side  up,  then  punched  with  the  counterstamp  die. 

Most  known  Lafayette  counterstamps  on  coins  of  this  era  have  a 
related  counterstamp  of  Washington  on  the  opposite  side.  These  are 
known  on  coins  of  various  denominations,  however,  rarely  on  dimes. 
The  same  design  for  this  Lafayette  counterstamp  is  also  known  on 
small  medalets  with  the  Washington  reverse. 

These  Lafayette  and  Lafayette  with  Washington  counterstamped  coins  were  the 
subject  of  one  “adventure  in  Dave  Bowers'  recently  published  More  Adventures  With 
Rare  Coins.  A  few  paragraphs  of  this  adventure  follow,  as  an  appetizer  to  this  book: 

Most  examples  of  counterstamped  cents  seen  by  me  have  Washington  on  the 
obverse  of  the  host  coin  and  Lafayette  on  the  reverse,  although,  as  it  will  be  seen, 
this  is  more  a  “Lafayette”  item  than  a  “Washington”  item — if  priorities  were  as¬ 
signed.  I  also  have  a  pair  of  counterstamped  half  dollars,  one  with  Lafavette  on 
the  obverse  and  the  other  with  Washington  on  the  obverse.  It  seems  to  me  that 
while  Lafayette  was  the  preferred  obverse,  there  was  no  hard  and  fast  rule  at  the 
time  these  were  made.  ... 

I  have  dearly  Wed  this  particular  counterstamp  for  a  long  time  and,  following 
conventional  wisdom  (of  which  more  will  be  related),  considered  Charles  Cushing 
Wright  to  be  the  most  likely  candidate  as  the  engraver.  I  spent  quite  a  bit  of  time 
collecting  a  large  file  on  Wright — quite  enough  to  write  a  book  about  him.  How¬ 
ever,  when  and  if  this  is  ever  done,  the  Lafayette  /  Washington  medalet  and 
counterstamps  will  be  “scraps  on  the  cutting  room  floor.”  Of  this,  more  will  be 
said. ... 

In  November  1999  Dr.  John  Kleeberg,  at  the  Coinage  of  the  Americas  Con¬ 
ference,  American  Numismatic  Society,  provided  revelatory  information  that 
the  maker  of  this  counterstamp  was  an  engraver  named  Joseph  Lewis,  of  New 
York  City,  not  C.C.  Wright! ... 

In  his  Coinage  of  the  Americas  Conference  Dr.  Kleeberg  revealed  that  C.C. 
Wright  had  cut  dies  for  some  souvenirs  for  the  1824  visit,  but  these  were  for  but¬ 
tons  made  in  Connecticut.  If  it  is  some  small  consolation  for  my  long  wild-goose 
chase  after  Wright  as  the  author  of  the  counterstamps,  I  am  pleased  that  Kleeberg 
found  the  button  information  in  a  large  archive  of  Lafayette  material  I  had  sent  to 
him  for  study.  I  had  never  read  the  little  brochure  illustrating  and  describing  the 
telltale  buttons!

2051  1824/2  JR-1.  Rarity-3.  Overdate.  AU-58.  An  extremely  attractive  ex¬ 
ample  with  virtually  complete  frosty  white  lustre  and  lovely  iridescent 
toning  along  the  borders.  Some  central  weakness  is  noted  on  either 
side.  The  overdate  features  are  boldly  visible  behind  the  digit  4.  Addi¬ 
tional  doubling  is  visible  on  the  top  surface  of  the  digit  8.  This  is  the 
finest  example  listed  in  the  Dime  Census.  This  is  considered  a  scarce 
variety  although  available  in  all  grades  through  Mint  State  and  Proof. 
Stack’s  graded  this  “Brilliant  Uncirculated”  in  the  Robison  Collection. 

No  dimes  were  minted  in  1824!  It  is  generally  believed  that  the 
100,000  dimes  recorded  as  delivered  on  August  22,  1825  were  the 
coins  bearing  the  1 824  over  2  overdate.  The  two  known  varieties  were 
produced  from  a  single  obverse  die  combined  with  two  reverse  dies. 

This  is  the  second  obverse  die  use  after  JR-2  and  the  only  use  of  the  reverse  die. 

Very  light  obverse  and  reverse  clash  marks  are  visible.  The  obverse  has  a  faint  die 
crack  through  stars  6  and  7  into  the  field  over  the  cap.  Another  extremely  light  die 
crack  from  the  cap  joins  stars  8,  9,  and  10.  A  small  die  flaw  is  visible  on  the  border 
left  of  the  space  between  stars  5  and  6.  The  reverse  has  a  light  die  crack  through  the 
tops  of  1 0  C  and  into  the  olive  leaves  with  a  much  heavier  die  crack  through  the  tops 
of  UNIT  and  a  further  crack  through  the  bases  of  ITED  ST.

2052  1824/2  JR-2.  Rarity-5.  Overdate.  VP-30.  Dark  brownish  gray  and 
iridescent  toning  with  hints  of  lustre  suggesting  this  may  actually  be 
finer  than  our  grade.  Somewhat  weak  at  central  obverse.  This  is  a  rare 
variety  that  was  just  discovered  in  1982.  Two  years  later,  the  variety 
was  considered  Rarity-7  and  today.  Rarity-5.  Two  finer  examples  are 
recorded  among  10  coins  listed  in  the  Dime  Census. 

First  use  of  the  obverse  die  prior  to  JR-1.  First  use  of  the  reverse  die  prior  to  1825 
JR-4,  JR-5,  and  1827  JR-1. 

The  obverse  has  a  small  rim  flaw  or  cud  left  of  stars  5  and  6  along  with  a  faint  die 
crack  through  stars  6  and  7  into  the  field  above.  There  is  no  evidence  of  the  faint 
crack  through  stars  8  and  9  as  seen  on  the  JR-1  example,  suggesting  that  the  JR-2 
combination  was  struck  first.  A  note  in  Russ  Logan’s  copy  of  the  Dime  Book  agrees 
with  our  findings.  The  reverse  has  an  extremely  faint  die  crack  from  rim  to  left  wing 
tip,  just  left  of  U.

2053  1825  JR-1.  Rarity-4.  EF-40.  Very  light  gray  surfaces  with  traces  ol 
pale  gold  and  iridescent  toning.  Both  obverse  and  reverse  have  lightlj 
reflective  fields.  A  few  minor  imperfections  are  noted  on  either  side 
Strong  central  details  although  weakly  defined  along  the  borders.  In¬ 
cluded  in  the  Logan  Collection  as  “First  Usage”  of  these  dies. 

In  1825,  the  Mint  produced  510,000  dimes.  As  we  noted  above 
some  of  these  were  certainly  dated  1 824  with  an  estimated  net  mint¬ 
age  of  coins  dated  1825  totaling  410,000  coins.  These  were  pro¬ 
duced  from  a  combination  of  four  obverse  and  three  reverse  dies  with 
five  known  varieties.  This  variety  and  that  labeled  JR-5  are  the  two 
scarcest  with  JR-5  considered  rare.  Only  one  finer  example  than  this 
is  listed  in  the  JRCS  Dime  Census. 

Only  use  of  the  obverse  die.  This  die  marriage  represents  both  the  first  and  third 
use  of  the  reverse  die  with  1825  JR-3  struck  between. 

Perfect  obverse.  This  reverse  has  an  extremely  faint  die  crack  through  bases  of  IQ 
to  the  upper  arrowhead.

A  second  example  of  this  die  mar¬ 
riage  and  considered  by  Russ  Logan  to  be  a  remarriage  after  1 825  JR- 
3.  Stack’s  graded  this  “Choice  About  Uncirculated”  noting  that  very 
few  grade  above  EF-45  according  to  information  in  the  Dime  Book. 

A  remarriage  of  these  dies. 

The  obverse  has  a  faint  die  crack  inside  the  dentils  at  left  with  a  small  rim  break 
over  star  5.  The  reverse  has  faint  cracks  joining  the  base  of  NIT,  another  at  base  ot 
ICA  to  the  upper  arrowhead,  and  a  very  strong  crack  from  the  border  over  final  A 
through  all  three  arrowheads  and  the  C  of  1 0  C.  This  appears  to  be  very  slightly  later 
than  the  same  cracks  on  the  reverse  of  JR-3.

This  is  one  of  two  common  varieties  for  the  year  and  is  avai 
able  in  all  grades  including  Proof.  The  present  example  is  the  fn,eSl 
listed  in  the  Dime  Census.

The  obverse  has  a  faint  die  crack  through  the  outer  points  of  stars  11,  U,

1825  JR-2,  Obverse  2.  F-12.  An  absolutely  amazing  full  obverse 
brockage  and  one  of  two  dime  brockages  in  the  present  sale.  See 
182,  for  a  full  reverse  brockage,  providing  a  wonderful  exhibit  pair. 
I  he  normal  struck  side  has  very  light  gray  devices  with  slightly 
deeper  gray  fields.  A  few  faint  scratches  and  other  minor  surface 
marks  are  noted.  The  brockage  side  has  very  light  silver  gray  fields 
i  and  slightly  deeper  gray  within  the  details.  We  have  graded  this  ex- 
i  ample  based  on  the  normal  obverse  side.  An  interesting  feature  of 
i  brockages  as  a  result  of  their  manufacture  is  a  virtually  identical  rep- 
!  resentation  of  the  original  coinage  die,  perhaps  only  with  a  slight  lost 
r  of  detail. 

I  hree  issues  of  Volume  8  of  the  Journal  depicted  this  brockage  on 
the  front  cover  and  the  1  827  reverse  brockage  on  the  back  cover. 
These  two  errors  deserve  to  remain  together. 

This  obverse  brockage  is  attributed  as  JR-2  based  on  die  state.  The  same  obverse, 
in  a  much  later  die  state,  was  used  for  the  JR-3  marriage.  This  example  has  an  ex- 
t  tremely  faint  die  crack  through  the  outer  points  of  stars  11,  12,  and  13.  There  is  no 
I  evidence  of  the  crack  between  25  as  seen  on  the  example  of  JR-2,  above. 

A  brockage  is  a  relatively  simple  error  with  a  spectacular  result.  After  a  coin  is 
|  struck,  it  remains  on  the  (presumably  lower)  die  when  another  planchet  is  fed  into 
I  position.  Certainly,  it  seems  possible  that  the  struck  coin  might  stick  to  the  upper  die 
[  as  well,  much  like  a  waffle  sometimes  sticks  to  the  upper  “die”  of  a  waffle  iron.  This 
I  first  struck  coin,  with  proper  obverse  and  reverse  design  features,  serves  as  a  new 
I  “die”  when  the  second  planchet  is  introduced.  The  press  then  strikes  the  second 
[  planchet,  which  receives  normal  details  from  the  coinage  die,  and  incuse  mirrored 
I  details  from  the  first  struck  coin.  The  resultant  error  is  among  the  most  highly  prized 
|  error  types  from  our  first  United  States  Mint.  Among  modern  coinage  from  high 
speed  presses,  brockage  errors  are  much  more  common.  Those  produced  on  the 
screw  press  are  seldom  encountered  as  human  intervention  would  likely  have  caught 
these  when  they  were  made  and  sent  the  productions  back  to  the  melting  pot.

1825  JR-3.  Rarity-3.  EF-40.  Light  gray  surfaces  with  hints  of  gold 
and  iridescent  toning  along  the  borders,  slightly  deeper  on  the  re¬ 
verse.  This  is  an  attractive  example  with  only  trivial  hairlines  and  sur¬ 
face  marks,  including  a  light  vertical  scratch  in  the  left  obverse  field. 
I  This  is  a  scarce  variety  although  available  in  higher  grades.  Just  14 
examples  were  recorded  in  the  Dime  Census ,  less  than  either  of  the 
|  two  rarer  varieties.  This  example  is  only  a  little  above  the  average 
grade  of  all  14  coins.  Fourteen  collectors  reported  grades  of  their 
i  coins  for  the  September  1996  Dime  Census.  Russell  Logan  recorded 
the  only  complete  collection  of  all  122  die  marriages  for  the  Capped 
Bust  series.  He  also  had  the  highest  average  grade  of  any  collection. 
For  the  statistics  buff,  these  14  collectors  reported  a  total  of  2,049 
Capped  Bust  dimes  with  an  average  grade  of  VF-27. 

Second  use  of  the  obverse  die  after  JR-2.  Second  use  of  the  reverse  die  between 
early  and  late  states  of  1 825  JR- 1 . 

Both  obverse  and  reverse  have  faint  clash  marks.  The  obverse  is  cracked  through 
stars  II,  12,  and  1 3,  to  the  border  below  the  last  star.  A  crack  through  the  base  of  the 


date  joins  all  four  digits,  much  later  than  on  the  JR-2,  above.  A  small  rim  break  is 
just  left  of  stars  3  and  4.

Sharpness  is  actually 
finer  with  very  light  hairlines  and  other  minor  surface  marks  hidden 
by  the  toning.  1  he  reverse  has  minor  tooling  marks  within  the  verti¬ 
cal  shield  stripes.  This  is  one  of  two  common  varieties  for  the  year 
and  is  available  in  all  grades  through  Mint  State.  Only  one  finer  ex¬ 
ample  was  recorded  in  the  Dime  Census. 

This  is  the  only  use  of  the  obverse  die.  The  reverse  was  earlier  used  for  1 824  JR-2 
and  later  for  1825  JR-5  and  1827  JR-1. 

The  obverse  has  two  different  cracks  connecting  the  outer  points  of  all  stars  except 
stars  1  and  2.  The  reverse  has  an  extremely  faint  die  crack  from  rim  to  left  wing  tip, 
just  left  of  U.

2059  1825  JR-5.  Rarity-5.  AU-50.  Light  gray  with  very  slightly  reflective 
surfaces.  Slightly  deeper  gray  along  the  borders  with  splashes  of  pale 
blue  toning.  Minor  hairlines  and  other  trivial  surface  marks  are 
present.  Clearly  the  rarest  variety  of  the  year  although  20  examples 
were  recorded  in  the  Census.  In  their  March  1997  catalogue,  Heri¬ 
tage  described  this  as  “MS-62  questionable  toning."  Russell  Logan 
considered  this  AU-50.  Purchased  after  publication  of  the  last  Dime 
Census,  this  would  have  qualified  as  finest  reported. 

Only  obverse  die  use.  The  reverse  was  used  earlier  for  1824  JR-2  and  1825  JR-4 
and  later  for  1827  I R- 1 . 

Perfect  obverse  die.  The  reverse  has  an  extremely  faint  die  crack  from  rim  to  left 
wing  tip,  just  left  of  U  and  another  virtually  undetectable  die  crack  from  the  upper 
right  curve  of  D  to  the  border  over  extreme  right  edge  of  this  letter.

2060  1827  JR-1.  Rarity-2.  VF-30.  Deeply  toned  with  light  surface  marks 
on  the  obverse,  especially  on  Liberty’s  cheek. 

This  coinage  date  is  the  second  of  just  four  early  dimes  to  exceed 
the  one  million  coin  mark  with  a  mintage  of  1 ,215,000  dimes.  While 
13  varieties  are  known  from  a  combination  of  nine  obverse  and  10 
reverse  dies,  one  of  these  die  marriages  (JR- 10)  is  only  known  in 
Proof.  1  his  JR-1  variety  is  quite  common,  however,  in  higher  de¬ 
mand  due  to  its  separate  listing  in  the  Guide  Book.  Perhaps  the  Guide 
Book  notation  of  “rare”  for  this  Rarity-2  variety  could  be  revised. 

Only  use  of  the  obverse  die.  The  reverse  was  earlier  used  for  1824  JR-2,  1828  JR- 
4,  and  1825  JR-5. 

The  reverse  has  an  extremely  faint  die  crack  from  rim  to  left  wing  tip,  just  left  of  U 
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and  another  very  light  die  crack  from  the  upper  right  curve  of  D  to  the  border  over 
extreme  right  edge  of  this  letter. 

This  is  the  so-called  1827/5,  however,  specific  attribution  as  an  overdate  remains 
unverified.  A  discussion  of  this  variety  by  David  Davis  appeared  in  Volume  2,  Issue  1 
of  the  Journal.

Pale  gold  and  lilac  toning  over  light  silver  sur¬ 
faces.  This  is  the  reverse  counterpart  to  the  1825  obverse  brockage 
above.  A  spectacular  error  deserving  considerable  attention  from  the 
dime  specialist  or  error  collector.  Offered  by  Steve  Ivy  in  the  1982 
ANA  Sale.  At  that  time,  Ivy’s  numismatic  staff  was  unable  to  at¬ 
tribute  the  reverse  die.  Of  course,  this  was  prior  to  publication  of  the 
Dime  Book,  and  no  generally  available  references  on  varieties  existed, 
an  exception  being  the  catalogue  of  the  “World’s  Greatest  Collec¬ 
tion”  prepared  by  Numismatic  Gallery  in  1945. 

Lightly  cracked  from  wing  to  rim  near  U.  This  reverse  die  was  used  also  for  1824 
JR-2,  1825  JR-4,  and  1825  JR-5.  The  presence  of  a  die  crack  on  this  brockage  indi¬ 
cates  a  very  late  die  state  and  strongly  suggests  that  this  is  in  fact  an  example  of  1827 
JR-1. 

This  reverse  was  used  with  four  different  obverse  dies  beginning  in  1 824. 

1824  JR-2  has  an  extremely  faint  die  crack  left  of  U  in  UNITED,  from  rim  to 
wing. 

1825  JR-4  likewise  has  this  faint  die  crack  from  rim  to  wing. 

1825  JR-5  has  an  additional  die  crack,  virtually  invisible,  from  upper  right  curve 
of  D  to  the  border. 

1827  JR-1  has  both  of  these  cracks  somewhat  more  prominent. 

Finally,  this  reverse  brockage  is  the  latest  die  state  of  these  four  varieties  with  both 
cracks  plainly  visible.  In  fact,  the  cracks  are  strong  enough  on  this  example  to  show 
on  the  brockage  side  as  well.  It  is  fascinating  to  see  incuse  die  cracks  on  this  brockage 
example.

Such  doubling  in  the  modern  era  would  be 
termed  “machine  doubling”  or  “shelf  doubling,”  although  on  our 
early  coins  the  connotations  are  more  positive,  adding  charm  to  these 
wonderful  coins. 

This  is  a  very  scarce  variety  that  is  difficult  to  locate  above  Very 
Fine.  A  single  Proof  example  has  been  recorded.  The  Logan  coin  is 
second  finest  of  17  coins  listed  in  the  Dime  Census. 

The  obverse  has  a  tiny  die  chip  at  right  center  of  digit  8.  Rim  crumbling  is  evident 
on  the  obverse  from  12:00  to  3:00.  Perfect  reverse.

Sharpness  finer 
with  some  tooling  and  hairlines.  Minor  doubling  is  noted  on  the  re¬ 
verse.  In  the  Lovejoy  catalogue,  Stack’s  graded  this  “Extremely  Fine” 
for  which  we  concur.

The  obverse  has  a  tiny  die  chip  at  right  center  of  digit  8.  Rim  crumbling  is  evident 
on  the  obverse  from  12:00  to  3:00.  Perfect  reverse.

ic,  1  182  JR-9.  Rarity-5.  AU-58.  1  his  is  an  exceptional  example  with 
deep  grayish  brown  toning  on  Liberty,  accented  with  very  deep  gold 
and  iridescent  toning.  Full  frosty  lustre  is  visible  beneath  with  only 
very  slight  friction  or  rub  on  the  high  points  of  the  cap  and  a  few 
stars  at  upper  obverse.  The  reverse  has  lighter  gold  toning  with  full 
lustre  as  well  and  fully  qualifies  as  Mint  State. 

A  rare  variety  that  was  listed  as  Rarity-6  in  the  Dime  Book  although 
now  considered  Rarity-5.  In  1984,  the  Dime  Book  authors  reported 
the  finest  seen  as  just  EF-40.  A  couple  finer  examples  have  been  located 
since  that  time,  including  the  present  example,  the  only  coin  listed  as 
Mint  State  in  the  Dime  Census.  This  is  almost  certainly  the  finest 
known  example  of  this  variety.  Far  finer  than  the  Very  Fine  coin  in  the 
Lovejoy  collection.  This  example  was  described  as  “Choice  Almost 
Uncirculated"  by  Stack’s  in  their  December  1992  catalogue.  Upon  ex¬ 
amination,  this  appears  very  similar  to  the  AU-58  example  in 
Eliasberg,  and  only  side-by-side  comparison  may  determine  which  of 
these  two  coins  is  actually  finer.  It  is  almost  certain  that  either  this  coin 
or  the  Eliasberg  example  will  qualify  as  finest  known. 

This  is  the  first  obverse  die  use  before  the  Proof-only  JR- 10  and  second  use  of  the 
reverse  die  after  JR-8.

Very  sharply  struck,  especially  on 
the  reverse,  with  only  slight  weakness  on  a  few  hair  curls.  Star  7  is 
mostly  flat  while  all  other  stars  are  detailed.  The  obverse  devices  are 
generally  grayish  gold  with  blue,  heather,  and  amber  toning.  Obverse 
fields  are  lightly  reflective  with  minor  lint  marks  from  die  polishing. 
The  reverse  has  more  deeply  mirrored  fields  with  heather,  amber,  and 
bright  blue  toning.  Parallel  “adjustment  marks”  are  present  on  the 
reverse,  diagonally  down  to  the  left,  just  right  of  center. 

This  example  is  tied  with  one  other  for  third  finest  reported,  based 
on  Mike  Sherrill’s  article  cited  below.  Stack’s  described  this  as 
“Choice  Brilliant  Specimen  Proof  ”  in  their  catalogue  of  the  Starr 
Collection.  In  the  1939  Morgenthau  catalogue,  this  coin  was  de¬ 
scribed  simply  as  “1827  Brilliant  Proof.  Extremely  Rare.” 

This  variety  is  only  known  in  Proof  condition  (or  well  circulated), 
similar  to  the  1 827  Original  quarter  dollar.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  both  obverse  and  reverse  dies  were  earlier  used  to  produce  other 
non-Proof  varieties. 

Second  use  of  each  die.  The  obverse  was  earlier  used  for  JR-9  and  the  reverse  for 
JR-7. 

The  obverse  has  very  light  clash  marks  visible  in  the  form  of  concentric  arcs  be¬ 
tween  the  date  and  bust,  from  the  scroll  on  the  reverse.  The  reverse  has  light  clash 
marks  along  with  a  die  crack  from  left  edge  of  the  upright  of  F,  diagonally  down  to 
the  left  crossing  the  scroll  and  beak,  emerging  from  the  lower  beak  to  top  of  the  left 
wing.  This  is  a  clearly  later  die  state  than  found  on  1827  JR-7,  above,  which  has  no 
trace  of  this  crack. 

In  issue  41  of  the  John  Reich  Journal,  Mike  Sherrill  took  a  closer  look  at  this  rare 
Proof-only  variety.  He  notes  that,  with  the  exception  of  two  circulated  examples,  all 
known  specimens  of  this  die  marriage  are  Proofs.  After  presenting  considerable  de¬ 
tails,  along  with  a  conjecture  that  these  may  have  been  struck  with  a  closed  collar, 
Sherrill  presents  a  Census  of  eight  examples,  five  Proofs  and  three  circulated.

This  is 
the  finest  example  recorded  in  the  Dime  Census  and  one  of  only  two 
coins  listed  as  AU.  Sharply  struck  with  good  lustre  under  pale  gold 
toning.  Stack’s  catalogued  this  as  “Brilliant  Uncirculated,  and  close  to 
choice”  in  the  Lovejoy  catalogue.

I  he  annual  coinage  for  this  year  was  1 25,000 
coins  with  the  1 828  dime  coinage  created  through  two  obverse  and 
two  reverse  dies.  I  hree  of  these  four  dies  were  exclusive  to  1 828  while 
the  reverse  of  JR-2  was  first  used  in  1829.  The  Dime  Book  authors 
have  concluded  that  90,000  of  the  1828  mintage  were  actually  dated 
182  35,000  were  ol  this  JR-1  mintage,  and  all  examples  of  JR-2 

were  included  in  the  1829  mintage. 

This  is  the  only  use  of  either  die. 

\  er^  light  obverse  and  light  reverse  clash  marks  are  visible.  Both  dies  were  cracked. 
The  obverse  has  a  crack  from  the  rim  through  stars  2,  3,  and  4;  a  second  crack  faintly 
through  stars  9  and  10,  and  a  third  from  the  border  to  star  13,  the  lowest  curl,  and 
faintly  through  tops  ot  the  digits.  The  reverse  has  a  crack  from  rim  to  rim  through 
the  tops  ol  Nl  I,  another  through  the  first  E  to  scroll,  a  third  through  the  bases  of 
STAT,  a  fourth  from  the  border  through  first  A  of  AMERICA  to  the  scroll  over  NU, 
a  fifth  joining  the  tops  of  1CA,  a  sixth  connecting  the  bases  of  AME  with  prominent 
die  chips  at  the  base  of  M,  and  a  seventh  from  the  right  side  of  this  same  letter  to  the 
border  between  M  and  E.  These  may  actually  represent  a  smaller  number  of  die 
cracks  and  branch  cracks  that  disappear  and  reappear.  No  wonder  the  Mint  discon¬ 
tinued  use  of  this  die. 

In  1828,  the  Mint  began  using  a  new  Closed  Collar  to  provide  mathematical 
equality  to  the  coins.  Russell  J.  Logan  was  a  student  of  the  edges  on  our  early  coins 
and  prepared  an  informative  article  “The  Collar  Dies  of  our  First  Mint”  in  Volume 
13,  Issue  3  of  th e  Journal.  He  notes  that  the  terms  Open  Collar  and  Closed  Collar 
date  at  least  back  to  1 836  and  possibly  earlier.  By  study  of  off-center,  double  struck, 
and  some  normally  struck  coins,  the  author  concluded  that  the  Castaing  Machine 
was  only  used  for  lettered  edges,  and  early  reeded  edge  coins  were  produced  with  a 
collar  that  created  the  edge  reeding. 


7  1828  JR-2.  Rarity-3.  Large  Date.  AU-50.  A  pleasing  example  with 
light  brown  toning  over  pewter  gray  surfaces.  Faint  hairlines  are  vis¬ 
ible  as  on  so  many  of  coins  of  this  era.  This  variety  is  considered 
scarcer  than  JR-1  and  is  usually  found  in  circulated  grades.  Two  finer 
examples  were  included  in  the  Dime  Census.  Die  state  evidence  indi¬ 
cates  that  this  variety  was  struck  after  1829  JR-1. 

This  is  the  only  use  of  the  obverse  die.  The  reverse  was  earlier  used  for  1829  JR-1. 

Faint  obverse  and  reverse  clash  marks  are  visible.  The  obverse  has  a  die  crack  from 
border  to  drapery  through  star  1  and  another  from  border  to  hair  curls  through  star 
13.  The  reverse  has  three  radial  die  cracks.  First  from  border  into  scroll  through  right 
side  of  D,  second  from  border  to  scroll  through  right  edge  of  final  S,  and  third  from 
border  to  scroll  through  first  A  of  AMERICA.

.  An  attractive  example.  The  eagle’s  head  is  weakly  defined  with  other 
details  generally  sharp.  This  is  a  very  scarce  variety  with  only  one 
finer  coin  listed  in  the  Dime  Census. 

In  their  introduction  to  the  date,  the  Dime  Book  authors  noted: 
“Assembling  a  complete  set  of  1 829  dimes  in  EF-45  or  better  condi- 
|  tion  would  be  an  accomplishment  ranking  somewhere  near  finding 
the  pot  of  gold  at  the  end  of  the  rainbow  in  sheer  desirability!’’  Russ 
Ixtgan  came  very  near  that  pot  of  gold.  Although  one  variety  among 
his  1 829  dimes  grades  just  Good-6,  the  average  grade  among  the  pri¬ 
mary  examples  of  his  12  different  varieties  is  47. 


I  his  year  provides  a  long  series  of  12  die  varieties  from  six  obverse 
and  1  1  reverse  dies.  Among  these  is  the  Curled  Base  2  variety,  an  im¬ 
portant  Guide  Book  variety  that  remains  quite  rare,  dotal  mintage  for 
the  year  was  recorded  as  770,000  coins,  which  includes  1828  JR-2.

The  obverse  has  die  cracks  from  the  border  to  bottom  of  9  and  faintly  to  the  drap¬ 
ery  above;  faintly  connecting  bottoms  of  29;  from  border  to  star  1 ,  drapery,  serif  of  1 
and  lightly  to  left  outer  curve  of  8;  from  inner  point  of  star  1  into  field  over  drapery; 
and  connecting  outer  points  of  stars  1  and  2,  inner  points  of  stars  2  and  3,  continu¬ 
ing  through  field  to  nose  and  eye.  The  reverse  has  a  faint  crack  connecting  the  upper 
half  of  D  to  the  upper  half  of  first  S;  a  crack  from  the  border  to  top  of  first  T  in 
STATES  over  the  left  upright;  and  a  crack  from  the  right  base  of  F  to  left  base  of  first 
A  in  AMERICA.

Tied  with  three  similar  ex¬ 
amples  for  finest  recorded  in  the  Dime  Census.

This  is  the  only  use  of  the  obverse.  The  reverse  was  later  used  for  1830  JR-2. 

Die  state  difficult  to  determine  due  to  the  grade  of  this  example. 

John  W  McCloskey  discovered  this  variety  in  1973.  Fourteen  years  later,  in  Vol- 
I  ume  2,  Issue  3  of  the  Journal,  he  recounts  the  details  of  his  discovery.  A  follow-up 
I  article  by  John  McCloskey  appeared  in  Volume  6,  Issue  2  of  the  Journal  and  is  re- 
|  printed  here  with  permission.  The  discovery  coin  appeared  on  the  cover  of  that  issue. 

“The  cover  of  this  issue  present  pictures  of  the  obverse  and  reverse  of  the  discovery 
I  specimen  of  the  1 829  curled  base  2  dime.  This  coin  was  purchased  at  a  one  day  show 
I  in  Dayton,  Ohio  in  1973  for  S20  and  was  the  specimen  used  to  write  the  description 
|  for  the  JRCS  Bust  Dime  book,  published  in  1984.  The  purchase  price  makes  this 
I  transaction  look  like  a  wonderful  bargain  today,  but  at  the  time,  it  created  no  par- 
|  ticular  impression.  In  1973  no  one  knew  what  varieties  existed  nor  which  varieties 
I  were  rare. 

I  started  collecting  Bust  Dimes  in  1968,  and  before  long,  I  had  completed  a  date 
I  set.  While  reference  books  were  available  for  other  silver  Bust  series,  there  was  no 
I  published  reference  book  available  for  Bust  Dimes.  I  therefore  attempted  to  describe 
|  the  dies  so  that  I  could  use  descriptions  at  shows  to  identify  the  different  varieties.  By 
I  1973  I  already  had  eight  varieties  for  1 829  and  was  looking  for  other  varieties  of  this 
I  relatively  common  date.  I  found  it  easier  to  distinguish  the  reverse  dies  because  the 
I  lettering  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  was  punched  into  the  reverse  die  one 
I  letter  at  a  time.  The  different  positions  of  the  letters  relative  to  each  other,  and  rela- 
I  tive  to  lettering  in  the  scroll,  proved  to  be  a  good  way  to  identify  the  reverse  dies. 

I  When  I  examined  the  1829  dime  that  would  turn  out  to  be  the  curled  base  2  variety, 

I  I  studied  the  reverse  and  determined  that  it  was  different  from  the  eight  pieces  that  I 
I  already  owned.  I  looked  at  the  obverse  and  only  noted  the  die  crack  that  ran  from 
I  the  neck  to  the  bust  as  being  distinctive. 

“I  purchased  the  coin,  and  when  I  got  home,  I  placed  it  side  by  side  with  my  other 
I  1 829  specimens  on  a  table,  viewing  the  reverse.  I  noted  that  it  had  a  new  reverse  and 
I  was  pleased  that  I  had  been  able  to  purchase  a  new  variety  at  the  show.  I  then  turned 
|  all  of  my  1829  dimes  over  and  studied  the  obverse  features  for  distinctive  character- 
I  istics.  It  didn  t  take  me  long  to  recognize  that  my  new  coin  had  a  date  distinctively 
r  different  from  the  other  pieces.  I  was  thrilled  to  discover  the  curled  base  2  feature, 
but  did  not  realize  how  important  a  discovery  this  would  be.  I  knew  from  Overton’s 
Early  Half  Dollar  Die  Varieties  reference  book  that  the  1 827  and  1 828  halves  came 
with  both  the  square  base  2  and  the  curled  base  2  punches  in  the  date.  At  the  time  it 
j  didn’t  seem  too  surprising  to  find  both  styles  of  punches  used  on  the  1829  dimes. 

“After  I  recognized  my  new  purchase  as  the  curled  base  2  variety,  I  began  searching 
for  a  higher  grade  specimen.  Only  when  I  failed  to  turn  up  another  example  after 
extensive  searching,  did  I  realize  that  I  must  have  stumbled  upon  an  extremely  rare 
variety.  I  told  other  collectors  about  the  variety  and  it  has  been  a  source  of  collector 
interest  ever  since.  Wftile  I  have  not  been  able  to  locate  another  example  in  nineteen 
years  of  searching,  other  specimens  have  surfaces  over  the  years.  Presently,  about  12 
examples  of  this  variety  are  known  to  exist. 

“The  rarity  of  this  distinctive  variety  makes  it  a  highly  prized  variety  in  the  Bust 
Dime  series.  This  experience  has  helped  to  keep  me  interested  in  die  varieties.  It  has 
also  made  me  more  keenly  aware  of  the  thrill  that  can  be  experienced  when  you  dis¬ 
cover  a  variety  that  has  escaped  detection  for  almost  150  years.” 

From  Mel  Hatfield  in  the  first  quarter  of 1978;  Jonathan  Kern;  Sidney 
Nusbaum,  St.  Louis;  Jonathan  Kern  (again);  finally  to  Allen  F.  Lovejoy 
from  whom  Russell  Logan  acquired  this  coin  in  July  1984.

The  reverse  is  similar 
with  more  vibrant  toning.  Four  small  rim  nicks  are  noted  on  the  ob¬ 
verse.  In  the  Lovejoy  catalogue,  Stack’s  described  this  as  “Brilliant 
Uncirculated,  or  better.  This  is  a  very  scarce  variety  with  most  ex¬ 
amples  known  in  lower  grades.  This  example  is  clearly  first  out  of  1 5 
coins  recorded  in  the  Dime  Census. 

Second  use  of  the  obverse  after  JR-7  and  first  use  of  the  reverse  before  1 830  JR- 1 . 

The  obverse  has  a  very  faint  die  crack  connecting  stars  8  through  1 1 .  The  reverse 
has  a  very  short  crack  connecting  the  lowest  arrowhead  to  rim.

A  couple  very  minor  surface  scrapes  are 
present.  A  scarce  variety  although  available  through  Mint  State.  The 
second  finest  of  15  coins  listed  in  the  Dime  Census. 

The  Dime  Book  authors  suspect  that  this  die  marriage  was  actually 
produced  in  1831.  The  reverse  die  features  two  pale  gules  rather  than 
the  normal  three  pale  gules  of  this  year  and  1830.  It  was  not  until 

1 83 1  that  reverse  dies  regularly  had  the  two  pale  gule  design.  Further, 
this  reverse  die  was  not  used  again  until  its  marriage  with  1831  and 

1 832  dated  obverse  dies. 

The  third  obverse  die  use  after  JR-8  and  JR-9.  The  reverse  was  used  later  for  1 83 1 
JR-6  and  1832JR-1. 

The  obverse  has  a  crack  from  border  to  drapery  through  digit  8.  A  faint  crack  joins 
the  outer  points  of  stars  6  and  7.

A  verv  pleas¬ 
ing  example  of  this  scarce  variety.  When  the  authors  of  the  Dime 
Book  prepared  their  manuscript,  they  noted  that  no  high-grade  ex¬ 
amples  were  known  to  them,  with  VF-25  the  finest  they  had  seen. 
Today,  some  higher  grade  coins  have  been  found,  although  appar¬ 
ently  none  reaching  Mint  State. 

Several  lower  grade  examples  of  this  variety  are  listed  in  the  Dime 
Census  with  a  single  EF-45.  This  coin  is  tied  with  one  other  for  second 
finest.  A  total  of  1 8  coins  were  recorded  by  JRCS  members  in  the  Dime 
Census  with  an  average  grade  of  just  16.  Among  Capped  Bust  dimes, 
only  1829  JR- 10,  the  Curled  Base  2,  has  a  lower  average  grade. 

The  recorded  mintage  for  this  year  was  5 1 0,000  coins  with  produc¬ 
tion  from  four  obverse  and  six  reverse  dies  combined  to  produce 
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eight  die  varieties.  Among  varieties  of  this  date  are  two  overdates  vari¬ 
eties  from  an  1 830/29  obverse  die.  Two  scarce  varieties  are  known  for 
this  date,  including  the  JR- 1  variety  of  this  lot.

The  obverse  has  a  prominent  die  crack  from  border  through  star  7  and  well  into 
the  cap  with  a  branch  of  this  crack  also  through  star  7  to  front  of  the  cap.  A  tiny  rim 
break  joins  two  denticles  over  star  6,  prompting  Russ  Logan  to  note  “Siamese  Den¬ 
ticle”  in  his  Dime  Book  with  an  arrow  drawn  to  this  location.  Other  very  faint  die 
cracks  are  noted  on  the  obverse,  along  with  rim  crumbling  at  upper  right.  The  re¬ 
verse  has  a  crack  through  tops  of  NIT  and  another  joining  tops  of  IC.

I  hree  obverse  and  five  reverse  dies  were  combined  to  create  to  pro¬ 
duce  seven  varieties.  The  recorded  mintage  for  this  year  was  522,500 
coins.  1  his  was  the  final  lull  year  of  coinage  at  the  first  Mint  facility. 
I  he  new  Mint  building  had  been  under  construction  since  the  sum¬ 
mer  of  1829  and  was  finally  nearing  completion.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  Mint  personnel  were  busy  preparing  for  the  move,  as  suggested 
by  the  introduction  to  the  year  in  the  Dime  Book ,  and  that  the  coin¬ 
age  operations  for  the  year  were  largely  unsupervised. 

This  is  the  only  obverse  die  use  and  the  third  reverse  die  use  after  1829  JR-12  and 
1831  JR-6.

A  single  Proof  was  also  recorded  in  the  Dime 
Book.  This  variety  and  the  next  are  interesting  for  various  different  die 
states,  including  a  “die”  progression  on  the  edge,  per  notes  below. 

The  first  obverse  die  use  before  JR-5  and  the  first  reverse  die  use  before  JR-3. 

This  is  the  first  of  five  examples  of  this  variety  that  are  extremely  intriguing  due  to 
a  progression  of  an  edge  cud.  This  was  a  physical  break  in  the  collar  die  and  is  strictly 
confined  to  the  actual  edge  of  the  coin.  Each  of  the  five  examples  has  this  edge  cud  in 
very  nearly  the  same  location  with  relation  to  the  obverse  and  reverse. 

These  coins  of  this  variety  and  the  next,  with  a  broken  edge  die  or  collar,  were  the 
topic  of  an  article  by  Louis  A.  Scuderi  in  Volume  13,  Issue  3  of  the  Journal.  Scuderi 
suggests  that  very  slight  movement  of  the  edge  cud  in  relation  to  obverse  and  reverse 
dies  indicates  the  collar  die  was  not  fixed  to  either.

Very  lightly  cleaned  yet  with  excep¬ 
tional  eye  appeal.  This  is  a  rare  variety  that  retains  its  Rarity-5  status 
from  the  time  of  the  Dime  Book  publication.  The  Lovejoy  Collection 
example,  plated  in  the  Dime  Book ,  was  the  finest  seen  to  that  point 
and  graded  AU-55.  Since  that  time,  an  AU-58  example  has  been  re¬ 
corded  in  the  Dime  Census,  along  with  another  graded  AU-50. 

This  is  the  second  obverse  die  use  after  JR-6  and  before  JR-9.  The  reverse  is  also  in 
its  second  use  after  JR-5.

Just  one 
finer  example  is  listed  in  the  Dime  Census. 

This  is  the  third  use  of  the  obverse  die  after  JR-6  and  JR-8.  For  reverse  usage,  see 
i  the  discussion  below.

The  reverse  die  was  used  for  four  different  marriages 
with  the  first  use  dated  1834  and  the  other  three  all  dated  1833! 

This  is  the  fourth  and  final  use  of  the  obverse  die  after  JR- 1 ,  JR-3,  and  JR-4.  This 
is  the  fifth  use  of  the  reverse  die  after  1834  JR-3,  1833  JR-9,  JR-7,  and  1833  JR-9 
again.  The  JR-9  marriage  was  struck  again  after  this  usage. 

The  obverse  is  cracked  through  stars  1  through  5  and  10  to  11.  I  he  reverse  has 
light  clash  marks  with  a  crack  from  border  to  scroll  through  A  of  STATES.

This  was  the  cover  coin  for  Errorscope,  Volume  1 1,  Number  3,  May-June  2002  is¬ 
sue.  An  associated  article  in  the  same  addition  of  Errorscope,  by  Frank  Leone,  dis¬ 
cussed  this  coin  based  on  his  examination  of  a  photograph  and  not  the  actual  coin. 
This  article  is  reprinted  with  permission  of  CONECA: 

“This  issue's  cover  coin  comes  by  way  of  the  large  group  of  photos  donated  to 
CONECA  by  Coin  World.  The  coin  itself  is  credited  to  Rich  Schemmer  who  is  a 
former  CONECA  president  and  now  a  major  dealer  in  rare  error  coins. 

“Bust  Dime  errors  are  considered  very  scarce  to  rare.  I  have  seen  some  off-centers 
and  some  double-struck  in  collar  pieces  but  this  is  the  first  brockaged  indent  that  I 
have  seen. 

“This  error  occurs  when  an  already  struck  coin  lands  on  top  of  the  blank  planchet 
and  then  both  are  sandwiched  together  by  the  impact  of  the  hammer  die  against  the 
anvil  die. 

“As  is  common  on  indent  errors,  this  coin  also  displays  a  partial  collar  as  shown  in 
the  photograph  below  [in  the  magazine].  The  partial  collar  is  caused  by  both  the  added 
pressure  of  having  two  coins  in  the  coining  chamber  at  one  time  and  the  fact  that  the 
mis-strike  causes  problems  with  the  collar  alignment.  Because  of  the  collar  malfunc¬ 
tion,  a  raised  lip  of  metal  extends  around  most  of  the  coin  and  bears  no  reeding  details 
on  this  lip.  Partial  collars  come  in  two  major  varieties,  the  tilted  partial  collar  and  the 
level  partial  collar.  As  the  names  imply,  the  tilted  examples  show  the  lip  on  an  angle 
sort  of  like  a  ramp  going  up  the  edge  of  the  coin.  This  coin  is  more  of  a  level  partial 
collar  and  resembles  a  single  railroad  track  [rim]  along  the  edge.”

2  1837  JR-4.  Rarity- 1.  AU-55.  Sharply  struck  with  lustrous  light  silver 
surfaces  and  pale  iridescent  toning  at  the  borders.  In  the  Robison  cata¬ 
logue,  Stack’s  described  this  as  “About  Uncirculated,  sharp  and  attrac¬ 
tive.”  This  example  is  far  finer  than  any  other  listed  in  the  Dime  Census. 

Authors  of  the  Dime  Book  commented  regarding  the  obverse  die: 
“Both  known  obverses  dated  1  837  failed  due  to  a  bisecting  crack;  this 
was  an  uncommon  mode  of  failure  during  the  entire  period  that  bust 


dimes  were  issued.  For  three  out  of  the  last  four  bust  dime  obverse  dies 
(1836  Variety  2  being  the  third)  to  fail  for  the  same  reason  must  indi¬ 
cate  that  some  change  was  made  in  the  method  of  engraving  or  making 
the  obverse  dies,  in  the  insertion  of  dies  in  the  coining  press  or  in  the 
use  of  the  press  when  striking  dimes.  But  what  change  was  made  has 
not  been  determined  with  certainty.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the 
bisecting  crack  also  appears  on  early  Liberty  Seated  dimes.” 

As  steam  power  was  introduced  to  the  coining  presses  in  1 836,  per¬ 
haps  this  is  the  simple  explanation  for  the  change  in  production 
speculated  by  these  authors.  Certainly,  steam  power  completely 
changed  the  entire  operation  of  coinage  production,  with  a  learning 
curve  involved  in  the  production  methods.

Russ  Logan  held  this  in  his  collection  as  “O-l 09a"  al 
though  it  appears  to  be  the  prime  state  of  these  dies  to  our  eyes.  Although  stars  and 
letters  are  drawn  to  the  edge  with  very  little  milling,  there  does  not  appear  to  be  an) 
evidence  of  the  die  cracks  described  for  the  later  die  state.

With  this  lot  begins  the  remarkable  collection  of  Capped  Bust  half 
dollars  formed  by  Russell  J.  Logan.  This  collection  is  very  nearly 
complete  by  die  marriage,  including  443  out  of  a  possible  450  die 
combinations  listed  in  Early  Half  Dollar  Die  Varieties  1794-1836 
( I  hird  edition)  and  also  including  two  of  the  three  Crushed  Lettered 
Edge  varieties  not  actually  listed  in  the  Overton  reference.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  there  are  several  highly  important  die  states  and  a  number  of 
fascinating  errors.  The  total  collection  includes  574  coins  in  a  like 
number  of  lots. 

The  coinage  of  1807  Capped  Bust  half  dollars  consisted  of  four  die 
marriages  from  four  obverse  and  three  reverse  dies.  Total  mintage  is 
estimated  at  750,500  coins.  Three  major  variations  are  included 
among  the  four  die  varieties,  with  all  of  these  varieties  included  in  a 
like  number  ol  lots  in  this  offering. 

All  of  the  die  cracks  for  Overton- 1 1  lb  are  present,  however,  some  are  obscured  by 
i  wear.  The  late  die  state  crack  described  for  this  die  state,  across  the  eye,  curls, 

:  headband  to  cap  over  E,  is  visible  faintly  within  the  letter  E  and  above.  No  discern- 
I  ible  die  cracks  are  visible  on  the  reverse. 

The  Capped  Bust  coinage  of  1807  represents  the  first  appearance  of  this  new  de- 
|  sign  on  any  silver  coin.  John  Reich  joined  the  Mint  engraving  department  as  assis- 
l  tant  engraver  on  April  1 ,  1 807.  He  immediately  started  the  task  of  preparing  new 
designs  for  all  denominations  of  our  coinage.  The  half  dollar  and  half  eagle  were  the 
first  to  be  completed,  both  being  struck  in  this  very  first  year.  A  signature  of  Reich’s 
l  engraving  may  be  found  on  the  lower  right  star.  This  star  is  nearly  always  seen  with  a 

>  scalloped  or  notched  ray,  usually  oriented  toward  the  border.  It  is  believed  that  Reich 
«  had  this  star  punch  specially  prepared,  and  used  it  as  his  identification  mark.  With 
1  only  one  exception,  the  scalloped  star  punch  disappears  on  dies  beginning  in  1817, 
i  the  year  he  left  the  Mint.  The  very  first  Capped  Bust  obverse  die  in  the  emission  se- 
■  quence  for  this  year’s  coinage,  that  of  O- 1 1 3,  does  not  have  this  scalloped  star  while 
I  each  of  the  other  three  obverse  dies  utilized  this  special  punch.  Perhaps  the  obverse 
s  die  of  O-l  13  was  Reich’s  very  first  half  dollar  die,  prepared  before  the  special  star 
I  punch  had  been  created. 

Ivan  Learnan  and  Donald  Gunnet,  two  serious  students  of  the  early  half  dollars, 
t  examined  the  edge  lettering  of  thousands  of  Capped  Bust  half  dollars.  During  the 
I  course  of  their  study,  they  identified  275  distinctly  different  edge  dies  for  the  series 
!  along  with  20  others  used  for  the  early  half  dollars  from  1795  through  1807.  During 

>  the  course  of  their  study,  they  also  examined  countless  edge  errors,  and  explained 
l  how  these  might  have  occurred  through  improper  use  of  the  Castaing  machine.  The 
j  results  of  their  study,  “Early  Half  Dollar  Edges  and  Die  Sequences,”  was  published 

in  the  1 986  volume  for  the  American  Numismatic  Society’s  Coinage  of  the  Americas 
Conference.  Americas  Silver  Coinage ,  1794-1891  is  an  extremely  important  volume 
for  the  student  of  early  silver  coinage.  The  final  result  of  their  extensive  exercise  is  a 
i  proposed  emission  sequence  that  combined  obverse,  reverse,  and  edge  die  linkages, 
l  For  each  year  in  the  following  offering,  we  have  included  the  emission  sequence  pro¬ 
posed  by  these  authors.

Although  with  slight  central  weakness,  this  is  a  well  centered  impres¬ 
sion  with  sharp  peripheral  details.  An  important  type  issue  with 
small  obverse  stars. 

This  variety  is  listed  first  in  the  emission  sequence  developed  by 
Ivan  Learnan  and  Donald  Gunnet.  This  is  also  the  only  obverse  die 
not  exhibiting  John  Reich’s  trademark  scalloped  star  13.  This  obverse 
is  quite  possibly  the  very  first  die  engraved  by  John  Reich  for  this  de¬ 
nomination. 

Intermediate  die  state  between  0-113  and  1 13a. 

Light  obverse  and  reverse  clash  marks.  The  obverse  has  a  very  light  die  crack  from 
bust  to  stars  1  and  2  only.  The  reverse  die  has  the  first  die  crack  for  O-l  13a,  but  not 
the  second.

A  few  tiny  spots  of  darkish  brown  toning  are  present  on  the  obverse. 
A  major  variety  with  large  obverse  stars.

This  was  the  first  full  year  of  Capped  Bust  half  dollar  coinage.  The 
previous  year  was  one  of  transition,  with  Draped  Bust  coinage  begin¬ 
ning  the  year,  and  the  new  design  produced  later.  For  1808,  the  mint¬ 
age  was  recorded  at  1 ,368,600  coins.  This  coinage,  assuming  that  these 
were  in  fact  all  dated  1808,  was  accomplished  through  the  use  of  10 
obverse  and  nine  reverse  dies,  for  a  total  of  10  die  marriages.  Only  one 
of  these,  O-l  10,  is  considered  rare,  while  this  1808/7  0-101  overdate 
is  quite  popular  with  collectors.  The  Logan  Collection  includes  12  ex¬ 
amples  of  this  coinage  representing  all  10  varieties. 

Very  light  obverse  and  reverse  clash  marks.  The  obverse  has  a  die  crack  through 
base  of  the  date  and  most  stars  at  left.  No  other  die  cracks  are  present  on  the  obverse.

Dentil  tracks  occur  on  a  number  of  the  half  dollars  and  a  few  other  coins  in  t 
Logan  Collection. 

Russ  Logan  felt  that  these  represented  double  striking.  Here  in  our  offices,  ■ 
were  not  sure  just  what  to  think,  however,  we  did  not  feel  that  these  were  doul 
struck  coins.  After  considerable  discussion,  we  were  debating  between  some  type 
struck  through  of  foreign  material,  or  some  type  of  error  akin  to  the  dropped  let 
error.  One  concept  was  that  some  sort  of  foreign  material,  probably  grease  or  a  coi 
bination  of  grease  and  dirt,  filled  the  dentil  area  of  a  die  and  hardened.  When  c 
fell  out  and  landing  on  top  of  a  planchet  below,  or  on  top  of  the  other  die,  it  creai 
a  struck  through  leaving  the  impression  of  the  dentils.  Another  suggestion  was  tha 
small  planchet  lamination  occurred  at  the  border  of  one  coin,  and  this  landed  on  i 
next  planchet,  leaving  the  impression  of  the  dentils.  This  is  much  like  the  dropp 
letter  error. 

There  were  problems  and  questions  regarding  these  two  concepts.  First,  if  gre 
or  dirt  filled  the  dentil  area,  shouldn’t  some  examples  of  such  varieties  have  weak 
missing  sections  of  dentils?  This  would  be  a  concept  similar  to  any  filled  die  co 
The  second  concept  about  the  planchet  lamination  leads  us  to  ask:  why  always  l 
dentils  and  not  some  other  portion  of  the  design? 

After  all  this  consideration,  we  pulled  the  triple  struck  1824  0-115  out  of  thee 
velope  and  took  one  look  at  the  massive  rows  of  dentils  on  the  obverse,  along  with 
the  other  details  of  the  triple  strike.  This  helps  us  to  believe  that  perhaps  these 
represent  some  sort  of  double  or  triple  striking.  But  how?  Why  do  so  many  of  th 
only  show  the  extra  dentils  and  no  other  details  from  another  strike?  For  now,  we: 
going  to  follow  Russ  Logan’s  lead.  We  will  describe  such  coins  as  having  Der 
Tracks  and  let  the  students  of  these  coins  answer  our  questions. 

These  half  dollars  with  the  “Dentil  Tracks”  certainly  require  further  research 
other  possible  explanations.

Somewhat  weakly  defined,  especially  at  the  drapery  clasp  on  the  ob¬ 
verse,  and  the  eagle’s  head  and  left  wing  on  the  reverse.  The  surfaces 
are  quite  pleasing  with  only  a  few  trivial  abrasions  and  hairlines.

There  are  also  several  interesting  die  states,  and  impor¬ 
tant  experimental  edge  varieties.  The  Logan  Collection  provides  17 
half  dollars  representing  all  1 5  varieties. 

A  small  die  chip  is  attached  to  the  upper  ray  of  star  8.  This  reverse  die  has  the  letter 
U  broadly  recut  below.  The  other  two  die  marriages  of  this  reverse  (0-102  and  O- 
'1 10)  are  in  later  stares  with  a  row  of  raised  segments  between  the  eagle's  head  and 
scroll,  although  a  few  examples  of  O- 1 1 0  have  been  found  without  this  feature.

50.  Lettered  edge.  The  obverse  has  33  reversed  P’s  punched  in  the 
surface  while  the  reverse  has  the  word  “Pla  tina”  engraved  above  the 
eagle.  Somewhat  weakly  defined,  due  to  the  nature  of  this  metal.  Mi¬ 
rror  surface  scrapes  are  noted  at  upper  left  obverse. 

This  coin  is  incredibly  important,  not  only  as  a  pattern  (as  de¬ 
scribed  below),  but  as  an  exceedingly  rare  platinum  striking,  this  be¬ 
ing  a  metal  not  generally  seen  in  American  pattern  or  other  coinage. 
Moreover,  it  is  an  incredible  classic,  with  a  pedigree  string  dating 
back  for  more  than  a  century.  This  was  a  highlight  in  the  Logan  Col¬ 
lection  and  will  be  a  focal  point  for  the  fortunate  buyer.  This  may, 
indeed,  be  a  once  in  a  lifetime  opportunity. 

In  the  1974  Pine  Tree  auction  of  this  example,  Walter  Breen  cor¬ 
rectly  noted  that  this  is  the  only  authentic  platinum  coin  of  the  U.S. 
(this  was  prior  to  modern  bullion  issues  in  that  metal).  Others  have 
speculated  that  this  issue  was  a  restrike  of  later  years.  More  information 
is  provided  in  the  notes  below.  In  that  catalogue,  note  was  also  given 
that  the  source  of  this  platinum  was  from  the  Ural  Mountains  of  Rus¬ 
sia,  however,  we  believe  it  may  actually  have  been  from  South  America. 

Regarding  this  issue,  numismatic  researcher  Saul  Teichman  made 
the  following  comments: 

“It  is  really  the  only  pattcrn/experimcntal  piece  still  in  existence  for 
the  time  period  between  1 794-1836  !  Everything  else  with  the  excep¬ 


tion  of  the  1795-1797  copper  die  trials  is  a  private  restrike  or  in  the 
case  of  the  1831  silver  quarter  eagle  -  a  mint  error.  I  am  still  trying  to 
figure  out  when  the  1804  silver  restrike  eagles  were  made.” 

Weight:  344.7  grains.  Specific  gravity:  20.9.  Diameter:  32.6  mm. 

Intermediate  die  state,  however,  slightly  earlier  than  the  example  of  0-107  in  the 
next  lot.  Obverse  clash  marks  are  weak.  Die  chips  are  visible  at  star  1 ,  under  the  sec¬ 
ond  1  of  the  date,  and  inside  the  right  angle  of  N  on  the  reverse.  However,  the  die 
chip  on  Liberty’s  nose  as  seen  in  the  next  lot  is  clearly  absent  here,  thus  proving  that 
this  Platinum  half  dollar  was  struck  prior  to  some  normal  silver  examples  from  this 
same  die  combination.  We  do  not  hesitate  to  suggest  that  this  1814  half  dollar  in 
Platinum  was  struck  at  the  first  U.S.  Mint  at  the  same  time  as  the  regular  issue  coins, 
almost  certainly  in  1814.  As  the  Mint  did  not  record  any  half  dollar  production  in 
1815  (all  1815  half  dollars  were  delivered  in  January  1816)  and  there  were  no  addi¬ 
tional  half  dollars  produced  in  1816,  we  conclude  that  the  entire  production  of  1814 
dated  half  dollars  probably  actually  occurred  in  1814. 

For  those  who  remain  skeptical  about  the  attribution  of  this  Platinum  half  dollar 
as  a  contemporary  issue  of  the  United  States  Mint,  we  direct  your  attention  to  the 
physical  edge  of  the  coin.  We  have  already  discussed  in  these  pages  the  research  of 
Ivan  Leaman  and  Donald  Gunnet  involving  edges  of  Capped  Bust  half  dollars  and 
the  development  of  an  emission  sequence.  For  the  half  dollars  of  1814,  they  noted 
that  the  emission  sequence  for  this  variety  and  the  two  adjacent  varieties  was  0-108, 
then  0-107,  and  finally  0-105.  Examination  of  the  edges  of  these  three  varieties  in 
the  Logan  Collection  struck  in  silver  (two  examples  of  each),  reveals  that  each  was 
struck  from  the  same  physical  edge  die  with  a  clear  die  state  progression.  Each  illus¬ 
trates  varying  degrees  of  an  edge  die  break  within  the  word  CENTS.  This  progres¬ 
sion  is  clear  enough  on  these  coins  that  our  examination  perfectly  coincides  with  the 
emission  order  conclusions  of  Leaman  and  Gunnet.  This  platinum  pattern  was 
struck  from  the  same  edge  as  these  other  coins  with  this  example  fitting  nicely  in  the 
sequence  of  edge  deterioration  at  the  first  United  States  Mint.  Had  these  platinum 
half  dollars  been  struck  at  a  later  date  as  some  had  suggested,  the  other  impressions 
would  also  have  been  struck  at  the  same  later  date.  We  can  only  conclude  that  this 
platinum  half  dollar  pattern  was  struck  at  the  United  States  Mint  in  1814. 

Struck  from  dies  of  1814  Overton- 107  and  with  the  identical  edge  device  of  O- 
107.  Until  recent  years  and  the  production  of  modern  bullion-related  coinage  in 
platinum,  this  pattern  issue  was  the  only  platinum  coin  produced  by  the  United 
States  Mint.  Dr.  Judd  was  uncertain  whether  these  were  actually  struck  in  1814,  or 
at  some  later  date.  Andrew  Pollock  recorded  just  two  known  examples  of  this  pattern 
issue,  the  other  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  used  as  the  plate  coin  for  his  refer¬ 
ence.  A  third  example  was  recorded  by  Don  Taxay  as  the  property  of  Nick  Parker 
(who  at  one  time  was  an  American  dealer  with  an  office  in  London);  however,  we 
have  no  information  concerning  this  piece  and  cannot  report  regarding  it. 

This  pattern  issue  is  generally  considered  to  be  an  actual  production  of  the  United 
States  Mint  in  or  circa  1814,  rather  than  a  later  restrike.  Known  at  least  as  early  as 
1 860,  and  described  by  James  Ross  Snowden  in  A  Description  of  Ancient  and  Modem 
Coins  in  the  Cabinet  of  the  United  States.  Snowden,  however,  described  this  for  the  year 
1815  rather  than  1814.  Also  described  by  R.  Coulton  Davis  in  his  series  on  pattern 
coins  appearing  in  The  Coin  Collector's  Journal,  issues  from  July  1 885  to  January  1 887. 

This  is  one  of  very  few  contemporary  pattern  coinage  issues  of  the  first  United 
States  Mint  and  one  of  just  two  half  dollar  patterns  listed  by  Andrew  Pollock  as  be¬ 
ing  contemporary  to  the  date  on  the  coin.  Further,  this  is  the  only  example  of  this 
pattern  issue  in  collector’s  hands  unless  the  aforementioned  Nick  Parker  coin  is  lo¬ 
cated.  By  default,  this  is  the  only  platinum  pattern  coin  available  to  collectors! 

An  extensive  discussion  of  this  metal  appeared  in  the  191 1  edition  of  the  Encyclope¬ 
dia  Britanica  (Eleventh  edition).  Platinum  derived  its  name  from  '‘platina”  taken  after 
the  Spanish  “plata”  for  silver.  Although  it  may  have  been  known  long  before,  platinum 
was  introduced  from  South  America  to  Europe  in  1748  by  a  Spaniard  who  traveled  to 
Peru  with  a  French  scientific  expedition.  The  name,  as  introduced  by  Antonio  de  Ulloa 
y  Garcia  de  La  Torre,  was  Platina  del  Pinto.  English  physicist  Sir  William  Watson  first 
described  this  as  a  new  metal  in  1750,  after  receiving  a  small  quantity  almost  a  decade 
earlier.  Platinum  was  discovered  in  Russia  in  1819  and  in  later  years,  the  metal  was 
found  in  various  other  locations  including  the  United  States.  By  the  start  of  the  20th 
century,  Russia  produced  95%  of  the  world’s  platinum.  The  pure  form  of  platinum  is 
grayish  white  in  color.  It  is  often  alloyed  with  small  amounts  of  iridium,  which  sub¬ 
stantially  decreases  the  metals  ductility.  Platinum  was  used  extensively  in  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  chemical  apparatus,  incandescent  light  bulbs,  thermocouples,  and  also  in  pho¬ 
tography  and  jewelry.  It  is  also  an  exceptional  catalytic  agent  with  use  today  in  automo¬ 
tive  catalytic  convertors.  The  late  19th  century  and  very  early  20th  century  saw  a  sub¬ 
stantial  increase  in  the  average  price  of  platinum.  From  1874  to  1907,  the  price  in¬ 
creased  fivefold.  Possibly  a  viable  material  for  coinage  in  the  early  1 800s,  this  metal  was 
no  longer  an  option  a  century  later.

This  is  the  only  1815/2  half  dollar  in  the  Logan  Collection,  froti 
single  variety  mintage  of  47, 150  coins.  This  is  the  single  lowest  mil 
age,  by  far,  in  the  entire  Capped  Bust  half  dollar  series.  The  next  lo 
est  mintage  was  the  estimated  750,500  of  1807.  None  of  these  co 
were  actually  delivered  by  the  coiner  to  the  Mint  treasurer  in  18! 
with  the  single  delivery  recorded  on  January  10,  1816.  Producti 
was  limited  by  the  amount  of  silver  bullion  deposited  with  the  M 
during  the  year.  Only  quarter  dollars,  half  dollars,  and  half  eag 
were  actually  produced  with  the  1815  date,  the  latter  an  extreme  r 
ity  with  just  over  635  coins  actually  minted.  In  1815,  the  entire  pi 
duction  of  coinage  was  limited  to  these  half  eagles  and  69,232  qu; 
ter  dollars.  Robert  Patterson,  in  the  Mint  Report  for  1815  wro 
“The  high  price  of  gold  and  silver  bullion  for  some  time  past  in  t 
current  paper  money  of  the  country  has  prevented,  and,  as  long 
this  shall  continue  to  be  the  case,  must  necessarily  prevent,  depos 
of  these  metals  being  made  for  coinage  to  any  considerable  amoun 
The  following  year,  1816,  was  the  only  year  not  represented  amo 
half  dollars  of  the  Capped  Bust  design.  According  to  Walter  Bre 
and  others,  a  fire  at  the  Mint  in  January  1816  prevented  further  coi 
age  of  precious  metals  due  to  destruction  of  the  rolling  and  mill! 
machinery.  Only  copper  cents  were  produced  during  the  year  frc 
pre-made  planchets  ordered  each  year  by  the  Mint. 

Both  obverse  and  reverse  have  light  clash  marks,  however,  there  is  no  evidence 
the  reverse  die  cracks  described  for  O-l 01  a.

This  is  an  extremely  at¬ 
tractive  example  of  this  popular  overdate  variety.  Both  obverse  and  re¬ 
verse  have  intermingled  iridescent  toning,  including  heather,  gold,  sea 
green,  and  lilac.  Traces  of  lustre  remain  beneath  the  toning,  especially 
toward  the  borders.  Although  by  no  means  a  rarity,  this  variety  is  ex¬ 
tremely  popular  with  those  chasing  the  Guide  Book  series  of  varieties. 

It  is  interesting  that  this  variety  does  not  carry  John  Reich’s  signa¬ 
ture  scalloped  star.  This  suggests  that  the  “overdate”  may  have  actu¬ 
ally  been  a  blundered  die  produced  after  Reich  left  the  Mints  service. 
Perhaps  the  engraver  grabbed  a  digit  3  punch  by  mistake,  intending 
to  use  a  digit  7  punch,  then  made  the  correction  to  the  die. 

The  coinage  for  this  year  totaled  1,215,567  half  dollars  consisting 
of  13  varieties  from  a  combination  of  1 1  obverse  and  10  reverse  dies. 
This  year  is  remarkable  for  the  two  different  overdate  varieties,  1817/ 
3  and  1817/4,  the  latter  an  extreme  rarity  with  less  than  10  examples 
known.  In  addition  to  this  overdate  rarity,  there  is  another  very  rare 
die  marriage.  0-104  is  one  of  just  15  Capped  Bust  half  dollars  to  gar¬ 
ner  a  Rarity-6  or  higher  rating.  This  is  a  very  scarce  year  to  locate  in 
higher  grades.  The  Logan  Collection  includes  18  coins  of  this  date. 
Ten  of  these  1 8  grade  Extremely  Fine  or  better. 

The  obverse  has  a  few  die  lumps,  along  with  prominent  clash  marks.  The  reverse 
also  has  similar  die  lumps  and  clash  marks.  The  reverse  has  a  light  die  crack  through 
ME  to  the  eagle’s  wing  and  claw,  continuing  to  the  branch  stem.  From  here,  this 
crack  becomes  lost  among  the  clash  marks. 

The  extremely  rare  1817/4  overdate,  0-102,  is  not  included  in  the  Logan  Collec¬ 
tion,  one  of  just  six  Capped  Bust  half  dollars  never  obtained.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  this  1817/4  half  dollar  is  the  only  1817  variety  with  a  scalloped  point  to  star  13. 
This  suggests  that  the  die  was  almost  certainly  made  in  1814.  In  later  years,  only  the 
1818/7  obverse  die  of  0-101  has  a  scalloped  point.

As  will  be  discovered  at  the  listing  for  those  four  coins, 
this  unusual  edge  error  is  among  the  most  significant  errors  ever  pro¬ 
duced  at  the  first  Mint. 

The  young  numismatist  is  encouraged  to  consider  the  Capped  Bust 
half  dollar  series.  In  general,  these  coins  remain  quite  affordable,  es¬ 
pecially  in  the  lower  and  middle  circulated  grades.  As  noted  earlier, 
they  were  produced  in  every  year  from  1 807  through  1 836  with  the 
single  exception  of  18-16.  There  is  considerable  variation,  and  a 
“complete”  collection  can  provide  a  lifetime  of  challenge.  There  can 
be  no  doubt  that  these  are  some  of  the  reasons  this  series  initially  at¬ 
tracted  Russ  Logan’s  attention,  with  encouragement  from  his  father.

This  is  quite  possible  the  single  most  significant  error  of  the  first  Mint.  Halt  of  the 
edge  lettering  reads  obverse  side  up,  the  other  half  reverse  side  up.  This  was  created 
through  simple  human  error  at  the  Mint,  with  a  workman  placing  one  of  the  two 
edge  dies  in  the  Castaing  machine  upside  down.  Although  there  is  other  evidence  of 
the  use  of  two  separate  edge  dies  in  the  Castaing  machine,  with  indications  of  the 
words  contained  on  each,  this  inverted  edge  variety  gives  us  specific  proof  of  the 
words  contained  on  each  of  the  two  edge  dies.  There  can  not  be  any  doubt.  Many 
other  errors  in  the  Logan  Collection  will  certainly  garner  a  higher  price  in  the  auc¬ 
tion  room,  however,  in  our  opinion  none  are  more  important.  With  four  examples 
of  this  edge  error  in  the  present  sale,  from  a  total  population  estimated  to  be  just  a 
dozen  or  so  coins,  this  is  an  extremely  important  offering  for  the  specialist.

This  “overdate”  variety,  historically  called  1822  over  1  is  now  in 
doubt.  Many,  including  this  cataloguer,  believe  the  “overdate”  is 
nothing  more  than  a  damaged  punch.  Dr.  Ivan  Leaman  referred  to 
the  damage  as  “debris."  This  seems  quite  a  fitting  term.  Much  infor¬ 
mation  regarding  this  variety  and  especially  the  date  may  be  found  in 
Bust  Half  Fever,  a  “buyer’s  guide”  to  the  series  by  Edgar  E.  Soudcrs 
and  one  of  our  favorite  books.  Although  containing  much  informa¬ 
tion  for  the  specialist,  this  is  an  important  reference  for  more  casual 
collectors  as  well,  however,  caution  is  advised.  After  reading  Mr. 
Souders’  tome,  you  may  find  that  you  have  contracted  the  fever. 

In  1822,  the  Mint  produced  1,559,573  half  dollars.  Today,  there 
are  15  die  marriages  known  from  14  obverse  dies  and  a  like  number 
of  reverse  dies.  There  is  only  one  rare  die  marriage  and  two  other 
scarce  varieties.  The  first  two  varieties  listed  in  Overton  have  tradi¬ 
tionally  been  called  overdates,  however,  it  is  now  thought  that  they 
are  not.  Most  likely,  the  feature  that  prompted  the  overdate  nomen¬ 
clature  was  simply  a  defective  punch,  much  like  that  found  on  the 
1802  quarter  eagles,  sometimes  also  called  overdates.  The  Logan 
Collection  includes  one  example  of  each  die  marriage.  Also  included 
is  a  uniface  copper  impression  from  an  obverse  die  not  otherwise 
used  for  coinage.  In  the  November  1974  issue  of  the  Numismatic 
Scrapbook,  Stewart  P.  Witham  provided  a  compelling  argument  that 
this  die  was  actually  produced  in  1822  and  not  at  a  later  date.  His 
argument,  however,  does  not  provide  any  indication  of  when  the  ob¬ 
verse  trial  piece  may  have  been  produced.

1  his  listing  indicates  at  least  five,  and  possibly  six  distinctly  differ¬ 
ent  examples  known  today.  Therefore,  the  statement  in  Adams- 
Woodin,  from  the  McCoy  catalogue,  about  three  being  restruck  be¬ 
fore  the  dies  were  destroyed,  is  clearly  not  accurate.  Of  course,  the 
fact  that  this  was  even  mentioned  in  the  McCoy  catalogue,  a  sale  that 
was  held  in  1864,  helps  provide  an  estimated  time  of  manufacture.

The  fields  are  fully  reflective  with 
the  exception  of  very  faint  frost  around  the  eagle  and  within  the  ver¬ 
tical  shield  stripes.  Very  light  silvery  gray  with  splashes  of  darker  ton¬ 
ing,  including  an  area  of  iridescence  by  TE  of  STATES  and  just  be¬ 
low.

Remnants  of  the  brockage  date  may  be 
seen  through  ES  OF  A.  Remember  that  the  date  is  incused  and  mir¬ 
rored,  reading  from  right  to  left,  and  is  upside  down  in  relation  to 
these  letters  with  the  base  of  the  date  closest  to  the  border.  Note  from 
this  orientation  that  incuse  stars  may  be  seen  in  both  directions 
through  the  legend,  with  stars  clearly  visible  outside  the  arrowheads. 
At  lower  reverse,  from  the  arrowheads  clockwise  to  N  of  UNITED, 
incuse  dentils  from  the  brockage  are  visible  outside  the  reverse  den¬ 
tils.  The  intermediate  strike  is  best  viewed  on  the  obverse  in  the  form 
of  doubled  stars  and  doubled  dentils.

He  used  calcu¬ 
lus  to  determine  the  magnitude  of  off-centering,  and  prepared  a  simple  chart  to  pro¬ 
vide  the  theoretical  percentage  off-center  of  any  coin,  based  on  two  simple  measure¬ 
ments.  In  the  course  of  his  article,  he  provided  all  of  the  necessary  details  for  describ¬ 
ing  an  off-center  coin,  including  the  magnitude,  direction,  flatness  (or  lack  thereof), 
doubling  of  strike,  and  edge  description.

This  is  an  extremely  rare  variety,  one  of  just  a  small  number  known. 
Just  eight  auction  appearances  have  been  recorded  by  Steve 
Herrman.  1  his  variety  was  unknown  to  A1  Overton  when  he  pub¬ 
lished  the  second  edition  in  1970  and  was  discovered  that  same  year 
by  Donald  Gunnet.  Today,  approximately  20  examples  are  known. 
With  very  few  exceptions,  actual  determination  of  the  number 
known  for  a  given  variety  is  very  difficult  as  more  examples  are  con¬ 
stantly  being  found.  Since  its  discovery  in  1970,  collectors  started 
searching  for  more  examples  of  this  variety.  Two  decades  later, 
Sheridan  Downey  published  an  article  in  Volume  5,  Issue  3  of  the 
Journal  and  provided  a  census  of  the  number  known  for  the  higher 
rarity  half  dollars.  At  that  time,  in  1990,  he  considered  this  the  tenth 
most  difficult  half  dollar  die  marriage  with  just  14  examples  known. 
Today,  about  20  are  known.  Ten  years  from  now,  we  cannot  predict 
how  many  new  examples  will  have  been  discovered,  but  the  rate  of 
discovery  seems  to  be  five  to  seven  coins  every  decade.  Perhaps  there 
will  be  25  examples  known  by  2012.  Of  course,  one  might  surmise 
that  in  the  next  10  years,  more  than  five  or  six  new  collectors  will  be 
competing  for  the  available  population.

This  is  the  end  of  an  era,  representing  the  final  year  of  production  at  the 
first  United  States  Mint.  The  new  building  was  nearing  completion  and 
occupancy,  with  production  of  coinage  commencing  in  January  1 833.

An  exceptional  choice  Proof  with 
very  deeply  mirrored  fields  and  lustrous  devices.  This  certainly  quali¬ 
fies  for  cameo  status.  When  you  first  look  at  this  coin,  there  is  abso¬ 
lutely  no  question  that  it  is  a  Proof.  It  would  be  wise  to  remember  the 
appearance  of  this  example,  as  in  theory  all  other  early  Proof  coins 
from  the  Mint  should  have  this  same  deeply  mirrored  finish.  Note 
that  the  mirrored  fields  concisely  meet  the  devices.  There  is  no  evi¬ 
dence  of  frost  near  these  devices.  The  spaced  between  vertical  shield 
stripes  are  similarly  mirrored.  A  few  very  light  hairlines  are  visible  in 
the  fields.  Both  obverse  and  reverse  are  mostly  brilliant  with  very 
faint  champagne  toning,  accented  by  lovely  peripheral  lilac,  gold, 
and  blue.  Very  sharply  struck  and  even  the  tops  of  50  C  are  stronger 
than  on  other  examples.  Liberty’s  profile  is  minutely  doubled  from 
chin  to  forecurl. 

The  presence*  or  absence  of  mirrored  finish  also  provides  clues 
about  the  topography  of  these  half  dollars.  1  he  letters  LIBER  I  5  and 
E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  are  incuse  on  the  raised  bands.  Given  that 
these  letters  do  not  have  a  mirrored  appearance,  we  can  assume  that 
although  raised  on  the  die,  they  were  still  not  in  the  same  plane  as  the 
fields. 

The  emission  sequence  proposed  by  Ivan  Leaman  and  Donald 
Gunnet  suggests  that  this  Proof-only  variety  was  struck  after  1 833 
0-108.  This  suggests  that  this  1832  variety  was  actually  produced 
early  in  1833  and  was  either  one  of  the  very  last  issues  of  the  first 
Mint  or  one  of  the  very  early  issues  of  the  second  Mint.  Coinage  op¬ 
erations  at  the  second  Mint  began  in  January  1833. 

Mis-attributed  in  the  Bareford  catalogue  as  Overton- 1 12,  which 
shares  the  same  obverse.  In  that  catalogue,  Stacks  described  this  as 
“Brilliant  Proof.  An  exquisite  gem  that  virtually  defies  description. 
Sharply  struck  with  the  head  and  eagle  fully  cameo-like.  Delicate  ol¬ 
ive  and  golden  toning.  Breen  lists  this  specimen  as  (3)  Harold 
Bareford.  Either  of  the  first  two  (Eliasbcrg  being  the  second  listing)

could  be  the  Parmelee  or  Winsor  specimens.”  As  Sheridan  Downey 
pointed  out,  Stack’s  mis-attributed  this  coin  in  their  catalogue,  even 
though  they  quoted  the  Breen  Proof  Encyclopedia  where  he  specifi¬ 
cally  stated  that  this  variety  is  not  listed  in  Overton.

Note:  Some  information  about  this  variety  discusses  the  possibility 
that  the  Parmelee  Collection  coin  was  probably  the  same  as  either  the 
Eliasberg  coin  or  the  Allenburger  coin.  The  concise  listing  in  the 
1890  catalogue  of  the  Parmelee  sale  simply  reads:  “Half  Dollar: 
sharp,  perfect  proof;  scarce.”  No  other  characteristics  are  provided, 
suggesting  that  this  could  also  have  been  the  Pittman  0-122  half 
dollar  offered  elsewhere  in  the  present  sale.

This  variety  has  long  been  considered  a  restrike,  however,  if  so,  it 
could  not  have  been  struck  any  later  than  1836.  The  edge  is  plain 
and  the  overall  appearance  is  entirely  unlike  any  other  Capped  Bust 
half  dollar.  There  is  no  doubt  this  was  struck  with  a  closed  collar  al¬ 
though  on  a  planchet  with  lettered  edge  originally  intended  as  a  regu¬ 
lar  circulation  strike  half  dollar.  When  subjected  to  the  high  pressure 
required  for  coinage,  the  closed  collar  flattened  the  edge  and  literally 
crushed  or  obliterated  the  edge,  thus  today’s  popular  name  for  these 
coins.  It  is  interesting  to  compare  this  example  with  the  1832  0-123 
Proof  offered  several  lots  earlier.  There  are  many  differences  that  sug¬ 
gest  two  completely  different  methods  of  manufacture. 

This  has  a  beaded  border  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.  The  reverse 
die  is  the  same  as  was  used  for  1836  Overton  106  while  the  obverse 
was  not  used  for  any  other  Bust  half  dollars.  The  same  is  true  of  the 
1834  and  1835  Crushed  Lettered  Edge  coins. 

Russ  Logan  was  keenly  interested  in  these  coins,  and  prepared  a  re¬ 
port  on  his  extensive  study  of  the  three  different  varieties,  published 
in  Volume  5,  Issue  3  of  the  Journal.  He  considered  all  the  technical 
aspects  of  this  coinage  along  with  provenance.  His  20-page  article 
about  these  coins  is  well  worth  rereading  today.  He  examined  physi¬ 
cal  properties,  striking  characteristics,  differences  in  dies,  open  and 
closed  collar  dies,  emission  order,  and  provenance.

I'his  is  the  final  year  of  the  Lettered  Edge  Capped  Bust  half  dollars 
and  the  highest  mintage  of  the  entire  series.  The  Mint  recorded 
6,546,200  coins  for  this  date.  This  coinage  includes  23  varieties  from 
18  obverse  and  20  reverse  dies.  Only  one  die  marriage  is  considered 
rare  with  one  other  scarce.  The  Logan  Collection  includes  28  coins. 

The  entire  series  of  Capped  Bust  half  dollars  from  1807  through 
1836  was  minted  to  the  total  of  82,341,124  coins  consisting  of  449 
die  marriages  produced  for  circulation.  In  addition,  four  others  were 
coined  only  in  Prool  format.  The  average  coinage  per  variety  was 
183,38  hall  dollars.  This  is  a  highly  collectible  variety  not  only  for 
date  and  major  variety  collectors,  but  for  specialists  as  well.  The  ma¬ 
jority  of  these  varieties  were  produced  by  hand,  with  numerous 
unique  characteristics.

With  the  extensive  die 
cracks  on  this  die  state,  we  wonder  how  it  would  have  been  possible  for  the  CLEs  to 
be  struck  at  any  later  date  than  1836.  Those  coins  are  clearly  from  an  earlier  reverse 
die  state  without  any  evidence  of  these  die  cracks,  thus  must  have  been  struck  before 
this  example.  Leaman  and  Gunnet  illustrated  that  the  0-106  die  marriage  was  the 
fourth  variety  struck  for  the  year,  based  on  their  study  of  edge  dies.  Die  state  evi¬ 
dence  specifically  suggests  the  CLE  coinage  could  not  have  been  struck  any  later 
than  1 836,  and  possibly  early  in  the  year. 

Is  it  possible  that  the  CLE’s  were  struck  early  in  1 836,  utilizing  any  extra  dies  avail¬ 
able  to  the  Mint  workmen  during  their  preliminary  trials  with  the  new  steam  press. 
Lettered  edge  planchcts  would  have  been  available.  Perhaps  this  reverse  die  was  just 
engraved  and  ready  for  use,  but  without  any  1836  dated  obverse  dies  available  that 


were  not  already  in  the  screw  press  for  regular  issue  coinage.  This  is  simply  specula¬ 
tion  but  somehow  it  seems  to  make  sense.

In-person  inspection  will  quickly  reveal  that  the  piece  is 
hiirlv  attractive  overall,  and  in  the  context  ol  1 860-D,  a  famous  rarity 
in  the  gold  dollar  series,  it  will  most  certainly  find  a  deserving  niche 
in  a  cabinet.

3050  1861  AU-55.  Remarkable  (but  inexpensive)  1861  gold  dollar.  This 
coin  is  not  going  to  excite  anyone  who  is  interested  in  “Set  Registry” 
quality.  Nor,  is  it  going  to  be  of  particular  interest  to  anyone  who 
likes  Mint  State  coins.  Nor  is  it  sharply  struck,  no  does  it  have  good 
aesthetic  appeal.  However,  when  we  laid  eyes  on  this  coin  we  were 
absolutely  fascinated  with  it  and,  accordingly  are  illustrating  it  “for  the 
record”  knowing  that  any  and  all  true  students  of  gold  dollars  would 
find  it  to  be  absolutely  fascinating. 

I  his  has  to  be  a  terminal  striking  from  a  very  worn  pair  of  dies,  a  coin 
which  somehow  escaped  the  Mint  (even  if  a  kindergartner  had  been  in 
charge  of  quality  control,  it  would  never  have  left).  The  obverse  and  re¬ 
verse  dies  were  used  beyond  their  normal  longevity,  have  extensive 
multiple  clash  marks  and,  on  the  obverse,  all  sorts  of  cracks  from  the 
border.  One  can  imagine  that  when  this  die  was  taken  from  the  press  it 
might  have  fallen  apart  in  pieces  onto  the  floor!  Moreover,  the  obverse 
die  is  buckled,  removing  most  of  the  detail  from  the  front  part  of  the 
feathers.  As  if  this  were  not  enough,  the  obverse  and  reverse  dies  are 
aligned  in  the  same  direction,  not  the  normal  180°  apart. 

What  is  this  coin  worth?  If  we  had  said  none  of  the  preceding  and  if 
it  were  simply  an  AU  piece,  perhaps  $200  or  so  might  be  in  order. 
However,  and  this  might  sound  incredibly  silly,  if  we  were  collecting 
gold  dollars  we  would  spend  double  that — just  because  we  have 
never  seen  another  gold  dollar  of  any  date  even  remotely  resembling 
it.  1  his  is  certainly  a  “story”  piece,  and  we  wanted  to  call  your  atten¬ 
tion  to  it. 

305 1  1862  MS-63.  A  few  light  hairlines  are  noted  on  bright  and  lustrous  deep 
orange-gold  surfaces.  One  of  the  relatively  few  Civil  War  dates  that  is 
readily  available,  although  not  always  as  nice  as  the  present  piece.

3052  1863  MS-64  (PCGS).  Sharply  struck  with  needle-sharp  detail  on 
both  sides.  Warm  yellow  gold  toning,  with  some  splashes  of  orange,  a 
few  tiny  flecks  here  and  there  are  scarcely  worthy  of  mention.  On  the 
cheek  are  some  lines,  but  we  would  venture  to  say  that  these  may 
have  been  in  the  original planchet  and  not  flattened  by  striking,  al¬ 


though  the  point  perhaps  is  moot,  as  they  are  there  and  can  be  see 
under  magnification.  All  told  this  is  a  beautiful,  handsome,  tho 
oughly  desirable  specimen  of  one  of  the  great  classics  in  the  gold  do 
lar  series — a  date  that  is  a  sleeper,  largely  unrecognized  by  the  hobb 

To  see  this  coin  in  person  is  to  love  it  from  an  aesthetic  viewpoin 
never  mind  that  it  is  rare.  However,  combine  that  with  a  few  hou 
spent  looking  through  old  auction  catalogues  and  this  becomes 
“gotta  have  it!”  coin  for  all  but  the  most  sluggish  of  connoisseurs. 

The  circulation  strike  mintage  amounted  to  6,200  pieces,  of  which  we  estima 
that  about  60  to  80  pieces  survive  in  worn  grades,  mostly  EF  and  AU,  and  on 
about  12  to  14  in  Mint  State.  For  quite  a  few  years  the  editor  (QDB)  and  a  researc 
associate  have  been  dutifully  compiling  large  amounts  of  data  from  about  5,000 1 
10,000  auction  catalogues,  price  lists,  and  other  offerings  dating  back  to  the  mi 
19th  century,  most  of  which  are  out  of  the  mainstream  and  contain  offerings  thi 
have  been  long  since  forgotten.  Sale  by  sale,  catalogue  by  catalogue,  it  has  becoir 
dramatically  evident  that  auctions  containing  glittering  Proof  1875  gold  dollars,  ( 
splendid  Proofs  of  other  dates,  or  Mint  State  examples  of  low-mintage  years,  moi 
likely  than  not  lack  a  Mint  State  1863  gold  dollar. 

As  to  the  true  unrecognized  status  of  the  1 863,  we  do  point  out  that  currently  th 
Guide  Rook  of  United  States  Coins  does  assign  a  value  of  $4,000  to  an  MS-60  186: 
which  handily  eclipses  the  value  given  any  other  Philadelphia  Mint  gold  dollar  i 
this  grade,  save  for  the  1875  (of  which  400  circulation  strikes  were  made).  Howeve 
in  terms  of  appearances,  more  1875  coins  have  crossed  the  auction  block. 

3053  1864  AU-50.  Essentially  brilliant  with  just  a  hint  of  gray.  Almost  a' 
of  the  original  mint  lustre  survives  in  the  fields.  A  classic  by  any  stan 
dard,  the  1864  gold  dollar  is  seldom  seen.  Unlike  the  situation  fo 
later  (post- 1878)  issues,  there  was  no  public  interest  in  hoarding  goli 
dollars  in  the  1860s.  The  typical  Philadelphia  Mint  coin  struck  afte 
December  1861  was  placed  into  Treasury  Department  storage,  kep 
there,  and  released  into  circulation  beginning  in  April  1876.  Non 
were  paid  out  at  face  value  during  the  1862-1875  years.  Coins  pu 
into  circulation  in  1876,  among  which  this  particular  1864  gold  dol 
lar  could  have  been  included,  soon  showed  signs  of  wear.  A  few  year 
later,  1878,  there  arose  a  popular  interest  in  speculating  in  gold  dol 
lars  (and  to  a  lesser  extent  $3  pieces),  and  from  1879  onward,  highe 
proportions  of  pieces  were  saved  in  relation  to  their  mintages  (whicl 
were  low  in  most  instances). 

The  circulation  strike  mintage  of  the  1864  gold  dollar  was  5,900  pieces.  Quin 
probably,  not  more  than  200  or  300  survive  today,  and  even  this  estimate  may  bi 
generous.  By  comparison,  the  1881  gold  dollar  has  a  circulation  strike  mintage  o 
7 ,620  pieces,  and  probably  a  couple  of  thousand  or  so  survive.

3054  1866  Proof-66  (PCGS).  A  splendid  piece  with  warm  yellow-orang1’ 
gold  toning.  “Orange  peel"  surface  as  typical  on  most  Proof  gold  0 
this  era.  Devices  and  letters  frosted.  On  the  reverse  two  tiny  mark* 
can  be  seen  under  magnification  below  the  center  two  digits  of  thi 
date,  perhaps  separating  this  from,  who  knows,  Proof-67?  1  he  over 
all  appeal  of  the  coin  is  outstanding  and  the  rarity  is  unquestioned- 
Regarding  the  latter,  just  30  Proofs  were  struck,  25  delivered  of 
January  15,  1868,  and  answering  the  demand.  A  further  five  'ufl- 
delivered  on  June  8,  but  whether  this  constitutes  the  end  of  prod‘K 
tion  is  not  known  to  us.  Today,  we  estimate  that  about  17  to  23 
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Proofs  are  known,  but  the  figure  can  never  be  ascertained  with  final¬ 
ity,  as  over  the  years  it  has  been  the  practice  to  offer  certain  prooflike 
Mint  State  coins  as  Proofs.  Ioday,  the  certification  services  are  more 
savvy,  but  years  ago  attributions  varied  widely. 

The  specialist  will  appreciate  that  the  present  piece  is  from  a  differ¬ 
ent  Proof  die  from  that  generally  described  in  the  literature,  conven¬ 
tional  wisdom  having  it  that  on  the  obverse  for  Proofs  of  this  year, 
the  vertical  element  of  the  leftmost  feather  in  the  headdress  plume  is 
mostly  polished  away  in  the  obverse  die,  leaving  Proof  field  in  this 
area,  such  die  being  used  also  to  strike  other  Proof  gold  dollars  1862- 
1873,  1875,  and  some  Proofs  of  1876.  Also,  that  particular  die  was 
employed  to  make  some  circulation  strikes  (not  Proofs)  of  1879,  and 
relapped,  but  now  with  polish  areas  also  on  headband,  to  make  cer¬ 
tain  circulation  strikes  of  gold  dollars  in  1888  and  1889.  To  the  pre¬ 
ceding  we  add  a  description  of  this  different  die,  noticing  that  the  first 
feather  of  the  plume  is  not  only  intact,  but  is  very  bold  and  frosty. 
Below  the  earlobe  is  a  little  “pool”  of  highly  polished  Proof  surface. 
Extending  from  the  center  of a  dentil  to  the  top  of  the  E  (UNITED)  is  a 
tiny  but  very  distinct  die  crack.  Perhaps  this  was  the  fatal  flaw  that 
ended  the  use  of  this  Proof  die,  or  perhaps  someone  else  reading  this 
description  will  be  able  to  find  another  use  of  it.  Under  high  magnifi¬ 
cation  the  C  (AMERICA)  is  lightly  repunched  at  the  bottom,  as  is 
the  left  stand  of  the  final  A.

3060  1884  Proof-66  (PCGS).  A  beautiful  specimen,  both  from  a  numeri¬ 
cal  grade  viewpoint  and  also  for  aesthetic  appeal.  Warm  yellow-or¬ 
ange  gold  surfaces,  “orange  peel”  texture.  A  handsome  example  of 
this  issue.  Although  1,006  were  reported  to  have  been  minted — an 
extraordinary  figure — it  is  probably  true  that  only  a  small  fraction 
went  to  numismatists,  or  else  how  can  we  explain  that  only  an  esti¬ 
mated  100  to  130  exist  today?  Indeed,  Dr.  George  W.  Massamore  in 
his  26th  Sale,  February  1885  when  such  pieces  were  still  almost 
warm  from  the  press,  called  the  issue  “rare.”  S.H.  and  Elenry 
Chapman,  in  their  sale  of  April  1886,  considered  the  1884  Proof 
gold  dollar  to  be  “scarce.”  Over  the  years  many  similar  accolades  have 
been  given  to  examples  appearing  on  the  market,  calling  into  ques¬ 
tion  the  mint  figure  mentioned. 

The  present  example  will  be  a  prize  in  the  collection  of  its  new 
owner.

1875  MS-64  (PCGS).  Brilliant  surfaces,  somewhat  mirrorlike,  but 
with  some  frost  also.  Circulation  strike  identifiable  per  conventional 
wisdom,  by  a  tiny  thorn  extending  into  the  field  from  below  Miss 
Liberty’s  chin. 

Only  400  circulation  strike  examples  were  made  of  the  1875  gold 
dollar,  far  and  away  the  smallest  mintage  in  the  entire  series.  Ioday 
and  for  the  past  century  or  more  this  has  been  a  classic  rarity,  a  vari¬ 
ety  that  has  been  high  on  the  want  list  of  just  about  everyone.  1  he 
present  coin  answers  the  call  for  a  specimen  in  high  grade,  acknowl¬ 
edged  rarity,  and  with  excellent  aesthetic  appeal. 


306 1  1885  MS-60.  Sharply  struck  and  very  lustrous.  A  coin  that  should  be 
examined  in  person  as,  really,  it  is  MS-62  or  finer,  but  the  rims  are 
quite  irregular,  from  the  minting  process,  and  are  a  bit  distracting.  Per¬ 
haps  if  this  piece  were  put  in  a  plastic  holder  the  distraction  would  be 
eliminated. 

That  said,  the  1885  is  a  low-mintage  variety,  and  the  present  piece 
is  choice  for  what  it  is,  and  an  attentive  bid  is  merited.

3063  1796  Breen-6114,  B-2.  Rarity-5.  Stars.  MS-63  (NGC).  This  is  an 
absolutely  gorgeous  Mint  State  example  and  a  major  rarity  as  such. 
Both  obverse  and  reverse  have  bright  yellow  gold  surfaces  with  light 
orange  toning  on  the  high  points  of  the  obverse.  The  fields  on  both 
sides  are  fully  prooflike.  A  few  very  minor  surface  marks  are  present. 
Adjustment  marks  are  visible  at  lower  right  obverse.  Most  important 
are  several  obverse  lint  marks,  as  struck.  Today,  these  will  serve  as  im¬ 
portant  pedigree  markers.  Notable  among  these  is  one  that  crosses 
Liberty’s  chin,  just  above  the  throat,  diagonally  from  the  right  ob¬ 
verse  field.  This  is  a  perfect  match  for  the  John  Whitney  Walter  Col¬ 


lection  coin,  Lot  1790  in  Stack’s  sale  of  that  collection.  This  coin  was 
catalogued  by  Stack’s  as  “Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  Possibly  the 
Second  Finest  Known.’’ 

1  his  1796  quarter  eagle  type,  with  obverse  stars,  is  much  rarer  than 
the  other  type  of  this  year,  the  no  stars  issue.  The  issue  is  a  major  rar¬ 
ity  in  Mint  State  condition,  with  just  a  handful  of  such  coins  known. 
Perhaps  only  one  or  two  finer  examples  are  known  today. 

The  obverse  is  very  lightly  cracked  through  all  stars  at  left  to  LIBE.

i  1802  Breen-6118,  B-2.  Rarity-6.  MS-61  (NGC).  This  is  an  ex¬ 
tremely  important  opportunity  for  the  specialist  to  acquire  this  rare 
die  marriage.  Highly  lustrous  bright  yellow  gold  surfaces  with  a  hint 
of  green.  A  few  very  light  abrasions  are  noted  on  either  side.  This  is 
clearly  the  rarest  of  three  known  die  varieties  for  the  year.  Quite  pos¬ 
sibly  the  finest  known  example  of  this  die  marriage.  Harry  W.  Bass, 
Jr.  was  only  able  to  locate  two  examples  of  this  variety  for  his  collec¬ 
tion,  one  EF  and  the  other  VF.  The  Smithsonian  Institution  has  an 
example  that  grades  VF.  Previous  to  the  appearance  of  this  example, 
the  finest  we  were  aware  of  graded  AU-58,  and  was  offered  in  our 
August  1999  Rarities  Sale  as  possibly  finest  known. 

This  is  the  same  reverse  die  used  for  the  extremely  rare  1804  13 
Stars  quarter  eagle,  along  with  two  different  die  varieties,  one  dated 
1802  and  the  other  1804. 

NGC  certified  as  an  1802/1  overdate,  however,  in  our  opinion  all  1802  quarter 
eagles  are  normal  date  varieties.

This  is  a  major  rarity  in  any  grade  with  only  about 
30  examples  known.  The  present  offering  is  only  the  second  oppor¬ 
tunity  we  have  had  to  handled  an  example  certified  MS-60  or  better. 

T  his  is  the  same  die  marriage  as  1805  quarter  eagles.  I  he  reverse 
die  was  used  for  all  quarter  eagles  from  1 805  through  1 807 ,  as  well  as 
selected  dime  varieties.  I  he  obverse  die  was  previously  used  in  1805, 
then  had  a  digit  6  punched  over  the  five.

The  reverse  die  was  used  for  all 
quarter  eagles  of  this  design  type  from  1830  through  1834,  and  is 
quickly  recognized  by  the  broad  recutting  of  the  letter  U  in 
UN-ITED.  Other  letters  of  the  legend  also  show  signs  of  recutting, 
especially  the  I  of  AMERICA. 

Perfect  obverse  and  reverse  dies  as  on  all  examples  seen.

Light  greenish  yellow  gold  with 
very  faint  hairlines.  Attractive  orange  toning  is  found  at  the  borders. 

3068  1834  Breen-6140.  Classic  Head.  No  Motto,  Large  or  Booby  Head. 
EF-45.  AM  widely  spaced,  a  common  variety.  Very  lightly  cleaned 
with  light  yellow  gold  surfaces.  A  small  rim  nick  is  noted  at  12:00  on 
the  reverse. 

3069  Pair  of  popular  quarter  eagle  issues:  ☆  1 834  Classic  Head.  Plain  4. 
VF-35  ☆  1852-0  VF-20.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

3070  1835  Breen-6141.  Net  AU-50;  sharpness  ot  AU-55,  prooflike, 
lightly  cleaned.  Lovely  greenish  gold  surfaces  with  considerable  cen¬ 
tral  weakness  as  usually  seen.  Broken  M  in  AMERICA  from  the  re¬ 
verse  die  introduced  in  1834.  A  scarce  variety. 

3071  1836  Breen-6142.  Head  of  1834.  EF-40  (PCGS).  Warm  yellow  gold 
with  trivial  surface  marks.  This  is  a  scarce  variety.

3072  1836  Breen-6143.  Head  of  1835.  AU-58.  A  lovely  example  with  lus¬ 
trous  light  yellow  gold  and  slight  central  weakness.  This  obverse  die, 
labeled  Head  of  1835,  is  shared  with  three  different  reverse  dies.  The 
bisecting  die  crack  on  the  obverse  is  diagnostic.  This  example,  how¬ 
ever,  is  not  from  the  usually  seen  reverse  die  with  this  obverse,  and 
the  variety  is  quite  scarce.  The  Harry  W.  Bass,  Jr.  Collection  con¬ 
tained  10  different  1836  quarter  eagles  with  the  Head  ol  1835  ob¬ 
verse.  Of  those  coins,  just  one  example  was  from  this  die  pair. 

Variety  H  per  our  listing 
in  the  October  1999  Bass  catalogue.  The  obverse  has  a  bisecting  die  crack  through 
star  6,  eventually  reaching  the  border  between  stars  12  and  13.  A  short  die  crack 
joins  star  10  to  the  border.  The  reverse  has  very  small  die  chips  between  A  and  T  ot 
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3073  1836  Breen-6143.  Head  of  1835.  AU-58.  Light  yellow  gold  with 
nearly  complete  lustre  and  very  few  abrasions.  A  highly  attractive  ex¬ 
ample.  This  is  the  common  die  variety  of  the  Head  of  1835  coinage, 
designated  variety  D  in  the  Bass  listings. 

Bisecting  die  crack  on  the  obverse,  from  star  6  to  the  border  between  stars  1 2  and 
13,  virtually  invisible  at  lower  right.  A  crack  joins  border  and  star  10,  and  this  is  ex¬ 
tremely  taint.  The  reverse  has  very  light  die  cracks  joining  the  tops  of  TA  and  the 
bases  ot  ATES.

This  is  a  scarce  issue  and  always  in  de¬ 
mand.  Pleasing  greenish  gold  with  pale  orange  toning.

3078  1840-C  MS-61  (NGC).  A  pleasing  specimen,  fairly  well  struck,  in 
light  yellow  gold.  Some  prooflike  surfaces  are  evident  when  the  coin 
is  held  at  an  angle.  A  specimen  which  combines  high  technical  grade 
with  nice  eye  appeal  and  with  rarity. 

The  mintage  of  the  1840-C  was  12,838,  from  which  we  surmise 
that  100  to  150  exist  today,  plus  perhaps  four  to  seven  Mint  State 
pieces  (hovering  around  the  MS-60  to  61  level,  as  here). 

T  his  particular  obverse  is  from  the  same  die  we  earlier  described  (for  the  first  time 
in  numismarits,  we  believe)  in  the  Bass  Collection,  Part  II,  Lot  326,  this  apparently 
being  common  to  all  specimens: 

Date  logotype  very  boldly  impressed  into  the  die,  positioned  slightly  high.  Re¬ 
verse  with  small  ( .  mintmark,  high  and  with  upper  left  serif  embedded  in  the  arrow 


feather.  Under  high  magnification  many  circular  raised  lathe  lines  are  seen  in  the  por 
trait  of  Miss  Liberty,  these  being  particularly  evident  among  the  letters  in  the  wor( 
LIBERTY  and  on  the  neck.  This  phenomenon  is  very  rare  in  American  coinage,  a| 
though  in  the  course  of  cataloguing  the  Coronet  Head  pieces  in  the  Bass  Collectior 
sale,  we  have  come  across  two  different  dies  with  it. 

“The  reader  is  referred  to  the  cataloguer’s  dissertation  relating  to  circular  lathi 
lines  as  given  beginning  on  page  64  of  A  Buyer's  and  Enthusiast’s  Guide  to  Flying  Eagl 
and  Indian  Cents,  where  an  1864  Indian  cent  with  circular  lathe  lines  is  illustrated 
Thus  far,  relatively  few  coins  in  American  numismatics  have  been  identified  witl 
such  features,  although  in  today’s  era  of  research  and  enlightenment  we  would  notbi 
surprised  to  see  others  found.” 

In  addition  to  the  preceding,  which  makes  this  and  its  cousins  particularly  inter 
esting,  the  1 840-C  is  the  first  year  of  issue  of  the  Coronet  Head  design  in  the  quarte 
eagle  series  and,  as  such,  is  an  ideal  way  to  commence  a  cabinet  with  this  specialty.

The  reverse  die  is  oriented  about  160°  from  the  obverse,  rather  than  the  usuai

fairly  attractive  coin  overall,  despite  its  having  been  cleaned  many 
years  ago.  Worthy  of  close  inspection.

An  attractive  example, 
lustrous  and  choice  for  an  1844-D.  Somewhat  lightly  struck  at  the 
centers,  this  being  standard. 

In  the  context  of  Dahlonega  Mint  quarter  eagles,  the  1844-D  is,  ol 
course,  scarce.  1  here  are  probably  150  to  200  known  in  grades  such 
as  VF  or  EF,  from  a  mintage  of  17,332.  However,  there  are  also  20  to 
35  Mint  State  pieces  known.  In  his  1986  study,  The  Quarter  Eaglet’ 
Paul  Taglione  commented:  “Some  years  ago  M.B.  Simons  related  to 
me  that  he  had  seen  a  small  cache  of  Uncirculated  1844-Ds  and  I 
And  this  quite  plausible  given  the  fact  that  at  least  14  to  15  Mint 
State  examples  of  this  issue  are  known  to  me.  .  .” 

I  he  presently  offered  piece  is  quite  pristine  inasmuch  as  it  has  not 
been  cleaned,  is  “fresh”  and  bright,  and  is  nice  in  all  other  respects, 
the  striking  characteristics  being  normal  for  1844-D  and  simply®* 
result  of  the  dies  being  spaced  too  far  apart.  This  is  a  thoroughly 
handsome,  very  desirable  piece  that  will  be  highly  appreciated  by  tts 
new  owner. 

1  he  date  logotype  is  deeply  punched  into  the  working  die,  and  is  too  far t0 
left,  with  the  top  upper  left  of  the  1  cutting  into  the  neck  truncation.  On  the  re'*1* 
the  D  mintmark  tilts  to  the  left,  and  within  the  central  space  can  be  seen  pan  of®* 
arrow  feather. 
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1845-0  Net  VF-35;  sharpness  of  EE-45,  cleaned  and  rim  marks.  An 
area  of  burnish  can  be  seen  in  front  of  the  nose.  An  affordable  ex¬ 
ample  of  this  scarce  issue. 

The  mintage  for  the  1845-0  quarter  eagle  was  4,000,  of  which  we  estimate  that 
about  80  to  1 50  survive  today.  Years  ago  this  was  considered  to  be  a  great  rarity, 
mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  they  were  not  listed  as  having  been  minted  in  the  Mint 
Report.  However,  later  research  by  R.W.  Julian  revealed  that,  indeed,  1845-0  quarter 
eagles  had  been  minted  but  were  not  delivered  until  January  22,  1 846,  two  days  be¬ 
fore  the  1846-0  dies  arrived.  Thus,  the  entire  mintage  was  included  in  the  1846-0 
mintage  figure.

Light  yellow  gold,  highly  prooflike,  and 
quite  attractive  in  all  respects.  The  fields  are  especially  plane — 
level — and  show  die  finish  marks.  The  striking  on  the  obverse  is  su¬ 
perb,  far  above  average.  On  the  reverse  there  is  some  lightness  on  the 
eagle  details  below  the  shield.  All  told  the  combination  is  such  that 
this  is  one  of  the  nicest  1 848-C  quarter  eagles  we  have  ever  seen. 

Although  16,788  were  struck  we  believe  that  fewer  than  200  exist 
today,  mostly  VF  and  EF,  plus  perhaps  two  to  five  Mint  State,  with 
grading,  as  always,  being  subject  to  interpretation.  By  any  evaluation 
the  present  1  848-C  is  especially  notable. 

Date  logotype  boldly  impressed  into  the  die,  slightly  high,  with  the  first  figure 
overlapping  the  neck  outline.

A  truly  remarkable  1848-D  a  coin  which  is  rare 
enough  in  Mint  State  but  with  such  high  aesthetic  appeal  an  even 
more  desirable  piece. 

Of  the  13,771  1848-D  quarter  eagles  struck,  probably  200  to  300 
survive  in  grades  such  as  EF  or  even  AU.  However,  at  the  Mint  State 
level,  the  panorama  changes  dramatically,  and  we  can  account  for 
only  12  to  18  pieces.  The  present  example  is  one  of  these. 

Four-digit  date  logotype  punched  very  deeply  in  the  die,  far  left,  and  with  the  top 
of  the  first  digit  piercing  the  neck  truncation.  Reverse  with  D  mintmark  high,  the 
interior  showing  the  arrow  feather.

A  few  marks  here  and 
there,  notably  near  the  neck  truncation  and  on  the  reverse  below 
STATES,  which  no  doubt  were  taken  into  consideration  by  PCGS 
when  the  coin  was  graded.  The  1851-D  is  quite  elusive  in  any  grade, 
and  at  the  AU  level  it  is  particularly  so. 

The  obverse  is  from  an  early  state  of  the  die  with  raised  finish  lines  prominent  to 
the  left  of  the  date  and  a  few  other  places.  The  logotype  is  deeply  punched  into  the 
die,  and  at  the  left  the  leftmost  serif  of  the  1  barely  grazes  a  dentil,  while  the  top  of 
the  same  dentil  pierces  the  neck.  On  the  reverse  the  D  mintmark  is  high  and  within 
its  opening  can  be  seen  part  of  the  arrow  feather.

Light  yellow  gold,  the  characteristic  color 
for  1852-C.  Nicely  struck  from  the  same  reverse  die  also  used  to 
make  1854-C  and  1855-C  quarter  eagles,  this  coming  from  the  re¬ 
search  of  Dr.  John  W.  McCloskey,  cited  by  David  W.  Akers,  Pittman 
11:1774  (however,  that  comment  mentions  that  the  C  does  not  touch 
the  fraction  bar). 

Our  estimate  is  that  of  the  9,772  coins  struck  of  this  variety,  about 
70  to  110  survive  in  worn  grades,  VF  being  typical,  EF  being  scarcer, 
and  AU  being  scarcer  yet.  Perhaps  two  to  five  merit  the  Mint  State 
designation,  but  data  are  quite  inconsistent  as  are  grading  interpreta¬ 
tions  and  who  knows?  In  his  1988  Encyclopedia  Walter  Breen  notes, 
“most  Uncs  are  from  a  hoard  of  five  discovered  in  May  1986.”  How¬ 
ever,  we  have  no  information  concerning  such  hoard  (and  would 
welcome  receiving  the  same). 

From  the  earliest  years  of  collector  interest  in  branch  mint  gold,  the 
1  852-C ,  has  been  recognized  as  a  significant  scarcity.  If  the  successful 
buyer  is  interested,  please  contact  the  editor  (QDB)  for  a  printout  of 
selected  historical  listings.

Isn’t  it  re¬ 
markable  that  in  today’s  numismatic  market  a  coin  like  this  can  be 
purchased  for,  say,  a  couple  hundred  dollars?  We  think  so. 

The  date  logotype  is  too  low,  and  the  left  side  of  the  1  impinges  on  the  dentils.  The 
logotype  was  “rocked,”  with  the  result  that  the  top  and  in  particular  the  bottom  ol 
the  figures  are  in  higher  relief  than  the  area  through  their  centers.  A  nice  coin  for  the 
specialist  and,  as  noted,  will  no  doubt  sell  for  what  is  a  very  reasonable  price.

I  he  1855-C  is  a  key  date  in  any  and  all  grades,  and  is  geiu-r**v 
considered  to  be  the  second  rarest  of  all  Charlotte  Mint  qliarte 
eagles  (the  1  843-C  Small  Date  takes  the  prize  for  the  absolute  rartj 
bin  this  is  a  variety  rather  than  a  stand  alone  date  or  mintmark.  rrflB’ 
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ably  only  60  to  80  pieces  are  known  today,  mostly  in  VF  to  AU,  plus 
perhaps  two  to  four  Mint  State  coins.  The  present  piece  is  a  lovely 
ALL  as  noted,  and  must  rank  as  one  of  the  finest  to  come  on  the  mar¬ 
ket  in  our  generation.

1855-D  AU-55  (PCGS).  A  beautiful  specimen,  bright  orange-yellow 
with  some  iridescence  on  the  obverse.  An  outstanding  example  of 
what  is  generally  considered  to  be  the  rarest  of  all  Dahlonega  Mint 
gold  coins — including  all  of  the  denominations! 

The  mintage  amounted  to  a  paltry  1,123  pieces,  of  which  perhaps 
only  30  to  50  exist  today.  Thus,  in  any  grade  an  1855-D  would  be 
remarkable.  At  the  AU  level  the  present  specimen  is  exceptionally  so. 
Moreover,  the  striking,  while  not  needle  sharp  (it  never  is),  is  quite 
good  at  the  centers  and  the  stars  are  well  struck  up. 

There  is  a  planchet  lamination  and  some  marks  near  star  10,  and  an  interesting  die 
crack  connecting  the  same  star  with  the  border.  In  addition  another  crack  is  seen 
from  the  rim  to  near  star  6.  Some  die  finish  lines  are  seen  along  the  border,  particu¬ 
larly  at  the  lower  right  of  the  obverse.  On  the  reverse  the  D  is  high  and  shows  part  of 
the  arrow  feather  within  the  opening.

I  he  1 857-D  combines  the  enticing  aspect  of  a  very  low  circulation 
strike  mintage,  just  2,364  coins,  with  present  day  rarity.  Perhaps  80 
to  1 10  circulated  examples  exist,  remarkably  many  of  them  being 
AU,  as  here!  The  reason  for  this  is  unknown,  but  may  be  due  to  such 
pieces  being  hoarded  on  the  eve  of  the  Civil  War.  Even  though  this 
particular  piece  has  a  few  dozen  coins  keeping  it  company  in  the 
same  grade,  on  its  own  it  is  beautiful  to  behold  and  certainly  worth 
owning.  Indeed,  it  almost  reaches  out  and  says  “Buy  me!” 

Obverse  with  small  date  logotype  this  year,  fairly  well  centered  on  the  die.  Delicate 
crack  through  base  of  date  numerals.  Reverse  with  D  mintmark  high,  arrow  feather 
in  the  interior.

3102  1859-D  AU-58  (PCGS).  Warm  yellow-orange  gold.  A  coin  that  is  in 
a  technical  high  grade  but,  beyond  that,  has  excellent  aesthetic  appeal. 
In  fact,  this  has  to  be  one  of  the  nicest  1859-D  quarter  eagles  we  have 
ever  seen. 

From  the  original  mintage  of  2,244  pieces — a  small  amount  by  any 
evaluation — probably  90  to  130  survive  in  various  grades,  mostly  EF 
and  AU  (as  here),  plus  very  few  in  low  Mint  State. 

One  of  the  challenges  of  forming  a  collection  of  Dahlonega  gold  is 
to  find  coins  that  have  a  desirable  numerical  grade,  but  beyond  that 
point,  to  acquire  pieces  that  are  pleasing  to  the  eye.  The  emissions 
from  this  particular  mint,  and  also  from  the  Charlotte  Mint,  often 
tend  to  be  rather  “pasty”  or  “pallid”  in  appearance,  or  otherwise  un¬ 
satisfactory,  no  matter  what  their  numerical  grade  might  be.  All 
things  considered,  the  present  piece  is  truly  remarkable. 


3103  1859-S  EF-45.  Light  yellow  gold.  Decently  struck,  as  most  San 
Francisco  Mint  quarter  eagles  are.  A  nice  example,  currently  with  a 
relatively  low  market  price,  of  an  issue  which  is  scarce  in  any  condi¬ 
tion. 

The  present  piece  is  interesting  to  examine  under  magnification,  as  most  coins 
from  this  era  are.  The  date  logotype  this  year — on  all  quarter  eagles  from  all  mints — 
is  small,  a  size  enabling  it  to  fit  comfortably  between  the  neck  truncation  and  the 
dentils.  However,  in  the  present  instance  the  date  is  too  far  to  the  left,  and  the  lower 
left  serif  of  the  first  digit  is  fairly  close  to  the  dentils.  On  the  reverse  the  S  mintmark 
is  punched  very  deeply  into  the  die  and  is  heavy  and  completely  filled.

A  sharply  struck  specimen  in 
warm  yellow  gold.  Excellent  detail  on  the  obverse,  above  average  de¬ 
tail  on  the  reverse.  Somewhat  prooflike  in  restricted  areas,  especially 
among  the  shield  stripes.  This  particular  quarter  eagle  is  fairly  scarce 
in  Mint  State  to  begin  with,  but  with  the  Type  I  reverse  it  is  especially 
so.  In  fact,  as  recently  as  1978,  Walter  Breen  was  not  sure  that  1860- 
dated  quarter  eagles  with  the  Type  I  reverse  were  known,  comment¬ 
ing  that  these  “possibly  exist.”  The  Type  I  reverse  is  quickly  identified 
by  having  the  arrowheads  spaced  closely  together,  with  the  top  two 
touching.  The  number  of  gold  specialists  collecting  by  reverse  hub 
varieties  is  not  very  large,  which  is  probably  all  for  the  best  as  the 
coins  are  so  rare  that  if  the  audience  were  of  a  greater  quantity,  such  a 
coin  as  this  would  be  priced  at  many  tens  of  thousands  of  dollars. 

The  obverse  has  the  date  logotype  high  in  the  field,  closer  to  the  neck  of  Miss  Lib¬ 
erty  than  to  the  dentils.  The  reverse  is  the  Type  I  as  noted,  and  is  a  rarity  as  such.

3105  1862/1  MS-62  (PCGS).  Brilliant,  lustrous,  Mint  State.  Very  sharply 
struck.  An  outstanding  example  of  a  fairly  rare  issue  in  any  grade,  but 
in  this  grade  tied  for  the  finest  certified.  Although  this  is  traditionally 
called  an  1862/1  and  is  well  known  as  such,  there  is  the  distinct  pos¬ 
sibility  that  it  may  be  an  1862  over  inverted  date.  On  this  particular 
obverse  die,  traces  of  roughness  resembling  part  of  the  upright  of  a  1 
are  seen  under  the  2  of  the  date.  However,  there  is  no  trace  of  a  serif 
at  the  upper  left  of  the  digit,  nor  does  the  upright  seem  to  be  slightly 
bulged  at  its  left  (it  should  be  slightly  bulged  if  it  is  over  1861).  The 
die  may  have  been  first  punched  with  the  1862  date  inverted  (this 
would  account  for  the  lack  of  a  bulge  on  the  left  side  of  the 
undertype),  nearly  completely  erased  from  the  die,  then 
overpunched  with  a  1 862  in  the  correct  position.  From  evidence  on 
hand  at  this  point,  the  writer  sees  no  reason  at  all  to  call  this  1862/1. 
It  may  be  over  an  inverted  date,  or  the  final  underdigit  may  be  a  stray 
mark.  No  matter,  as  noted  the  coin  is  an  integral  part  of  the  quarter 
eagle  series,  is  widely  listed  and  widely  desired.  This  piece  will  delight 
the  advanced  numismatist.

A  verv 
attractive  example  of  this  issue. 

The  quarter  eagle  specialist  will  realize  that  the  present  piece  is  ex¬ 
emplary,  extraordinary,  and  everything  else  numismatically  nice.  Al¬ 
though  the  mintage  was  1 0,800  pieces,  it  is  our  belief  that  only  55  to 
80  survive  today  with  VF  being  the  norm,  although  occasionally  an 
EF  specimen  is  encountered  and  even  more  occasionally,  as  here,  one 
that  commands  the  AU  designation. 

The  formation  of  a  collection  of  San  Francisco  Mint  Liberty  Head 
quarter  eagles  can  be  a  great  challenge  on  its  own,  with  the  1854-S 
being  the  roadblock,  but  still  available  as  over  10  pieces  exist.  Beyond 
that,  most  are  scarce  to  rare,  but  the  market  has  looked  the  other  way, 
and  the  beauty  part  is  that  a  coin  such  as  this  lovely  1 863-S  is  valued 
at  much  less  than  it  probably  should  be!

3107  1865  AU-58  (PCGS).  First  of  all,  a  few  words  concerning  this  pat' 
ticular  specimen.  I  his  is  a  circulation  strike,  and  not  a  Proof,  with 
satiny  surfaces  somewhat  lightly  toned,  with  splashes  of  iridescence. 
I  he  striking  is  needle  sharp,  and  the  overall  personality  of  the  coin  is 
excellent. 

Regarding  circulation  strikes  of  this  year,  although  1,520  were 
minted,  nearly  all  have  disappeared.  We  estimate  that  only  12  to  18 
exist  in  circulated  grades,  and  to  this  can  be  added  one  or  two  in 
Mint  State,  for  a  total  of  no  more  than  20,  and  possibly  as  lew  as  a 
dozen  or  so.  The  reason  is  that  numismatists  desiring  this  date  ob¬ 
tained  Proofs  in  that  year,  and  circulation  strikes  from  the  Philadel¬ 
phia  Mint  were  not  released  into  circulation  and  tended  to  bee* 
ported  or  otherwise  lost. 

I  he  quarter  eagle  specialist  will  recognize  this  as  being  one  of  tnc 
great  opportunities  among  Liberty  Head  gold  coins  in  the  prc.w|!l 
sale — quite  a  statement  as  there  are  many  wonderful  possibilities.

3  1866  MS-62  (NGC).  First  of  all,  a  discussion  of  the  rarity  of  this 
coin  in  Mint  State:  The  circulation  strike  mintage  was  just  3,080 
pieces,  and  at  the  time  the  few  numismatists  collecting  such  gold 
coins  opted  to  buy  Proofs.  Of  the  Proofs,  highly  desirable,  of  course, 
in  their  own  right,  30  were  struck,  and  we  believe  that  about  10  to  12 
exist  today.  Regarding  the  circulation  strikes,  nearly  all  of  them  dis¬ 
appeared  and  today  we  estimate  that  just  25  to  40  survive  in  worn 
grades  such  as  VF  and  EF  and  only  three  to  five  in  Mint  State!  Thus, 
here  indeed  is  a  find  for  the  specialist,  a  coin  which  has  very  few 
equals  anywhere. 

Now  to  the  coin  itself:  The  specimen  is  very  well  struck  with  excellent 
detail  on  the  head,  stars,  and  elsewhere.  Contact  marks  are  seen  here  and 
there,  particularly  on  the  obverse,  and  define  the  MS-62  grade  (rather 
than  some  higher  designation).  The  piece  is  frosty  and  lustrous.  On  the 
dentils  at  the  left  there  is  a  tiny  bit  of  green  verdigris  which  no  doubt 
could  be  easily  removed  with  an  inert  solvent  and  which  perhaps  should 
have  been  done  before  the  coin  was  encapsulated. 

As  a  condition  rarity,  combined  with  a  basic  rare  date,  this  1 866  has 
much  to  offer.  We  commend  it  strongly  to  your  consideration. 

The  date  logotype  is  punched  deeply  into  the  die  and  is  ever  so  slightly  closer  to  the 
neck  truncation  (as  determined  by  the  first  digit  of  the  date)  and  to  the  dentils.  The 
second  6  is  slightly  larger  than  the  first,  not  due  to  an  error,  but  due  to  the  logotype 
making  process  (the  details  of  which  are  beyond  the  scope  of  this  auction  presenta¬ 
tion).  Suffice  it  to  say  that  all  quarter  eagle  dies  of  the  1866  year  share  this  feature.

f  1 869  EF-45.  Another  numismatic  rarity  for  sure — a  quarter  eagle  of 
which  just  4,320  circulation  strikes  were  minted,  the  vast  majority  of 
which  have  long  since  disappeared.  This  specimen  is  struck  in  light 
yellow  gold  and  possesses  some  lustre  in  protected  areas.  A  hand¬ 
some,  thoroughly  desirable  piece. 

The  date  logotype  is  fairly  large  this  year,  and  somewhat  unusual  in  its  creation, 
with  the  left  serifs,  top  and  bottom,  far  too  long,  and  with  the  lower  right  o(  the  9 
somewhat  “lumpy.”  This  logotype  was  used  on  all  quarter  eagle  dies.

Likely  an  im¬ 
paired  Proof.  Actually  a  splendid  specimen  (really),  with  mirror  sur¬ 
face  in  protected  areas,  fairly  decently  struck,  and  of  attractive  overall 
appearance.  The  problem  is  that  it  has  been  lightly  cleaned  or 
brushed,  this  being  evident  as  the  surfaces  were  mirrorlike  at  one 
time,  thus  making  the  brushing  more  evident.  Had  the  surfaces  been 
frosty  they  would  scarcely  be  noted.  Here  is  a  coin  for  which  we  sug¬ 
gest  in-person  examination.  Just  30  Proofs  plus  only  3,000  circula¬ 
tion  strikes  were  minted,  making  the  1872  quarter  eagle  a  significant 
rarity  in  any  and  all  grades.

There  are  impaired  Proofs  which  might  resemble  the  present  coin, 
but  this  one  is  definitely  a  circulation  strike  and  therefore,  in  Mint 
State  it  is  even  rarer  than  a  Proof.

On  the  obverse  the  date  1881  is  low,  with  the  left  tip  of  the  first  digit  over  the  cen¬ 
ter  of  a  dentil  and  about  twice  as  close  to  it  as  the  top  is  to  the  neck  of  Miss  Liberty. 

Over  the  years  quite  a  few  collectors  have  enjoyed  putting  together  date  sets  of 
quarter  eagles,  sometimes  starting  at  1 880,  for  from  this  point  onward  in  the  Liberty 
Head  series  there  are  no  mintmarks,  and  a  display  consists  of  an  unbroken  string  of 
Philadelphia  Mint  pieces.  Of  these,  the  1881  is  the  key.

This  sale  contains  a  large  array  of  gold  coins  that  were  taken  out  of  circulation  gen¬ 
erations  ago  and  held  by  an  Eastern  family  until  consigned  to  us.  Although  specific 
details  are  lacking,  it  is  believed  that  the  holding  was  gathered  by  a  dealer  who  had 
wide  contacts  with  banks,  jewelers,  and  others  who  encountered  gold  $1,  $2.50,  and 
$3  pieces  in  an  era  in  which  they  were  becoming  scarce  on  the  American  scene.  In¬ 
cluded  was  the  1881  quarter  eagle  rarity  offered  here.  For  every  coin  there  is  a  mar¬ 
ket,  and  when  properly  described  (as  we  believe  we  have  done),  the  result  is  a  piece 
that  is  desirable  in  its  own  right,  to  illustrate  a  date  that  might  otherwise  be  finan¬ 
cially  out  of  reach.

For  many  years  the  1854-D  $3  has  been  a  classic  in  the  series,  rep¬ 
resenting  as  it  does  the  only  Dahlonega  Mint  issue  of  this  denomina¬ 
tion.  Just  1,120  were  struck,  virtually  all  of  which  were  put  into  cir¬ 
culation,  as  there  was  absolutely  no  numismatic  interest  in  saving 
them.  Today  perhaps  80  to  1 00  exist. 

The  dentils  on  authentic  1854-D  $3  pieces  are  nearly  always 
mushy,  and  hair  details  on  the  obverse  are  softly  defined  at  the  cen¬ 
ters.  The  appearance  of  the  1854-D  is  very  distinctive,  and  the  spe¬ 
cialist  can  always  tell  that  this  is  a  1854-D  by  simply  looking  at  the 
obverse  (which  does  not  reveal  either  the  date  or  the  mintmark). 

On  the  reverse  the  D  mintmark  is  fairly  deeply  punched  into  the 
die,  as  is  the  date  logotype.  The  reeding  on  the  edge  is  nearly  always 
flat,  especially  at  the  12:00  position  (relative  to  the  obverse),  al¬ 
though  as  this  coin  is  in  a  “slab,”  this  feature  cannot  be  seen. 

It  is  an  interesting  exercise  to  “collect”  auction  appearances  and  see  how  conven¬ 
tional  wisdom  has  changed  over  the  years.  A  long  time  ago  it  was  generally  believed 
that  the  1854-D  $3  existed  in  VF  and  EF  grade  at  best,  or  at  least  from  the  stand¬ 
point  of  availability.  This  is  reflected  by  the  description  under  Lot  933  of  New  Neth¬ 
erlands  Coin  Company’s  51st  sale,  June  1958:  “This  weak  and  flatly  struck  coin  has 
surfaces  and  descriptions  justifying  a  grade  of  Fine  or  better.  .  .  Of  the  1,120  pieces 
originally  issued,  only  a  few  have  survived.  This  is  only  the  second  we  have  handled 
since  1952;  the  other  being  the  Eliasberg  duplicate,  sharper  but  looped.  .  .  Of  great 
importance  as  a  rare  type  coin,  being  the  only  Georgia  $3  spit  out.  One  of  the  better 
ones  available.  We  have  searched  in  vain  for  evidence  of  a  specimen  above  VF.” 

Similar  to  the  case  of  William  Randolph  Hearst’s  long-sought  reliquary,  examples 
in  higher  grades  appeared  on  the  market  later  in  order  to  satisfy  the  demand,  some  of 
these  due  no  doubt  to  “gradeflation,”  or  changing  interpretations.  Today,  what 
might  be  called  an  AU  would  have  been  called  an  EF  in  some  instances  earlier,  and 
what  would  be  called  a  VF  today  might  have  been  called  a  Fine. 

No  matter,  Walter  Breen  was  myopic  and  consulted  only  a  limited  number  of  cata¬ 
logues  before  coming  to  his  widely  quoted  global  comments.  If  he  had  checked  Tho¬ 
mas  L.  Elder’s  sale  of  the  Joseph  Barnet  Collection,  December  1910  he  would  have 
encountered  one  “nearly  Uncirculated.”  Or,  for  that  matter,  he  could  have  seen 
Elder’s  sale  of  the  Woodin  Collection:  “Uncirculated,  the  best  one  that  has  come  to 
my  hands.”  If  this  did  not  suffice,  Wayte  Raymond’s  sale  of  the  Malcolm  N.  Jackson 
Collection  (May  1913)  yielded  a  piece  called  "Extremely  Fine,  only  the  slightest  traces 
of  circulation,  ’while  Wayte  Raymond  had  available  on  a  fixed  price  basis  in  March 
1915  a  coin  called  “About  Uncirculated,  the  finest  and  sharpest  specimen  we  have 
seen.”  Shifting  vendors,  we  look  at  B.  Max  Mehls  sale  of  the  Dr.  Wilharm  Collec¬ 
tion,  February  1921,  “1854-D  Practically  Uncirculated  with  mint  lustre.”  Returning 
to  Elder  we  find  with  the  Kimball  Collection,  Part  II  (February  1922),  1854 
Dahlonega  Mint.  Uncirculated.  Very  rare.  We  could  cite  many  more  pieces  that  ap¬ 
peared  in  sales  and  were  described  as  better  than  F,F,  apparently  completely  un¬ 
known  to  Walter  Breen.  However,  cataloguing  time  is  valuable,  as  is  space,  and  we 
will  proceed  to  the  next  lot!

This  is  the  last  readily  available  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  coin  of  this  denomination,  the  later  1870-S  being  unique.

The  1873  Close  3  is  the  third  rarest  Philadelphia  Mint  coin  of  this  denomination, 
I  after  the  Proof-only  1875  and  1876.  The  exact  order  of  striking  of  the  varieties  of 
^  this  year  (Close  3  and  Open  3)  is  not  known,  and  has  been  the  subject  of  some  com- 
f  mentary  in  recent  years,  including  in  depth  in  our  own  catalogues.  Mint  records  are 
|  silent  on  circulation  strikes  being  minted,  an  error  or  omission  (as  was  so  often  the 
I  case  in  Mint  documentation).  However,  de  facto,  probably  a  few  hundred  were 
|  struck,  as  they  survive  today — a  situation  somewhat  similar  to  the  1870-S  silver  dol- 
j  lar  (likewise  not  officially  in  the  Mint  records).

1874  Proof-65  (PCGS).  Attractive  cameo  Proof  with  frosty  yellow 
gold  devices  surrounded  by  reflective  deep  yellow  fields.  A  few  very 
minor  hairlines  are  noted,  along  with  a  small  patch  of  very  fine 
planchet  granularity.  Although  1874-dated  circulation  strikes  are 
among  the  most  common  of  this  denomination,  Proofs  are  an  en¬ 
tirely  different  story.  Just  20  such  coins  were  struck  with  10  to  14 
surviving  today.  Numerous  “Proofs”  have  appeared  in  past  auction 
sales,  however,  it  is  probable  that  many  of  these  were  actually 
prooflike  circulation  strikes. 

In  the  lineup  of  Proof  $3  coins,  the  1874  ranks  very  high — an 
American  numismatic  classic  offered  only  when  great  specialized  col¬ 
lections  come  to  market.  As  a  matter  of  interest,  significantly  more  of 
the  famous  1875  Proofs  have  appeared  in  sales  over  the  years,  and  exist 
I  today,  than  do  Proofs  dated  1 874!  Long  existing  in  the  shadow  of  the 
1 875,  and  with  its  limelight  taken  away  somewhat  by  the  availability  of 
.circulation  strikes,  the  Proof  has  been  an  orphan.  Today,  an  enlight¬ 
ened  generation  of  buyers  recognize  exactly  how  rare  the  Proof  1874 
$3  is.  This,  in  combination  with  the  elegant  quality  of  the  present  coin, 
yields  a  piece  that  is  one  of  the  most  important  in  the  present  offering. 

Die  notes:  On  the  obverse  the  top  of  the  first  A  (STAI  ES)  is  filled  in.  1  he  top  of 
the  first  A  (AMERICA),  about  a  third  of  the  top  of  the  R,  and  some  slight  part  of  the 
second  A  are  filled  in.  First  left  feather  in  headdress  with  polished  background,  iso¬ 
lating  just  the  veins,  a  situation  somewhat  reminiscent  of  contemporary  Proof  dol¬ 
lars.  Initials  JBL  on  truncation  about  40%  visible  at  their  tops.  Some  tiny  evidence 
of  die  rust  in  field  past  second  A  (AMERICA),  visible  only  under  high  magnifica¬ 
tion.  Slight  die  polishing  at  front  of  neck,  particularly  at  the  point  it  joins  the  jaw.  A 
few  raised  dots  are  seen  on  the  neck,  as  are  some  disconnected  diagonal  die  lines 
mainly  opposite  the  front  of  the  second  curl. 

Reverse  from  highly  polished  Proof  die.  Interior  of  left  ribbon  bow  completely 
filled  in  and  bottom  of  right  interior  filled  in,  quite  unusual  for  any  Proof  in  the  se¬ 
ries.  Date  logotype  about  centered  between  DOLLARS  and  highest  point  of  ribbon 
bow,  with  highest  point  of  ribbon  directly  below  lower  left  sen!  of  4.

Notes  on  the  $4  Gold  Stella 

Four-dollar  gold  pieces,  or  Stellas,  so-called  from  the  five-pointed  star  on  the  reverse, 
are  patterns,  not  regular  coins.  Stellas  were  produced  in  1879  at  the  suggestion  of  Hon. 
John  A.  Kasson,  U.S.  minister  to  Austria,  who  felt  that  a  coin  of  this  value  would  have 
been  used  by  foreign  travelers,  as  it  could  be  readily  exchanged  for  gold  coins  of  ap¬ 
proximately  equivalent  value  in  France,  Germany,  and  other  European  countries.  In¬ 
dicative  of  its  intended  international  nature,  the  obverse  legend  of  the  $4  piece  ex¬ 
pressed  its  metallic  content  in  the  metric  system  as  follows:  6G,  ,3S,  .7C,  7  GRAMS. 

As  chance  would  have  it,  the  1879  Stella  was  born  in  an  era  in  which  Mint  officials 
had  a  lively  business  in  the  making  of  restrikes,  limited-edition  patterns,  and  other 


numismatic  delicacies.  Thus,  while  1879  $4  coins  of. the  Flowing  Hair  design,  by 
Chief  Engraver  Charles  E.  Barber,  were  made  for  their  intended  purpose — to  illustrate 
the  concept  of  a  new  denomination — other  varieties  were  struck  to  create  rarities. 

Two  obverse  designs  were  produced,  the  regular  Flowing  Hair  type  by  Charles  E 
Barber  and  the  Coiled  Hair  type  by  Assistant  Engraver  George  T.  Morgan.  The  last 
was  never  made  available  openly  to  numismatists,  congressmen,  or  anyone  else.  In¬ 
stead,  they  were  filtered  out  of  the  Mint  over  a  period  of  time,  by  privileged  officials 

On  the  reverse  of  both  the  Flowing  Hair  and  Coiled  Hair  designs,  the  motto  DEO 
EST  GLORIA,  or  “God  is  Glorious,”  was  used.  This  was  a  departure  from  the  stan¬ 
dard  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  motto  seen  on  $5,  $10,  and  $20  gold  coins  of  the  era. 

The  Flowing  Hair  $4  by  Charles  E.  Barber  was  a  close  copy  of  a  pattern  $5  made 
by  his  father,  the  late  Chief  Engraver  William  Barber,  in  1878.  The  Coiled  Hair 
motif  by  Assistant  Engraver  Morgan  seems  to  have  been  made  only  as  a  numismatic 
delicacy.  Probably,  there  was  no  consideration  of  its  being  the  favored  pattern  for  dis¬ 
tribution  to  congressmen  in  1879,  as  the  design  by  the  chief  engraver  would  have 
taken  precedence  over  any  motif  by  his  assistant. 

Distribution  of  the  1879  Flowing  Hair  $4 

It  is  likely  that  of  the  regular  1879  Flowing  Hair  $4  coins,  425  were  originally 
struck,  some  in  late  1879  and  others  in  early  1880,  but  from  the  1879-dated  dies. 

At  the  outset,  15  sets  (some  later  writers  give  25  as  the  number)  of  metric  coinage 
were  made  for  the  Coinage  Committee  in  the  House  of  Representatives. 

Very  soon,  demand  arose  for  additional  examples,  and  the  Mint  had  a  much  larger 
quantity  of  approximately  400  struck  from  the  same  dies  in  1 880  (cf.  R.W.  Julian,  in 
“The  Stella:  Its  History  and  Mystery,”  The  Numismatist ,  November  1987.  Julian 
noted  that  all  1879-dated  Flowing  Hair  Stellas  were  actually  minted  in  1880,  thus 
the  notation  of  “original”  and  “restrike”  is  not  relevant).  So  far  as  can  be  determined, 
this  400  figure  is  a  guess — thus  forming  an  insecure  foundation  for  any  true  mintage 
figure. 

Congressmen  were  allowed  to  purchase  sets  of  the  three  coins  at  the  Mint’s  cost  of 
$6.10  per  set.  It  is  likely  that  most  if  not  all  of  the  dollar  coins  in  these  restrike  sets 
were  not  made  in  goloid  or  metric  composition,  but  in  the  standard  90%  silver  alloy 
used  to  make  contemporary  circulating  silver  denominations.  The  $4  gold  Stellas,  of 
the  Flowing  Hair  type,  were  intended  to  be  of  the  gold,  silver,  and  copper  alloy 
stated  in  the  inscription. 

How  many  sets  went  to  Congressmen  and  how  many  went  into  numismatic  chan¬ 
nels  at  the  time  is  not  known,  but  as  quite  a  few  of  the  pattern  silver  dollars  as  well  as 
the  1879  gold  Stellas  show  mishandling  and  wear,  it  is  likely  that  most  went  to  poli¬ 
ticians. 

Later,  more  were  struck  for  collectors,  generating  a  production  estimated  at  up¬ 
ward  of  700  coins,  but  fewer  than  1,000.

It  is  generally  thought  that  the 
Wide  Date  coins  were  struck  first,  however,  it  is  possible  that 
those  with  blundered  reverse  were  the  first  coined. 

The  obverse  has  extensive  die  rust  near  the  date  and  lower  curls,  while  , 
reverse  has  a  small  patch  of  rust  adjacent  to  F  in  OF.  A  die  crack  connects 
der  to  drapery  through  left  edge  of  digit  9.

In  1989  at  the  Coinage  of  the  Americas  Conference  on  gold  coin¬ 
age,  conducted  by  the  American  Numismatic  Society,  John  W. 
McCloskey  presented  a  paper  on  the  varieties  of  Classic  Head  half 
eagles.  Another  researcher,  the  late  Harry  Bass,  had  studied  the  vari¬ 
eties  of  this  series  independently.  Each  of  these  two  scholars  had  indi¬ 
vidually  discovered  eight  different  varieties  of  the  half  eagle  coinage 
dated  1836.  Each  believed  that  this  list  of  eight  varieties  was  com¬ 
plete,  based  on  extensive  examination  of  physical  coins  and  careful 
study  of  auction  catalogues. 

John  McCloskey  reported  a  ninth  variety  for  this  year  in  the  John 
Reich  Journal  issue  of  July  1997.  Interestingly,  both  obverse  and  reverse 
dies  were  previously  unknown,  with  each  die  identifiable  with  one  eas¬ 
ily  visible  characteristic,  as  described  below.  In  his  article,  McCloskey 
commented:  “Last  summer  I  discovered  an  important  new  variety  for 
the  1836  half  eagle  that  I  believe  is  the  most  significant  discovery  that  1 
have  made  since  I  found  the  1829  Curled  Base  2  dime  in  1973.” 

The  obverse  die  is  instantly  and  easily  recognized  by  examination  of  the  date.  The 
digit  8  is  of  the  fancy  or  script  style,  while  all  other  known  varieties  of  1836  half 
eagles  have  the  block  style  8  in  the  date.  This  is  extremely  important  as  this  consti¬ 
tutes  a  major  variation  that  should  be  listed  in  the  Guide  Book.  The  reverse  has  a  re¬ 
cut  U  in  UNITED,  with  the  upper  left  serif  of  the  original  letter  clearly  and  easily 
visible  between  the  final  position  and  the  olive  leal  further  left. 

The  discovery  coin  recorded  by  John  McCloskey  has  a  prominent  die  crack  in  the 
left  obverse  field,  from  star  2  to  star  5,  curving  just  past  Liberty’s  face.

A  handsome  ex¬ 
ample  of  the  first  year  of  the  Liberty  Head  motif  in  the  half  eagle  se¬ 
ries  and,  accordingly,  the  first  Dahlonega  Mint  issue  of  the  design. 
Moreover,  and  not  generally  known,  this  is  the  last  year  in  the  half 
eagle  series  in  which  date  numerals  were  punched  into  the  die  indi¬ 
vidually  rather  than  with  a  four-digit  logotype. 

The  mintage  of  the  1839-D  was  fairly  generous,  amounting  to  18,939  pieces. 
However,  there  was  no  incentive  for  anyone  to  collect  them,  not  even  the  Mint 
Cabinet  saved  examples,  and  virtually  all  drifted  into  circulation,  where  they  in 
time  became  exported,  melted,  lost,  strayed,  damaged,  or  whatever.  The  net  result 
is  that  today  in  2002  we  doubt  if  more  than  110  to  130  survive  in  various  circu¬ 
lated  grades,  VF  and  F.F  being  typical,  and  perhaps  a  handful  in  MS-60.  With  re¬ 
gard  to  what  constitutes  Mint  State  and  what  constitutes  AU,  one  could  argue  all 
day  long — we  point  to  a  particular  specimen  that  PCGS  graded  as  AU-58  in  our 
sale  of  the  Harry  W.  Bass,  Jr.,  Collection,  which  had  been  called  Mint  State  by 
another  expert  earlier  and,  conversely,  quite  a  few  other  coins  that  were  once  called 
AU  but  are  now  labeled  as  Mint  State.  Without  going  into  details — as  the  subject 
is  well  enough  known — grading  is  an  art  and  not  a  science,  and  opinions  do  differ. 
However,  among  Dahlonega  Mint  gold  whether  something  is  high-grade  AU  (as 
we  call  this  particularly  lovely  1839-D)  or  low  level  Mint  State,  may  not  be  as  im¬ 
portant  as  considering  other  factors  such  as  sharpness,  eye  appeal,  and  combining 
them  into  one  whole  coin.

A  gorgeous  example,  one  of  the  finest 
seen,  of  the  1843-C.  A  half  eagle  which  is  scarce  in  any  event — we 
believe  that  just  95  to  125  are  known  in  worn  grades — and  which 
emerges  as  a  major  rarity  in  Mint  State.  In  the  latter  category  our 
educated  guess  is  that  six  to  nine  have  been  accounted  for,  some 
which  might  as  well  be  called  high  level  AU  or  whatever,  but  cer¬ 
tainly  not  significantly  into  the  Mint  State  category  as  here. 

The  Charlotte  Mint  specialist  will  want  to  bid  very  liberally,  it  is 
that  nice.

Today  with  all  the  ink  given  to  “condition  rarity,”  some  people  forget  that  time- 
honored  cabinets  of  United  States  gold  coins  were  apt  to  have  Fine,  VF,  and  EF  ex¬ 
amples  among  the  early  Liberty  Head  issues — this  including  the  majority  of  the  fa¬ 
mous  “name”  holdings.  All  one  needs  to  do  is  check  a  few  old-time  auction  cata¬ 
logues  for  verification.

Of  the  41,000  examples  struck  of  1845-0  perhaps  125  to  175  exist 
today  in  circulated  grades,  plus  an  estimated  three  to  five  in  Mint 
State.  Although  such  pieces  were  relatively  available  in  their  time,  few 
were  added  to  cabinets  until  the  late  1920s,  by  which  time  nearly  all 
had  worn  down  to,  say,  VF  or  EF,  leaving  relatively  few  higher  grade 
pieces.  Today,  the  present  piece  is  a  rarity. 

Date  logotype  similar  to  that  on  all  half  eagles  of  1 845,  but  carelessly  made.  The  1 
is  too  high  and  the  5  is  too  low,  and  the  18  is  repunched  to  boot!  On  the  present  coin 
the  date  is  fairly  well  positioned  between  the  neck  and  dentils  (as  measured  from  the 
first  digit),  slightly  closer  to  the  neck.

The  1846-C  half  eagle  is  elusive  in  any  and  all  grades,  with  just  80 
to  100  estimated  as  surviving  from  a  mintage  of  12,995,  most  of 
which  are  in  VF  or  EF  grades,  very  occasionally  AU,  plus  just  a  few 
Mint  State  pieces  (most  notably  the  Eliasberg  Collection  coin).  As  to 
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the  ranking  ot  this  particular  piece,  who  knows?  Grading  interpreta¬ 
tions,  crossovers,  “high  end"  and  “low  end"  interpretations,  and  the 
like,  contribute  to  a  constant  juggling  of  which  coin  is  better  than 
another,  especially  since  they  all  cannot  be  viewed  at  the  same  time  in 
the  same  place  (but  if  they  wanted  to,  the  certification  services  could 
create  a  computer  “fingerprint  of  each  coin  reviewed,  identify  it 
when  it  comes  in  again,  and  in  time  build  a  good  database). 

Whatever  opinions  may  be,  certainly  this  is  a  handsome  1846-C, 
one  of  the  nicest  we  have  offered  in  recent  times. 

Date  logotype  has  been  called  the  Large  Date  style  by  some,  obviously  misleading, 
best  called  medium  date,  or  whatever.  This  particular  logotype  was  used  on  some 
Philadelphia  Mint  half  eagles  and  all  made  in  Charlotte,  Dahlonega,  and  New  Or¬ 
leans.  The  6  on  the  present  piece  is  attached  to  the  crossarm  of  the  4,  due  to  deep 
punching  of  the  logotype  in  the  die;  the  top  of  the  6  is  squat  and  the  ball  touches  the 
curve.  The  digits  1 8  are  the  most  widely  spaced,  84  two  to  three  times  closer  and,  as 
noted,  46  touching.  The  present  logotype  is  fairly  well  centered  between  the  neck 
truncation  and  the  dentils.

It  may  be  a  pleasant  exercise  to  take  out  a  copy  of  the  Guide  Book  or  the  “Coin 
Market”  feature  of  Numismatic  News,  or  the  “Trends”  feature  in  Coin  World,  and  see 
how  many  different  Liberty  Head  half  eagles  can  be  purchased  in  decent  numismatic 
grades,  VF  and  EF,  for  under  $1 ,000  for  significant  scarcities  and  rarities,  and  for  far 
less  for  issues  that  are  not  particularly  rare.  Indeed,  the  majority  of  a  set  beckons  at 
such  prices!

I  rare,  and  to  our  somewhat  practiced  eye  (believing  we  have  handled 


as  many  gold  rarities  as  just  about  anyone),  a  fantastic,  remarkable 
piece.  Although  11,100  1855-0  half  eagles  were  struck,  virtually  all 
went  into  circulation,  and  today  only  50  to  80  are  estimated  to  exist, 
in  worn  grades,  VF  and  EF  being  the  norm,  with  AU  being  the  re¬ 
mote  exception.  Concerning  Mint  State,  as  here,  the  general  rule  for 
<?«j/New  Orleans  Mint  half  eagle  of  this  era  is  that  such  pieces  that  do 
exist  are  apt  to  be  in  and  around  the  MS-60  level.  Much  has  been 
said  as  to  how  to  differentiate  high  level  AU  and  low  level  Mint  State, 
and  for  the  present  piece  we  offer  the  opinion  that  low  level  Mint 
State,  as  certified,  is  appropriate.  Moreover,  the  piece  is  lovely  in  all 
aspects,  somewhat  prooflike,  and  is  in  rich  yellow-orange  gold,  yield¬ 
ing  an  excellent  aesthetic  appeal. 

On  the  obverse  the  date  logotype  is  somewhat  low.  Both  5s  are  italic  or  slanting,  as 
always  on  the  half  eagle.  On  the  reverse  the  prooflike  surface  is  particularly  evident, 
and  within  the  shield  it  resembles  almost  a  full  Proof  striking.  The  second  vertical 
stripe  set  in  the  shield  has  an  open  area  near  the  top  and  will  serve  to  differentiate  the 
die.  The  O  mintmark  is  high,  fairly  round  on  the  outside  (elliptical  in  the  interior) 
and  more  or  less  centered  below  the  arrow  feather.

Indeed,  in  the  entire  annals  ot  American  numismatics,  few  equiva¬ 
lent  coins  have  ever  come  to  light.  Another  find  for  the  numismatist, 
who  may  want  to  hearken  to  the  words  written  by  David  W.  Akers 
years  ago,  and  still  relevant  today:  “One  of  the  really  great  rarities  of 
the  hall  eagle  series.”

The  1865-S  is  important  in  any  and  all 
grades,  and  a  VF  piece  would  be  worthy  of  special  notice.  Although 
27,612  were  struck,  we  estimate  that  fewer  than  100  survive  today  in 
all  grades,  VF  being  the  norm,  and  only  a  handful  in  Mint  State. 

In  1988  Walter  Breen  commented  “unknown  above  EF.”  Often,  Breen’s  state¬ 
ments  can  have  as  many  holes  as  a  piece  of  cheesecloth,  but  in  the  present  instance  he 
was  quite  on  target.  Indeed,  a  survey  of  cabinets  dating  back  to  the  early  part  of  the 
20th  century  reveals  that  the  1865-S  is  one  coin  that  is  often  found  in  grades  from 
Fair  (such  as  the  Kuntz  Collection  by  Henry  Chapman,  December  1908)  to  VG,  to 
Fine.  There  really  aren’t  many  in  even  VF  grades. 

In  recent  times,  since  Walter  Breen  wrote  his  Encyclopedia  (1988),  some  have  been 
graded  higher,  with  AU  examples  appearing  now  and  again.  Just  a  handful  of  pieces 
are  nicer  than  this  (among  which  is  the  memorable  piece  we  sold  from  the  S.S. 
Brother  Jonathan).  However,  by  any  standard  this  piece  is  truly  remarkable.

Only  one  or  two  can  be  calkc 
Mint  State. 

During  the  1850s  and  1860s  there  was  no  numismatic  interest  in  collecting  Sat 
Francisco  gold  coins.  Not  even  the  Mint  Cabinet  preserved  examples.  There  were  nc 
guides  listing  what  mintmarks  were  or  were  not  available,  and  what  their  rarit) 
might  be.  Instead,  numismatists  collected  simply  by  date,  not  noting  whether  theK 
was  a  mintmark  on  the  reverse  side. 

In  1 893  when  Augustus  G.  Heaton  wrote  his  Treatise  on  Mint  Marks,  he  was  no< 
aware  of  even  a  single  collector  at  that  time  who  saved  branch  mint  coins  above  the 
$3  denomination.  It  is  no  wonder  that  today  in  2002,  pieces  in  Mint  State  are  lin' 
known  for  certain  San  Francisco  issues,  and  even  AU  pieces  are  apt  to  be  rare,  <h,s 
being  generally  true  for  all  half  eagles  until  the  1880s.

A  lovely  specimen,  just  as  beautiful  and 
desirable  as  it  was  when  we  sold  it  two  and  a  half  years  ago  as  part  of 
the  Bass  sale,  there  described  as  follows: 

“Light  yellow  gold  with  a  hint  of  pinkish  rose  toning.  A  few  surface 
marks  are  consistent  with  the  grade.  Iypical  strike  for  the  issue.  Al¬ 
though  16,980  coins  were  minted,  there  are  no  known  Mint  State 
survivors  with  only  a  handful  of  AU  coins.  I  he  present  example  is 
one  of  the  finest  known  lor  the  issue,  certainly  within  the  top  1  0.  In 
the  past  decade,  this  is  only  the  fourth  ALJ  grade  example  to  appear 
for  public  auction  competition.

A  lovely  specimen  which  saw  a 
year  or  two  or  three  of  circulation,  but  which  still  retains  lustre,  par¬ 
ticularly  on  the  reverse. 

Although  7,416  pieces  were  struck,  very  few  have  survived  in  Mint 
State.  We  estimate  that  45  to  65  could  still  be  traced  with  some  dili¬ 
gent  looking,  some  permanently  impounded  in  collections  or  else 
there  for  a  long  time.  VF  is  about  typical,  EF  somewhat  less  typical, 
but  in  any  event  extremely  rare  no  matter  what  preservation. 

The  1873-CC  is  generally  considered  to  be  the  second  rarest  of  the 
Carson  City  half  eagles,  this  reflected  by  our  own  surveys  and  also  by 
Douglas  Winter,  the  latter  noting:  “There  are  only  a  handful  of  Lib¬ 
erty  Head  half  eagles  that  can  compare  to  the  1873-CC  in  terms  of 
overall  rarity  and,  in  particular,  rarity  in  high  grades...”  Further, 
from  the  same  author,  “The  quality  of  strike  is  among  the  poorest  for 
any  Carson  City  half  eagle.  Virtually  all  known  examples  are  very  flat 
at  the  top  of  the  hair  and  on  the  bun  of  Liberty,”  etc.

A  pleasing  cameo  contrast  is 
present.  An  important  rarity,  one  of  only  20  Proofs  of  the  date 
struck.  As  Walter  Breen  noted  in  his  Encyclopedia ,  “Not  over  10  sur¬ 
vive.  Of  the  surviving  specimens  from  that  low  mintage,  it  is  hard  to 
imagine  one  that  is  finer  overall  than  the  present  coin. 

Again  here  is  a  fantastic  gem,  a  marvelous  piece  combining  both 
aesthetic  quality,  high  numerical  listing,  and  rarity.  What  more  can 
be  asked? 

Over  a  long  span  of  years,  going  back  to  the  19th  century,  only  a 
few  collections  have  ever  displayed  a  Proof  1 874  half  eagle.  We  have 
always  believed  that  bidders  should  strive  for  value,  and  in  instances 
in  which  many  coins  are  available  on  the  market,  one  can  afford  to 
pick  and  choose — possibly  waiting  until  “the  price  is  right.”  How¬ 
ever,  lor  the  present  piece  we  encourage  aggressive  bidding,  all  stops 
out,  no  holds  barred.  It  is  better  to  pay  a  record  price  today  and  own 
the  coin  tomorrow  morning,  than  to  be  without  it  for  the  rest  of  your 
life.  Besides,  time  and  again,  todays  record  price  is  tomorrow’s  bar¬ 
gain.  Over  the  years  a  fine  collection  of  rare  coins,  carefully  gathered 
and  held  for  a  significant  period,  has  proven  for  many  people  to  be 
one  of  the  finest  investments  imaginable — just  witness  the  price  per¬ 
formance  of  such  great  collections  as  the  Norweb,  Garrett,  and  Bass 
cabinets  (this  piece  tracing  its  pedigree  to  the  last  named  source) — 
this  being  but  a  short  list.

In  all  grades  the  1874-CC  is  a  rarity,  with  perhaps  80  to  125  surviving  from 
mintage  of  21,198.  Of  these  perhaps  two  or  three  merit  the  Mint  State  designatio: 
Typical  of  other  Carson  City  gold  issues,  little  attention  was  paid  to  them  until  go 
coins  were  withdrawn  from  circulation  in  the  early  1930s,  after  which  interest  ii 
creased,  accelerating  greatly  during  the  1940s  and  going  into  truly  high  gear  in  d 
1950s.  A  large  panorama  of  offerings  is  characterized  primarily  by  pieces  called  V 
or  EF.  The  Thomas  G.  Melish  collection,  sold  by  Abe  Kosoff  in  Indianapolis  i 
March  1956  (we  recall  being  in  the  audience),  offered  two  examples,  one  describe 
as  having  a  break  from  beak  to  wing,’  this  being  the  aforementioned  die  clash.  At 
other  piece  was  noted  as  having  “additional  cracks  on  obverse,  first  star  to  riir 
(which  the  presently  offered  coin  does  not  have).  The  offering  of  a  VF  piece  by  Ne’ 
Netherlands  Coin  Company  (60th  Sale,  December  1968)  is  described:  “This  is  th 
moderately  late  die  state  with  the  reverse  clash  mark  from  beak  to  wing.”

This  is  a  lovely  example  of  one  of  the  well  known  rarities  in  the  se¬ 
ries — just  4,000  were  struck,  a  red  flag  as  to  availability,  with  the  ex¬ 
pected  result:  just  25  to  40  are  believed  to  exist  today,  all  but  one  or 
two  being  in  worn  grades,  typically  VF  or  even  lower.  An  Extremely 
Fine  example  is  worthy  of  special  note,  and  at  the  AU  level,  such 
pieces  are  sufficiently  elusive  that  this  offering  can  be  called  a  special 
event.

Excellent  detail  on  obverse  and  re¬ 
verse.  Mint  State  1 876  half  eagles  are  few  and  far  between,  as  the  cir¬ 
culation  strike  mintage  of  1,432  would  suggest.  At  the  time  any  nu¬ 
mismatist  desiring  an  example  of  this  date  was  likely  to  order  a  Proof, 
Mint  State  pieces  being  virtually  impossible  to  find  even  in  the  year 
they  were  struck  (for  such  pieces  were  not  put  into  circulation  but 
were  made  only  on  special  order  by  depositors). 

The  half  eagle  specialist  will  recognize  the  importance  of  this  mag¬ 
nificent  coin,  a  true  classic,  one  of  the  highlights  in  the  present  sale. 

The  date  logotype  is  punched  very  deeply  into  the  die  and  is  closer  to  the  dentils 
than  to  the  neck.  The  spacing  of  the  letters  is  very  close,  with  87  being  slightly  closer 
than  1 8  or  76.  Deep  inside  the  ear  of  Miss  Liberty  is  a  little  “puddle”  of  Proof  sur¬ 
face,  from  die  polishing.

After  the  advent  of  the  Indian  Head  half  eagle  in  1908  the  response  from  numis¬ 
matists  was  an  unstifled  yawn,  and  there  was  virtually  no  interest  in  saving  Mint 
State  coins  as  they  were  issued.  In  fact,  few  people  kept  track  of  what  dates  and 
mintmarks  were  actually  made.  No  one  cared. 

Many  years  later,  beginning  in  the  1940s,  widespread  interest  in  collecting  Indian 
Head  half  eagles  by  date  and  mint  arose  among  collectors,  but  at  that  time  not  a 
great  deal  of  emphasis  was  placed  on  grade.  Almost  any  EF  or  AU  would  fill  the  bill. 
Years  later,  in  the  1970s,  attention  began  to  be  paid  in  a  significant  way  to  quality, 
and  David  W.  Akers,  ourselves,  and  others  realized  that  certain  varieties  that  were 
easily  enough  obtainable  in  EF  and  AU  were  almost  impossible  to  find  in  choice 
Mint  State. 

Today  in  2002,  with  a  widespread  demand  for  quality  coins,  the  true  rarity  of 
pieces  such  as  a  Mint  State  1914-S  half  eagle  is  appreciated.  Then  comes  the  chal¬ 
lenge  of  finding  one,  which  for  some  lucky  bidder  will  end  here.

However,  there  seen 
to  have  been  very  little  call  for  these  pieces  in  commerce,  and  it 
likely  that  only  a  couple  thousand  or  so,  maybe  no  more  than  1,00 
were  ever  released.  Today  the  extant  population  is  only  in  the  hur 
dreds  of  coins,  although  those  that  do  survive  are  apt  to  be  Mir 
State.  At  the  MS-65  level,  as  here,  rhe  1929  is  especially  desirable.

Pale  orange  toning 
on  the  high  points  of  the  devices  adds  to  the  eye  appeal  of  this  desir¬ 
able  example.  We  believe  that  this  was  the  very  first  die  marriage  pro¬ 
duced  for  this  denomination.

I  his  is  an  extremely  popular  variety,  and  the  present  offering  af¬ 
fords  the  specialist  an  opportunity  to  acquire  an  example.  Walter 
Breen  considered  this  to  be  a  major  rarity,  suggesting  that  only  about 
18  to  20  examples  survive  today.  We  now  believe  the  true  number 
surviving  is  more  in  the  order  of  100  to  120  coins,  however,  would 
not  be  surprised  if  it  were  a  little  less.

How  many  Mint  State  1849  eagles  exist?  This  is  a  question  that  perhaps  admits  of 
no  answer,  as  it  is  impossible  to  say  how  many  coins  have  been  resubmitted.  1  he  cer¬ 
tification  services  have  listed  dozens  in  Mint  State,  however  a  reality  check  is  pro¬ 
vided  by  David  W.  Akers,  who  in  his  1980  study  said  that  he  had  seen  only  one  in  his 
entire  career,  and  in  1988  in  his  Encyclopedia ,  Walter  Breen  called  such  pieces  “ex¬ 
tremely  rare. 

That  said,  some  pieces  did  come  to  light  in  the  1980s  but  not  many,  with  the  re¬ 
sult  that  our  own  view  is  that  about  20  to  30  exist  today,  few  til  which  could  match 
the  numerical  grade  and  aesthetic  appeal  offered  here. 

The  large  mintage  of  63,618  resulted  in  the  employment  of  many  different  dies 
and  combinations.  On  the  present  piece  the  date  logotype  is  slightly  high  in  the 
fields  and  is  punched  fairly  deeply,  giving  a  bold  impression.  On  the  reverse  there  is 
a  bisecting  crack  running  from  1 1 :00  through  A  (STATES),  the  eagle's  beak,  the  left 
side  of  the  shield,  exiting  at  E  (TEN).

Today,  J 
1858  has  been  somewhat  lost  in  the  shuffle,  as  nearly  all  examplj 
show  extensive  wear,  and  those  who  like  “high  numbers”  are  not  at 
to  ever  find  one  (the  rather  remarkable  Mint  State  piece  we  offered 
few  years  ago  being  a  notable  exception). 

We  recommend  this  piece  to  numismatists  with  a  sense  of  trad 
tion.  If  the  successful  bidder  would  like  a  printout  of  a  number  d 
old-time  offerings  with  interesting  adjectives,  we  would  be  happy , 
send  same  upon  request. 

The  obverse  die  on  the  1858  $10  was  lapped,  and  certain  curls  behind  the  neck  a 
detached  or  nearly  so. 

Before  departing  this  memorable  quality  1858  we  cannot  help  but  quote  B.  Ma 
Mehl,  whose  comments  are  always  interesting  to  read,  the  following  being  excerpte 
from  his  June  1906  sale  of  the  William  Cutler  Atwater  Collection,  Lot  1468,  an  A! 
piece:  “I  consider  this  $10  piece  by  far  the  rarest  of  the  series,  in  other  words  the  rat 
est  U.S.  $  1 0  gold  piece.  From  carefully  compiled  records  which  I  have  maintained  c 
all  the  U.S.  gold  rarities  for  a  period  of  more  than  40  years,  I  realized  many  years  agi 
that  here  was  a  coin — the  1858  $10 — which  few  collectors  recognize  its  true  rat 
ity...  I  find  that  certainly  no  more  than  probably  six  specimens  are  known.”  0 
course,  one  does  not  want  to  look  too  carefully  at  the  logic  of  whether  somethinj 
can  be  “certainly”  and  “probably”  at  the  same  time — but  who  knows?

Fairly  well  struck  and 
with  lustre  remaining  in  certain  protected  areas.  A  pleasing  example 
of  a  major  rarity  in  the  Liberty  Head  eagle  series,  as  such  pieces  were 
made  only  in  small  quantity,  for  most  depositors  of  gold  preferred 
the  larger  $20  denomination  which  could  be  more  easily  counted. 

The  mintage  of  the  1864-S  was  small,  just  2,500  pieces,  all  ot 
which  went  into  the  channels  of  commerce.  We  are  not  aware  of  any 
Mint  State  coin.  Of  those  struck,  perhaps  20  to  30  survive  today, 
yielding  a  great  rarity,  far  eclipsing  the  famous  1858  and  just  about 
anything  else.  However,  the  1864-S  has  received  relatively  little  press 
coverage  over  the  years,  and  only  specialists  are  aware  of  its  truly  elu¬ 
sive  nature. 

In  1980  in  his  text  on  $10  pieces,  David  W.  Akers  commented:  “In  my  369  cata¬ 
logue  survey,  the  1 864-S  tied  for  first  in  the  entire  series  in  rarity  according  to  aver¬ 
age  grade,  and  was  second  in  rarity  according  to  the  frequency  of  appearance.  Thus, 
it  is  obvious  from  the  standpoint  of  overall  and  condition  rarity,  that  the  1864-S  is 
one  of  the  rarest  dates  in  the  series  [the  entire  $10  series,  not  just  the  Liberty  Head 
type],  more  rare  than  such  famous  dates  as  1798/7  with  Tx6  stars  and  1858,  and 
only  less  rare  than  the  1879  [circulation  strike].  Most  of  the  relatively  few  known 
] 864-S  eagles  grade  from  VG  to  VF.  Only  two  or  three  are  known  in  FI.  and  I  am 
unaware  of  any  1864-S  that  grades  AU  or  better.’ 

Walter  Breen  in  1988  in  his  Encyclopedia,  noted:  Possibly  10  to  12  known.  Usu¬ 
ally  seen  in  low  grades,  unknown  above  EF.” 

In  the  study  of  close  to  10,000  auction  catalogues  and  price  lists,  the  writer  is  able 
to  second  the  comments  made  by  David  W.  Akers.  By  any  accounting,  the  1864-S 
eagle  is  a  major  rarity. 

An  early  realization  of  this  took  place  in  December  1933  when  Thomas  L.  Elder 
offered  the  John  Nickerson  Collection,  Lot  1 12:  “1864-S  excessively  rare.  A  very 
small  coinage  and  seldom  met  with.  Fine.”  In  1933  there  was  virtually  no  interest  in 
collecting  Liberty  Head  gold  coins  by  date  and  mint,  which  is  probably  a  good 
thing,  as  they  would  not  have  been  available! 

Date  logotype  deeply  punched  into  the  die,  somewhat  left,  and  fairly  well  centered 
(as  measured  by  the  1 )  between  the  bust  and  dentils.  The  64  numerals  arc  very  close, 
the  4  being  of  the  plain  (not  crosslet)  type.  A  tiny  die  crack  is  seen  connecting  the  4 
and  the  6.  The  1 8  are  fairly  widely  separated,  and  the  86  wider  yet.  The  6  has  a  small 
top  with  the  ball  touching  the  curve  below.  On  the  reverse  the  S  is  large,  and  the  top 
of  the  upper  right  serit  is  to  the  leh  of  the  feather  tip.

One  might  imagine  that  if  Harry  W.  Bass,  Jr.  were  living  today  he  would  be  in  the 
back  of  the  room  bidding,  with  another  agent  or  two  scattered  here  and  there  also 
bidding  for  him  privately.  Treasures  such  as  this  would  not  be  allowed  to  get  away!

1  he  desirability  of  the  presently  offered  Proof  is  enhanced  by  the  un¬ 
availability  of  Mint  State  pieces.  In  fact,  finding  a  nice  AU  would  be  a  challenge.  All 
told,  the  present  piece  is  desirable,  memorable,  and  worthy  of  a  strong  bid. 

Date  logotype  high  in  the  field.  The  logotype  this  year  is  made  of  bold  figures,  well 
proportioned  with  relation  to  each  other,  the  18  digits  are  close  and  the  86  and  68 
are  fairly  widely  separated.  The  knob  or  ball  of  the  6  is  heavy  and  virtually  touches 
the  curve  below  it,  and  may  actually  touch  on  some  deep  impressions.  The  top  cen¬ 
ter  opening  of  the  8  is  significantly  smaller  than  the  bottom  opening.

Only  25  Proofs  were  reported  to  have  been  struck  of  the  1869 
eagle,  and  of  that  number  we  doubt  if  more  than  10  to  14  exist  today. 
Of  these,  the  present  piece  is  certainly  among  the  finest. 

Date  logotype  slightly  closer  to  the  neck  truncation  than  to  the  dentils. 

The  obtaining  of  a  set  of  TVoo/Liberty  Head  $  1 0  pieces  from  the  1 860s  onward  is 
a  sufficient  challenge  that  probably  no  one  reading  this,  starting  from  scratch,  would 
be  able  to  accomplish  this  in  40  years.  Instead,  such  coins  are  typically  collected 
here,  then,  and  again  as  opportunities  present  themselves.  Often  a  span  of  many 
years  can  elapse  between  auction  appearances  of  a  given  date.  Because  of  this,  the 
word  opportunity  is  Very  relevant  to  the  present  1 869  $  1 0  or  any  others  that  you  see 
on  the  market. 


Elusive  1869-S  Eagle 


B70  1869-S  AU-50  (PCGS).  Medium  orange  (primarily)  gold  surfaces. 
Fairly  well  struck  at  the  centers,  some  trivial  weakness  on  the  stars.  A 
nice  example  of  a  mintmark  variety  that  is  not  often  seen  in  any 
grade,  let  alone  AU. 

The  mintage  amounted  to  6,430,  of  which  only  a  handful  ol  Mint 
State  pieces  survive  today,  after  which  can  be  found  40  to  60  circu¬ 


lated  ones,  with  VF  being  standard.  For  many  years  this  has  been  rec¬ 
ognized  as  a  key  issue,  even  decades  ago  before  Liberty  Head  gold 
coins  by  mintmarks  became  as  popular  as  they  are  today. 

The  date  logotype  is  positioned  about  centrally  on  the  die.  T  he  numerals  are  well 
placed  this  year,  with  1 8  being  closest,  86  and  69  being  farther  apart  and  each  about 
the  same  distance  apart.  The  1  has  particularly  long  serifs.  The  knob  of  the  6  is  dis¬ 
tinctly  separated  from  the  curve  below,  but  the  knob  of  the  9,  actually  about  the 
same  as  an  inverted  6,  touches  the  curve.  On  the  reverse  the  S  mintmark  is  small  and 
is  below  and  mostly  to  the  right  of  the  tip  of  the  arrow  feather. 


Important  1871-CC  Eagle

hints  of  toning  in  protected  areas.  A  thoroughly  pleasing  specimen  of 
this  early  Carson  City  issue,  one  which  when  seen  is  nearly  always  in 
lower  preservation  than  this. 

The  1871-CC  eagle  is  rare  in  any  grade,  and  we  estimate  that  per¬ 
haps  only  60  to  90  exist.  For  years  the  possession  of  an  1871  -C(  has 
been  a  goal  for  leading  specialists.  VF  is  the  order  of  the  day  with 
relatively  few  EF  pieces  known.  It  is  significant  that  not  a  single  coin 
finer  than  EF  grade  appeared  in  David  Akers  1980s  survey  of  auc¬ 
tion  sales.

An  ex¬ 
traordinary  quality  example  ot  this  early  eagle,  one  that  is  rare  in  ab¬ 
solute  terms  and  especially  rare  in  the  condition  offered  here.  A  true 
find  for  the  specialist. 

The  mintage  of  the  1872-CC  $10  amounted  to  just  4,600  pieces,  as  most  deposi¬ 
tors  preferred  the  easier-to-count  $20  denomination.  Ol  that  figure,  we  estimate 
only  40  to  60  exist,  with  the  typically  encountered  specimen  apt  to  grade  VF.  The 
early  coins  of  the  Carson  City  Mint,  especially  those  of  1870  through  1872  in  all  de¬ 
nominations  and  the  smaller  denominations  for  a  time  after  that,  seem  to  have  been 
circulated  regionally  or  territorially,  rather  than  being  exported.  These  pieces  wore 
rapidly,  and  over  a  period  of  time  most  were  melted  or  otherwise  disappeared.  Very 
few  were  ever  exported. 

In  an  era  in  which  Carson  City  gold  coins  could  be  found  by  looking  through  bank 
holdings,  the  1 872-CC  was  apt  to  sell  at  a  premium,  although  the  number  of  collectors 
desiring  mintmark  gold  was  small.  Accordingly,  in  B.  Max  Mehl  s  sale  of  the  B.W. 
Smith  Collection,  May  1915,  Lot  81,  an  example  described  as:  “  1 872-CC  Very  Fine. 
Rare.  Limited  coinage,”  brought  $16.50.  Not  too  long  before  then,  in  March  191 1, 
the  specimen  in  the  William  H.  Woodin  Collection,  sold  by  Thomas  L.  Elder  as  Lot 
1340,  brought  $12.50.  The  best  grade  Woodin  could  track  down  was  just  Fine. 

76  1 872-S  EF-45.  An  attractive  coin  with  some  lustre  remaining.  1  his  is 
an  ideal  example  of  a  San  Francisco  Mint  rarity  which  is  very  reason¬ 
ably  priced  on  today’s  market.  Although  17,300  were  struck,  all  but  a 
single  example  (per  our  knowledge  at  this  point)  slipped  into  circula¬ 
tion.  Today,  only  70  to  100  pieces  exist,  VF  and  EF  being  typical 
grades.  Contemplate  the  market  value  of  this  (somewhere  in  the  high 
hundreds  or  perhaps  $1,000)  and  its  true  rarity  and  you  will  appreci¬ 
ate  the  value  at  hand.

Here  is  one  of  the  greatest  rarities  among  all 
American  Proof  coins.  The  mint  records  state  that  just  20  pieces  were 
issued,  but  it  is  not  at  all  certain  that  each  of  these  actually  reached 
distribution.  David  Akers  notes  that  Proofs  of  18  4  are  extraordi¬ 
narily  rare  and  appeared  at  auction  less  often  in  my  survey  than  any 
other  Proofs  after  1858.  Further,  he  was  only  able  to  trace  the  exist¬ 
ence  of  two  -  yes,  two  -  Proofs  at  public  auction,  the  one  sold  by  B. 
Max  Mehl  as  part  of  the  William  Cutler  Atwater  Collection  sale  in 
1946  and  the  piece  sold  in  the  King  Farouk  sale  in  1954. 

Now  in  2002,  some  22  years  after  we  offered  this  coin  in  the 
Garrett  Collection,  its  desirability  is  greater  than  ever — considering 
that  in  the  meantime  many  rarities  in  different  series  have  become 
wider  dispersed  than  ever  before,  and  that  the  number  of  great  collec¬ 
tions  in  museums  and  other  archives  waiting  to  be  sold  is  very  small.

In  this  date  range  of  eagles  there  are  a  number  of 
scarcities  and  rarities,  and  ranking  high  among  these  is  the  1876  Phila¬ 
delphia  Mint  issue  offered  here.  Only  687  circulation  strikes  were  made, 
one  of  only  a  handful  of  federal  gold  coins  with  such  a  small  production 
figure.  Today  we  believe  that  only  25  to  35  exist,  most  of  which  may  have 
been  rescued  from  bankers  by  Thomas  L.  Elder  who,  in  the  early  20th 
century  sent  out  notices  to  bank  tellers  advising  them  to  watch  for  se¬ 
lected  issues.  No  Mint  State  coins  seem  to  have  survived  at  all. 

The  present  piece  is  sharply  struck  and  well  detailed.  Held  at  an 
angle  to  the  light  it  is  quite  prooflike.  Rarity  and  beauty  combine  in 
this  highly  important  offering. 

The  date  logotype. is  slightly  low  in  the  field.  The  four-digit  punch  used  on  all 
eagle  dies  was  carelessly  made  at  the  mint,  and  the  8  slants  noticeably  to  the  right!

A  particularly  lovely  specimen  in  warm 
yellow  gold,  fairly  well  struck  and  with  a  great  deal  of  eye  appeal. 
Similar  to  other  eagles  of  this  decade,  the  1877-CC  is  hardly  ever 
seen  in  any  grade,  simply  because  most  depositors  of  bullion  at  the 
C arson  City  Mint  requested  the  high  denomination  double  eagles 
(easier  to  count  and  keep  track  of)  rather  than  $5  or  $10  pieces. 

I  he  mintage  figure  for  the  1877-CC  is  incredibly  low,  only  3,332 
pieces.  Over  the  years  just  about  all  have  disappeared,  and  we  are  left 
with  perhaps  40  to  60  surviving  today,  with  EF  being  about  standard 
(a  notch  higher  than  the  typical  VF  or  earlier  Carson  City  issues). 
However,  LF,  VF,  or  any  other  grade  there  are  not  many  around. 
David  W.  Akers  reported  a  Mint  State  piece  in  1980,  and  saw  it  per¬ 
sonally,  this  comment  suffices  for  us  to  state  that  a  sole  example  is 


indeed  known  at  that  level.  However,  where  it  is  now,  we  do  n 
know.  Presumably  this  is  the  coin  offered  by  Paramount  in  its  rJ 
Coin  and  Stamp  list  No.  8  (August  1974).  Presumably,  this  is  r 
cycled  from  the  same  firm’s  Long  Beach  sale  of  February  of  the  sam 
year  (Lot  689). 

The  date  logotype  this  year  has  18  closest,  77  slightly  farther  apart,  and  87  fain 
wide.  On  the  1  the  left  serif  is  distinctly  longer  than  the  right  serif.  The  digit  8  slani 
slightly  to  the  right;  the  top  opening  is  shorter  than  the  bottom.  On  this  particub 
die,  there  are  microscopic  traces  of  a  double  punched  date,  most  notably  a  small  an 
ditional  extension  from  the  lower  right  serif  of  the  1  and  a  very  tiny  cusp  in  the  fiel 
beyond  the  first  7.

Echoing  a  familiar  refrain,  the  1878-CC  eagle  is  hardly  ever  found 
at  all,  and  when  it  is  found,  the  typical  grade  is  VF,  occasionally  EF. 
I  he  present  piece,  while  not  super  extraordinary  in  grade,  firmly 
holds  its  own  in  the  rarity  category  and  will  doubtless  attract  enthusi¬ 
astic  bidding. 

The  date  logotype  has  18  closest,  87  slightly  father  apart,  and  78  still  slightly  fa¬ 
ther  apart.  Both  8  s  slant  slightly  to  the  right,  the  final  8  more  so.  On  the  present 
coin  the  logotype  is  low  in  the  field.

“flash,”  or  virtually  three-dimensional  lustre,  particularly  on  the  ob¬ 
verse.  Nicely  struck.  A  delightful  MS-63  example  of  this  date. 

Gold  coins  were  not  available  at  par  in  the  East  and  Midwest  from  1861  to  mid 
December  1879,  and  thus  pieces  struck  at  Philadelphia  during  this  time  were  nearly 
exclusively  used  for  import  or  for  exchanges  requiring  payment  in  gold — never  tor 
general  commerce,  as  such  piece  sold  at  a  premium. 

A  review  of  documents  from  the  National  Archives  involving  National  Banks  as  well 
as  certain  historical  information  regarding  New  Hampshire  state-chartered  banks,  re¬ 
veals  that  gold  and  silver  coins  (silver  coins  being  off  the  market  from  the  summer  of 
1862  until,  for  all  practical  purposes,  April  20,  1876)  were  held  by  most  banks  in  their 
cash  reserves,  but  were  not  paid  out  at  par.  When  certain  state  banks  converted  to  na¬ 
tional  banks,  they  often  cashed  in  their  gold  and  silver  and  realized  a  premium  for 
them.  This  premium  was  distributed  to  the  stockholders  of  the  state-owned  bank,  in 
each  instance  a  different  corporate  structure  than  the  successor  national  bank. 

The  year  1880,  typified  by  the  $10  gold  coin  offered  in  this  lot,  was  the  first  time 
after  the  Civil  War  that  pieces  struck  in  Philadelphia  (and  soon,  in  New  Orleans), 
were  available  at  par  in  circulation.  Accordingly,  the  present  piece,  although  not  gen¬ 
erally  noticed  as  such,  does  have  an  interesting  historical  significance. 

Note:  The  West  Coast  had  an  entirely  different  monetary  structure  during  the 
Civil  War,  gold  coins  circulated  at  par  and,  conversely,  federal  paper  money  traded  at 
a  deep  discount!  The  nuances  of  this  are  explained  in  Dave  Bowers  The  Treasure  Ship 
S.S.  Brother  Jonathan,  available  free  on  loan  from  the  ANA  Library  or  by  purchase 
from  our  Publications  Department — a  good  read  awaits  you.

Although  this  is  called  “Ultra  Cameo,”  the  dies  for  this  and  other 
Proofs  of  1906  that  we  have  seen  all  have  been  lightly  polished  on  the 
portrait,  giving  somewhat  of  a  “shiny”  appearance  in  contrast  to  the 
deep  frost  of  earlier  years. 

Although  77  Proofs  were  reported  to  have  been  struck  of  the  1906 
eagle,  we  estimate  that  only  20  to  35  exist  today,  of  which  only  a 
handful  can  challenge  the  present  piece  in  quality.  Thus,  a  superb 
opportunity  is  in  the  offing. 

Under  close  examination  the  date  logotype  is  seen  to  be  high  in  the  die,  somewhat 
closer  to  the  neck  of  Miss  Liberty  than  to  the  dentils.  On  the  right  part  of  the  9 
(1906)  is  a  raised  dot  or  “pimple”  in  the  die,  a  hallmark  on  Proofs.

The  present  sale  offers  many  opportunities  to  acquire  interesting  double  eagles, 
some  rarities  to  be  sure,  but  also  quite  a  few  that  are  very  affordable  to  just  about 
anyone.  We  often  pause  to  consider  how  remarkable  it  is  that  the  majority  of  Coro¬ 
net  Head  double  eagle  dates  and  mintmarks  are  inexpensive,  today  priced  in  the 
hundreds,  not  thousands  of  dollars.  The  present  sale  draws  consignments  from  a 
wide  number  of  numismatic  sources,  including  an  old-time  eastern  holding  put 
away  generations  ago  and  now  for  the  first  time  offered  to  the  collecting  fraternity.

The  present  coin,  obviously  from  another  source,  probably  saw  a  few 
months  of  circulation  on  the  West  Coast,  then  was  carefully  preserved. 
A  handsome,  pleasing  coin  that  will  no  doubt  attract  a  strong  bid.

As  we  write  this  description  we  are  con¬ 
fronted  with  a  curious  listing  by  Thomas  L.  Elder  in  the  Dr.  George  Ross  Collection, 
September  1933,  Lot  1789:  “1897  Brilliant  Proof.  Rare.  Not  over  a  dozen  struck. 

Today  we  generally  recognize  that  86  Proofs  were  struck,  but  how  many  were  dis¬ 
tributed  is  anyone’s  guess.  With  regard  to  extant  pieces,  we  suggest  that  perhaps  30 
to  40  survive.  All  seen  have  been  from  the  same  obverse  die,  with  the  first  digit  closer 
to  the  dentils  than  to  the  neck  truncation.

Historical  sketch  of  the  MCMVII  $20 

In  1 905  Theodore  Roosevelt,  who  had  examined  ancient  Greek  coins  on  display  at 
the  Smithsonian,  and  who  was  fascinated  with  their  high  relief  and  artistry,  sought 
to  improve  the  appearance  of  circulating  United  States  issues.  At  the  time  there  was  a 
certain  sameness  among  the  silver  and  gold  issues  in  particular,  each  having  a  Liberty 
Head  design,  the  silver  issues  by  Barber  and  the  gold  issues  by  Longacre. 

Roosevelt  commissioned  Saint-Gaudens  to  redesign  the  entire  American  coinage 
from  the  one-cent  piece  to  the  double  eagle,  providing  a  stipend  of  $5,000.  In  his 
studio  he  set  about  making  sketches,  most  prominently  for  the  cent,  $10,  and  $20. 
Today  these  sketches  are  preserved  in  the  archives  of  Dartmouth  College,  located  in 
Hanover,  NH,  a  few  miles  north  of  the  Saint-Gaudens  home. 

The  artist  envisioned  that  the  female  figure  of  Victory  would  be  ideal  for  the 
double  eagle,  this  being  adapted  from  the  striding  figure  used  in  his  Sherman  Vic¬ 
tory  Monument  completed  in  1903  and  installed  in  the  Grand  Army  Plaza  at  the 
southeast  corner  of  Central  Park,  New  York  City.  By  late  1 906  and  early  1 907  the 
motif  was  well  underway.  The  progress  of  the  project  is  delineated  in  a  number  of 
places,  including  the  present  writers  1982  book  United  States  Gold  Coins:  An  Illus¬ 
trated  History.  In  time,  some  patterns  were  made  with  the  field  curving  abruptly  up 
to  a  high  edge,  these  being  called  the  Ultra  High  Relief  pieces  today.  These  were 
found  to  be  unsatisfactory  for  coinage,  and  the  fields  were  altered. 

At  the  Mint,  Chief  Engraver  Charles  Barber  was  quite  annoyed  that  President 
Roosevelt  would  have  the  audacity  to  select  an  artist  from  the  outside  world  to  de 
sign  circulating  American  coins.  That  the  Saint-Gaudens  motif  was  innovative  there 
was  no  doubt.  For  the  first  time  on  a  federal  coin,  the  date  was  expressed  in  Roman 
numerals — MCMVII,  an  artistic  touch,  but  would  the  public  be  able  to  decipher  it" 
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More  of  a  problem,  and  vociferously  objected  to  by  Chief  Engraver  Barber,  was  the 
high  relief  ot  the  pieces.  Modern  coinage  presses,  intended  to  turn  out  double  eagles 
in  quantity  and  at  a  high  rate,  simply  could  not  process  dies  with  such  high  relief. 
Instead,  they  would  have  to  be  patiently  struck  with  multiple  blows  of  the  coining 
press,  otherwise  the  design  would  not  be  brought  up.  In  a  word,  the  whole  project 
was  unsatisfactory. 

Theodore  Roosevelt  liked  nothing  better  than  a  challenge,  and  he  rose  to  the  occa¬ 
sion  admirably.  He  advised  that  if  only  one  double  eagle  could  be  struck  per  day,  so 
be  it!  Further,  he  fancied  himself  being  engaged  in  a  little  war  against  the  Mint,  call¬ 
ing  the  project  his  “pet  crime.” 

As  it  happened,  the  artist  was  in  failing  health,  and  Saint-Gaudens  died  of  cancer 
on  August  3,  1907,  never  seeing  the  final  completion  of  his  $20.  The  models,  nearly 
ready,  were  finessed  by  his  assistant,  Henry  Hering.  Months  later,  in  December 
1907,  the  first  pieces  were  struck.  As  expected,  the  high  relief  did  cause  problems, 
and  it  took  three  blows  of  the  coining  press  to  bring  up  the  design  to  its  fullest  ex¬ 
tent.  Coinage  continued,  and  1 1 ,250  High  Relief  pieces  were  struck,  enough  to  sat¬ 
isfy  Roosevelt.  After  that  time,  Charles  Barber  and  his  staff  vastly  modified  the  mo¬ 
tif,  lowered  the  relief  considerably,  eliminated  the  Roman  numerals,  and  created  new 
dies  keeping  the  same  basic  design,  but  of  different  format  and  style.  These  were 
adaptable  to  high  speed  coinage  from  a  single  blow.  In  this  form,  and  partway 
through  1908  with  the  motto  added,  the  low  relief  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagles 
were  produced  through  1 933.

In  Mint  State  the  1908-S  is  the  great  challenge  among  the  early 
range  (1908-1916)  of  With  Motto  issues  in  the  Saint-Gaudens  series, 
and  is  far  and  away  the  rarest  Mint  State  issue.  Interestingly,  of  those 
that  do  appear  a  number  of  them  are  MS-64  or  liner,  but  not  many 
can  match  the  present  piece. 

The  low  mintage  of  the  1908-S  is  very  small  for  a  generally  circulating  issue.  It  is 
interesting  to  compare  surviving  Mint  State  coins  with  the  MCMVII  (190  )  High 
Relief  of  the  previous  year,  a  coin  of  which  1 1 ,250  were  struck,  but  which  attracted 
so  much  attention  that  many  pieces  were  saved,  and  today  hundreds  of  beautiful 
gems  survive.  In  contrast,  it  is  unlikely  that  even  as  many  as  a  dozen  numismatists 
were  interested  enough  to  obtain  a  1908-S  at  the  time  of  issue,  and  the  general  pub¬ 
lic  could  not  have  cared  less. 

This  particular  specimen  was  nicely  catalogued  and  auctioned  by  David  Akers 
Numismatics,  May  1998,  as  part  of  the  Thaine  B.  Price  Collection,  there  with  this 
text: 

“1908-S  Very  Choice  Uncirculated,  virtually  in  the  gem  category.  Like  all  1908-S 
double  eagles,  this  coin  has  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  on  the  reverse.  The 
strike  is  very  sharp  and  the  surfaces  arc  highly  lustrous  and  brilliant  with  superb  rich 
medium  yellow  gold  color. 

"The  1908-S  double  eagle  has  long  been  one  of  the  more  popular  issues  in  the  sc¬ 
ries  due  to  its  very  low  mintage  of  only  22,000  pieces,  the  second  lowest  mintage  fig¬ 
ure  after  the  MCMVII  High  Relief.  As  is  generally  the  case  with  issues  from  the  San 


Francisco  Mint,  most  1908-S  double  eagles  must  have  gone  directly  into  circulation, 
since  this  is  one  of  a  few  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagles  of  which  one  is  more  likely  to 
find  a  circulated  example  than  a  Mint  State  one.  Most  Uncirculated  1908-S  double 
eagles  are  of  very  average  quality,  grading  only  choice  Uncirculated  or  lower.  In 
choice  Uncirculated  condition  the  1908-S  is  rare,  and  full  gem  quality  specimens, 
with  only  approximately  20  to  25  such  specimens  in  existence,  are  generally  consid¬ 
ered  to  be  very  rare  and  extremely  desirable.” 

It  might  be  gilding  the  lily  to  say  more,  except  that  it  is  indeed  a  pleasure  to  handle 
this  lovely  coin,  and  in  advance  we  congratulate  the  successful  bidder.

Although  the  mintage  of  2,938,250  1931  double  eagles  was  gener¬ 
ous,  relatively  few  must  have  been  released,  perhaps  no  more  than  a 
solitary  cloth  bag  of  500  coins,  if  indeed  that  many.  Most  likely  the 
vast  majority  of  this  immense  quantity  was  reduced  to  gold  bullion  at 
the  Philadelphia  Mint  in  1937,  when  wholesale  melting  of  stored 
coins  took  place. 


Today  we  estimate  that  only  50  to  80  exist,  nearly  all  in  Mint  State, 
and  a  number  of  them  choice  and  gem,  as  here. 

Although  accolades  and  excited  comments  have  appeared  over  a  long  time  when 
1931  double  eagles  have  been  offered,  the  earliest  listing  we  have  encountered  so 
far  is  that  by  Thomas  L.  Elder  in  the  EM.  Needham  and  A.R.  Herrick  collections, 
September  1937,  Lot  1393:  “1931  $20  of  the  U.S.  Saint-Gaudens  type.  A  very 
rare  year.  First  ever  offered  at  auction  sale!  Value  $350.  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  Of 
greatest  rarity.” 

Through  circumstances  not  known  today,  a  number  of  examples  drifted  on  the 
market  through  Abe  Kosoff,  who  in  the  late  1930s  and  early  1940s  was  a  coin  dealer 
in  New  York  City.  The  number  of  pieces  does  not  seem  to  have  been  large,  perhaps  a 
couple  dozen  all  told.  However,  enough  were  made  available  that  the  double  eagle 
specialists  were  able  to  obtain  examples. 

For  a  number  of  years  it  was  popular  to  compare  the  rarity  of  the  1931  double 
eagle  with  the  1932.  Both  had  somewhat  similar  numismatic  births,  inasmuch  as 
these  were  not  noticed  until  toward  the  end  of  the  1 930s,  with  Abe  Kosoff  and,  to  an 
extent,  Ira  Reed,  making  examples  available.  We  do  not  know  but  it  is  our  conjecture 
that  some  of  these  may  have  made  their  way  out  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint,  where 
such  coins  were  stored  and  where  little  accounting  was  made  of  them  (previously 
confidential  Treasury  records  reveal  that  large  numbers  of  double  eagles  were  mis¬ 
placed,  some  were  scattered  here  and  there  on  vault  floors).  This  could  have  been 
done  in  the  time-honored  tradition  of  simply  exchanging  other  $20  pieces  for  them. 

Today  in  2002,  it  is  generally  thought  that  the  1931  eclipses  in  rarity  (but  not  by 
much)  the  1932.  However,  both  are  delightful  showpieces,  and  either  is  deserving  of 
great  acclaim  when  offered.

The  1928  Sesquicentennial  Exposition  in  Philadelphia  was  intended  to  be  a  very 
exciting  world  s  fair,  but  it  never  really  caught  on,  perhaps  because  America  was  busy 
licking  the  wounds  from  the  Florida  land  speculation  crash  and,  at  the  same  time, 
gazing  at  the  beckoning  star  of  rising  stock  market  prices  on  Wall  Street,  not  to  men¬ 
tion  the  various  trappings  of  what  later  became  known  as  the  Great  Gatsby  era. 
Whatever  the  reasons,  attendance  did  not  match  estimates,  and  although  many  in¬ 
teresting  exhibits  were  on  hand,  the  entire  affair  was  not  commercially  successful. 

Similarly,  in  a  numismatic  vein,  many  more  commemoratives  (half  dollars  and 
quarter  eagles)  were  minted  than  were  sold,  and  vast  quantities  were  melted.  Neither 
one  of  the  commemorative  denominations  will  win  any  awards  for  sharpness,  as  the 
half  dollar  is  in  very  low  relief  and  the  quarter  eagle  is  not  needle  sharp  in  design  ei¬ 
ther  (and  what  were  intended  to  be  resplendent  rays  around  Independence  Hall  on 
the  reverse,  look  more  like  die  defects  or  fingerprints!). 

The  quarter  eagle,  as  offered  here,  is  significant  as  one  of  only  two  20th-century 
commemoratives  of  the  denomination,  and  the  last  of  them.

The  Norse-American  committee  desired  to  have 
commemorative  half  dollar  struck  but,  apparently,  they  did  not  ha 
their  political  skids  greased  properly  and,  moreover,  the  people 
charge  seemed  to  be  clueless  that,  in  general,  numismatists  would/ 
ways  buy  legal  tender  coins ,  such  as  commemoratives,  but  only  oct, 
sionally  would  buy  a  medal.  Somehow,  they  didnt  push  the  site 
tion  as  much  as  they  should  have,  and  seemed  to  be  content  witf 
medal. 

Following  congressional  authorization  for  their  issue,  March 
1925,  these  medals  were  struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  One  varit 
was  on  a  thin  silver  planchet,  12.2  grams,  of  which  6,000  w< 
minted,  all  of  which  were  sold  or  otherwise  distributed.  Far  me 
plentiful  were  those  on  a  19.7  gram  thick  planchet  made  to  the  < 
tent  of  33,750,  of  which  2,000  were  melted,  leaving  the  balance  I 
distribution. 

For  gold,  as  offered  here,  one  inch  in  diameter,  900  line,  weighi 
15.6  grains,  just  100  were  minted,  of  which  53  were  melted,  leavi 
only  47  examples.  Of  those,  the  present  piece  certainly  is  one  ol  t 
finest  we  have  seen.

Minted  privately  by 
Christopher  Bechtler  of  Rutherfordton,  North  Carolina  to  provide  for 
a  coinage  from  the  native  gold  discovered  and  mined  nearby. 


Historical  Notes  on  Bechtler  Coinage 

During  the  1830s  the  Bechtler  family  coined  $2,241,850.50  worth  of  gold  coins. 
Additional  coins  were  minted  after  1840.  Bearing  the  imprint  CAROLINA  GOLD 
or  GEORGIA  GOLD,  depending  upon  the  state  in  which  the  coinage  metal  origi¬ 
nated,  the  pieces  were  produced  in  the  denominations  of  $1,  $2. 50,  and  $5  from 
minting  facilities  in  the  Rutherfordton,  North  Carolina  vicinity. 

Christopher  Bechtler,  the  elder,  and  several  members  of  his  family  came  from  Ger¬ 
many  to  Rutherfordton  in  1830.  Accompanying  him  were  his  two  sons,  Charles  and 
Augustus,  and  his  nephew  who  is  known  as  Christopher  Bechtler,  the  younger.  The 
elder  Bechtler,  trained  in  the  art  of  the  gunsmith  and  goldsmith,  established  a  jew¬ 
elry  store  shortly  after  his  arrival.  There  was  gold-bearing  earth  on  his  property,  and 
several  shafts  were  sunk  to  exploit  it.  His  son  Augustus  shared  his  interests  and  abili¬ 
ties  and  was  a  capable  assistant. 

Bechtler’s  entry  into  coinage  occurred  in  the  summer  of  1 83 1  when  he  announced 
he  was  ready  to  receive  gold  and  coin  it  into  $2.50  and  $5  pieces.  It  is  believed  that 
pieces  of  the  $1  denomination  were  first  produced  in  1832.  From  that  time  onward 
specimens  were  produced  of  three  denominations,  $1,  $2.50,  and  $5.  The  weight 
and  fineness  was  prominently  lettered  as  part  of  each  coins  inscription.  In  addition 
the  origin  was  stated  as  CAROLINA  GOLD,  GEORGIA  GOLD,  or  NOR!  H 
CAROLINA  GOLD. 

I  -  The  metallic  content  arid  appearance  of  Bechtler  gold  coins  varied  depending 
upon  the  source  of  the  metal.  Generally,  the  pieces  struck  from  Georgia  metal  and 
gold  from  certain  areas  in  central  North  Carolina  had  a  bright  yellow  appearance. 
Gold  from  the  North  Carolina  mountain  range  and  from  certain  South  Carolina  ar¬ 
eas  tended  to  have  a  dull  appearance.  Examples  of  finished  coins  are  often  wavy,  this 
being  particularly  true  of  the  $1  pieces. 

Realizing  the  service  that  the  Bechtler  minting  operation  was  providing  to  miners 
and  tradesmen  of  the  area,  the  government  made  no  effort  to  stop  them.  A  Treasury 
investigation  into  the  Bechtler  coinage  did  provide  the  data  which  led  Congress  in 
1835  to  provide  for  the  establishment  of  a  branch  mint  at  Charlotte.  In  1838  the 
Charlotte  Mint  issued  its  first  coins  for  circulation.

Concerning  Augustus  Bechtler 

Following  the  death  of  the  elder  Christopher  Bechtler  in  1842,  the  coinage  bus 
ness  was  conducted  by  his  son  Augustus.  Augustus  apparently  continued  productici 
of  coins  for  a  year  or  so  and  then  was  succeeded  by  the  younger  Christoph! 
Bechtler,  the  nephew  of  the  original  coiner.  Apparently  standards  of  honesty  an 
quality  declined,  for  Director  of  the  Mint  R.  M.  Patterson  made  a  report  whia 
stated: 

“Assays  repeatedly  made  at  this  mint  showed  that  the  coins  thus  fabricated  [1 
Bechtler]  are  below  the  nominal  value  marked  upon;  yet  they  circulate  freely  at  th 
value,  and  therefore  it  must  be  more  advantageous  to  the  miner  to  carry  his  bullic 
to  the  private  rather  than  the  public  mint. 

By  this  time  the  Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  Mints  had  been  in  service  for  sever 
years  (since  1838)  and  had  reduced  the  demand  for  Bechtler  coins. 

Augustus  Bechtler  died  sometime  prior  to  1847.  The  younger  Christoph 
Bechtler  moved  to  Spartanburg  in  the  early  1 850s,  at  which  time  the  Bechtler  coii 
age  was  discontinued.

The  immense  and  impressive  octagonal  $50  was  the  signature  coin 
of  the  California  Gold  Rush.  In  their  time  such  pieces  were  often  called 
adobes,  due  to  their  heavy  weight,  a  reference  to  adobe  bricks — a  build¬ 
ing  material.  In  the  book  A  California  Gold  Rush  History,  Dave  Bowers 
devotes  quite  a  bit  of  space  to  the  background  and  history  of  such 
pieces  and  gives  many  vignettes  of  how  they  were  used  in  gambling 
halls,  stores,  and  elsewhere  in  the  channels  of  commerce. 

From  the  standpoint  of  anyone  interested  in  Western  Americana 
this  is  a  “must  have”  coin,  at  least  it  would  seem.  Such  pieces,  pro¬ 
duced  only  in  very  early  1851,  quickly  became  lost,  damaged, 
melted,  or  met  other  fates,  with  the  result  that  today  in  2002  a  truly 
nice  example  is  very  hard  to  find. 

I  For  comparison  purposes,  the  photo  of  Lot  340  in  our  May  1996  sale  of  the 
Eliasberg  Collection,  being  this  same  variety,  shows  all  of  these  punches  on  both  ob¬ 
verse  and  reverse  in  different  positions  than  found  on  the  present  example.

Close  examination  reveals  a  few 
trivial  surface  marks  on  each  side,  indicating  why  this  was  not  given  a 
gem  MS-65  or  finer  grade. 

Careful  examination  also  reveals  the  intricate  and  nice  design  de¬ 
tails  provided  by  an  obviously  accomplished  artist  and  engraver.  This 
die  is  signed  by  A.  Kuner,  a  famous  California  engraver  who  worked 
for  many  firms  and  created  a  number  of  different  designs. 

The  Baldwin  &  Co.  “Situation” 

The  firm  of  Baldwin  &  Co.  was  founded  on  March  15,  1850,  as  the  successor  to 
Frederick  D.  Kohler  &  Co.,  California  state  assayer.  In  his  time  Kohler  was  widely 
respected,  and  there  was  nothing  to  indicate  that  his  successors  would  not  follow 
suit.  However,  Baldwin  seems  to  have  lacked  friends  in  influential  places,  namely  in 
the  editorial  offices  of  San  Francisco  newspapers.  We  mention  this  in  view  of  what 
we  relate  below.  Today,  an  objective  analysis  of  / affaire  Baldwin  would  no  doubt  lead 
to  different  conclusions. 

George  C.  Baldwin  and  Thomas  S.  Holman  advertised  Baldwin  &  Co.  as  assayers, 
refiners,  and  coiners  who  also  did  “all  kinds  of  engraving.  The  boast,  our  coin  re¬ 
deemable  on  presentation,”  was  made.  It  seems  that  to  encourage  their  coins  to  cir¬ 
culate  they  did  as  others  had  done  and  would  do  in  the  future:  anyone  with  coins  of 
their  imprint  who  felt  uncertain  about  them  had  but  to  present  them  to  the  firm  and 
they  would  be  exchanged  at  par  for  other  gold  coins  of  the  holders  preference. 

Early  in  1851  private  coinage  was  conducted  at  a  furious  pace  in  San  Francisco. 
The  best  known  of  all  firms — Moffat  &  Co. — was  busy  implementing  its  new  fed¬ 
eral  contract  with  Augustus  Humbert  as  its  assayer  and  was  producing  only  $50 
pieces  after  January.  Thus,  certain  lesser  known  private  firms  had  a  field  day  making 
smaller  denominations  such  as  $5,  $10,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  $20.  The  coinage  of 
Baldwin  was  quite  extensive  and  was  second  only  to  that  of  the  United  States  Assay 
Office.  From  January  1  to  March  31,  1851,  it  outranked  the  Assay  Office  by  pro¬ 
ducing  $590,000  worth  of  coins  as  compared  to  efforts  totaling  $530,000  by  the  lat¬ 
ter  firm.  Obviously,  the  Baldwin  coins  were  held  in  high  esteem. 

Then  this: 

On  March  21,  1851,  a  prominent  local  banker  who  styled  himself  as  James  King 
of  William  (to  differentiate  himself  from  other  James  Kings)  sent  samples  of  private 
gold  coins  to  Augustus  Humbert,  official  U.S.  assayer  in  residence  at  the  competing 
firm  of  Moffat  &  Co.  Transmitted  were  the  following  coins:  Baldwin  &  Co.  $20,  13 


coins;  $10,  10  coins;  $5,  28  coins;  Schultz  &  Co.  $5,  45  coins;  Dubosq  $10,  7  coins; 
and  $5,  3  coins.  After  his  analysis  of  the  Baldwin  pieces,  Humbert  found  that  the 
$20  pieces  averaged  an  intrinsic  value  of  $19.40,  the  $10  pieces  averaged  $9.74,  and 
the  $5  pieces  were  valued  at  $4.9 1 .  This  seemingly  unreasonable  profit  on  the  part  of 
the  coiners  caused  much  public  indignation,  and  from  that  point  forward  Baldwin 
coins  were  rejected  by  merchants.  Of  course,  Humbert,  being  in  the  employ  of  a 
competitor,  was  hardly  impartial.  Moreover,  federal  gold  coins  minted  at  Philadel¬ 
phia  had  a  lower  intrinsic  value,  significantly,  than  did  the  Baldwin  pieces! 

The  Alta  California  editorially  noted  that  the  holders  of  Baldwin  $20  gold  pieces 
would  lose  60  cents  on  each  coin,  and  that  the  best  value  was  received  bv  owners  of 
Dubosq  pieces  who  would  lose  only  seven  cents  on  each  $10  transaction.  The  result 
of  this  editorial  discussion  was  that  banking  houses  immediately  refused  to  handle 
any  coins  at  face  value  with  the  exception  of  those  made  by  Moffat  &  Co.  It  is  be¬ 
lieved  that  upon  disclosure  of  Humberts  findings  and  the  trial  by  journalism 
Baldwin  &  Co.  ceased  coinage  immediately.  Later  the  Baldwin  coins  changed  hands 
at  a  20%  discount,  a  figure  significantly  less  than  their  metallic  value,  thus  enriching 
James  King  of  William,  Moffat  &  Co.,  and  others  who  shared  the  spoils. 

The  end  of  the  enterprise  was  chronicled  by  the  Pacific  News  on  April  17,  1851 : 

“We  hear  a  story,  which  is  pretty  well  authenticated,  that  Messrs.  Baldwin  & 
Bagley,  the  manufacturers  of ‘Baldwin’s  coin,'  left  in  the  steamer  Panama  on  Tuesday 
for  the  Atlantic  states.  This  is,  of  course,  what  might  have  been  anticipated  as  the  fi¬ 
nale  of  so  magnificent  a  financial  operation  as  the  coinage  of  one  or  two  million  of 
circulating  medium  upon  which  they  have  pocketed  a  profit  from  1 0  to  15  per  cent, 
less  the  expense  of  manufacturing  the  stuff.  Unable  longer  to  impose  their  false  to¬ 
kens  upon  the  community,  an  outraged  public  will  now  pocket  the  loss  and  con¬ 
gratulate  themselves  that  the  swindle  has  been  exposed  even  this  early. 

“The  amount  of  this  coin  in  circulation  is  not  less  than  $1,000,000,  and  is  prob¬ 
ably  nearer  to  two.  But  suppose  that  the  smaller  sum  be  correct,  the  profit  to  the 
manufacturers  is  $100,000.  Whose  swindling  false  token  establishment  is  next  to  be 
chronicled  amongst  the  ‘departures  for  Panama  ?” 

In  addition  to  Humbert’s  assay,  a  Baldwin  $10  piece  of  1850  evaluated  at  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  was  found  to  have  an  intrinsic  value  of  $9.96,  which  was  not 
much  different  from  a  $  1 0  of  the  highly  acclaimed  Moffat  &  Co.  which  was  assayed 
at  $9.97.  A  group  of  100  Baldwin  $20  pieces  of  1851,  assayed  at  the  same  institu¬ 
tion,  were  found  to  have  an  average  value  of  $19.33. 

Meanwhile,  San  Francisco  bankers  continued  to  buy  Baldwin  coins  at  80%  of  face 
value.  For  a  $20  piece  this  mean  paying  $16  for  a  coin  that  had  $19.33  or  more 
worth  of  gold,  a  handsome  profit  and  one  that  far  exceeded  any  return  that  could  be 
made  in  the  normal  assaying,  refining,  and  coining  business. 

Seemingly,  Baldwin  &  Co.  was  used  as  a  vehicle  for  other  firms  to  swindle  the 
public! 

Returning  to  present-day  numismatics,  all  of  this  “bad  press”  resulted  in  nearly  all 
Baldwin  coins  being  melted.  Today,  any  Baldwin  coin  is  a  prime  rarity.

The  reverse  is  similarly  sharp  with  the 
exception  of  the  eagle’s  claws  and  branch  stem,  these  features  being 
mostly  flat.  The  $10  denomination  was  the  most  famous  of  all  the 
Clark,  Gruber  gold  issues,  never  mind  that  the  $20  was  larger  and 
today  is  rarer.  The  minting  of  these  occupies  an  extensive  chapter  in 
Dave  Bowers  new  book  More  Adventures  with  Rare  Coins,  a  copy  of 
which  will  be  sent  for  the  asking  to  the  successful  bidder  (please  re¬ 
quest  same). 

The  obverse  has  fine  die  cracks  through  the  date  and  stars  on  the  left  to  coronet.  A 
few  very  light  die  cracks  are  noted  on  the  reverse.

If  the  piece  were  made  by  an  eastern  jeweler  and  simply  givei 
as  a  gift,  it  would  seem  to  the  present  writer  than  the  value  wouli 
have  been  greater  than  40  cents  and  that  the  fineness  and  weigh 
would  not  have  been  stamped  on  it.

Today,  we  have  nothing  new  to  add  on  this  interesting  but  enif! 
mafic  item.  An  internet  search  revealed  a  single  Annie  Louise  Ellis, 
Mississippi  woman  born  in  1910  but  whose  mother  was  born  Ma 
15,  1890.  The  similarity  is  eerie,  but  it  is  unknown  if  there  is  a  cor 
nection.  A  neat  piece  of  Western  Americana.  We  welcome  this  ingc 
to  our  auction  program  once  again,  20  years  after  we  sold  it  the  fir: 
time.  This  is  from  our  still  remembered  1982  sale  of  the  Henr 
Clifford  Collection.

Following  a  coinage  of  patterns,  1,000  pieces  similar  to  this  were 
struck  before  the  end  of  December  1836,  all  in  Proof  format.  1  he 
majority  of  them  were  placed  into  circulation  at  face  value,  where 
they  served  the  needs  of  commerce  for  years  afterward.  The  present 
piece  obviously  saw  such  use,  until  at  some  later  date,  perhaps  during 
the  cradle  days  of  the  popularity  of  American  numismatics  in  the  late 
1  850s,  some  alert  merchant  or  bank  teller  snatched  it  up. 

I  he  present  piece  is  quite  pleasant  in  all  respects,  with  the  wear  be¬ 
ing  smooth  and  even  and  the  fields  being  attractively  toned.  All  told, 
this  is  a  splendid  specimen  of  this  very  popular  introduction  to  the 
Liberty  Seated  series. 


Original  Gobrecht-Related  Letter 
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4034  1 836  Gobrecht  related  letter.  We  present  an  extremely  important  hi 
torical  letter  from  Charles  Toppan,  Philadelphia  bank  note  engrave 
June  18,  1836,  to  Edward  Stabler,  Esq.,  in  which  is  mentioned  tl 
work  of  Christian  Gobrecht,  then  second  engraver  at  the  Mint,  wh 
was  busy  at  work  on  silver  dollars.  This  identical  letter  was  quoted  \ 
The  Numismatist,  March  1913.  From  then  it  went  into  the  collectic 
of  F.C.C.  Boyd,  then  John  J.  Ford,  Jr.,  then  to  a  private  library. 

The  text  extends  on  the  front  of  the  letter  and  part  of  the  verso,  an 
notes  in  its  entirety: 

“Hard  labor  &  solitary  confinement  have  been  my  lot  ever  sim 
my  last  letter  to  you  and  must  be  my  apology  for  permitting  yoi 
rec’d  favors  to  remain  so  long  unanswered. 

“An  interregnum  of  five  minutes  gives  me  an  opportunity  of  wri 
ing  a  few  lines,  picking  up  a  few  of  our  late  productions  in  the  [ui 
clear]  way  and  making  my  acknowledgements  for  the  very  beautif 
specimens  of  your  art,  which  your  several  letters  have  brought  me. 

“You  will  no  doubt  be  pleased  to  hear  that  friend  Gobrecht  is  er 
ployed  by  Uncle  Sam,  preparing  dies  for  a  new  coin,  after  designs  1 
Sully. 

“Instead  of  a  head  of  Liberty  on  the  Dexter  side,  there  is  to  be  a  h 
length  figure  of  her  ladyship  in  a  sitting  posture,  hold’g  the  staff  &  c; 
in  one  hand  &  the  shield  in  the  other  by  her  side.  The  reverse  is  to  I 
the  imperial  bird  flying,  surrounded  by  the  stars  and  disencumbered 
the  gridiron  [striped  shield],  olive  branch  &  arrows.  The  engraving 
well  advanced  &  that  bids  fare  to  do  credit  to  the  skill  ol  the  artists. 

“When  finished  I  hope  both  of  us  will  have  frequent  opportunities 
criticizing  the  work  upon  the  golden  stamp.  [Apparently,  it  was  1 
tended  that  this  design  be  used  on  gold  coins,  which  never  happenec 
“I  enclose  but  a  few  samples,  will  however  in  a  few  days  send  othe

Lightly  cleaned  at  one  time,  no  doubt,  but  since 
retoned  to  a  slight  golden  hue.  Some  rim  bumps  on  the  obverse  will 
probably  almost  disappear  if  the  piece  is  put  into  a  slab.  Scarce  in  any 
and  all  grades,  as  just  20,000  were  minted. 

The  1859-S  represents  the  first  dollar  struck  at  San  Francisco.  It  was  made  at  the  re¬ 
quest  of  local  merchants  who  desired  to  use  these  pieces  in  the  China  trade,  removing 
the  necessity  of  paying  a  premium  to  buy  Mexican  eight-real  coins.  The  1859-S  dollar 
was  a  complete  success,  most  were  sent  to  China  and  were  well  accepted,  and  all  was 
set,  so  it  seemed,  for  a  continuing  production  of  Liberty  Seated  dollars  for  this  pur¬ 
pose.  However,  in  far-off  Washington,  where  such  matters  were  decided,  the  Treasury 
Department  elected  not  to  have  any  more  made  for  this  purpose,  and  thus  ended  the 
situation,  with  no  more  coins  being  struck  until  the  1 870-S.  In  the  meantime,  virtually 
all  Philadelphia  Mint  Liberty  Seated  dollars  from  1 853  to  the  end  of  series  were  sent  to 
the  Orient  and  became  de  facto  trade  dollars,  although  trade  dollars  imprinted  as  such, 
with  their  own  specifications,  did  not  make  their  debut  until  1873. 

)68  1859-S  F-12.  Medium  gray  with  deeper  highlights.  A  tiny  “X”  is  seen 
in  the  reverse  field,  and  some  black  enamel  (or  some  such  material)  is 
seen  in  the  reeds  at  12:00  relative  to  the  obverse.  Still,  a  suitable  filler 
with  a  description  that  sounds  far  worse  than  the  coin  actually  appears. 

069  1 860  VF-30.  Mostly  silver  surfaces  with  some  traces  of  golden  toning 
around  the  borders,  particularly  on  the  reverse. 


I  70  1860-0  MS-62  (NGC).  Deeply  frosty.  Brilliant  with  some  hints  of 
gold  at  the  borders.  Probably  one  of  the  hoard  coins  that  came  to  light 
in  the  early  1 960s,  making  the  1 860-0  one  of  the  relatively  available 
Liberty  Seated  silver  dollars  in  Mint  State.  I  he  1860-0  usually  comes 
heavily  bagmarked,  and  the  present  piece  has  fewer  than  normal. 


71  1861  MS-63  (NGC).  Satiny  mint  lustre,  virtual  perfection,  deli¬ 

cately  toned  in  lilac  hues.  Nicely  struck.  “Only”  MS-63,  justifiably  so 


as  on  the  reverse  above  the  eagle  there  are  some  pinscratches  (sorry 
about  that).  However,  they  are  mostly  hidden  among  the  toning.  The 
obverse,  graded  on  its  own,  is  clearly  MS-64. 

In  Mint  State  the  1861  dollar,  while  not  quite  as  rare  as  a  hen’s 
tooth,  isn’t  far  off  the  mark  either.  We  handle  such  coins  only  infre¬ 
quently,  probably  having,  for  example,  a  couple  dozen  1 856  Flying 
Eagle  cents  (in  various  grades)  for  each  Mint  State  1861  dollar.

The  1 873-CC  is  far  and  away  the  most  difficult  Liberty  Seated  dol¬ 
lar  from  the  Carson  City  Mint,  although  it  does  not  have  the  lowest 
production  number.  Just  2,300  were  struck,  or  a  bit  more  than  the 
1 ,376  registered  for  the  1871-CC.  However,  something  happened  to 
the  1873-CC  mintage,  as  today  examples  are  significantly  rarer.  In 
fact,  they  are  hardly  seen  at  all,  and  in  the  course  of  our  auction  sales 
we  can  have  a  major  event  and  not  offer  an  1873-CC  in  it.  Never 
mind  that  this  auction  has  two. 

The  present  coin  is  delightful  at  the  grade  listed,  and  will  become  a 
prize  in  the  cabinet  of  its  next  fortunate  owner. 

The  Liberty  Seated  specialist  will  find  this  to  be  a  very  interesting  opportunity, 
one  that  should  he  investigated  carefully.  Along  with  the  investigation,  you  might 
want  to  check  the  basic  rarity  of  this  issue — it  is  dozens  of  times  rarer  than  the  1889-

In  this  section  of  the  sale  you  will  encounter  a  number  of  beautiful  Proof  Morgan 
dollars,  and  no  doubt  we  could  be  enthusiastic  and  go  on  and  on  about  each.  How¬ 
ever,  as  a  general  rule,  such  coins  were  made  in  rather  restricted  quantities  to  begin 
with — seldom  more  than  1 ,000  pieces — and  were  often  spent.  The  reason  for  this  is 
that  Morgan  dollars  were  not  at  all  popular  in  their  era  and  the  face  value  often  rep¬ 
resented  the  best  part  of  a  day’s  wages.  However,  Morgan  Proofs  were  sold  in  silver 
sets,  and  anyone  who  wanted,  for  example,  the  Liberty  Seated  quarter  and  half  dol¬ 
lar,  would  have  to  take  a  Morgan  dollar  along  with  it. 

At  a  later  time,  Morgan  dollars  became  widely  collected,  but  Mint  State  coins  were 
generally  available  fairly  close  to  face  value,  this  being  true  for  the  Philadelphia  Mint 
coins  for  which  there  were  equivalent  Proofs.  Accordingly,  most  people  would  not 
pay  several  dollars  for  a  Proof  when  a  Mint  State  piece  cost  $1 .25  or  $1.50  (we  re¬ 
member  the  days!). 

Today  in  2002,  the  mind  set  is  completely  different,  rarities  are  recognized  for 
what  they  are,  and  it  is  perfectly  correct  to  say  that  in  gem  condition  any  Morgan 
dollar  1878-1904  is  a  rarity.  Forming  a  fine  collection  of  them  takes  some  time,  and 
we  suggest  that  the  journey  can  be  commenced  by  acquiring  several  pieces  from  this 
auction  offering.

Assembling  a  complete  set  of  Carson  City  Morgan  dollars  is  a  very 
pleasant  pursuit,  and  one  that  yields  a  great  deal  of  satisfaction.  If  we 
were  doing  this  we  would  make  a  rather  “fancy”  set  and  would  start 
with  the  basics,  1878-CC,  1879-CC,  1880-CC,  I881-CC,  1882- 
CC,  1883-CC,  1884-CC,  1885-CC,  1889-CC,  1890-CC,  1891- 
CC,  1892-CC,  and  1893-CC.  Then,  we  would  spiff  up  the  set  by 
adding  an  1880-CC  2nd  Reverse  (parallel  top  arrow  feather),  and  a 
1900-0/CC  “overmintmark,”  the  last  not  strictly  being  a  Carson 
City  piece  but  certainly  related.  We  probably  would  not  get  into  too 
many  varieties  of  1880-CC  as  listed  in  the  Guide  Book,  but  would 


stick  with  one  example  of  the  2nd  Reverse  and  one  of  the  normal  I 
seen  3rd  Reverse  (the  2nd  Reverse  is  about  three  or  four  times  rare* 
although  the  market  does  not  recognize  this). 

It  might  also  be  interesting  to  get  two  varieties  of  1879-CC,  tl 
Large  CC/Small  CC,  sometimes  called  the  “Capped  Mintmark’  (f| 
reasons  that  elude  us),  and  the  “Clear  CC.”  All  of  these  little  add 
tions  will  cost  only  a  fraction  of  what  the  rarity  costs,  the  1 889-CC 
offered  here.  Beyond  the  1889-CC,  some  cherrypicking  is  desirah 
to  find  nice  pieces,  with  the  1893-CC  in  particular  often  comin 
with  heavy  and  distracting  bagmarks. 

The  present  1 889-CC  will  answer  the  call  for  a  quality  piece  at  th 
grade  level.

Although  trade  dollars  were  legal  tender  at  face  value  in  the  United  States  until 
July  22,  1 876,  and  a  piece  such  as  this  could  have  been  spent  in  commerce,  virtually 
all  of  them  were  shipped  to  the  Orient,  where  in  time  they  became  worn, 
chopmarked,  or  melted.  So  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  determine,  not  a  single  nu¬ 
mismatist — not  even  one — was  interested  enough  in  1873  to  collect  an  example! 
This  is  very  remarkable,  of  course,  but  it  is  true.  Thus,  the  survival  of  a  piece  such  as 
this  is  a  matter  of  rare  chance.

This  particular  design  is  more  cluttered  and  confusing  than  any  other  in  the  com¬ 
memorative  series  and,  accordingly,  it  is  great  fun  to  take  a  specimen  that  has  not 
been  certified  but  is  in  some  Mint  State  level  and  pass  it  around  to  a  group  of  experts, 
seeking  opinions,  which  inevitably  are  all  over  the  place.  If  you  run  out  of  things  to 
do  at  a  coin  club  meeting,  perhaps  the  easiest  thing  to  do  is  to  take  a  certified  piece, 
mask  over  the  grade,  and  get  some  opinions. 

By  the  way,  we  believe  that  it  would  be  quite  worthwhile  for  the  American  Numis¬ 
matic  Association,  Coin  World,  Numismatic  News  and  other  entities  to  help  develop 
(more  than  is  being  now)  local  coin  clubs  with  regularly  scheduled  meetings  and 
events.  At  one  time  there  were  more  than  500  such  entities,  although  we  do  not  know 
how  many  exist  now.  We  suspect  that  fewer  are  around  than  there  were  30  or  40  years 
ago,  simply  because  there  are  many  more  ways  to  get  information  (such  as  weekly  coin 
papers,  the  internet,  and  so  on).  Still,  there  is  something  to  be  said  for  the  fun  of  speak¬ 
ing  with  others  who  share  the  hobby. 

A  number  of  clubs  have  Bowers  and  Merena  Galleries  on  their  mailing  lists  and  we 
always  enjoy  reading  about  what  is  happening  here  and  there.  Also,  from  time  to 
time  we  will  donate  books  or  other  items  as  door  prizes  to  special  club  events  (if  you 
have  such  an  event  coming  up,  contact  the  editor  QDB — glad  to  hear  from  you).

The  man  behind  the  1883  Kingdom  of  Hawaii  coinage,  Claus  Spreckels,  was  born 
in  Lamstedt,  Germany  in  1828.  He  came  to  the  United  States  in  1846,  finally  set¬ 
tling  in  San  Francisco  in  1856.  In  1863,  Spreckels  entered  the  sugar  business,  even¬ 
tually  securing  a  monopoly  on  the  importation  and  sale  of  sugar  to  the  Pacific  coast 
of  America.  He  also  owned  and  operated  large  sugar  cane  plantations  in  Hawaii,  the 
overseeing  of  which  was  performed  by  his  son,  John  Diedrich  Spreckels.  Claus 
Spreckels  became  a  friend  and  confidant  of  King  Kalakaua  and  masterminded  the 
Kingdom  of  Hawaii  coinage,  which  was  struck  at  Spreckels  behest.  The  Spreckels 
family  also  operated  steamship  lines  and  various  other  companies,  and  a  private 
bank  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands.  Interestingly  enough,  while  little  known  today,  Claus 
Spreckels  was  one  of  the  wealthiest  Americans  in  history.

In  connection  with  gold  coin  research  over  the  years  we  have  come  across  many 
interesting  items  relating  to  gold  dollars  prior  to  1849,  that  being  the  year  such 
pieces  were  made  in  quantity  by  the  federal  government.  For  starters,  Christopher 
Bechtler  at  Rutherfordton,  North  Carolina,  issued  his  own  gold  dollars  from  about 
1830  onward,  and  from  time  to  time  there  were  many  interesting  notices  in  the 
popular  press  that  the  Treasury  Department  should  do  likewise.

However,  the  specific  gravity  of  this 
coin  suggests  significant  gold  content,  and  recent  scientific  analysis 
has  confirmed  that  the  composition  is  51%  gold,  25%  silver,  and 
23%  copper,  consistent  with  the  specific  gravity.

This  and  related  pieces  are  said  to  have  been  hand  engraved  by  Chief  Engraver 
James  B.  Longacre.  Accordingly,  this  present  piece  and  others  like  it  can  be  consid¬ 
ered  to  be  direct  and  personal  specimens  of  this  artist’s  handiwork,  elevating  them  to 
a  very  special  position. 

The  idea  was  to  quickly  create  a  coin  with  a  hole  in  the  center,  to  demonstrate  that 
a  gold  dollar,  a  denomination  being  proposed,  could  be  made  of  correct  gold  weight, 
but  of  a  larger  diameter,  if  following  the  Oriental  policy,  a  square  hole  was  provided 
at  the  center. 

Relating  to  this,  Andrew  W.  Pollock  in  his  United  States  Patterns  and  Related  Issues 
says  (excerpt): 

This  interesting  design  appears  to  have  had  its  origins  in  a  letter  to  the  Washing¬ 
ton  Union  on  January  27,  1849.  The  letter  is  quoted  in  full  in  Don  Taxay’s  The 
US.  Mint  and  Coinage;  portions  of  the  letter  pertaining  directly  to  the  coin’s  de¬ 
sign  follow: 

“Dear  Sir:  I  beg  to  lay  before  you  a  mode  for  coining  the  gold  dollar,  to  which 
I  would  most  respectfully  ask  the  favorable  attention  of  the  public.  .  .  . 

“In  circumference  [the  proposed  piece  would  be]  the  same  as  a  five-cent  piece  in 
silver,  with  a  square  hold  in  the  center,  (a  design  of  which  I  have).  Leave  out  the  eagle 
and  Liberty  cap  and  insert  on  one  side  1 3  stars,  ‘one  dollar,  1 849’  or  whatever  year  it 
may  be  coined  in;  and  on  the  other  side  a  ‘wreath,’  and  the  words  ‘United  States  of 
America.’ 

“The  object  of  the  square  hole  is  to  make  the  coin  thicker  and  broader,  and  to 
enable  every  person  to  ascertain  the  difference  at  any  time,  either  night  or  day, 
between  the  gold  dollar  and  a  five-cent  piece.  .  .  . — P.W.” 

Two  days  before  this  letter  appeared,  Congressman  James  McKay  had  intro¬ 
duced  a  bill  in  Congress  for  the  coinage  of  gold  dollars.  It  seems  almost  certain 
that  McKay  had  read  the  letter  and  was  impressed  by  the  idea.  Within  three 
days,  Mint  Director  Robert  Maskell  Paterson,  at  McKay’s  request,  had  sent 
three  examples  of  gold  dollars  of  the  type  suggested  in  the  Washington  Union  let¬ 
ter,  together  with  three  examples  composed  of  gilded  silver.  Presumably,  the 
gilded  pieces  had  been  prepared  to  show  how  convincingly  silver  counterfeits 
could  be  made  in  imitation  of  small  gold  coins;  the  same  consideration  as  had 
been  put  forth  by  those  who  objected  to  the  gold  dollar  denomination  when  it 
had  been  suggested  in  1836. 

Evidently,  McKay  expressed  a  desire  to  have  the  patterns  prepared  quicklv. 
This  would  explain  why  the  pieces  were  all  hand  engraved,  rather  than  struck 
from  dies. 

The  present  coin  will  be  a  very  significant  addition  to  a  fine  collection.

Fully  lustrous  silver 
gray.  Bright  and  attractive  with  only  minor  spotting  near  the  base  of 
the  obverse.  This  zinc  planchet  never  received  its  copper  plating  like 
most  cents  after  1982.  A  desirable  error  that  occurred  very  early  in 
the  minting  process.

(NGC).  A  truly  dramatic  error,  two  cent  planchets  bonded  together 
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Huge  1999  Cent

to  create  a  huge  32.5  mm  multistrike.  I  he  top  planchet  was  struck  a 
number  of  times,  perhaps  eight  or  nine,  until  the  planchet  simply 
disintegrated  and  the  metal  flowed  outward  and  up  the  side  of  the 
die.  The  detail  on  the  multiply-struck  top  obverse  is  impressive;  care¬ 
ful  magnified  scrutiny  reveals  a  number  of  impressions  nearly  atop 
the  other.  After  the  top  coin  was  struck  at  least  once  while  adhering 
to  the  obverse  die,  the  bottom  planchet  was  inserted  into  the  coining 
chamber  and  neither  was  ejected  immediately,  causing  them  to  be 
stuck  together.  An  impressive  display  item  and  a  rare  find,  a  prize  for 
the  advanced  error  enthusiast. 


Another  Impressive  Bonded  Multistrike 


4530  1999  cent.  Two  planchets  bonded  multi-strike.  MS-65.  Another 
impressive  piece,  this  one  stretched  out  to  a  crude  oval  as  it  was  par¬ 
tially  ejected,  rotated,  and  struck  again.  Three  clear  impressions  of 
Lincoln’s  bust  are  noted,  with  two  complete  1999  dates.  31.7  x  25 
mm,  a  far  cry  from  the  usual  19  mm.  On  this  piece,  it  appears  the 
bottom  planchet  was  the  first  into  the  coining  chamber,  as  the  top 
planchet  shows  some  brockaged  details  include  a  fourth  date  —  this 
one  incuse!  A  truly  amazing  error. 

In  case  you’re  curious  how  something  like  this  escapes  the  Mint,  at  this  point  in 
time  (and  throughout  the  late  1990s),  the  Mint  shipped  cents  in  huge  distribution 
bins  by  weight  alone,  not  counted  into  bags  or  rolls.  Thus,  something  like  this  would 
occasionally  be  discovered  by  employees  of  the  company  responsible  for  distributing 
those  huge  quantities  of  cents  to  the  banks.  The  Mint  has  tightened  their  quality 
control  lately,  so  few  new  errors  of  any  kind,  let  alone  of  this  calibre,  are  entering  the 
market  now. 


4531  1907  nickel.  10%  off  center  to  11:00.  MS-61  (ANACS).  A  scarce 
error  type,  a  pleasing  and  significant  off-center  Liberty  nickel.  Splen¬ 
did  eye  appeal  and  full  lustre,  golden  gray  with  only  a  few  hairlines.  A 
neat  early  nickel  error. 

4532  1936  nickel.  10%  off  center  at  5:00.  MS-62.  Nice  pearly  cartwheel 
on  silver  gray  surfaces.  Choice  eye  appeal  and  nicely  off-center.  Buf¬ 
falo  nickel  errors  are  always  popular  and  this  one  would  fit  in  any 
high-quality  collection. 


4533  1937  nickel.  10%  off  center  at  9:00.  MS-61.  Oil-center  10%  or  a 
little  more  to  precisely  9:00,  with  the  bison’s  forehead  just  off  the 
planchet.  Silver  gray  with  great  lustre,  just  a  little  scratch  noted  at 
bison’s  hindquarters.  Another  choice  Buffalo  error. 
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4534  1964  nickel.  Mated  pair  each  grading.  MS-62  (PCGS).  A  fascinat¬ 
ing  set  of  1964  nickels,  mated  for  a  fleeting  moment  in  the  coining 
chamber  and  still  together  decades  later.  These  piece  are  plate  coins 
in  The  Error  Coin  Encyclopedia  by  Arnold  Margolis  and  Fred 
Weinberg,  used  to  illustrate  this  desirable  and  uncommon  error  type. 
Their  photos  and  descriptive  text  may  be  found  on  page  202  of  the 
most  recend  (3rd)  edition.  The  elucidiation  of  them  therein  states: 

“Individually,  one  coin  is  a  double  struck  nickel  with  a  uniface  re¬ 
verse  on  the  second  strike.  The  other  is  a  partial  brockage.  . . .  The 
double  struck  coin  was  struck  first  as  a  broadstrike  and  failed  to  eject 
completely.  The  another  blank  fed  in  and  the  first  coin  landed  partly 
on  top  of  it,  obverse  side  facing  up.  The  two  were  then  struck  to¬ 
gether.” 

For  every  double  strike  with  uniface  reverse,  a  relatively  common 
error  type  in  modern  coinage,  there  is  a  potential  mated  pair,  but  it  is 
a  rare  circumstance  indeed  when  the  two  pieces  can  stay  together  in 
the  same  bag  or  lot  and  be  matched  up  by  a  numismatist.  The  two 
specimens  here  show  nicely  matched  subtle  toning  in  shades  of  gold 
and  violet.  The  double  strike  shows  two  light  scratches  at  the  bottom 
obverse  rim,  noted  for  accuracy.  An  important  opportunity,  and  a 
future  highlight  in  a  collection  of  mint  errors.  (Total:  2  pieces)

San  Francisco 
Mint  double  denominations,  of  course,  are  far  rarer  than  ones  from 
either  Denver  or  Philadelphia,  and  this  date  is  also  not  among  that 
handful  of  dates  that  makes  up  a  vast  majority  of  cent  double  de¬ 
nomination  errors  made  in  the  last  25  years  (1982  being  a  prime  ex¬ 
ample).  A  prize  for  the  advanced  specialist  in  numismatic  errors. 

Pleasing  dark 
pewter  gray.  A  very  scarce  Seated  Liberty  dime  broadstrike, 
uncentered  and  aligned  to  4:00.

The  last  digit  of  the  date  remains  plain,  with  the  7  of  the  date  and  tl 
tiny  D  mintmark  visible  under  magnification  but  somewhat  ol 
scured  by  the  second  strike;  the  mintmark  is  located  directly  abo' 
the  R  of  the  second  strike.  On  the  reverse,  DOLLAR,  son 
tailfeathers,  and  the  talon  grasping  arrows  is  visible  on  the  sccot 
strike.  A  truly  dramatic  double  strike,  far  more  impressive  on  a  coi 
this  size  than  a  cent  or  dime,  and  the  sort  of  striking  error  that  cxcit 
even  non-enthusiasts. 

Bril¬ 
liant  and  lustrous.  Struck  through  some  sort  of  foreign  matter  mea¬ 
suring  10.5  x  1.5  mm  from  the  base  of  the  eagles  wing  to  the  space 
between  the  star  and  UNITED  on  the  reverse.  A  nice  error  on  this 
popular  series. 

544  1921  Morgan  dollar.  Lamination  flap  on  reverse.  MS-61  (PCGS). 
Lustrous  silver  gray.  A  portion  of  the  reverse  from  the  eagle’s  leg  and 
arrow  butts  to  NE  of  ONE  has  lifted  off  and  laminated  but  remained 
attached  and  intact.  Very  impressive  and  three-dimensional.  Rarely 
encountered  to  such  splendid  effect. 

(545  1921  Morgan  dollar.  Filled  dies  obverse  and  reverse.  AU-53  (PCGS). 
Much  lustre  remains  on  silver  gray  surfaces.  Struck  from  badly  filled 
dies  on  both  sides,  with  some  details  appearing  to  be  AU  and  others 
apparently  AG.  Nearly  all  obverse  detail  is  flat,  on  the  reverse  the 
eagle  is  very  flat  and  the  northeast  reverse  is  especially  weak.  Filled 
die  errors  are  usually  inconsequential,  but  this  piece  is  a  textbook  ex¬ 
ample,  covering  a  lot  of  surface  area  on  a  large  coin.  About  as  neat  a 
filled  dies  error  as  could  be  hoped  for. 

546  1921-S  dollar.  Partial  collar  strike.  Net  AU-50  (ANACS).  Sharpness 
of  MS-60,  scratched.  Lustrous  silver  gray  with  some  faint  hairlines 
and  a  few  short  scratches  scattered  around  the  obverse.  The  popular 
“railroad  rim"  error,  which  admittedly  loses  some  of  its  appeal  in  a 
slab,  with  a  large  out-of-collar  lip  around  the  base  of  the  reverse.  An 
appealing  coin  and  a  nice  example  of  this  error,  perfect  for  an  error 
coin  type  set. 


47  1922-D  dollar.  One  inch  cracked  planchet.  MS-62  (PCGS).  A  dra¬ 
matic  and  unusual  dollar  error.  Bold  cartwheel  lustre  with  silver  gray 
surfaces  and  a  trace  of  peripheral  toning.  A  thin  planchet  crack 
snakes  its  way  down  the  obverse  from  the  rim  halfway  between  I  and 
B  of  LIBETY  to  well  past  the  center  of  the  coin,  ending  below 
Liberty’s  jawline  on  her  next  parallel  with  the  top  of  WE.  On  the  re¬ 
verse,  the  crack  runs  from  the  rim  between  the  eagle’s  tail  and 
PEACE  all  the  way  to  the  eagles  higher  shoulder.

A  heavy  1 1.0  x  3.0  mm  lamination  through  B  of 
LIBERTY  exposes  the  crystallized  silver  core  of  the  coin  and  ends  at  a 
sharp  point  at  the  top  of  Liberty’s  hair.  Eye-catching. 


4549  1976-D  dollar.  20%  clip  by  weight.  MS-66  (PCGS).  A  major 
Eisenhower  dollar  error,  a  curved  clip  that  consumes  nearly  the  entire 
southwest  of  the  obverse  from  just  past  6:00  to  precisely  9:00.  WE  and 
the  last  digit  of  1776  are  visible  on  the  edge  of  the  clip,  on  the  reverse 
UN  of  UNI  1  ED  and  ES  of  SI  AT  ES  are  right  on  the  edge  of  the  miss¬ 
ing  area.  A  really  impressive  piece  with  outstanding  eye  appeal.

In  their  opus  work.  The  Provincial  Token  Coinage  of  the  Eighteenth  Century  (1910), 
authors  Richard  Dalton  and  Steven  Hamer  promulgated  a  rarity  scale  that  is  still  in 
use  today  by  collectors  of  conder  tokens.  Their  scale  was  simple:  Common;  Uncom¬ 
mon;  Scarce;  R;  RR;  and  RRR.  When  seen  in  today’s  light,  the  scale  is  still  quite 
valid.  Their  Common  is  our  Rarity-1  to  2;  “Uncommon”  is  about  our  Rarity-3  or 
so;  Scarce  is  about  our  Rarity-4;  “R”  is  about  Rarity-5;  “RR”  about  Rarity-6;  and

Steinberg’s  collection,  in  addition  to  other  properties,  allows  a  significant 
opportunity  not  only  for  the  advanced  collector  of  U.S.  tokens,  but  a  truly 
special  chance  for  the  newly-enthusiastic  to  gather  interesting  pieces  and 
important  rarities  alike.  Token  collecting  is  dynamic ,  a  healthy,  vibrant  subset 
in  American  numismatics  that  continually  draws  new  enthusiasts  while  retain¬ 
ing  the  interest  of  old-timers.  Once  a  token  collector,  always  a  token  collector, 
they  say.  Read  a  chapter  or  two  on  tokens  in  Dave  Bowers’  just-released  More 
Adventures  With  Rare  Coins  book  and  you  will  capture  his  enthusiasm,  which 
is  as  great  now  as  when  he  first  discovered  such  things  in  the  1950s! 

A  collection  of  tokens  can  be  as  unique  as  the  person  collecting  it. 
However,  not  many  collect  as  widely  and  as  extensive  as  Gilbert  Steinberg  has 
done.  His  enthusiasm  and  acquisition  desire  have  covered  the  whole  range  of 
early  American  store  cards  and  Hard  Times  Tokens. 

Indeed,  while  this  collection  may  seem  super-specialized  by  the  standards 
of  those  who  collect  a  little  of  this  and  a  little  of  that,  many  collectors 
thoroughly  enjoy  gathering  tokens  of  one  occupation  -  say  tailors  or  butchers 
or  circus  performers,  all  of  whom  have  issued  tokens  aplenty!  Others  enjoy 
localized  collections,  gathering  tokens  of  Northern  New  Jersey  or  the  city  of 
Baltimore  or  the  state  of  Kentucky,  while  still  others  collect  by  engraver,  era, 
metal,  denomination,  or  design.  The  possibilities  may  seem  overwhelming, 
but  the  freedom  to  choose  whatever  little  slice  of  America’s  character  and 
history  you  wish  to  collect  is  liberating  and  fun. 

Hard  Times  Tokens 

The  Hard  Times  token  field  has  long  attracted  numismatic  scholars,  who  are 
drawn  to  the  interwoven  themes  of  politics,  economics,  and  history  that  these 
little  tokens  sum  up  in  a  way  that  a  magisterial  tome  containing  the  printed 
history  of  the  1830s  and  1840s  somehow  misses.  Lyman  Low’s  work,  now  over 
a  hundred  years  old,  remains  the  standard,  with  valuable  additions  and 
reordering  by  Russ  Rulau,  who  has  added  new  pieces  to  the  era  of  the  “Hard 
Times”  as  modern  research  has  dictated. 

The  Steinberg  Collection  of  Hard  Times  Tokens  includes  many  well- 
known  rarities  and  compares  favorably  with  other  collections  we  have  been 
privileged  to  sell  over  the  years,  including  the  Garrett,  Griner,  Zeddies,  Boyd 
(selections  from),  Hetrich,  Hudson,  and  Vlack  collections  among  others. 
Indeed,  some  pieces  herein,  like  the  incredibly  rare  brass  striking  of  Low- 1 
known  as  Low- 166,  were  not  included  in  any  of  the  above  mentioned  sales 
-  what  a  feat!  Many  high  condition  pieces  are  included  -  how  many  red 
Uncirculated  specimens  of  the  Beck’s  Public  Baths  token  have  you  seen?  - 
and  many  of  the  most  desirable  and  well  known  rarities  are  present  in  far  finer 
grade  than  usually  encountered.  If  you’ve  read  the  book,  American  Numis¬ 
matics  Before  the  Civil  War ,  you  will  note  that  Beck’s  Baths  tokens  were 
eagerly  sought  nearly  a  century  and  a  half  ago,  and  were  elusive  then! 

A  Few  Words  about  Store  Cards  and  Tokens 

While  we  enjoy  selling  million  dollar  coins  and  classic  rarities  in  high-end 
Mint  State  condition,  the  little  store  cards  offered  herein  connect  us  with  the 


very  beginnings  of  American  numismatics.  Charles  I.  Bushnell  issued  H 
work  on  store  card  tokens  in  1 858  -  it  was  one  of  the  first  stand-alone  tex 
dedicated  solely  to  the  nascent  hobby  of  numismatics  in  this  country.  Wh 
was  rare  then  is  usually  rare  now  (indeed  some  of  what  was  common  then 
rare  now!). 

Moreover  and  unfortunately,  there  was  never  a  Treasury  hoard  of  stcr 
cards  found  in  a  long-sealed  vault,  or  a  great  lost  shipwreck  laden  with  bra 
merchant  cards  sprinkled  on  the  sea  floor  200  miles  off  the  coast  of  Nori 
Carolina,  or  a  massive  long-forgotten  accumulation  suddenly  thrust  up< 
the  market  after  hiding  for  decades  in  the  estate  ofVirgil  M.  Brand.  Indee: 
most  items  have  been  found,  and  while  new  discoveries  can  always  be  mad 
chances  are  1 00  to  1  that  a  century  and  a  half  from  now  a  Beck’s  Baths  toki 
will  remain  a  piece  that  many  can  contemplate,  but  relatively  few  can  ov 
(never  mind  one  in  Mint  State!). 

In  spite  of  all  this,  the  field  of  American  tokens  seems  to  intimidate  ead 
buyers  who  rush  to  complete  collections,  while  scarcely  taking  even  a  ft 
evenings  to  read  some  useful  books.  One  can  become  an  “instant  collecto 
of  Morgan  dollars  (not  that  it  is  a  good  idea,  as  these,  too,  should  be  studi* 
and  savored)  by  writing  a  bunch  of  checks.  Indeed,  it  is  easy  to  find  sin 
in-a-hurry  buyers  to  find  security,  or  the  appearance  of  such,  in  numb: 
grades,  weekly  value  updates,  Condition  Censuses,  known  mintage  figuri 
and  some  of  the  other  “creature  comforts”  of  collecting  coins  and  mater- 
thought  to  be  closer  to  the  mainstream.  The  net  result  of  this  attention 
easy-to-buy  coins  is,  by  default,  a  wide  field  of  fascinating  pieces  availat 
today  for  relatively  low  cost,  but  which  the  “instant  buyer”  and  seeker 
“super  gem  MS-68’’  coins  ignores. 

Many  tokens  and  store  cards  are  rarer  than  an  1804  dollar,  but  a 
available  in  the  $20  to  $200  range.  A  truly  incredible  token  rarity,  perha 
a  well-known  issue  from  an  avidly  collected  region,  would  stun  audienc 
if  it  sold  for  $1,000.  This  is  not  to  say  that  there  are  not  $5,000  or  evi 
$10,000  token  rarities,  for  indeed  we’ve  seen  tokens  bring  that  much  ai 
more,  but  a  person  that  enjoys  the  thrill  of  hunting  down  rare  pieces  at 
experiences  great  pride  in  bringing  multiple  rarities  together  in  tht 
cabinet  can  do  so  on  an  annual  budget  far  less  than  the  price  of  a  single  Pro 
Morgan  dollar,  the  rarest  of  which  is  common  by  comparison! 

The  early  store  cards  that  follow  represent  the  creme  de  la  creme 
American  token  collecting,  including  a  large  volume  of  pieces  that  would  I 
as  familiar  to  Charles  I.  Bushnell  in  1 858  as  they  are  to  us  today.  Our  tokt 
section  also  includes  some  rare  later  material,  from  the  days  of  the  Civil  W1 
and  the  Gilded  Age,  but  the  store  cards  of  the  early  19th  century  she 
American  business  as  it  was  as  it  just  came  into  its  own:  sensation; 
entrepreneurial,  adventurous,  often  highly  localized,  and  fascinating  in  tl 
great  diversity  of  products  and  services  offered  to  our  predecessors.  Many 
their  storefronts  still  exist  on  old-time  Main  Streets  across  this  country,  an 
there  is  a  certain  excitement  to  holding  a  token  from  Faneuil  Hall  in  Boston 
Front  Street  in  Philadelphia,  Pratt  Street  in  Baltimore,  or  Broadway  in  Nd 
York  City  -  places  where  many  of  us  have  visited  and  where  America 
business  still  thrives.

Remarkably  glossy,  nearly  reflective, 
honey  brown  surfaces.  A  lovely  specimen  with  exceptional  eye  ap¬ 
peal,  choice  in  every  regard.  A  tiny  spot  between  the  nose  of  Jackson 
and  the  K  of  JACKSON  identifies  this  as  the  Steinberg  specimen, 
from  the  important  October  1989  Stack’s  sale  of  the  same  name. 
While  the  piece  was  graded  “Very  Fine,  and  choice”  in  that  sale,  we 
feel  it  merits  the  EF  designation.  Some  very  minor  softness  is  noted 
inside  the  wreath  on  the  reverse,  and  a  tiny  rim  nick  is  mentioned 
above  P  of  PERISH  on  the  reverse  for  the  sake  of  accuracy. 

As  has  been  said  before,  a  nice  Low-1  sets  the  tone  for  any  important 
collection  of  Hard  Times  tokens.  The  present  specimen  is  a  beautiful  and 
well-preserved  example  of  this  landmark  Hard  Times  token  variety.

Magnification  reveals  a  few 
light  scratches,  and  a  few  tiny  rim  bruises  are  not  serious  but  identify 
this  specimen  as  the  Garrett-Roper  piece. 

While  the  quality  of  this  specimen  is  excellent,  the  desirability  of  this  piece  in 
many  ways  hinges  on  its  pedigree.  T.  Harrison  Garrett  purchased  his  Low-1 ,  the 
specimen  offered  here,  from  Lyman  H.  Low  on  October  21,  1885  along  with  72 
other  different  Hard  Times  tokens.  Low  modestly  wrote  to  Garrett  the  previous 
month  “I  claim  to  know  something  about  the  series  and  when  an  amateur  gave  it 
much  study.’  Of  course,  over  a  century  later  numismatists  still  use  Low  numbers  to 
designate  the  different  types  of  this  challenging  and  broad  speciality.  The  Garrett 
Collection  was  closely  held,  first  by  the  family  and  then  by  The  Johns  Hopkins  Uni¬ 
versity  in  Baltimore,  for  nearly  a  century  after  that  invoice  from  Low.  When  the  sec¬ 
ond  of  four  parts  of  the  collection  was  sold,  this  piece  was  purchased  by  John  L. 
Roper,  2nd,  whose  collections  of  early  American  coins  and  tokens  set  a  new  bench¬ 
mark.  After  his  death,  this  specimen  was  purchased  by  Gilbert  Steinberg  and  has  re¬ 
mained  among  his  collections  since.  The  next  owner  will  have  the  distinct  privilege 
of  adding  his  or  her  name  to  a  pedigree  that  begins  with  that  most  associated  with 
this  series  to  this  day.

Congressional  campaigns.  The  reverse  legends  describe  his  two  election  victories  and 
note  “WE  COMMEMOatTHE  GLORIOUS  VICTORIES  OF  OUR  HERO  IN 
WAR  AND  PEACE,”  an  allusion  to  the  victory  at  the  Battle  of  New  Orleans  almost 
20  years  earlier.

Not  yet  a 
national  powerhouse  in  1834,  a  mantle  the  Whig  Party  would  not  assume  until  alien 
the  presidential  election  of  1836,  the  Whigs  celebrated  a  victory  in  New  York’s  firstl 
popular  mayoral  election  in  the  spring  of  that  year.  While  largely  forgotten  to  later: 
generations,  this  first  New  York  City  mayoral  election  was  a  major  event  ol  the  era,  a 
fact  highlighted  by  this  token  and  the  Low  number  that  lollows.

1830s,  particularly  in  western  land.  In  early  1837,  the  economy  grew  still  worse, 
when  popular  concern  caused  a  bank  run  in  May.  The  banks  had  no  choice  but  to 
stop  paying  out  gold  and  silver  —  specie  —  on  May  10th  (and  other  nearby  dates), 
the  date  memorialized  on  this  and  other  varieties  of  Hard  Times  tokens.  Specie  pay¬ 
ments  resumed  the  following  year  when  the  economy  began  to  look  up  again,  but  the 
depression  would  not  completely  end  for  several  more  years.

As  noted  in  the  1995  PCAC  sale, 
this  is  “a  prize  for  the  specialist”  and  worthy  of  a  strong  bid.

While  attributed  to  Peuch,  Bein  and  Co.  of  New  Orleans  by  Lyman  Low  and  those 
who  followed  for  nearly  a  century,  Robert  Leonard  s  extensive  research  has  proven  that 
these  countermarks  were  actually  issued  by  the  Planters  Bank  of  New  Orleans  in  the 
epoch  of  1811  to  1815,  when  cut  sections  of  Spanish  coins  were  the  currency  de  rigeur 
in  that  bustling  and  vital  port  city,  one  of  the  hemispheres  major  economic  hubs.  Fewer 
early  American  token  issues  are  more  desirable  or  better  known  than  these  evocative 
countermarks,  and  years  may  elapse  between  an  auction  offering.  Most  major  sales  of 
Hard  Times  tokens  have  lacked  a  specimen.  The  present  specimen  is  well  worth  a  very 
strong  bid.  Indeed,  only  a  very  strong  bid  is  apt  to  be  successful. 

This  specimen  weighs  80.4  grains,  or  5.2  grams.  The  edges  show  the  usual  diago¬ 
nal  chisel  marks,  with  the  outside  arc  showing  the  diagonal  reeding  of  the  Chihua¬ 
hua  8  reales  issue.

Struck 
in  German  silver  by  the  City  (a.k.a.  the  Corporation)  of  Philadelphia, 
it  is  unusual  as  a  piece  issued  by  governmental  authority  and  unique 
as  a  50  cent  token  among  the  series.  The  enigmatic  F.S.  has  not  been 
satisfactorily  explained,  though  “Feuchtwanger  Silver  has  been  put 
forth  as  a  possibility.  The  Corporation  of  Philadelphia  also  issued  a 
one  shilling  token;  only  two  specimens  are  known. 

When  we  sold  the  Zeddies  specimen,  which  was  a  bit  sharper  but  marred  by  a 
hole,  we  predicted  “it  may  be  many  years  before  another  example  comes  on  the  mar¬ 
ket.”

He  lived  at  71st  Street  and  Fifth  Avenue  in  New  York,  where  he  kept 
a  large  garden  that  was  apparently  the  inspiration  behind  this  seem¬ 
ingly  whimsical  reverse  die.  A  significant  rarity  and  a  fascinating  va¬ 
riety.

The  Beck’s  Public  Baths  token  of  Richmond  can  at¬ 
tribute  its  popularity  doubly  to  being  from  the  avidly  collected  state 
of  Virginia  as  well  as  featuring  a  bathing  nude  woman  on  its  obverse 
—  this  token  was  an  object  of  great  desire  even  in  the  era  of  the  Civil 
War  when  it  was  inevitably  described  as  “rare”  in  auction  catalogues 
of  the  time.  Today,  we  recognize  that  is  scarce,  not  rare,  in  most 
grades,  but  few  if  any  examples  rival  this  one  for  condition.  An  im¬ 
pressive  piece  certain  to  excite  bidders  but  still  sell  for  a  relatively  in¬ 
expensive  price  in  the  scheme  of  the  market  at  large.  An  early  account 
of  the  collectability  of  this  token  appears  in  Dave  Bowers’  book, 
American  Numismatics  Before  the  Civil  War.  This  seemed  to  have  been 
a  “must  have”  item  for  any  red  blooded  collector  of  such  things!

An  exciting  and  extremely  rare  storecard,  evoking  the  days  of  Nev 
Orleans’  famed  sidewheelers.  Walton  &  Co.  was  located  facing  th< 
river  at  17  New  Levee;  the  New  Orleans  Mint  was  a  short  distance 
away  at  Esplanade  and  New  Levee,  a  freshly  constructed  building  a 
the  time  this  token  was  struck.  Walton  &  Co.,  as  ship  chandlers 
would  have  refreshed  and  restocked  many  of  the  ships  that  plied  the 
river  and  the  seaport  from  their  enviable  location. 

We  can  count  three  specimens  of  this  token  known  to  us:  the  Rulau  plate  pieca 
the  Steinberg:417  specimen,  and  this  one  —  perhaps  high  R-7  is  a  more  accurate  rar. 
ity  rating  considering  there  is  probably  a  piece  or  two  we  don’t  know  about.  Still,  thu 
token  rarely  appears  on  the  market  and  has  all  the  desirable  aspects  one  would  wain 
from  this  series  —  interesting  geographical  location,  fascinating  business,  plenty  oi 
history,  and  an  extremely  low  population  surviving.  Connoisseurs  of  early  American 
storecards  are  sure  to  compete  to  own  this  specimen.

An  extremely  rare  token,  fully  deserving  of  its  R-7  status  it  seems  to  us,  and  rarely 
if  ever  encountered  nicer  than  this.  I  he  only  auction  records  we  find  for  the  last  two 
decades  are  the  1 989  Steinberg  sale  (which  contained  two,  this  one  and  a  heavily  cor¬ 
roded  specimen),  and  a  nice  example  in  our  1986  Leidman  sale,  Lot  4579.  In  the  de¬ 
scription  of  the  latter  piece,  we  stated  “this  token  is  one  of  the  rarest  in  the  Leidman 
Collection.  In  fact,  the  only  modern  auction  record  is  from  Presidential’s  Sale  23, 
held  in  1977  —  and  this  is  that  piece!  The  present  example  shows  sharper  peripheral 
detail  than  the  Leidman  piece  and  seems  similarly  sharp  as  the  somewhat  scratched 
Rulau  plate  piece.  Beyond  its  rarity,  this  token  is  fascinating  for  offering  “songs  and 
ballads’  at  the  Red  Store  in  Boston.

Throughout  the  United  States  a  number  of  hotel  keepers  designated  their  estab¬ 
lishments  as  being  “temperance  houses,  hoping  to  draw  a  trade  that  was  against  at 
dent  spirits.  From  what  we  have  been  able  to  learn  in  the  reading  of  19th-centun 
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newspaper  advertisements  and  the  like,  temperance  houses  were  not  particularly  suc¬ 
cessful  or  profitable,  as,  apparently,  they  automatically  eliminated  a  large  percentage  of 
their  potential  clientele.  Besides,  traveling  salesmen,  teamsters,  and  others  who  fre¬ 
quented  hotels  were  apt  to  want  to  have  a  mug  of  rum  or  beer  after  a  hard  days  work.

The  New  York  and  Harlaem  Railroad  was  the  first  railway  in  Man¬ 
hattan,  running  “along  Fourth  Avenue  from  East  23rd  Street  to  the 
Harlaem  River,”  according  to  a  study  on  early  New  York  transporta¬ 
tion  tokens  by  George  Cuhaj  published  in  the  1994  ANS  COAC.  It 
was  extended  into  downtown  in  1832.  Most  fares  were  between  6 
and  12-1/2  cents,  though  it  is  not  certain  what  value  this  token  had. 
It  has  always  been  avidly  sought  after  and  is  a  highlight  in  our  fine 
presentation  of  tokens  from  the  Hard  Times  era.

Rulau  relates  the  fascinating  biography  of  John  Fitzgibbon  in  some  detail.  In  short, 
he  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  photographing  Native  Americans  in  the  1850s  before 
moving  to  Vicksburg,  Mississippi  in  1861,  enduring  the  Union  siege  there  in  1863 
before  being  captured  as  a  Union  prisoner.

Smooth  and 
appealing,  excellent  eye  appeal,  particularly  so  for  this  issue  which  usu¬ 
ally  comes  “worn,  beat-up,  or  corroded’  in  the  words  of  John  Ford.  We 
note  the  following  marks  for  future  tracking  of  this  important  token:  a 
tiny  rim  bruise  over  star  6,  a  nick  just  above  star  6,  a  dig  under  M  of 
M.A.,  rim  nick  over  O  of  PEOPLE’S,  trace  of  very  light  corrosion  at 
rim  at  1 1:00  and  5:00.  Central  reverse  a  trifle  weakly  struck. 

A  superb  specimen,  perhaps  the  finest  known  example  of  this  rarity. 
Leonard  notes  18  appearances  over  the  last  150  years  which  he  states 
represents  “at  least  10  and  possibly  11  different  specimens.”  Of 
those,  the  Ford  coin  (VF++)  and  the  Newman  coin  (VF+)  attain  top 
rank,  with  a  few  other  VF  specimens  including  two  not  seen  since  the 
1880s!  This  piece  far  outranks  the  other  specimen  Gilbert  Steinberg 
has  owned,  that  one  sold  in  his  1989  Stack’s  sale  as  Lot  463.  The  his¬ 
toric  nature  of  this  token  makes  it  exceptional  —  Abrahams  owned 
two  stores  in  Missouri  which  sold  supplies  to  wagon  trains  leaving  on 
the  Santa  Fe  Trail  during  the  great  western  migration  —  but  its  rarity 
has  made  it  a  classic.  Its  appeal  to  collectors  of  Washingtoniana  has 
also  but  increased  pressure  on  the  very  limited  supply.  One  of  the 
highlights  of  the  Steinberg  Collection. 

The  history  of  these  tokens  and  of  A.M.  Abrahams  (not  M.A.,  as  rendered  on  his 
tokens)  is  well  told  in  the  Leonard  study  from  the  1994  ANS  COAC  on  American 
tokens.  He  fleshes  out,  in  vivid  detail,  a  narrative  of  Abrahams'  interesting  life  and 
times  and  a  numismatic  history  of  these  fascinating  tokens.

token  issue  by  a  thousandfold  it  seems,  he  examined  the  probability  that  Westc 
Missouri  was  actually  Westport,  Missouri  —  a  town  far  closer  to  Independence  a| 
a  place  where  Abrahams  is  known  to  have  set  up  shop  in  1854.  It  seems  the  West 
rendering  was  actually  a  die  engraver’s  error!

The  only  specimen  we  trace 
was  sold  in  the  Schenkel  Collection  sale,  November  1990,  Lot  4195, 
a  far  weaker  specimen  graded  F- 1 5-  The  1992  Steinberg  sale,  rich  in 
Washington-related  storecards,  lacked  this  variety,  as  did  the  incred¬ 
ible  F.C.C.  Boyd  collection  of  Washingtoniana  as  catalogued  in  fixed 
price  form  by  Jack  Collins.  While  this  token  is  called  R-7  in  the  most 
recent  Rulau  token  book,  it  was  called  R-8  by  Fuld  in  his  1965  Baker 
update  and  R-8  in  the  199  Rulau/Fuld  Baker  update  —  we  believe 
R-8  is  perhaps  more  accurate.  An  important  opportunity  for  the  ad¬ 
vanced  specialist  to  purchase  one  of  the  most  desirable  and  elusive 
New  York  City  storecards.

ENCASED  POSTAGE  STAMPS 

Circa  1862-1863 

The  field  of  Encased  Postage  Stamps  is  a  varied  and  fascinating  on 
and  has  been  treated  in  detail  by  a  number  of  authors  over  the  years,  o 
most  recent  being  Michael  Hodder  and  Dave  Bowers  in  combinati 
in  their  book,  The  Standard  Catalogue  of  Encased  Postage  Stan 
published  by  Bowers  and  Merena  Galleries  in  1 989;  and  the  much  larg 
and  more  extensive  Civil  War  Encased  Postage  Stamps  by  Fred  L.  Ree 
III.  Beyond  this,  there  have  been  many  interesting  auctions  presen 
tions  and  other  offerings,  all  ol  which  constitute  a  very  extensive  sui 
issue  of  data. 

The  present  sale  comprises  of  a  very  attractive  selection  of  Eneas 
Postage  Stamps,  common  (although  in  the  traditional  sense  no  Eneas 
Postage  Stamp  is  really  common,  it  is  just  that  some  are  more  available  th 
others)  to  very  rare.  Enjoy  our  selection,  and  by  all  means  absorb  son 
history  concerning  them  from  the  two  earlier  mentioned  references. 


Short  Arrows 
Case  lustrous  AU,  golden  brown.  Mica  EF,  choice,  some  hairlines  bu 
no  crazing.  Stamp  bright,  crisp  blue  with  a  touch  of  faint  wrinkling 
A  nice  piece  for  a  type  or  set  specialist. 

On  this  Ayer  issue,  there  is  no  apostrophe  marking  the  possessive  of  Ayer,  hen 
spelled  AYERS;  the  apostrophe  is  used,  however,  on  the  other  Ayer  issues  (  Take  Ayer 
Pills  and  Ayer’s  Sarsaparilla ). 

James  Cook  Ayer  (1818-1878)  was  one  of  the  most  colorful  of  New  England 
businessmen  during  his  era.  Upon  the  death  of  his  father  in  1 825,  young  James,  the 
just  seven  years  old,  went  to  live  with  his  uncle  in  Lowell,  Massachusetts.  There  h 
finished  high  school,  but  instead  of  going  on  to  college  as  he  planned,  his  family  ap 
prenticed  him  to  Jacob  Robbins,  a  local  apothecary;  Ayer  also  studied  medicine  o 
the  side  with  a  local  doctor.  Eventually  Ayer  received  an  M.D.  degree  from  the  Uni 
versity  of  Pennsylvania.  In  1841,  Ayer  bought  the  apothecary  business  where  h 
learned  his  trade  from  Robbins,  using  a  $2,486.61  loan  from  his  uncle — a  fairl 
lordly  sum  at  the  time — which  he  paid  back  in  three  years.  The  new  James  C.  Aye 
and  Company  became  one  of  the  best  known  of  its  kind  in  the  Northeast.  Fron 
1855  through  1870,  the  zenith  of  the  firm’s  production  activities,  Ayer  became  th 
king  of  the  patent  medicine  industry.  His  first  big  success  was  Cherry  Pectoral,  a) 
opium-based  product  that  claimed  to  be  beneficial  for  lung  problems,  among  otha 
ailments.  Next  came  Cathartic  Pills,  made  forever  famous  to  collectors  by  the  en 
cased  postage  issues  of  the  firm,  followed  by  Ayer’s  Sarsaparilla  (another  famou 
product  with  encased  postage  specialists)  and  Ayer’s  Ague  Cure.  Ayer  even  produced 
product  for  those  who  worried  over  external  appearances,  Ayer's  Hair  Vigor,  whic) 
claimed  to  turn  gray  hair  back  to  its  natural  color!  Ayer’s  secret  to  success  was  simple 
advertising!  By  1871  the  firm  advertised  in  nearly  2,000  newspapers  across  th 
length  and  breadth  of  America,  and  also  owned  a  printing  plant  that  produced  flier 
and  advertising  cards  of  its  own  at  greatly  reduced  cost  to  the  firm.  The  firm  alsi 
purchased  timber  lands  in  Florida,  part  ownership  of  the  Lake  Superior  Iron  Com 
pany,  and  various  textile  mills  in  Lowell.  Ayer  was  no  doubt  greatly  honored  in  1 87 
when  the  town  of  Groton  Junction,  Massachusetts  changed  its  name  to  Ayer!  Th' 
company  continued  operations  into  the  1920s,  but  the  1906  Pure  Food  and  Dru| 
Act  severely  restricted  the  use  of  opiates  and  alcohol  in  patent  medicines.  1  he  Aye 
legacy,  however,  lives  on  essentially  forever,  both  to  citizens  of  Ayer,  Massachusetts 
and  to  numismatists  everywhere  thanks  to  the  various  encased  postage  issues  cj 
James  C.  Ayer  and  Company.

loseph  L.  Bates  Fancy  Goods  first  opened  for  business  in  Boston  in  1828  as  a 
maker  of  musical  instruments,  although  it  wasn’t  until  1847  that  he  ceased  making 
instruments  and  turned  his  business  attention  to  “fancy  goods”  (umbrellas,  hair 
combs,  mirrors,  ornate  frames,  etc.). 

As  a  whole,  the  Bates  encasements  are  among  the  rarest  in  the  entire  series  regard 
less  of  denomination.  In  fact,  some  of  the  issues  are  so  rare  that  it  is  probably  the  case 
that  no  complete  collection  of  Bates  encased  postage  types  exists. 

In  our  opinion  it  is  very  nice  to  collect  “Go-Withs"  in  connection  with  the  En¬ 
cased  Postage  Stamp  series,  and  such  are  readily  available  in  antique  stores.  Ilea  mar¬ 
kets,  and  other  locations,  including  in  modern  times  on  the  internet.  The  most  plen 
tiful  of  all  such  associated  items  are  those  involving  the  aforementioned  |.(  Aver  & 
“the  printed  trade  cards  of  which  are  often  seen,  and  for  which  there  arc  empn 
bottles  imposed  with  the  appropriate  Avers  product  name  can  be  purchased  with 
some  poking  around  in  New  England  for,  s.n.  $3  to  $1  3  each.  Much  rarer  are  certain 
other  products,  and  about  20  years  ago  we  were  delighted  to  buy  for  about  SI 00  a 
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very  nice  stereo  card  viewer  bearing  the  deep  imprint  “into  wood”  Joseph  L.  Bates,  of 
the  presently  offered  stamp.  We  also  have  been  able  to  acquire  a  package  of  the  prod¬ 
uct  advertised  by  the  item  in  Lot  5576,  have  found  that  few  Burnetts  bottles  (some¬ 
what  scarcer  then  Ayer's  bottles),  and,  of  course,  dearly  loved  the  Drake’s  plantation 
bitters  bottles  (which  are  plentiful,  typically  sell  for  $100  to  $200  for  a  nice  speci¬ 
men,  and  which  make  a  beautiful  display  if  put  on  a  window  shelf,  so  that  the  amber 
color  of  the  glass  can  be  illuminated  by  the  outside).

Like  his  contemporary,  James  C.  Ayer,  John  I.  Brown  (1790-1882)  came  from 
humble  beginnings  in  the  early  19th  century,  rising  to  a  place  of  comfortable  promi¬ 
nence  during  his  lifetime.  In  1812,  Brown  bought  the  apothecary  business  of  Dr. 
Stephen  Thayer,  located  on  Newbury  Street  in  Boston,  and  operated  his  business  from 
those  premises  for  the  next  58  years.  Like  Ayer,  Brown  knew  the  value  of  advertising, 
and  his  mail-order  business  thrived  through  the  likes  of  his  “Bronchial  Troches”  and 
“Mrs.  Winslow’s  Soothing  Syrup.’’  Billed  as  effective  for  sore,  diseased,  and  disaffected 
throats,  Browns  Bronchial  Troches  were  endorsed  by  public  orators,  singers,  and  actors 
of  the  era,  and  their  endorsements  appeared  as  pointed  testimonials  in  Brown’s  wide¬ 
spread  advertising  campaigns.  During  the  Civil  War,  a  would-be  competitor  copied 
Brown’s  troches  recipe  and  sold  the  end  result  to  Union  troops.  Brown  sued  and  the 
offender  went  to  jail.  Thereafter,  Brown’s  advertising  carried  the  admonition  “Guard 
Against  Worthless  Imitators.”  Passage  of  the  1906  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Act  benefited 
greatly  from  Brown’s  product  “Mrs.  Winslow’s  Soothing  Syrup;”  the  Act  was  practi¬ 
cally  guaranteed  passage  when  testimony  showed  that  Brown’s  syrup  contained 
laudanum,  an  opium  derivative,  and  was  reportedly  responsible  for  the  deaths  of  hun¬ 
dreds  of  infants  over  the  years.  Brown  passed  away  in  1882  at  the  ripe  old  age  of  92.

The  present  encased  postage  piece  advertises  several  of  the  products  made  by  Jo¬ 
seph  Burnett  &  Company  of  Boston,  including  “Cocoaine,  Kalliston,  Toilet  Sets, 
& c,  &c.”  Cocoaine,  which  had  absolutely  nothing  to  do  with  the  illicit  drug  of  a 
similar  name,  was  merely  a  coconut  oil-based  hair  tonic  which  purported  to  restore 
hair  to  a  bald  man’s  pate!  Kalliston  was  a  diluted  skin  cream  which  was  said  to  re¬ 
move  dandruff  and  improve  the  overall  quality  of  the  user’s  skin;  it’s  name  is  derived 
from  kalli,  a  Greek  word  meaning  “beauty.”  Interestingly,  in  Lipzig,  Germany,  in  the 
1890s  a  local  reed  organ  was  marketed,  apparently  with  success,  bearing  the 
Kalliston  name,  apparently  offering  “beautiful  music”  (although  it  has  been  years 
since  we  have  heard  one).

Joseph  Burnett  (1820-1894),  who  died  the  same  day  as  famed  numismatist  Mai 
thew  A.  Stickney,  sold  a  wide  variety  of  flavorings  including  almond,  celery,  cinna 
mon,  clove,  ginger,  lemon,  nectarine,  nutmeg,  orange,  peach,  and  rose.  He  died  in 
tragic  equestrian  accident:  the  horse  drawing  his  carriage  became  scared  and  over 
turned  it  at  the  sight  of  an  electric  trolley  car,  a  fin-de-siecle  interaction  of  technola 
gies  if  there  ever  was  one.

Col.  Patrick  Henry  Drake  was  a  New  York  entrepreneur  who  in  1860  formulate: 
Drake’s  Plantation  Bitters.  Earlier,  following  an  appointment  on  January  22,  1851 
he  had  been  a  toll-taker  on  a  local  canal  servicing  Binghamton,  the  town  of  his  bird 
located  in  the  Southern  Tier  area  of  New  York  State,  just  north  of  the  Pennsylvani 
border.  In  1857  in  Binghamton  he  formed  a  partnership  with  Jerome  B.  Browr 
Subsequently,  Brown  &  Drake  marketed  Catawba  Bitters,  a  patent  medicine  put  u 
in  an  amber  bottle  of  round  shape  with  a  thin  neck,  bulging  part  way  up,  of  the  typ 
called  “lady’s  leg”  by  bottle  collectors  today.  This  seems  to  have  been  the  forerunne 
of  the  Plantation  Bitters.  In  1861  he  formed  a  partnership  with  Demas  S.  Barne: 
trading  as  P.H.  Drake  &  Co.  In  1870  another  partner,  William  P.  Ward,  joined  th 
firm.  P.H.  Drake  &  Co.  was  located  in  a  large  wareroom  at  13  and  15  Park  Rov 
New  York  City,  and  formulated  various  products  for  public  sale. 

In  the  early  1860s  the  partnership,  now  known  as  Drake  &  Barnes,  had  premise 
at  53,  55,  and  57  Park  Place,  near  to  Kirkpatrick  and  Gault’s  offices  at  1  Park  Place 
not  far  from  the  earlier-mentioned  Park  Row.  A  manufactory  and  warehouse  facilic 
was  established  at  47  Dey  Street.  In  1863,  Barnes’  202  Broadway  facility  was  also  th 
address  given  for  P.H.  Drake.  In  1868  P.H.  Drake  &  Co.  had  its  offices  at  105  Lib 
erty  Street.  Other  locations  could  be  cited,  some  being  offices,  others  sales  outlet) 
and  still  others  factories  and  storage  depots.

The  Tremont  House  Hotel  first  opened  in  Chicago  in  1850  under  the  ownership 
of  one  Mr.  Couch.  The  five  story  hotel  was  deemed  the  finest  and  most  resplendent 
Western  hotel  of  its  time,  and  eventually  became  the  “watering  hole”  of  many  of 
Chicago's  most  prominent  citizens.  In  1853,  Couch  sold  the  hotel  to  brothers  David 
and  George  Gage,  and  two  years  later  John  B.  Drake  purchased  a  25%  ownership  in 
the  business  from  the  brothers.  By  1863,  David  Gage  had  surrendered  his  share  of 
the  business  for  an  unspecified  amount,  and  five  years  after  that  brother  George  fol¬ 
lowed  suit.  Drake  then  owned  and  managed  the  hotel  until  it  was  destroyed  in  the 
Great  Chicago  Fire  of  1871. 

About  the  players:  George  Gage  was  a  friend  and  political  ally  of  Abraham  Lincoln 
as  well  as  a  rising  star  in  the  new  Republican  Party.  After  his  reelection  to  the  Illinois 
legislature,  he  sold  his  share  of  the  hotel  to  Drake.  Little  is  known  of  David  Gage  after 
he  sold  his  portion  of  the  hotel  to  Drake.  Regarding  Drake,  he  reportedly  arrived  in 
Chicago  in  1845  with  just  75<I  in  his  pocket;  just  10  years  later  he  was  part  owner  of 
the  most  successful  Chicago-area  hotel  of  its  time!  In  1873,  two  years  after  the  Chi¬ 
cago  Fire,  he  took  over  the  Grand  Pacific  Hotel,  which  then  became  headquarters  of 
the  Chicago  Republican  Party.  He  later  became  a  vice  president  of  the  Illinois  Trust 
and  Savings  Bank.  Today,  the  famous  Hotel  Drake  in  Chicago  bears  his  name.

Baltimore-born  John  Gault  (1831-1900)  moved  with  his  family  to  Boston  about 
1 840.  In  1 850,  Gault,  like  so  many  other  countless  persons,  moved  to  California  to  try 
his  hand  in  the  gold  fields.  In  1855  (after  not  striking  it  rich),  he  returned  to  Boston 
and  was  employed  in  a  machine  shop.  An  inventive  sort,  Gault  received  patents  for  a 
lock  stitch  device  for  sewing  machines,  an  illuminated  coal  hole  cover,  and  an  eraser 
sharpener.  The  sale  of  these  inventions  gave  Gault  some  working  capital  and  financial 
independence.  After  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War,  Gault  made  improvements  in  mili¬ 
tary  ordnance,  including  a  new  kind  of  shrapnel  shell  for  artillery  pieces.  He  is  best 
known  to  numismatists,  however,  as  the  inventor  of  postage  stamp  encasements,  lor 
which  he  earned  a  patent  on  August  12,  1862.  I  he  patent,  no.  1627,  was  issued  just 
weeks  after  the  passage  of  legislation  in  July  1 862  authorizing  the  use  of  postage  stamps 
as  a  circulating  medium  of  exchange.  Later  in  1 862,  Gault  relocated  to  New  \ork  City, 
where  he  began  his  partnership  with  Joseph  Kirkpatrick.  A  year  or  so  later  the  channels 
of  commerce  became  heavy  with  copper  Civil  War  tokens,  making  Gaults  encased 
postage  stamps  “second  class  citizens”  in  the  world  of  commerce.  His  postage  pieces 
could  not  compete  with  the  small  cent-sized  coppers,  and  his  cumbersome  encase¬ 
ments  were  soon  to  be  no  more.  His  last  occupation  was  as  a  liquor  dealer  in  Niw  York 
City,  his  chosen  vocation  at  the  time  of  his  death.  A  few  short  years  after  Gault’s  death, 
collecting  encased  postage  came  into  vogue;  we  think  he  would  have  liked  that!  Query: 
wonder  if  Ayn  Rand  ever  heard  of  John  Gault. >  Probably  not,  as  she  was  literate 
enough  as  to  have  spelled  her  characters  name  correctly.

George  Mendum  (18??- 1866)  started  a  wine  and  foodstuffs  business  in  New  York 
City  in  the  Wall  Street  area  some  time  in  the  1850s.  By  1861  his  business  had  pros¬ 
pered  and  moved  north  to  Broadway  and  Cedar  Street,  the  address  on  his  encase¬ 
ments.  Besides  a  full  line  of  ales,  beers,  wines,  and  other  libations,  Mendum  stocked 
cheeses,  pickles,  condiments,  and  sauces,  his  “emporium”  thus  being  a  cross  between 
a  neighborhood  saloon  and  a  local  delicatessen,  a  popular  combination.  So  popular, 
in  fact,  that  Mendum  opened  two  other  “emporia”  in  New  York  City,  all  of  which 
became  popular  tourist  spots  during  the  war  years.  With  this  grand  idea  (one  that 
would  be  copied  countless  times  over  in  the  ensuing  years),  it  seemed  Mendums  for¬ 
tune  was  made.  Unfortunately,  he  passed  away  in  1 866  before  he  enjoy  the  fame  that 
would  have  undoubtedly  come  his  way.  After  all,  what  could  be  more  popular,  even 
in  this  day  and  age,  than  a  place  to  have  a  cold  beer  and  a  sandwich?

As  we  noted 
in  our  cataloguing  of  the  famed  Dr.  Wallace  Lee  collection  of  en¬ 
cased  postage  (March  1999),  “some  specialists  believe  that  Steinfeld 
only  ordered  samples  from  Gault,  and  that  no  widely  circulating  is¬ 
sue  was  ever  paid  out.  We  feel  that  pieces  were  used  in  trade,  but  not 
many.  As  a  result,  any  and  all  Steinfeld  encasements  are  rarities  to¬ 
day.”  Collectors  who  seek  a  specimen  from  this  rare  issuer  would  be 
wise  to  pay  careful  attention  to  the  present  offering.

N.  &  G.  Taylor  &  Co.,  in  business  since  1 8 1 0  or  so,  was  a  long  established  metals 
merchant  in  the  Philadelphia  area  when  the  firm  ordered  encasements  from  John 
Gault  and  Joseph  Kirkpatrick.  The  company's  product  line  included  wire,  files, 
tinned  metal  sheeting,  sheet  iron  and  copper,  machine  tools,  tin  cans,  milk  cans,  and 
lead  products.  The  firm  also  owned  copper  mines  in  Wales,  as  well  as  several  docks 
and  storage  facilities  in  the  Philadelphia  area.  During  the  1876  Centennial  Exhibi¬ 
tion  held  in  Philadelphia,  the  firm  had  four  booths  dedicated  to  their  wares,  each  of 
which  highlighted  a  different  aspect  of  the  prolific  firm’s  metals  business.

Bridgens  was  one  of  New  York  City’s  most  prolific  die  sinkers  during  the  Civil  War. 
Prior  to  the  conflict,  he  or  his  relative  Charles  Bridgens  had  cut  many  dies  for  medals 
including  the  Eight  Presidents  medal  (with  MONROE  misspelled  as  MUNROE  and 
MADISON  misspelled  as  MADDISON).  Spelling  must  not  have  been  his  forte,  for 
this,  one  of  his  more  popular  dies,  had  the  misspelling  “ACCOMODATE.”  Concern¬ 
ing  Bridgens’  style,  among  other  aspects,  for  his  dies  he  favored  triangular  dentils,  and 
with-serif  lettering,  and  often  employed  spear-head  ornaments. 

His  Civil  War  token  dies  include  several  portrait  and  scenic  subjects  among  which 
are  General  McClellan,  George  Washington,  the  fictional  Diedrich  Knickerbocker, 
an  eagle  on  a  globe,  and  a  horse  bettor. 

.  In  JCWTS,  Winter  1983,  in  “The  Starting  Point,”  Jack  R.  Dctwiler  noted:  “The 
most  imaginative  die  sinker  was  William  H.  Bridgens....  His  tokens  always  included 
the  distinctive  sawtooth  or  dancetted  border,  and  his  inscriptions  had  something  for 
everyone,  a  necessary  ingredient  for  public  acceptance  of  his  privately-minted  money.” 

In  the  1860s,  Bridgens  was  also  a  coin  dealer  and  advertised  coins,  tokens,  and 
medals  for  sale,  although  no  mention  of  this  specialty  appears  on  his  tokens. 

Dave  Bowers’  new  book,  More  Adventures  with  Rare  Coins,  goes  into  some  detail  on 
Bridgens  and  his  interesting  dies.  If  the  successful  buyer  of  this  token  does  not  already 
have  a  copy,  just  drop  a  note  to  QDB  and  he  will  send  you  one  with  the  our  compliments.

Extremely  Rare  Frenchy’s  Place  Token 

Tin  Cup,  Colorado 

An  Exciting  Piece  of  Western  Americana

Our  consignor,  a  metal  detecting  enthusiast,  related  the  details  of 
his  discovery  of  this  specimen.  “My  wife  and  I  found  the  token.  It 
was  found  at  an  old  burned  down  cabin  on  Tin  Cup  Pass  in  1970. 
We  took  it  to  Tin  Cup  and  showed  it  to  the  lady  in  the  store.  She 
went  bonkers.  She  said  that  she  had  been  looking  for  one  of  these  all 
her  life.  She  said  that  Frenchy’s  was  the  most  notorious  of  all  the  sa¬ 
loons  in  Tin  Cup."  Our  consignor  has  owned  it  since  its  discovery 
and  only  recently  discovered  its  rarity  and  importance. 

Tin  Cup  was  in  many  ways  the  storybook  Colorado  ghost  town.  Gold  was  discov¬ 
ered  in  several  small  mines  in  the  late  1870s,  and  by  1882,  the  year  the  Gunnison 
County  town  took  its  name,  there  were  6000  residents  and  20  saloons.  By  1884, 
there  were  only  400  people  left.  In  1 903,  another  vein  was  found  and  the  population 
balooned  again,  only  to  disappear  once  more  by  1910.  The  town  is  still  occupied, 
though  today  it  is  primarily  a  tourist  destination.  The  site  of  Frenchy’s  Place  is  still 
open  as  a  cafe. 

From  the  style  and  shape  of  this  token,  we  gauge  its  date  of  issuance  to  be  circa 
1890  to  1910,  likely  when  the  second  major  boom  occurred  in  1903.  The  romance 
surrounding  this  token  is  what  draws  many  to  Western  Americana  —  the  legends  of 
gamblers  running  the  town  with  Frenchy’s  Place  as  their  chief  meeting  hall,  prosti¬ 
tutes  and  miners  spending  freely  in  the  middle  of  Colorado  only  to  have  their  town 
disappear  within  a  decade.  This  romance,  in  combination  with  its  great  rarity,  leads 
us  to  believe  this  token  will  attract  a  great  deal  of  attention  and  will  take  its  place 
among  the  memorable  examples  of  various  Colorado  merchants’  tokens  sold  at  public 
auction.

This  mining  district  became  the  boom  town  of  Hiko,  about  1 00 
miles  north  of  Las  Vegas,  which  is  now  not  quite  a  ghost  town  but  not 
quite  a  booming  metropolis  either.  I  his  medalet  is  a  little  known  issue 
but  deserves  a  place  in  collections  that  contain  Lesher  dollars,  Colorado 
Century  of  Progress  dollars,  and  other  silver  medals  relating  to  the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  western  mines.  Its  placement  in  the  catalogue  under  New 
York  instead  of  under  Nevada  has  limited  its  appeal  thus  far. 

A  Nevada  state  historical  marker  at  Hiko,  Nevada  states  the  following: 

“As  early  as  1 865,  a  camp  was  established  here  and  in  the  spring  of  1 866,  Colonel 
W.H.  Raymond  and  others  laid  out  the  townsite.  Hiko,  situated  in  the  Pahranagat 
range  of  mountains,  is  an  Indian  expression  for  ‘white  man’s  town.’  Raymond,  with 
Eastern  capital,  purchased  the  machinery  for  a  five  stamp  mill  and  had  it  shipped  via 
the  Colorado  River  to  Callville,  then  hauled  by  oxen  the  140  miles  to  this  site.  In 
November,  1866,  milling  was  begun  on  Pahranagat  ores  and  soon  after,  Hiko  be¬ 
came  the  first  county  seat  of  Lincoln  County  in  March  1867.  Raymond  spent  nearly 
$900,000  building  roads,  erecting  dwellings,  setting  up  the  mill,  prospecting  and 
mining  before  the  enterprise  failed.  The  mill  was  moved  to  Bullionville  in  1870  and 
consequently,  Hiko  declined  in  population  and  importance.  The  decline  was  acceler¬ 
ated  after  the  removal  of  the  county  government  to  Pioche  in  February,  1871.”

Elliot  Woodward  in  1884,  only  five  were  struck  in  this  composition.  Lus¬ 
trous  and  deeply  reflective  silver  gray  with  only  the  lightest  surface  distur¬ 
bances.  An  extremely  rare  and  important  token  to  collectors  of  Virginia 
tokens,  Washingtoniana,  or  Bolen  material.  The  obverse  is  a  Bolen  Wash¬ 
ington  die  with  the  legend  THE  FATHER  OF  HIS  COUNTRY,  pro¬ 
duced  in  1 864  and  sold  to  A.  Ramsey  McCoy,  younger  brother  of  famed 
collector  John  F.  McCoy.  It  appears  likely  that  Woodward  himself  was  in¬ 
volved  in  marketing  this  muling,  using  a  reverse  die  from  R.  Chamberlaine 
of  Norfolk,  VA  that  was  apparently  accomplished  ca.  1865  by  Joseph 
Merriam.  Of  the  highest  rarity  and  interest,  an  important  opportunity  to 
purchase  a  highly-pedigreed  specimen  of  this  key  Virginia  token. 

Neil  Musante,  in  his  fine  book  The  Medallic  Work  of  John  Adams  Bolen,  goes  into 
greater  detail  on  this  issue  than  we  can  in  this  space.  He  posits  that  Chamberlaine,  a 
merchant  and  banker  in  Norfolk  during  the  Civil  War,  must  have  met  up  with  the 
Yankee  Merriam  while  he  was  on  Navy  service  in  the  area  ca.  1864.

Deadwood,  in  the  middle  of  the  gold-rich  Black  Hills,  is  one  of  America’s  best 
known  boom  towns,  evoking  images  of  miners,  gamblers,  and  ail  the  trappings  of 
late  19th-century  life  on  the  frontier.  The  Deadwood  Central,  which  arrived  about 
the  same  time  track  was  laid  connecting  Deadwood  to  Chicago  and  the  rest  of  the 
nation,  arrived  as  a  second  gold  boom  thrust  the  city  back  into  the  sort  of  wealth  it 
boasted  during  its  mid  1870s  heyday.

The  present  cataloguer  (FW)  has  been  a  longtime  collector  of  counterstamps,  espe 
daily  on  large  cents.  Many  counterstamps  are  from  nameless  individuals  who  left  onl 
initials  behind  for  today’s  collectors  to  ponder  the  who,  what,  where,  when,  and  why  a 
their  counterstamp  endeavors.  Some  ol  these  are  obviously  from  hand-engraved  did 
(such  as  the  two  pieces  offered  here)  and  with  initials  in  scalloped  or  crenulated  can 
touches.  This  cataloguer  (who  does  not  collect  random  initials  or  numerals  on  larg] 
cents  as  a  rule)  has  a  spot  in  his  heart  for  these  handmade  pieces,  and  has  called  then 
“primitives”  for  many  years,  as  they  are  as  near  to  anonymous  American  folk  art  as 
coin  comes  (save  for  maybe  Love  tokens,  which  the  writer  also  collects).

According  to  old  friend  of  the  firm,  Russ  Rulau  (  Standard  Catalog  of  United  States 
Tokens,  1700-1900 )  the  puzzle  of  the  “Use  G.G.G.”  (and  its  variant,  “Use  G.G.G. 
&  G. G.G.G.”)  counterstamp  went  unsolved  for  more  than  100  years,  although  nu¬ 
mismatist  Maurice  M.  Gould  came  close  in  the  early  1960s  when  he  suggested,  half 
in  jest  perhaps,  that  it  stood  for  “Goddard’s  Goose  Grease;”  no  product  information 
regarding  a  Goddard  or  his  goose  grease  ever  surfaced,  however.  In  1985,  collector 
Robert  Sagers  discovered  that  “G.G.G.”  meant  Goodwin’s  Grand  Grease  Juice  for 
the  Hair.  In  1996,  collector  Richard  Cannon  discovered  actual  bottles  that  read 
Goodwins  /  Grand  /  Grease  Juice  /  Quintessence  of  Fat.”  Still  another  collector, 
Eric  McGuire,  found  that  the  1855  New  Hampshire  District  Court  records  of  pat¬ 
ents  included  a  listing  for  one  M.H.  Goodwin’s  “Goodwin’s  Grand  Grease  Juice  for 
the  Hair.”  Goodwin  described  his  product  as  “The  Great  American  Preparation  for 
the  Establishment,  Growth,  and  Beauty  of  the  Human  Hair.”  His  location  in  New 
Hampshire  has  never  been  pinpointed  successfully,  although  his  absence  in  the  ma¬ 
jor  city  directories  of  the  era  suggests  that  he  was  a  more  rural  businessman,  probably 
doing  business  in  any  one  of  the  small  towns  that  still  dot  the  landscape  here  in  New 
Hampshire  (many  of  which  have  hardly  grown  in  size  over  the  ensuing  century-plus 
of  elapsed  time).

A  piece  which  will  delight 
the  specialist  as  much  as  the  new  collector  of  historic  medals.

Indeed, 
the  most  recent  offering  of  this  variety  at  auction  that  we  can  locate  was 
lot  383  of  the  November  1 925  W.W.C.  Wilson  sale  by  Wayte  Raymond. 
This  example  is  pleasing  silver  gray  with  some  golden  toning  at  the  top 
obverse  periphery  and  more  widespread  subtle  cabinet  toning  on  the  re¬ 
verse.  Evenly  worn,  but  the  alligator  at  the  Indian  maiden’s  feet  is  still 
bold  and  detailed.  This  piece  has  been  plugged  near  3:00  relative  to  the 
obverse,  but  the  full  reverse  legends  remain  present  and  only  the  bottoms 
of  B  of  SUB  and  O  of  OMNI  are  affected. 

One  of  the  rarest  Franco-American  jetons,  a  variety  lacking  from 
the  LaRiviere  Collection.  Indeed,  we  know  of  only  one  private  sale  in 
recent  memory  of  this  rare  and  important  variety.  The  present  speci¬ 
men  came  from  an  old  Canadian  cabinet,  recently  rediscovered  after 
many  years  off  the  market.  An  opportunity  of  great  importance  to 
the  Betts  medal  or  Canadian  historical  medal  specialist,  one  that  will 
not  be  duplicated  in  the  foreseeable  future.

As  Europeans  tried  to  come  to  terms  with  what  life  in  America  was  really  like,  they 
were  subiected  to  many  influences  —  some  accurate,  some  sensational  to  say  the  least. 

From  the  first  accounts  published  in  En¬ 
gland  after  the  founding  of  lamest  own  in 
1607,  those  who  had  much  to  gain  from 
emigration  painted  North  .America  as  an 
El  Dorado,  a  fertile  garden,  and  as  para¬ 
dise  on  earth.  In  the  mid-18th  century, 
France  realized  that  only  a  massive  influx 
of  immigrants  could  help  their  colonics 
in  North  America  survive  when  con¬ 
fronted  with  the  far  more  heavily  popu¬ 
lated  British  colonies  to  the  south.  The 
Franco-American  jetons  issued  in  the 
1750s  use  symbolism  suggesting  that 
there  is  much  wealth  to  be  found  in  New 
France,  likening  beaver  hit  to  gild  in  one 
jeton  design  and  using  other  attractive 
motifs  through  the  scries.  The  present 


This  1742  painting  by  Frenchman  Jean 
Dumont  used  the  alligator  and  Indian  Princess 
to  symbolize  America,  in  contrast  with  different 
allegorical  images  of  other  continents. 
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design,  that  ol  Betts-385,  states  “They  grow  under  every  constellation,”  while  depicting  a 
halt-naked  Indian  princess  and  crops  behind  her  —  the  allusions  are  clear. 

European  publishers  and  painters  frequently  used  the  Indian  Princess  as  an  alle¬ 
gory  for  America  in  the  mid- 18th  century.  To  add  to  the  mysterious  and  paradisiac 
character  of  the  North  American  continent,  she  was  often  depicted  with  exotic  ani¬ 
mals  —  sloths,  mammoths,  and  alligators  were  not  unusual.  This  jeton  variety,  how¬ 
ever,  was  the  only  one  to  use  the  alligator  conceit  as  part  of  the  central  image  of  the 
American  continent.  This  princess-and-alligator  allegory  was  common  in  the  images 
of  the  time,  and  the  design  of  this  jeton  is  certainly  not  unusual  taken  in  the  larger 
context  of  French  allegories  for  the  American  continent  from  the  1740s  and  1750s.

Quite  pleasing  in  appear¬ 
ance,  a  very  high  quality  casting.  This  has  the  initial  appearance  of  a 
struck  piece,  however,  the  reverse  rim  between  9:00  and  12:00  par¬ 
tially  obscures  what  appears  to  be  some  foreign  matter  on  this  cast’s 
antecedent.  A  few  old  scratches  at  9:00  appear  to  be  a  halfhearted  at¬ 
tempt  at  removal  of  this  raised  metal  that  was  quickly  reconsidered. 
This  piece  is  cast  from  a  very  high  quality  specimen  and  is  probably 
quite  ancient,  from  a  time  when  there  was  no  higher  calling  in 
American  numismatics  than  collecting  early  American  medals.

A  superb  souvi 
nir  of  one  of  the  most  important  moments  in  1 8th-century  world  hi 
tory,  one  that  had  a  vital  effect  on  the  future  United  States.

This  popular  medallion  was  ubiquitous  in  France  during  Franklin's  day  after  its 
complishment  by  Jean  Baptise  Nini  in  1777.  Nini  “was  born  at  Urbino,  Italy  in  1 
...  (and]  was  noted  for  his  skill  as  an  engraver  on  glass,  and  his  work  in  terra  cott) 
according  to  the  editors  of  Betts.  Franklin  was  an  immensely  popular  figure  in  Frail 
during  and  after  the  Revolution,  and  his  visage  by  Nini,  alter  a  portrait  by  1  honj 
Walpole,  was  used  in  a  variety  of  manifestations.  Franklin  wrote  his  daughter  on  Ju 
3,  1 779,  saying  “The  clay  medallion  of  me  you  say  you  gave  to  Mr.  Hopkinson  was 
first  of  the  kind  made  in  France.  A  variety  ol  others  have  been  made  since  ol  dineri 
sizes:  some  to  be  set  in  lids  ot  snuff  boxes,  and  some  so  small  as  to  be  worn  in  rings: 
the  numbers  sold  are  incredible.  These,  with  the  pictures,  busis,  and  prims,  (ol  win 
copies  upon  copies  are  spread  every  where)  have  made  vour  fathers  lace  as  well  knot 
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as  that  of  the  moon,  so  that  he  durst  not  do  any  thing  that  would  oblige  him  to  run 
away,  as  his  phiz  would  discover  him  wherever  he  should  venture  to  show  it.  It  is  said 
by  learned  etymologists  that  the  name  Doll,  for  the  images  children  play  with  is  de- 
nved  from  the  word  IDOL;  from  the  number  of  dolls  now  made  of  him,  he  may  truly 
be  said,  in  that  sense,  to  be  l-doll-ized  in  this  country.”  A  modern  comparison  for  the 
position  enjoyed  in  late  1770s  and  1780s  France  by  this  Nini  plaque  would  be  the  fa¬ 
miliar  visage  of  John  Kennedy  that  hung  in  a  large  percentage  of  American  households 
in  the  mid  1 960s.  Yet.  despite  the  massive  marketing  of  Franklins  image  to  the  adoring 
French  public,  few  of  these  fragile  plaques  survive  today,  especially  in  this  outstanding 
state  of  preservation.  An  important  relic  of  one  of  the  most  beloved  Americans  of  all 
time,  one  with  which  Franklin  himself  was  familiar.

Crisp  sharp  detail  throughout, 
sharper  even  than  the  LaRiviere  specimen,  and  with  exceptional  eye 
appeal.  Some  minor  hairlines  are  noted  and  a  few  light  handling 
marks,  mostly  on  the  reverse;  a  nick  under  A  of  LIBERTAS  identifies 
.  this  specimen.  The  usual  copper  plug  along  the  exergual  line,  found  on 
all  authentic  specimens  of  this  medal  in  white  metal,  is  present. 

An  important  Betts  number,  accomplished  in  Nuremberg  to  cel¬ 
ebrate  The  1783  Treaty  of  Versailles  and  American  independence.  Its 
identification  with  Dupre’s  Libertas  Americana  has  made  it  more 
popular,  but  this  piece  stands  on  its  own  as  a  very  desirable  and  his¬ 
toric  contemporary  testament  to  America’s  War  for  Independence.

Produced  by  Baily,  Banks,  and  Biddle  of 
Philadelphia.  Deep  mahogany  surfaces  show  some  mottling,  reverse 
lightly  reflective.  Choice  eye  appeal,  a  very  nice  specimen.  The  design 
of  the  1782  Recognition  of  the  United  States  by  Frisia  medal  was 
copied  precisely  for  this  medal,  with  added  legends  around  the  pe¬ 
riphery  noting  that  it  was  a  1906  production  of  the  Holland  Society 
of  New  York,  an  organization  devoted  to  genealogy  of  old-line  Dutch 
New  York  families  and  preserving  the  memory  of  the  Dutch  in 
America.  A  worthy  addition  to  a  Betts  medal  collection  or  any  assem¬ 
bly  of  numismatic  items  from  New  York.

Good  eye  appeal,  hairlines  noted  under  magnified  scrutiny.  Issued 
by  J.M.  Lageman  as  the  American  Revolution  ended,  intended  lor 
a  Dutch  audience.  As  we  noted  in  our  cataloguing  of  this  variety  in 
the  LaRiviere  Collection,  this  is  an  interesting  pro-American  piece 
which  implies  that  hopes  for  profitable  trade  underlie  the  wide¬ 
spread  support  for  the  American  cause.  A  neat  medallic  artifact  lot 
any  collection.

Lightly  reflective  light  to  medium  brown  surfaces  show  some  faded 
mint  color  at  peripheries.  A  splendidly  attractive  specimen  of  this 
highly  desired  medal,  just  a  little  wear  and  thin  patina  on  high 
points,  some  minor  contact  marks  and  light  peripheral  roughness 
near  legends  as  sometimes  seen.  A  nick  above  the  stop  below  the 
truncation  of  Liberty’s  bust  and  a  spot  in  the  left  reverse  field  near

Accomplished  by  Du¬ 
pre  and  struck  by  popular  demand  for  decades  at  the  Paris  Mint,  this 
is  an  early  plain  edge  striking  and  is  probably  from  the  first  decades 
of  the  19th  century.  A  thoroughly  attractive  specimen  of  this  popular 
Franklin  portrait  medal.

5701  1792  Lyon  Convention  medal.  Not  in  Betts.  Bell  metal,  39mm. 
Choice  AU.  Even  deep  olive  with  nice  lustre.  An  unusually  choice 
specimen  of  this  medal,  which  often  appears  on  heavily  flawed 
planchets  or  somewhat  abused.  Some  light  microscopic  pitting  is 
noted,  inherent  in  the  planchet  and  no  serious  distraction.  Sharp  and 
nicely  detailed. 

While  not  properly  an  American  medal,  this  medal  by  Galle  was 
probably  inspired  by  Dupre’s  Libertas  Americana  design  and  is  often 
included  in  American  cabinets  for  its  striking  similarity  to  the  Lib¬ 
erty  Cap  design  of  early  half  cents  and  large  cents.  Quality-conscious 
collectors  would  be  hard-pressed  to  find  a  nicer  example.

Slave  Hire  Badges 

Slave  hire  badges  are  one  of  the  most  intriguing  corollariesi 
American  numismatics.  As  the  former  personal  effect  of  an  ensla 
human  being,  each  has  a  sobering  pedigree  and  history  incomparabf 
nearly  any  other  collected  object.  Badges  were  issued  in  several  South 
cities,  including  New  Orleans,  Norfolk,  and  Savannah,  in  order  to  U 
enable  a  slave’s  owner  to  profit  from  hiring  out  a  slave  based  upon 
or  her  level  of  skill.  Despite  records  indicating  the  issuance  of  slave  H 
badges  across  the  American  South,  all  known  genuine  slave  badges  co 
from  Charleston,  whose  system  of  governmental  controls  on  slave  h 
was  in  place  in  colonial  times  and  remained  steadfast  until  the  timi 
the  American  Civil  War.  The  reasons  for  the  issuance  of  the  badges  w 
manifold:  to  control  the  number  of  slaves  competing  with  whites 
work  in  a  variety  of  trades,  to  derive  public  gain  from  this  profita 
system,  and  to  identify  slave  workers  who  sometimes  toiled  along  s 
free  blacks  and  whites  at  nearly  every  conceivable  form  of  work. 

Badges  are  known  dating  from  1800  to  1863,  issued  by  Charles 
and  the  suburb  Charleston  Neck.  Nearly  all  have  been  excavated  ir 
near  downtown  Charleston,  though  badges  have  also  been  found  as 
away  as  central  Mississippi  (now  in  the  Mississippi  State  Museum) ; 
Augusta,  Georgia.  These  badges  were  most  likely  worn  by  “jobb 
slaves’  or  slaves  who  were  owned  for  the  purpose  of  hiring  and  lea 
wherever  in  the  South  demand  for  labor  was  highest.  The  badges  v 
produced  by  a  few  known  individuals  for  the  city  of  Charleston,  thoi 
the  fact  that  counterfeiting  of  slave  badges  was  made  illegal  in  1 8 1 8  r 
indicate  that  there  was  a  problem  with  illicit  badges  of  contempoi 
manufacture.  The  1800  badges  are  small,  octagonal,  and  mar 
“ATMAR”;  other  badges  from  the  first  decade  of  the  century  are  la, 
round,  and  marked  with  the  stamp  of  C.  PRINCE.  Square  ; 
diamond-shaped  badges  become  the  rule  later,  many  of  the  badges  i 
at  least  the  1 820s  marked  with  the  LAFAR  mark  of  John  Joseph  La 
“a  silversmith  who  also  served  as  city  marshal  and  held  several  ot 
public  posts,  according  to  Theresa  Singleton.  Singleton  s  monogr 
“The  Slave  Tag:  An  Artifact  of  Urban  Slavery,’’  published  in  So 
Carolina  Antiquities,  16:1-2  (1984),  is  the  only  full  treatment  of 
subject  thus  far  and  includes  an  important  census  of  pieces  in  sev 
public  collections.  A  full  census  of  known  slave  tags  has  yet  to 
completed,  but  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  several  hundred  currei 
exist  from  all  years  and  occupations  in  both  public  and  private  hat 

Badges  were  issued  to  several  categories  of  slaves,  each  categ 
encompassing  a  different  type  of  skill  and  work.  Servant  badges  are 
most  frequently  seen,  issued  to  domestic  servants  and  enslaved  men 
women  who  worked  in  the  hospitality  and  restaurant  fields.  Po 
badges  are  second  most  readily  encountered,  worn  by  stevedo 
baggage  handlers,  and  those  skilled  and  unskilled  workers  who  toile: 
the  Charleston  shipping  industries.  Mechanic  badges  are  quite  ai 
scarcer  than  either  porter  or  servant  badges,  given  only  to  skilled  wort 
like  cabinetmakers,  framers,  blacksmiths,  and  like  trades.  1  hese  haa 
were  closely  controlled  to  limit  interference  in  the  employment  of 
white  journeymen.  Other  known  occupations  are  all  quite  rare,  incl 
ing  Fisher,  Fruiterer  &c.  (for  street  vendors),  Carpenter,  1  louse  Sen 
(known  only  on  1800  badges),  Huckster,  and  perhaps  others  to 
identified.  Each  badge  was  numbered  in  sequence  beginning  each  P 
Year  at  1  for  each  occupation.  From  the  low  numbers  on  known  bau 
of  the  rarer  occupations,  it  is  clear  that  few  were  ever  issued.

Number  33.  Nearly  even  green  patina,  granular  as  found,  an  area 
smoothed  to  reveal  the  serial  number  at  the  top  of  the  obverse.  The 
top  of  the  reverse,  with  the  all-important  ATMAR  mark,  shows  less 
surface  corrosion.  All  important  details  are  sharp,  scalloped  punches 
match  the  other  known  specimen  precisely,  parallel  placement,  the 
date  punch  shifted  slightly  right.  “No.  33”  engraved  by  hand,  as  on 
the  other  known  specimen.  Good  eye  appeal,  natural  and  stable,  with 
all  elements  plain. 

We  sold  the  other  known  specimen  of  the  1800  Fisher  badge  in  our 
November  2001  Flannagan  sale  as  Lot  5323  —  the  price  it  realized 
was  a  new  record  for  a  Charleston  slave  hire  badge  sold  at  public  auc¬ 
tion.  This  piece  is  of  very  similar  sharpness  as  that  one,  though  its 
patina  is  more  as  found  than  the  lightly  cleaned  number  69  badge.  It 
is  easily  as  desirable,  perhaps  more  so,  than  that  important  piece. 

As  noted  when  we  sold  that  specimen,  we  know  of  a  number  of 
1800  badges,  all  of  which  are  octagonal,  roughly  the  same  size,  and 
bearing  the  ATMAR  hallmark  of  Ralph  Atmar,  Jr.  Atmar  is  only 
known  to  have  produced  slave  badges  in  1800.  He  was  a  Charleston 
silversmith,  in  business  from  1793  to  1803  according  to  Rich 
Hartzog,  the  son  of  an  English-born  ship’s  carpenter  who  emigrated 
to  Boston  and  then  to  Charleston  before  Ralph  Jr.  was  born.  Atmar’s 
work  is  rare  and  in  high  demand  —  in  addition  to  this  specimen  and 
the  other  known  1800  Fisher,  we  record  three  1800  House  Servant 
tags  and  two  1800  Mechanic  tags.  While  others  may  exist,  the  total 
number  of  slave  hire  badges  produced  in  this  earliest  known  year  by 
Atmar  is  tiny,  indeed,  as  a  class  they  may  be  rated  Rarity-7. 

Among  occupations,  Fisher  ranks  high  as  one  of  the  rarest.  Only 
one  “Huckster”  tag  is  known,  presented  herein  for  public  sale  for  the 
first  time.  After  Huckster,  perhaps  only  Carpenter  is  rarer  than 
Fisher.  We  know  of  the  following  Fisher  tags:  1800  (2),  1803,  1810, 
1812  (Charleston  Museum),  1816  (presented  herein),  1817,  and 
1819  (Winterthur  Museum).  There  are  none  in  the  ANS, 
Smithsonian  Institution,  South  Carolina  State  Museum,  or  other  in¬ 
stitutional  collectors.  Furthermore,  no  institutional  collection  we 
know  of  contains  a  single  Atmar  tag.  And  only  one  private  collection 
contains  an  1800  Fisher,  the  lucky  high  bidder  on  our  November 
2001:5323  specimen. 

And  thus  we  present  this  one  for  sale  —  a  prized  artifact  of  a  har¬ 
rowing  chapter  in  the  history  of  this  nation  and  this  planet.  We 
would  be  pleased  for  this  piece  to  find  its  way  into  an  institutional 
collection  —  either  by  purchase  or  donation  as  few  other  realms 
of  numismatic  collectibles  possess  the  historical  gravity  ol  the 
Charleston  slave  hire  badges.  For  the  private  collector,  no  cabinet  can 
claim  completeness  without  owning  at  least  one  tag  to  bear  Atmar’s 
distinctive  mark.  An  exciting  opportunity.

Number  25.  Evenly  granular  dark  brown  and  olive,  somewhat 
rougher  on  the  reverse  than  obverse.  Once  bent  from  1 :00  to  7:00, 
with  a  minor  depression  now  present  which  neither  affects  design  el¬ 
ements  or  eye  appeal.  The  deeply  punched  1  in  the  date  shows  a  tiny 
internal  hole.  A  massive  tag,  the  largest  known  to  us  by  far,  with 
punches  matching  other  known  specimens.  The  “’'CHARLES¬ 
TON*”  and  “No.”  punches  precisely  match  those  found  on  the  1801 
Mechanic  tag  we  sold  last  year.  The  serial  number  and  date  have  been 
boldly  punched  in  single  letter  punches;  though  this  is  unique  to  this 
tag  among  pieces  we  have  actually  seen,  Rich  Hartzog  reports  an 
1803  Porter  badge  with  similar  punched  date  and  number,  and  an 
1 805  Servant  sold  in  the  September  1 995  Stack’s  sale,  not  seen  by  us, 
bears  similar  number  punches  in  the  serial  number  but  the  date  was 
produced  with  a  single  punch.  The  occupation  HUCKSTER  is 
punched  with  a  single  well  designed  punch  measuring  47mm  across. 

This  is  the  only  known  tag  of  this  occupation,  indeed,  it  is  the 
only  one  rumored.  A  huckster  was  a  street  dealer,  someone  who  sold 
objects  and  necessaries  outdoors.  It  is  reasonable  that  enslaved  huck¬ 
sters  were  forced  to  wear  larger  than  normal  tags  since  they  interacted 
with  the  general  populace  to  a  far  greater  extent  than  porters  or  ser¬ 
vants;  after  all,  slave  hire  badges  were  a  means  to  control  a  segment  of 
the  population  and  avoid  the  vicissitudes  of  enslaving  humans,  such 
as  violence,  revolt,  and  flight.  Since  a  huckster  would  have  such 
wide-ranging  access,  and  since  authorities  sought  to  control  slave  s 
movements  and  interaction  with  others  as  much  as  possible,  wc 
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doubt  many  Huckster  tags  would  have  been  issued.  Thus,  we  imag¬ 
ine  that  no  matter  how  many  more  slave  hire  badges  come  to  light, 
the  Huckster  tag  would  remain  a  great  rarity  if  not  unique. 

This  tag  was  produced  by  C.  Prince,  who  made  Charleston  slave 
hire  badges  from  1801  until  at  least  1807,  and  bears  his  hallmark  at 
the  base  of  the  reverse,  a  location  consistent  with  other  C.  Prince  tags 
of  the  period.  We  know  of  an  1803  Fisher  tag  marked  by  Prince,  an 
1803  Porter  also  with  a  Prince  mark,  and  an  1803  Servant  and  an 
additional  Porter  tag  have  been  reported. 

This  unique  tag,  by  definition  the  rarest  Charleston  slave  hire 
badge,  deserves  a  place  in  an  advanced  collection  of  similar  material. 
Its  value  is  speculative,  but  we  note  that  we  sold  one  of  two  know 
1 800  Fisher  tags  last  year  for  over  $20,000  and  the  only  known  1 80 1 
C.  Prince  Mechanic  tag,  one  of  many  Mechanic  tags  now  known, 
brought  nearly  that  figure.  We  feel  privileged  to  bring  this  remark¬ 
able  object  to  a  public  forum  for  the  first  time.

Superb  black  patina,  nearly  smooth  with  no  raised 
corrosion,  some  earthen  olive  in  recessed  areas.  Exceptional  eye  ap¬ 
peal,  indeed,  this  is  one  of  the  most  choice  tags  we  know  of  from  this 
period  and  easily  rivals  the  exceptional  1801  Mechanic  tag  we  sold 
last  year  as  the  finest  C.  Prince  tag  we  have  offered. 

C.  Prince  tags  in  this  octagonal  format  are  extremely  rare.  The  only 
other  ones  we  know  that  were  offered  publicly  were  both  Servant  tags 
like  this  one,  dated  1805  and  1807,  appearing  in  Stack’s  September 
1995  sale  as  lots  66  and  67.  Neither  approached  this  one  in  terms  of 
condition,  but  they  are  instructive  since  their  size  and  overall  fabric 
were  quite  similar.  Indeed,  any  C.  Prince  tag  can  be  called  very  rare, 
and  less  than  half  a  dozen  have  ever  been  offered  publicly.  No  major 
institutional  collection  includes  a  tag  by  this  maker. 

A  superb  quality  tag,  better  preserved  than  90%  of  slave  tags  of  any 
date  known  to  us,  and  ideal  for  the  person  who  wants  to  own  a  single 
significant  slave  hire  badge.  Worthy  of  very  strong  bidder  support.

An  important  slave  hire  badge,  the  finest  intact  1811  badge  knowi 
to  us,  representing  this  one-year  scalloped  type.  The  1811  Servant  i 
the  Ford  Collection  was  trimmed  at  the  bottom,  therefore  lacking  i 
serial  number  and  bottom  two  scallops,  but  had  smoother  surface 
than  this  example  and  another  known  to  us. 

This  specimen  was  uncovered  in  dirt  taken  from  the  excavations  ; 
Market  Square  in  downtown  Charleston.  It  was  discovered  by  Je 
Pitts  in  the  summer  of  2000  and  featured  prominently  in  an  article  i 
North-South  Trader’s  Civil  War.  This  badge  could  be  the  centerpiece  ( 
a  well-formed  cabinet  of  these  objects.

The  Fisher  occupation,  as  noted  in  the  description  of  the  180 
Fisher  above,  is  among  the  rarest  occupations  —  only  Huckstl 
(unique)  and  Carpenter  are  rarer,  and  Fruiterer  may  be  rarer  but  is 
least  of  similar  rarity.  Phis  specimen  ranks  high  among  the  very  hi 
cst  Fisher  tags  known  of  any  date;  we  record  only  five  Fisher  u* 
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made  by  Lafar,  two  of  which  arc  in  institutional  collections  and  for¬ 
ever  off  the  market.  An  important  opportunity  to  add  a  very  rare 
slave  tag  to  your  collection.

Mechanic  tags  fall  into  their  own  space  on  the  rarity  continuum  — 
they  are  not  seen  as  frequently  as  servants  or  porters,  yet  seem  far  more 
numerous  than  Fishers,  Hucksters,  Carpenters,  and  Fruiterers.  To  our 
mind,  these  are  among  the  most  desirable  badges,  worn  by  skilled  indi¬ 
viduals  who  likely  worked  partially  on  their  own  behalf,  whose  skill 
level  offered  them  a  greater  sense  of  self-reliance  than  many  others. 
Mechanic  tags  from  this  period  are  still  rare,  and  we  know  of  only  a  few 
produced  by  Lafar.  This  example  was  recovered  from  dirt  removed 
from  Market  Square  in  downtown  Charleston  in  spring  of  2000,  and 
was  featured  thereafter  on  the  cover  of  North-South  Trader's  Civil  War. 
A  very'  desirable  item,  worthy  of  the  finest  collection. 


Attractive  1851  Servant  Badge 


1  hough  later  slave  hire  badges  bring  less  in  the  marketplace  than 
their  larger  and  older  brethren,  they  are  historic  in  a  way  the  older 
ones  are  not.  In  1851,  slavery  was  an  issue  on  the  lips  of  all  Ameri¬ 
cans.  Indeed,  it  was  in  1851  that  Harriet  Beecher  Stowe’s  Uncle  Toms 
Cabin  first  saw  print  in  serial  form;  the  next  year,  it  would  be  the 
most  widely  read  book  in  America  after  the  Bible.

WASHINGTONIANA 

Washingtoniana  as  we  prefer  to  call  it,  sometimes  shortened  as 
Washingtonia ,  refers  to  the  wide  field  of  tokens,  coins,  medals  (germane 
to  the  present  offering),  pamphlets,  books,  and  other  memorabilia 
relating  to  George  Washington,  military  hero  and  first  president  of  the 
United  States.  Today  in  2002  Washingtoniana  plays  to  a  fairly  wide 
audience,  due  in  no  small  part  to  the  in-print  Medallic  Portraits  of 
Washington,  by  Russell  Rulau,  issued  by  Krause  Publications,  and 
bearing  the  same  title  as  earlier  works,  most  notably  the  1885  volume 
by  W.  S.  Baker. 

Over  the  years  Dr.  George  Fuld  has  contributed  immeasurably  to 
what  Baker  said  well  over  a  century  ago,  and  on  the  cover  of  the  current 


Rulau  catalogue  he  is  appropriately  credited. 

There  is  no  single  correct  or  best  way  to  collect  numisrm 
Washingtoniana.  Casual  numismatists  often  look  at  the  listings  i 
Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins,  which  in  general  comprise  selea 
tokens  and  medals  issued  in  the  era  1791-1795,  and  some  later 
bearing  the  date  1783.  While  the  Guide  Book  listing  includes  pie 
common  and  rare,  those  that  are  more  plentiful  tend  to  sell 
significantly  higher  sums  of  money  than  do  related  and  equ: 
desirable  pieces  listed  by  Rulau  and  Baker  and  not  represented  in 
trusty  “Red  Book.”  Phis,  of  course,  invites  the  present  reader 
herewith  acquire  a  copy  of  Rulau’s  Medallic  Portraits  ofWashingtot 
see  what  treasures  are  describe  therein  and  can  be  snapped  up  while 
market  isn’t  looking!

These  dies  were  produced  ca.  1863  by  James  Longacre,  using  ; 
original  Paris  Mint  striking  as  a  hub  for  the  central  designs  and  punc 
ing  the  lettering  in  separately.  Rulau  suggests  “several  hundred”  we 
struck  before  the  dies  became  overly  worn  and  new  dies  were  product 
in  1890.  Pieces  struck  from  these  dies  coincided  with  the  great  rise 
interest  in  both  Washingtoniana  and  historic  medals  in  general.

Designed  by  John  Reich  before  his  employment  by  the  federal  Mint,  the  Washit 
ton  Sansom  medal  and  the  rest  of  the  Sansom  "Medallic  History  of  the  Ameriq 
Revolution”  series  played  a  vital  role  in  the  history  of  our  first  U.S.  Mint.  The 
minutive  signature  R.  appears  on  the  truncation  of  Washington’s  bust.  In  a  cor 
spondence  between  Joseph  Sansom,  the  Philadelphia  merchant  who  published  ' 
series,  and  Thomas  Jefferson,  Sansom  plaintively  requested  a  full  time  position  at ' 
Mint  for  Reich  “who  was  preparing  to  remove  to  Europe”  according  to  the  lettq 
With  each  letter  sent  to  Jefferson,  who  was  a  medal  collector,  Sansom  enclosei 
specimen  of  his  “Medallic  History.”  Sansom  sent  Jefferson  a  silver  specimen  ol 
present  medal,  which  he  referred  to  as  “issued  on  the  retirement  ol  Washington, 
March  25,  1807;  one  week  later,  Reich  was  hired  for  the  post  of  assistant  engraN 
Full  details  on  the  Sansom-Jefferson  correspondence  may  be  found  in  our  catalog! 
of  the  LaRivicre  Collection,  Part  III  (May  2001),  Lot  1050  or,  in  the  present 
under  our  description  of  the  Russell  J.  Logan  collection,  specifically  the  biography 
John  Reich.  Another  excellent  source  for  information  on  this  series  is  Mewl 
Witham’s  well-done  biography  of  John  Reich.

Struck  soon  after  the  death  of  George  Washington,  a  crushing  blow  to  the  national 
mood  and  a  significant  event  in  the  life  of  most  Americans  then  living,  little  else  is 
known  about  the  Hero  of  Freedom  medal.  It  is  thought  to  have  been  struck  in  En¬ 
gland,  which  seems  likely  since  many  are  known  overstruck  on  British  coppers  of  the 
1797  Boulton  issue,  but  its  author  has  not  been  determined  with  certainty.  Though 
the  overstruck  pieces  are  often  described  as  very  rare,  it  seems  to  us  that  a  substantial 
proportion  of  known  specimens  do  show  traces  of  undertype.

Very  difficult  to  locate, 
an  important  piece  of  Washingtoniana. 

Interestingly,  this  medal  with  the  WASINGTON  (incorrect)  spelling  shows  a  later 
reverse  die  state  than  the  medal  with  correct  WASHING  TON  spelling  on  the  oh 
verse.  A  series  of  tiny  rim  breaks  and  a  few  internal  die  flaws  reveal  the  later  state.  It 
is  possible  that  the  erroneous  obverse  was  used  first,  retired,  but  put  back  into  service 
when  anxious  collectors  learned  of  a  variety  they  did  not  own.  Or,  perhaps  the  erro¬ 
neous  die  was  produced  to  keep  up  with  collector  demand  after  the  first  die  was  no 
longer  usable.  In  any  case,  the  wisdom  that  dictates  that  the  erroneous  spelling  was 
“corrected”  before  striking  more  medals  seems  either  incorrect  or  oversimplified.

A  plaque  with  identical  designs  by  Fraser,  twice  as  lug  as  the  present  tvpc,  is  listed 
in  Rulau  as  Baker- Y246.

An  Accidental  Muling?

5722  Circa  1860s  numismatic  display  plaque.  Titled  “The  National  Me¬ 
dallion,’’  and  reproducing  in  copper  electrotype  form,  several  classic 
medals  and  designs,  among  which  are  Trumbull’s  Declaration  of  In¬ 
dependence  as  rendered  in  medallic  form  by  C.C.  Wright;  the  ob¬ 
verse  and  reverse  of  the  Washington  Before  Boston  medal;  a  motif 
swiped  from  an  1 837  era  Feuchtwanger  cent  or  three-cent  piece;  the 
Libertas  Americana  medal;  and  other  patriotic  motifs.  The  entire  is 
housed  in  what  seems  to  be  a  contemporary  wood  frame.  Believed  to 
have  been  made  by  Samuel  H.  Black,  who  advertised  as  an  electro¬ 
typer  and  whose  addresses  in  New  York  City  in  the  1850s  included 
410  Broadway,  75  Howard  Street,  43  Lispenard  Street,  and  142  Elm 
Street.  Some  notice  of  him  is  given  in  the  book  by  Dave  Bowers, 
American  Numismatics  Before  the  Civil  War. 

The  present  example  is  in  Fine  or  better  condition,  bright  copper 
face,  old  frame  as  noted,  ready  to  hang  on  an  office  or  den  wall.  This 
is  one  of  relatively  few  large-format,  self-contained  truly  numismatic 
items  from  the  19th  century,  originally  intended  for  display  and  pro¬ 
duced  in  limited  quantities.  Perhaps  the  most  famous  other  known 
example  is  the  Fractional  Currency  Shield.  (Est.  $400-800)

The  obverse  of  this  medal  was  used  on  a  very  rare  variety  of  the  1931 
Assay  Commission  medal  with  the  signature  J.R.  SINNOCK  at  th< 
rim  near  9:00,  JK  AC-76b.  Julian  and  Keusch  (Medals  of  the  Unitec 
States  Assay  Commission  1860-1977,  published  by  TAMS  in  1989)  lo 
cated  only  one  specimen  of  the  1 932  Assay  Commission  medal  usinj 
this  obverse,  an  example  in  the  National  Numismatic  Collection  at  th> 
Smithsonian  Institution.  The  design  commemorates  the  bicentennia 
of  George  Washington’s  birth  and  depicts  his  home,  Mount  Vernon 
The  reverse  of  this  muling  is  the  undated  reverse  die  utilized  on  tb 
1 934  Assay  Commission  medal,  JK  AC-79.  This  die,  accomplished  b; 
Adam  Pietz,  is  remarkably  similar  to  the  1931  Assay  Commissioi 
medal  reverse  and  depicts  the  Third  Philadelphia  Mint. 

In  the  Julian-Keusch  work,  they  note  only  two  specimens  of  this  unusual  mulin 
known  to  them.  The  discovery  piece  belonged  to  John  jay  Pittman.  While  Pittman 
coins  and  some  medals  have  been  dispersed  at  auction,  his  specimen  of  this  meds 
was  not  sold  in  those  offerings  and  its  present  whereabouts  are  unknown.  A  specimet 
was  also  present  in  the  Keusch  Collection,  and  the  Harry  W.  Bass,  Jr.  specimet 
brings  the  total  known  to  three  pieces.  With  the  present  specimen  representing  a  nev 
addition  to  the  census  of  known  examples,  this  variety  is  still  among  the  rarest  of  al 
Assay  Commission  medals,  easily  as  rare  as  many  of  the  later  20th-century  medal 
that  are  avidly  sought  by  collectors. 

When  we  offered  a  specimen  of  this  muling  in  our  sale  of  the  Harry  W.  Bass,  Ji 
Collection,  Part  I,  as  Lot  2143,  the  obverse  was  misattributed  as  the  die  used  in  JI 
AC-76a,  not  AC-76b.

The  Julian  Keusch  work  did  not  include  this  medal  in  their  num¬ 
bering  system,  but  did  describe  the  piece  as  follows: 

1  here  was  no  special  Assay  Commission  medal  for  1954.  The 
commissioners,  acting  on  a  suggestion  by  E.  Ward  Russell,  chose  the 
regular  Lincoln  presidential  medal;  their  names  were  engraved  on  the 
edge.  Many  collectors  do  not  therefore  consider  this  a  regular  Assay 
medal."  They  also  noted  that  the  Lincoln  medal,  without  lettered 
edge,  is  still  available  from  the  Mint. 

A  rarely  offered  but  important  inclusion  in  any  complete  collection 
of  U.S.  Assay  Commission  medals. 

_ Indian  peace  Medals _ 

The  field  of  Indian  Peace  Medals  pertaining  to  presidents  of  the 
United  States,  commenced  under  Washington’s  administration  and 
Dntinued  through  the  19th  century,  is  rich,  diversified,  and  fascinat- 
ig.  Our  offering  here  is  modest  and  contains  mostly  inexpensive  pieces, 
erhaps  an  excellent  entry  into  the  field  for  catalogue  readers  seeking  an 
iteresting  specialty.

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spot  under  NO  ol  DIGNO  noted  lor  future  identification.  Nearly 
identical  to  the  Julian  plate  piece,  though  the  peripheral  engraving  var¬ 
ies  in  a  few  trivial  aspects  (G.  is  spelled  out  GUNS  on  this  specimen, 
AND  is  spelled  out  between  ATTACKS  and  VANIQUISHES).  Julian 
notes  that  this  engraving  was  performed  on  “the  earliest  pieces,” 
though  we  cannot  be  more  specific  as  to  the  date  of  production.  The 
style  of  engraving  certainly  seems  very  similar  to  that  depicted  in 
Julian.  A  fascinating  Naval  medal,  scarcely  found  this  way.

Cushing  Wright. 

5743  1871  Chicago  l  ire  relic  medal.  Julian  CM-13.  Bronze,  51  mm.  AU. 
G lossy  mottled  brown  and  mahogany.  Excellent  eye  appeal.  One  of 
only  500  pieces  struck,  made  from  the  melted  courthouse  bell  lost  in 
the  famous  fire.  A  neat  relic  medal  from  this  historic  disaster. 


5744  State  Department  (Leutze)  Lifesaving  medal,  unissued.  Julian  L,° 
1.  Bronzed  Copper.  Mint  State.  Rich,  lustrous  mahogany  surface 
on  the  obverse  and  reverse,  while  the  edges  are  somewhat  lighter  oliu 
toned.  The  rims  are  essentially  perfect  with  only  the  most  trivia 
nicks.  A  beautiful  example  of  this  early  lifesaving  medal,  which  ao 
cording  to  Snowden,  was  produced  for  award  to  foreign  seamen  wh 
saved  American  sailors  from  peril  at  sea.

Dusky  silver  gray  with  bright  silvery  lustre  at  peripheries, 
beautiful  specimen,  with  only  the  most  inconsequential  contai 
marks  and  a  few  light  reverse  rim  bruises  that  do  not  affect  desig 
elements.  Holed  through  O  of  OF  on  the  reverse. 

One  of  the  rarest  and  most  desirable  of  all  so-called  dollars,  issue 
for  the  50th  anniversary  of  the  signing  of  the  Declaration  of  Indeper 
dence.  The  reverse  includes  a  close  paraphrase  of  the  last  paragraph  < 
the  Declaration,  the  classic  turn  of  phrase  that  those  who  signed  th: 
document  “pledge  to  each  other  our  lives,  our  fortunes,  and  our  s; 
cred  honor.”  Among  the  most  important  American  historical  medal 
a  great  rarity  deserving  of  a  place  in  an  advanced  cabinet. 

It  is  sobering  to  recall  that  the  day  this  medal  commemorates  is  also  the  day  th 
Thomas  Jefferson  and  John  Adams  both  died.  The  last  letter  Jefferson  ever  wrote  wi 
the  one  he  penned  sending  his  regrets  for  not  being  able  to  attend  the  celebration: 

Monticello,  June  24,  1826 

Respected  Sir- 

The  kind  invitation  I  receive  from  you,  on  the  part  of  the  citizens  ot  the  city 
Washington,  to  be  present  with  them  at  their  celebration  of  the  fiftieth  anniversa: 
of  American  Independence,  as  one  of  the  surviving  signers  of  an  instrument  pregnai 
with  our  own,  and  the  fate  of  the  world,  is  most  flattering  to  myself,  and  heighten* 
by  the  honorable  accompaniment  proposed  for  the  comfort  of  such  a  journey.  It  ad: 
sensibly  to  the  sufferings  of  sickness,  to  be  deprived  by  it  of  a  personal  participate 
in  the  rejoicings  of  that  day.  But  acquiescence  is  a  duty,  under  circumstances  ni 
placed  among  those  we  are  permitted  to  control. 

I  should,  indeed,  with  peculiar  delight,  have  met  and  exchanged  there  congratul 
dons  personally  with  the  small  band,  the  remnant  of  that  host  of  worthies,  who  join* 
with  us  on  that  day,  in  the  bold  and  doubtful  election  we  were  to  make  for  our  countt 
between  submission  or  the  sword;  and  to  have  enjoyed  with  them  the  consolatory  ran 
that  our  fellow  citizens,  after  half  a  century  of  experience  and  prosperity,  continue 
approve  the  choice  we  made.  May  it  be  to  the  world,  what  I  believe  it  will  be,  (to  soil 
parts  sooner,  to  others  later,  but  finally  to  all,)  the  signal  of  arousing  men  to  burst  t: 
chains  under  which  monkish  ignorance  and  superstition  had  persuaded  them  to  bin 
themselves,  and  to  assume  the  blessings  and  security  of  self-government. 

That  form  which  we  have  substituted,  restores  the  free  right  to  the  unbounded  cxu 
cise  of  reason  and  freedom  of  opinion.  All  eyes  are  opened,  or  opening,  to  the  rights 
man.  The  general  spread  of  the  light  of  science  has  already  laid  open  to  evert  view  t' 
palpable  truth,  that  the  mass  of  mankind  has  not  been  born  with  saddles  on  th« 
backs,  nor  a  favored  few  booted  and  spurred,  ready  to  ride  them  legitimately,  by  t| 
grace  of  God. 

These  are  grounds  of  hope  for  others,  for  ourselves,  let  the  annual  return  of  tl| 
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day  forever  refresh  our  recollections  of  these  rights,  and  an  undiminished  devotion 
to  them. 

I  will  ask  permission  here  to  express  the  pleasure  with  which  I  should  have  met  my 
ancient  neighbors  of  the  city  ofWashington  and  its  vicinities,  with  whom  I  passed  so 
many  years  of  a  pleasing  social  intercourse;  an  intercourse  which  so  much  relieved 
the  anxieties  ol  the  public  cares,  and  left  impressions  so  deeply  engraved  in  my  affec¬ 
tions,  as  never  to  be  forgotten. 

With  my  regret  that  ill  health  forbids  me  the  gratification  of  an  acceptance,  be 
pleased  to  receive  for  yourself,  and  those  for  whom  you  write,  the  assurance  of  my 
highest  respect  and  friendly  attachments.

A  rare  gold  so-called  dollar,  depicting  a  face  evoking  a  to¬ 
tem  pole  on  the  obverse  with  an  image  of  the  Golden  Gate  bridge  on 
the  reverse.  2500  were  struck  in  gold;  few  sold  at  $5  each  and  the 
bulk  of  the  mintage  was  melted.

A  Selection  of  important  1900-1901 

LESHER  “DOLLARS” 

We  present  an  interesting  selection  of  scarce  (in  every  instance)  and 
rare  (for  some  pieces)  octagonal  silver  “dollars,”  or  medals,  or  bullion 
exchange  coins-or  whatever  you  wish  to  call  them-  issued  by  Joseph 
Lesher  ofVictor,  Colorado.  Living  in  a  gold  mining  town  on  the  slope  of 
Pikes  Peak,  in  the  shadow  of  Battle  Mountain  and  not  far  from  the  Gold 
Coin  Mine  and  other  entries  into  the  earth,  Lesher  devised  a  “coin"  that 
would  bear  advertising  on  one  side  (for  most  issues)  and  would  be 
redeemable  for  $1.25  at  cooperating  local  stores.  A  few  years  earlier 
Lesher  had  been  involved  in  silver  mining  to  the  north,  near  Denver,  and 
in  1 900- 1 90 1  was  aware  that  silver  prices  were  in  a  slump.  This  may  have 
been  his  way  to  encourage  the  use  of  silver,  or  simply  could  have  been  an 
interesting  promotion.  The  primary  motif  illustrates  what  is  called  Pikes 
Peak  Silver  Mine,  complete  with  equipment,  although  no  such  mine  ever 
existed  on  Pikes  Peak.  No  matter,  this  famous  mountain  in  Colorado 
served  as  an  icon  for  the  entire  district,  not  a  new  tradition  at  all,  for  Clark, 
Gruber  &  Co,  Denver  minters  in  1860-1861,  also  had  the  reverse 
situation,  and  on  their  gold  coins  made  from  metal  found  near  Denver, 
saw  fit  to  illustrate  Pikes  Peak  and  mention  it  by  name  (although  the 
depiction  of  Pikes  Peak  resembles  an  inverted  ice  cream  cone  and  is 
nothing  like  the  actual  mountain). 

Lesher  was  able  to  enlist  local  and  regional  merchants  in  the  distribution 
of  these,  imprinting  their  names  and  a  serial  number  on  each.  Today, 
collecting  the  various  merchants  is  a  pleasant  exercise,  and  of  those  issued 
perhaps  a  half  dozen  are  within  the  reach  of  anyone  who  pursues  these  issues 
for  a  few  years.  To  acquire  more  requires  either  everlasting  patience  or  the 
marvelous  situation  of  an  old  time  cabinet  appearing  on  the  market.

Fully  lustrous  and  lightly  re¬ 
flective  bright  silver  gray  with  traces  of  golden  toning  and  a  halo  of 
pale  violet  at  the  rims.  A  truly  exceptional  specimen  of  this  very 
scarce  and  most  desirable  type.  A  mint-made  fissure  to  the  right  of 
SILVER  on  the  obverse  suggests  the  crudity  of  the  technology  used 
to  manufacture  these  earliest  pieces,  a  few  light  scratches  near  9:00 
on  the  reverse  are  not  a  serious  distraction. 

According  to  the  pioneering  research  of  Adna  Wilde,  100  specimens  of  this  first 
type  were  struck.  Wilde  has  noted  46  specimens  in  his  most  recent  census,  including 
the  present  example  which  was  noted  as  “Unc.”  This  first  type  is  among  the  most 
avidly  sought  of  the  major  Lesher  varieties,  and  it  would  be  remarkably  difficult  for  a 
collector  to  locate  a  finer  specimen  than  this.

The  vast  majority  of  the  imprint  type  were  stamped  with  the  names  of  various 
merchants  spanning  from  Western  Colorado  to  Nebraska,  but  some  small  number  ot 
pieces  never  received  a  merchants  personal  stamp.  Wilde  has  accounted  for  39  such 
pieces,  of  which  13  bore  neither  merchant's  name  nor  serial  number.  It  is  not  known 
whether  the  present  specimen  is  among  the  13  which  Wilde  recorded  or  is  a  new 
specimen,  but  in  any  case  they  are  quite  scarce.  A  splendid  addition  to  any  advanced 
Lesher  dollar  collection,  or  a  perfect  example  to  represent  the  type.

Number  545.  Even  silver  gray  with  subtle  halos  of  toning  around  leg¬ 
ends  and  devices.  A  sharp  and  attractive  specimen,  despite  some  light 
hairlining  and  a  tiny  rim  nick  below  “No.”  at  the  bottom  rim  of  the 
obverse.  The  so-called  “secret  mark,”  apparently  applied  in  order  to 
remove  the  octagonal  pieces  from  their  restraining  collar,  is  present. 

The  J  .M  Slusher  type  is  a  scarce  and  popular  one,  especially  so  as  the  only  emission 
from  a  merchant  in  the  wild  and  wooly  mining  town  of  Cripple  Creek,  now  a  popu¬ 
lar  destination  for  tourists  and  gamblers.  Adna  Wilde  has  suggested  that  only  260 
specimens  were  imprinted  with  Slusher’s  name.  He  has  cited  66  specimens  numbered 
between  3  and  250,  with  three  additional  pieces  numbered  542,  547,  and  1002.  The 
present  piece,  number  545,  fits  into  that  latter  sequence  and  is  important  as  such. 
Wilde  has  not  recorded  this  specimen  in  his  most  recent  census.  While  Slusher’s 
Leshers  are  not  as  rare  as  some  other  Imprint  types,  they  do  tend  to  bring  a  premium 
over  some  more  readily  encountered  varieties.  This  example  is  attractive  and  nicely 
preserved  and  will  no  doubt  interest  collectors  of  Western  Americana.

The  imprint 
is  double  struck  to  the  northwest,  not  an  unusual  characteristic  on 
this  type.  Fully  struck  with  exceptional  detail  in  the  mining  scene, 
only  light  hairlines  noted.  Wilde  notes  four  specimens  in  Mint  State 
without  a  serial  number;  this  piece  is  not  the  one  offered  in  our  1997 
Pennsylvania  Cabinet  sale.  It  could  be  the  Rumbel  piece,  from  the 
1952  ANA  sale,  not  plated  but  described  as  having  “brilliant  proof¬ 
like  surface.”  In  all,  this  is  a  splendid  example  of  this  scarce  type  wor¬ 
thy  of  a  connoisseur’s  collection.

An  Exciting  Discovery 


5762  1893  Columbian  Exposition.  Declaration  of  Independence  medal. 
Gold,  58.6mm.  Eglit-36A.  Mint  State.  Reeded  edge.  Deeply  reflec¬ 
tive  yellow  gold  with  impressive  heft  and  visual  appeal.  Boldly  struck 
and  superbly  detailed.  The  rim  on  both  sides  is  neatly  and  carefully 
scalloped,  rather  unlike  the  known  versions  of  this  medal.  Some  very 
minor  hairlines  are  noted,  otherwise  exceptional  and  choice. 

With  intricate  designs  by  Robert  Lovett,  this  type  must  rank  high 
among  the  most  interesting  and  visually  engrossing  medals  of  the  Co 
lumbian  Exposition.  At  the  top  of  the  obverse,  the  signing  of  the  Dec¬ 
laration  of  Independence  is  depicted,  after  the  famous  Trumbull  en¬ 
graving,  with  portraits  of  Washington  and  Columbus  below.  The  re 
verse  shows  both  the  discovery  of  America  and  the  landing  of  the  Pil¬ 
grims  at  Plymouth  Rock  is  thorough  detail.  This  medal  was  produced 
by  Boldcwcck  &  Company  in  two  sizes,  37  mm  and  38  mm.  l'hc 
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smaller  size,  listed  as  a  so-called  dollar  by  Hibler  and  Kappen,  is 
known  to  have  been  produced  in  silver  and  white  metal.  The  larger 
size,  as  this  specimen,  is  only  reported  in  white  metal  and  aluminum. 
Only  the  smaller  medals  are  reported  with  a  reeded  edge.  We  have 
heard  nary  a  rumor  ol  another  piece  in  gold  of  either  size;  that  this  is 
the  larger  size  makes  it  especially  splendid.  The  Columbian  Exposition 
produced  dozens  of  medallic  pieces  in  base  metals,  and  perhaps  dozens 
in  silver  —  few  indeed  are  the  golden  souvenirs  from  that  important 
moment  in  the  cultural  history  of  the  United  States.  The  discovery  and 
sale  of  this  medal  represents  a  truly  once-in-a-lifetime  opportunity  for 
the  advanced  collector  of  Columbian  Exposition  items,  or  an  impres¬ 
sive  display  piece  for  any  sophisticated  connoisseur.

A  minor  copper  spot  is  noted  near  the  obverse  rim 
at  1 1:00.  Acclaimed  as  the  most  beautiful  of  the  Columbian  Exposi¬ 
tion  medals,  it  is  at  very  least  the  most  detailed.

An  impressive  document  titling  two  lots  of  land  in  Marysville,  Cali¬ 
fornia  to  Edwin  Gardner.  Nice  seal  at  lower  left,  a  large  and  dramatic 
document.  Marysville  was  a  “hot  spot”  during  the  Gold  Rush. 

5770  1869  federal  land  grant  with  secretarial  signature  of  U.S.  Grant.  EFJ 
Nicely  preserved  document  turning  over  160  acres  in  Nebraska  to: 
two  men  named  Brownell,  perhaps  brothers.  Seal  intact,  a  very  nice 
piece. 

5771  1872  federal  land  grant  with  secretarial  signature  of  U.S.  Grant. 
Choice  EF.  Vivid  red  seal,  document  superbly  preserved  overall.  This 
land  grant  is  made  out  to  Madison  Boulware  of  Sutter  County,  Cali¬ 
fornia.  A  prize. 

5772  1856  James  Buchanan  political  medalet.  Brass,  27.9  mm.  DeWitt 
JB  1856-9.  Very  Fine.  Reeded  edge.  Glossy  tan  and  golden  bronze,  a 
touch  darker  on  the  reverse,  with  traces  of  original  gilding  persisting 
in  protected  regions.  A  horizontal  dig  is  noted  across  Buchanan’s  face, 
a  few  faint  old  scratches  in  the  fields. 

A  fascinating  political  medalet  from  the  pivotal  Election  of  1856. 
Obverse  legend  “NO  SECTIONALISM”  suggests  Buchanan's  key 
plank  of  appeasement,  a  plan  whose  failure  brought  the  nation  to 
civil  war.  Very  similar  pieces,  using  the  same  reverse  type,  were  struck 
to  note  the  candidacies  of  Millard  Fillmore  and  John  C.  Fremont. 
Bushnell  noted  these  pieces  in  his  work  of  1858,  one  of  the  earliest 
works  on  American  exonumia.  An  excellent  addition  to  any  collec¬ 
tion  of  Civil  War-related  material  or  political  Americana. 

James  Buchanan,  the  only  Pennsylvanian  to  occupy  the  White  House  and  our 
only  bachelor  President,  was  most  popular  in  the  South  despite  his  Northern  roots. 
His  strategy  to  avoid  conflict  on  all  costs  —  on  the  Kansas  Constitutional  question, 
abolitionism,  and  secession  —  forfeited  the  nation’s  last  opportunity  to  avoid  a  re¬ 
gional  war.  Buchanan  issued  an  apologist  text  on  his  administration  in  1866. 


5765  1893  Columbian  Exposition  elongate  on  an  1885  V  nickel.  EF.  A 
rolled-out  key  date!  The  elongate  die  is  impressed  into  the  reverse, 
with  the  obverse  rolled  from  top  to  bottom  with  a  nice  full  date.  A 
most  interesting  item  —  and  what  a  way  to  include  this  key  date  in  a 
V  nickel  date  set. 

5766  1905  Lewis  and  Clark  Exposition  award  medal.  Bronze,  63.8  mm. 
Extremely  Fine,  obverse  lacquered.  Obverse  deep  golden  orange  be¬ 
neath  a  layer  of  lacquer,  reverse  mottled  olive  bronze.  Rim  nick  at 
12:00  on  obverse  noted.  Unawarded,  reverse  blank  inside  wreath.  A 
scarce  medal  from  this  famous  exposition.

5767  1 834  federal  land  grant  with  secretarial  signature  of  Andrew  Jackson. 
VF.  Nicely  preserved  with  no  serious  damage  or  stains,  seal  intact. 
Gives  title  to  40  acres  of  land  in  Shawneetown,  Illinois  to  Samuel 
Turner.  An  good  document  that  could  be  a  springboard  for  further 
research. 

The  availability  of  inexpensive  government  land  in  what  was  then  called  the 
American  west,  the  prairielands  west  of  Pennsylvania,  set  in  motion  a  great  specula¬ 
tion  during  this  decade,  which  was  brought  to  a  screeching  halt  in  1836  by  the  issu¬ 
ance  of  the  specie  circular,  requiring  payment  in  coins,  rather  than  in  paper 
banknotes,  many  of  which  had  little  or  no  value. 

5768  1 834  federal  land  grant  with  secretarial  signature  of  Andrew  Jackson. 
VF.  Printed  document  with  seal  giving  title  to  land  in  Marion 
County,  Indiana  to  Lilias  Fee.  Some  minor  stains,  an  interesting 
document  offering  a  “homestead  in  the  Midwest. 


5773  1860  John  Bell  and  Edward  Everett  ferrotype.  Dewitt  JBELL 
1860-29.  Brass,  25mm.  AU.  A  handsome  specimen,  with  clear  pho¬ 
tos  of  Bell  and  Everett  and  nice  detail  on  the  brass  peripheries.  Holed 
as  usual,  choice  eye  appeal.  A  lovely  piece  from  the  dawning  of  the 
Civil  War. 
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5774  1861  Gallery  of  American  Traitors.  Dewitt  C  1861-5.  Brass. 
34mm.  Mint  State.  Lustrous  golden  tan  with  some  discoloration  on 
obverse.  Some  minor  spots  and  hairlines,  excellent  overall  visual  apn 
peal.  An  interesting  numismatic  artifact  from  the  dawn  of  the  Civil 
War,  listing  10  individuals  names  on  the  reverse  with  CALLER1*  OH 
AMERICAN  TRAITORS  on  the  obverse.  Among  those  mentioned 
arc  the  obvious  (Jefferson  Davis)  and  the  obscure  (Robert  Ioombs) 
A  truly  fascinating  medalet.

Reverse  en¬ 
graved  “J.  Joast  /  Co.  H  /  2nd  D.C.  /  Vol.  With  American  flags  en¬ 
graved  on  either  side.  Holed  for  suspension,  minor  abrasion  at  top  of 
engraved  side  shows  fresh  metal,  attractive  and  desirable.  The  Second 
D.C.  Infantry  was  mustered  into  service  in  1862  and  was  present 
(but  in  reserve)  at  Antietam  before  spending  the  rest  of  the  war  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  defense  of  Washington  D.C.  A  desirable  item,  as  Civil 
War  dogtags  from  the  District  of  Columbia  are  very  unusual.

The  obverse  depicts  a  handsome  bust  of  McClellan  to  left,  the  reverse 
lists  the  engagements  of  the  Peninsula  Campaign  from  May  1862  to 
September  1 862,  ending  that  month  with  Antietam.  The  peripheral 
inscription  reads  ALL  HONOR  TO  THE  ARMY  OF  THE

5778  (ca.  1873)  Electrotype  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America  seal  in 
original  red  leather  case  of  issue.  Copper  electrotype,  95mm.  AU. 
An  exciting  and  interesting  numismatic  item.  A  bit  of  history  is  in 
order  first:  in  1864,  Judah  P.  Benjamin  directed  the  Confederate 
agent  in  London  J.M.  Mason,  to  order  an  engraved  seal  from  Joseph 
S.  Wyon,  the  acclaimed  British  engraver.  The  seal  was  completed  in 
July  1864  and  delivered  to  the  Confederate  capital.  The  large  silver 
seal  was  among  the  items  taken  from  Richmond  when  the  city  fell  in 
August  1865,  and  sometime  after  the  seal  came  to  be  owned  by 
Union  Colonel  John  T.  Pickett.  Pickett  took  the  seal  to  well-known 
New  York  electrotype  maker  (and  storecard  issuer)  Samuel  H.  Black 
(who  was  noticed  earlier  under  Lot  5722),  to  have  electrotype  copies 
produced  for  general  sale.  I  he  original  manuscript  contract  is  now 
held  by  the  Eleanor  S.  Brockenbrough  Library,  at  the  Museum  of  the 
Confederacy  in  Richmond.  It  reveals  that  Black,  who  was  sworn  to 
secrecy  about  the  productions,  made  400  copies  in  copper  finish, 
350  in  silver  finish,  and  250  gilt.  Black  could  keep  a  dozen  copies  for 
himself,  and  Pickett  agreed  to  use  the  proceeds  to  benefit  Southern 
widows  and  orphans.  I  he  electrotypes  cost  Pickett  30  cents  each  (/  3 
cents  for  the  gilt  ones)  —  the  total  bill  was  for  $778. 

The  present  piece  is  one  of  the  400  copper  plated  pieces,  in  the  original  leather  box, 
lined  in  tan  velvet,  with  a  silver  ring  around  the  electrotype  and  a  thin  pane  of  glass 
over  it.  A  silver  plated  piece,  in  the  University  of  Georgia  collection,  is  also  still  in  its 
original  box;  the  Museum  of  the  Confederacy  holds  pieces  in  each  of  the  three  fin¬ 


ishes.  The  current  specimen  is  in  superb  condition,  and  the  original  surface  is 
unflawed.  Most  interestingly,  this  piece  is  accompanied  by  an  archive  which  includes 
the  original  certificate  of  authenticity,  a  facsimile  of  a  letter  from  Wyon  attesting 
to  the  quality  of  the  electrotype.  Additional  materials  include  a  nice  sepiatone  photo 
of  the  seal,  and  correspondence,  clippings,  and  manuscript  material  from  1911  to 
1929  regarding  the  seal,  some  of  which  contains  clearly  incorrect  information  (in¬ 
cluding  a  letter  noting  the  original  seal  was  gold,  which  it  was  not).  A  priceless  trea¬ 
sure  trove  of  information,  and  one  of  the  most  interesting  numismatic  ties  to  the 
Confederacy  on  the  market  today. 

Later  in  the  1870s,  Picket  was  implicated  in  a  votes-for-sale  scandal,  trying  to  act 
as  a  middleman  to  sell  Louisiana  electoral  votes  to  the  Republican  Part}'  during  the 
1876  election.

Slight  roughness  at  one  corner.  Signed  by  Police  Jury  President,  and 
written  to  J.R.  Williams,  Captain  of  the  Red  River  Rangers. 

5780  Sickles,  Daniel.  Major  General,  U.S.  Civil  War.  Part  printed  bank 
check  issued  June  25,  1885  to  Herring  &  Co.  8.2  inches  x  2.75 
inches.  Endorsed  and  punch  cancelled.  VF.  The  check  is  filled  in  in 
his  hand,  with  his  large  bold  signature  below.  Drawn  on  the  Bank  of 
the  Metropolis,  New  York. 

Daniel  Sickles  perhaps  gained  his  earliest  fame  in  a  celebrated  court  case  in  which 
he  was  tried  for  murder  for  shooting  and  killing  Philip  Barton  Key,  the  son  of  Francis 
Scott  Key,  for  an  adulterous  affair  he’d  had  with  Sickles’  wife.  He  was  acquitted  after 
pleading  what  has  come  to  be  known  as  temporary  insanity,  and  was  the  first  to  do  so. 

He  served  as  a  Democratic  representative  to  Congress  from  1857  until  1861,  at 
which  time  he  proposed  to  President  Lincoln  that  he  raise  Union  troops  in  anticipa¬ 
tion  of  the  Civil  War.  He  was  granted  that  opportunity,  and  promptly  organized  the 
New  York  Excelsior  Brigade.  During  the  war,  Sickles  fought  at  Chancellorsville,  and 
Gettysburg  most  notably,  where  he  was  struck  by  a  Confederate  cannon  ball  which 
crushed  his  right  leg.  The  leg  was  amputated,  and  he  directed  that  the  bones  be  sent 
to  the  Army  Medical  Museum  in  Washington,  D.C.,  where  he  occasionally  visited 
them  later  in  life. 

5781  1868  U.S.  Grant  medal  by  Bovy.  Bronze,  60mm.  EF.  A  handsome 
large  portrait  medal  of  Grant,  medium  brown  with  splendid  eye  ap¬ 
peal. 


5782  Isaac  F.  Wood  U.S.  Grant  token  obverse  on  1850  cent.  Rulau  NY- 
NY  395A,  uniface.  Mint  State.  Plentiful  lustre  on  choice  mint  red 
surfaces.  An  interesting  piece,  with  the  obverse  of  Isaac  F.  Wood’s  to¬ 
ken  die  commemorating  the  presidency  of  Ulysses  S.  Grant  punched 
roughly  upside-down  onto  the  obverse  of  an  1850  large  cent.  The 
precise  date  of  the  striking  is  unknown,  but  common  sense  would 
dictate  it  was  struck  at  some  point  when  a  red  Mint  State  1850  cent 
was  worth  less  than  a  uniface  die  trial  of  a  late  19th-century  token. 


5783  Interesting  Benjamin  Butler  and  Dennis  Kearney  satirical  note, 
circa  1878.  VG,  or  so  due  to  a  few  noteworthy  edge  splits,  though 
the  paper  is  mostly  bright  and  clean. 

Butler,  a  nominee  of  the  Greenback  Party  for  President  in  1884, 
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and  Dennis  Kearney,  a  member  of  the  San  Francisco  Pick-Handle 
Brigade  and  founder  of  the  Marxist  (and  anti-Chinese) 
Workingman's  Party  of  California,  were  both  outspoken  supporters 
of  paper  money.  This  note  lampoons  their  support  for  paper  money, 
noting  that  the  Irish-born  Kearney  was  illiterate  by  including  his  au¬ 
tograph  on  the  face  as  an  “X.” 

5784  1880  Political  pamphlet.  An  interesting  piece  of  political  ephemera, 
including  biographies  of  the  two  presidential  candidates,  Major  Gen¬ 
eral  W.S.  Hancock,  and  James  A.  Garfield.  Also  included  is  the  history 
of  the  past  presidential  elections,  the  candidates,  their  party,  the  popu¬ 
lar  votes,  and  the  electoral  votes,  as  well  as  a  breakdown  of  the  number 
of  electoral  votes  each  state  would  contribute  to  the  election  of  1880. 

The  pamphlet  also  includes  three  pages  of  advertisements  lor  local  businesses  in 
Newark,  NJ,  where  this  was  copyrighted  and  published.  Completely  intact  and  a 
rather  interesting  reminder  of  just  how  much  American  political  campaigns  have 
changed  over  the  years. 

5785  Receipt  for  a  $1  contribution  to  the  campaign  fund  of  Theodore 
Roosevelt’s  Progressive  Party,  circa  1912.  Aged  and  once  mounted, 
but  VF,  or  finer.  An  interesting  piece  of  political  ephemera  with  por¬ 
traits  of  Roosevelt  and  vice  presidential  candidate,  Hiram  W. 
Johnson  on  the  face.  The  back  includes  a  statement  from  each  candi¬ 
date,  with  a  bull  moose  at  center,  likely  prompted  in  part  by 
Roosevelt’s  well-known  passion  for  rhe  outdoors. 

5786  Interesting  1923  brass  plaque  depicting  all  presidents  from  Washing¬ 
ton  through  Coolidge.  185  x  163mm.  Back  opens  to  reveal  tiny 
booklet  with  brief  biographies  of  each.  A  few  light  dents,  overall  AU. 
A  very  unusual  item. 

5787  1928  Democratic  National  Committee  campaign  donation  receipt. 
Engraved  vignettes  of  Alfred  Smith,  the  first  Catholic  candidate  for 
President,  and  Joe  Robinson,  of  commemorative  half  dollar  fame.  A 
scarce  and  unusual  item  from  this  well-known  campaign.  Also  in¬ 
cluded  is  a  typed  transmission  letter.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

5788  Carter,  Jimmy.  President.  Part  printed  bank  check  issued  Novem¬ 
ber  29,  1960  to  L.D.  Morris.  Goldenrod  yellow,  8.5  inches  x  3.25 
inches.  AU.  Stamped  “Carters  Warehouse,  Plains,  Georgia’’  affecting 
the  top  of  the  bold  signature,  “J.E.  Carter,  Jr.”  The  entire  check  is 
written  in  his  hand  in  blue  ballpoint  ink. 

5789  1974  Nelson  Rockefeller  inaugural  medal.  18K  gold,  31.5mm.  As 
issued.  In  original  case  of  issue.  An  attractive  product  ol  the  Medallic 
Art  Company. 

Society  Tokens  and  Medals 


Unusual  Society  of  United  Fishermen  Badge 
Canadian  Fraternal  Order 
Recovered  in  Northern  Virginia 


With  Arrows  half  dime.  Extremely  Fine.  Pinback  now  lacking 
traces  of  solder  persist.  A  truly  remarkable  artifact  from  this  littlqi 
known  fraternal  order.  The  planed  reverse  has  been  engraved  witH 
the  emblem  of  the  Society:  an  equilateral  triangle  containing  a  six 
pointed  star  with  the  organization’s  motto  “Love  Purity  Fidelity”  sur 
rounding  the  central  device.  The  coin  itself  was  fairly  high-gradd 
when  removed  from  circulation,  perhaps  EF  or  better.  The  engraving 
is  of  good  style  despite  the  small  surface  upon  which  to  work,  though 
the  typical  Maltese  cross  of  the  Society’s  emblem  has  been  here  con 
verted  into  an  easier  to  engrave  six-pointed  star. 

This  piece  was  recovered  from  the  ground  in  Northern  Virginia  in  a  location  mos 
associated  with  recovery  of  Civil  War-era  artifacts.  This  historical  context  make: 
sense:  The  organization  was  founded  in  1862  as  the  Heart’s  Content  Fisherman: 
Society  and  became  the  Society  of  United  Fishermen  in  1873.  The  location,  how 
ever,  is  more  mysterious,  as  the  Society  of  United  Fishermen  was  founded  in  New 
foundland,  Canada,  and  has  primarily  existed  there  since  its  founding!  United  States 
coins  circulated  heavily  throughout  Canada  during  the  1860s,  so  the  fact  that  thij 
piece  is  on  a  U.S.  coin  is  not  extraordinary. 

Men  from  many  nations  fought  on  both  sides  of  the  Civil  War,  including  thou 
sands  of  Canadians.  One  published  estimate  indicates  that  between  40,000  ana 
60,000  Canadian  men  fought  in  the  American  Civil  War,  mostly  for  the  Uniorj 
though  many  entered  the  Confederate  forces  as  well.  The  Union  is  known  to  hav<> 
recruited  men  from  the  Maritime  Provinces  during  the  War,  and  the  Second  Michi 
gan  Infantry  offered  bounties  of  about  $400  to  Canadians  who  signed  up  for  service: 
It  seems  likely  that  one  of  these  thousands  of  men  was  a  member  of  the  Society  o 
United  Fishermen  and  lost  this  engraved  lapel  pin  at  some  point  while  serving  ir: 
Northern  Virginia.  A  remarkable  numismatic  artifact  from  this  Canadian  fraterna; 
order,  and  an  important  connection  to  the  little  known  assistance  of  Canadian  citi 
zens  to  both  sides  in  Americas  darkest  hour. 

The  Society  of  United  Fishermen  was  founded  in  1862  in  Heart’s  Content,  New 
foundland;  it  was  then  called  The  Heart’s  Content  Fisherman’s  Society,  but  adoptee 
the  broader  title  when  lodges  started  to  be  founded  all  over  the  Maritimes.  It  was 
organized  to  provide  aid  to  fishermen  and  their  families,  particularly  in  seasons  with 
a  bad  harvest,  by  an  Anglican  clergyman  named  George  Gardener.  The  Church  o 
England  was  the  primary  sponsor  for  the  organization,  which  still  survives  as  a  key 
to  social  life  in  many  small  towns  in  Newfoundland  and  Nova  Scotia.  The  lodg? 
buildings  typically  contained  a  triangular  window  at  one  end,  echoing  the  design  o- 
this  engraved  piece.  The  motto  “Love  Purity  Fidelity”  with  the  triangular  symbo 
appears  on  grave  markers  of  members  in  Anglican  cemeteries  throughout  the  area. 

At  least  two  books  and  one  scholarly  organization  are  devoted  exclusively  to  thi 
study  of  Canadian  citizens  fighting  in  the  American  Civil  War.  Perhaps  careful  re 
search  could  discover  a  member  of  the  SUF  among  those  Canadian  men  docu 
mented  as  serving  in  the  Civil  War.

Rampant  lion  design  with  knight’s  head  above 
An  attractive  piece. 

5792  General  Society  of  Mayflower  Descendents  badge.  Bishop  &  Ellio 
21.  Gold,  unmarked.  Mint  State.  Pink  ribbon.  Attractive  badge  de' 
picting  Mayflower  on  obverse,  engraved  to  Emilie  Smith  Busch  on 
reverse.  The  organization  was  founded  in  1897;  this  piece  probably 
dates  from  ca.  1920s- 1930s. 

5793  Society  of  Colonial  Wars  badge.  Bishop  &  Elliot  27.  Silver  gilt  ana 
enamel.  Choice  AU.  A  lovely  item  by  J.E.  Caldwell  &  Co.,  depicting 
a  nine-pointed  white  star  on  both  sides  over  an  intricate  wreath,  seal 
of  society  at  center,  suspended  from  a  red  ribbon.

1  he  obverse  depicts  the  insignia  of  New  York’s  Mechanics  Institute, 
also  known  as  I  he  General  Society  of  Mechanics  and  Tradesmen  of  the 
City  of  New  York.  1  he  reverse  is  finely  engraved:  Awarded  to  Washing¬ 
ton  Company  No.  1  of  Brooklyn  for  their  FIRE  ENGINE  September 
1836. 1  he  Washington  Company  was  founded  in  1816,  and  quickly 
became  known  for  the  great  pride  they  took  in  displaying  their  fire  en¬ 
gine.  Their  presentation  of  the  fire  engine  in  a  National  Jubilee  parade 
in  1826  earned  them  an  award  banner  from  Equitable  and  Brooklyn 
Fire  Insurance  Companies;  apparently  a  decade  later  this  fire  engine 
was  still  a  point  of  pride  for  the  company.  Medals  relating  to  the  early 
history  of  firefighting  are  quite  rare  but  avidly  sought  after.  We  expect 
this  one  will  be  a  centerpiece  in  its  next  owner’s  collection.

Of  course, 
miscellany  translates  into  treasures  for  just  about  anyone  interested  in 
combining  tokens  and  medals  with  American  history.  Indeed,  as  an 
example  one  can  find  hundreds  of  pages  of  information  relating  to  the 
historical  background  of  Lot  5805  alone.

would  bear  a  portrait  of  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  taken  from  life.  laxav  (l  1 

Mint  and  Coinage ,  p.  330)  notes  that  Brenner’s  head  was  "full  of  1  incoln  alter  havj 

ing  recently  completed  his  plaque,  and  he  posited  the  idea  of  Lincolns  portrait  o| 

the  cent  coin  to  Roosevelt.  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens,  once  charged  with  redesigninl 

the  whole  scope  of  U.S.  coinage,  had  died  in  the  previous  year,  so  Roosevelt  was  opel 
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to  new  design  ideas  for  the  minor  denominations.  Roosevelt  agreed  in  principle  to 
the  suggestion,  and  the  designs  Brenner  submitted  were  taken  precisely  from  the 
portrait  on  this  plaque,  with  minor  modification  to  the  needs  of  coining  dies  and  a 
production  that  would  be  round  instead  of  rectangular.  The  results  of  these  labors 
remain  in  our  pockets  today.

The  Women’s  Christian  Temperance  Union,  or  WCTU,  was  a  vital  political  orga¬ 
nization  in  the  late  1 9th  and  early  20th  centuries.  It  was  among  the  earliest  groups  to 
rally  for  women’s  political  rights,  though  it  was  nominally  founded  to  protest  the 
evils  of  alcohol.  The  medal  above  was  struck  during  the  era  of  Prohibition.  The  orga¬ 
nization  still  exists,  though  it  is  not  as  consistently  in  the  news  as  during  its  heyday  a 
century  ago. 

Fascinating  Spur  with  Coin  Rowel 

Carved  from  a  Standing  Liberty  25<f  (!)

A  fascinating  piece  of  nu¬ 
mismatic  Americana,  and  one  of  the  more  unusual  pieces  we  have  pre¬ 
sented  for  auction.  I  he  star-shaped  rowel  has  1 1  points  and  measures 
22  mm  in  diameter.  While  the  detail  is  somewhat  indistinct,  it  has 
plainly  been  carved  from  a  1916-1930  Standing  Liberty  quarter.  I  he 
carving  is  somewhat  crude  and  uneven,  approaching  primitive  folk  art 
with  a  Western  flair.  Numismatists  have  long  enjoyed  artfully  altered 
coins,  from  hobo  nickels  and  love  tokens  to  large  cents  transformed 
into  gears  or  pie  crimpers.  I  his  is  the  first  coin  rowel  we  have  encoun¬ 
tered.  A  splendid  addition  to  a  collection  of  Western  Americana,  a  neat 
corollary  to  a  collection  of  Standing  Liberty  quarters,  or  simply  a  mar¬ 
velous  piece  for  the  numismatist  who  likes  oddballs.

5818  Nation  of  Celestial  Space.  A  date  set  of  celestons  from  1959  to  1961. 
Gold,  14.0  mm.  Choice  Mint  State.  Reeded  edges.  A  three  coin  set  of 
these  remarkable  mid-20th-century  fantasy  issues.  Each  is  pale  yellow 
gold  with  abundant  reflective  lustre,  the  1961  issue  apparently  struck 
as  a  Proof  and  perhaps  the  others  as  well.  The  obverse  of  each  features  a 
figure  (called  Princess  by  the  promoter,  who  used  his  daughter  Ruth  as 
the  model)  wearing  a  coronet  reading  MAGNANIMITY.  The  reverse 
legends  read  NATION  OF  CELESTIAL  SPACE  /  1  GOLD 
CELESTON,  with  the  whole  presentation  closely  resembling  a  U.S. 
$1  gold  piece.  The  mintage  for  the  1959  gold  celeston  was  504  pieces, 
but  the  1960  and  especially  1961  issues  are  scarcer.  Some  estimate  that 
fewer  than  50  of  the  1961  celestons  were  coined. 

The  Nation  of  Celestial  Space  was  the  brainchild  of  James  Thomas  Mangan. 
whose  creation  and  the  logic  behind  it  is  well  detailed  in  a  February  1990  article  by 
Joe  Buzanowski  and  Len  Jacobson  published  in  The  Numismatist.  Struck  in  the  ep¬ 
och  between  Sputnik  and  Alan  Shepard’s  historic  orbiting,  these  little  gold  pieces  are 
an  historic  reminder  of  the  lofty  thinking  that  defined  the  opening  years  ol  the  Space 
Race.  (Total:  3  pieces) 

Mangan  was  once  publicity  director  for  the  great  and  now  lost  and  lamented  Mills 
Novelty  Company  of  Chicago,  maker  of  many  entertainment  devices  which  today 
are  highly  collectible,  plus  a  wide  series  of  slot  machines,  also  collectible,  plus  other 
projects  including  commercial  display  and  refrigeration  units  (we  haven’t  heard  of 
anyone  collecting  these).

An 
exceptionally  beautiful  and  incredibly  detailed  medal  engraved  by 
Ron  Landis  and  produced  by  Ron  Landis  and  Joe  Rusr  of  the  Gallery 
Mint  Museum  of  Eureka  Springs,  Arkansas.  The  obverse  depicts  a 
winged  nude  figure  holding  a  coin  while  standing  knee-deep  in  a 
stream,  castle  in  background,  legend  GALLERY  MINT  MUSEUM 
in  exergue.  The  reverse  incorporates  the  words  ART  HISTORY 
TECHNOLOGY  into  an  intricate  peripheral  design  with  the  central 
inscription  “Dedicated  to  the  Preservation  of  the  Numismatic  Arts.” 
The  most  impressive  side  is  undoubtedly  the  edge:  this  medal  was 
hot-struck  using  a  segmented  four  part  collar,  with  the  entire  mint¬ 
ing  process  from  mining  to  striking  displayed  on  the  edge.  With  all 
due  respect  to  Simon,  Droz,  Saint-Gaudens,  et  al,  this  is  a  singularly 
amazing  edge  device. 

According  to  Joe  Rust,  this  piece  is  one  of  less  than  30  pieces 
struck,  though  some  pieces  are  numbered  higher  than  30.  Struck  in  5 
ounces  of  .999  silver.

Mounting  hardware  on  re¬ 
verse.  Antiqued  pewter  gray  with  exceptional  eye  appeal.  A  bold  and 
intense  rendering  of  the  Norwegian  polar  explorer  and  statesman  by 
the  Lithuanian  artist  most  celebrated  for  his  diminutive  bust  of  Lin¬ 
coln  on  the  world’s  most  numerous  coin.  The  vertical  legends  read 
“Landed  in  New  York  October  23  1897,”  the  ending  date  on  a  trip 
that  saw  Nansen  reach  as  far  north  as  86°l4’  north  latitude.  This 
plaque  was  among  the  works  of  Brenner  displayed  at  a  1910  ANS 
exhibition  of  contemporary  artists.  V.D.  Brenner’s  familiar  signature 
is  just  above  the  exergual  ljne  at  the  right  rim.  A  beautiful  and  scarce 
plaquette  worthy  of  any  cabinet. 

Nansen  left  his  days  as  an  explorer  behind  to  become  one  of  Norway’s  great  states¬ 
men.  leading  a  delegation  from  that  nation  to  the  League  of  Nations  and  working 
hard  in  the  aftermath  of  World  War  I  for  prisoners  of  war  and  refugees  worldwide. 
H'-  was  awarded  the  Nohel  Peace  Prize  in  1922.

A  well-known  work  by  one  of  the  most  important  characters  in  the  history 
medallic  art.  Pierre  Jean  David  D  Angers  (1788-1856)  is  called  “the  first  to  revii 
the  medallic  art  as  understood  in  the  fifteenth  century,  and  to  give  to  his  portraits  i 
bronze,  expression,  reality,  and  life”  by  Forrer  in  his  substantial  catalogue  of  Daviq 
work.  By  the  time  of  this  portrait  plaque,  David's  career  had  reached  its  stride  an 
his  productions  were  becoming  numerous.  In  1829  alone,  he  sculpted  such  lumina 
ies  as  Alexandre  Dumas,  the  wife  of  Victor  Hugo,  Andre-Marie  Ampere,  and  Iulit 
composer  Giocchino  Rossini.  Johann  Wolfgang  von  Goethe  was  enjoying  his  retin 
ment  when  he  was  sculpted  by  David  in  Weimar.  A  important  piece  of  medallic  a 
ready  for  display  and  deserving  of  a  place  in  an  advanced  collection.

Samuel  Hahnemann  founded  the  medical  field  of  homeopathy,  a  holistic  ap¬ 
proach  to  healing  that  attempts  to  minimize  the  negative  effects  of  drugs  and  treat¬ 
ment.  He  was  an  active  80  year  old  at  the  time  this  plaque  was  accomplished;  his 
new  philosophy  on  medicine  had  already  become  quite  popular  by  that  point.  In 
1835,  the  year  of  this  plaque,  Hahnemann  married  a  35  year  old  French  woman,  a 
former  patient,  and  moved  to  Paris.  He  died  in  Paris  in  1843.

The  first  international  extension 
was  established  in  Scotland  for  the  entire  United  Kingdom  in  ll)08.  I  he  F  ondation 
Carnegie,  the  French  organization  whic h  awarded  the  present  medal,  was  established 
the  following  year.  By  1  ')1 2,  Carnegie  had  established  organizations  to  award  lilesas 
ers  in  Norway,  Switzerland,  The  Netherlands,  Sweden,  Denmark,  Belgium,  and  Italy 
as  well.

1  hi 
obverse  depicts  a  hanging  crucible  pouring  forth  molten  metal  supei 
imposed  over  a  map  of  the  Democratic  Republic  of  ( .ongo,  then  Bel 
gian  Congo  and  formerly  Zaire,  with  a  list  of  ores  mined  by  tb 
UMHK.  The  reverse  shows  a  teacher  with  three  pupils.  An  interest 
ing  and  historic  medal,  representative  of  an  important  time  in  mod 
ern  African  history. 

The  Union  Miniere  du  Haut-Katanga  or  UMHK  was  an  international  minn 
conglomerate  that  controlled  the  valuable  mineral  resources  of  the  Belgian  t  om 
prior  to  the  revolution  that  created  the  nation  of  Zaire  in  1%0.  At  the  time  of  d 
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revolution,  UMHK  was  the  largest  cobalt  producer  on  earth  and  was  the  world’s 
third  largest  copper  producer,  based  exclusively  on  the  riches  of  the  Congo.  More 
than  half  of  Congo’s  national  revenues  came  from  UMHK’s  operations  there.  This 
dependence  upon  Western  colonial  powers  helped  foment  a  rebellious  spirit  in  Bel¬ 
gian  Congo,  and  the  UN  recognized  a  home-rule  government  in  that  nation  while 
trying  to  settle  differences  between  the  Belgians  and  the  Congolese. 

Internal  strife  rocked  the  nation  during  this  period  as  well,  and  the  mineral-rich 
province  of  Katanga  seceded  in  July  1960.  One  of  the  primary  characters  in  the  seces¬ 
sion  movement  was  Laurent  Kabila.  Kabila,  who  supported  western  intervention  and 
enjoyed  the  foreign  money  that  poured  into  his  nation  through  the  mining  interests, 
reached  out  to  UMHK,  who  worried  about  the  future  of  their  profits  with  the  new 
Congolese  government.  Kabila,  a  Marxist  whose  loyalty  has  been  questioned  by  some 
for  his  interaction  with  massive  corporations  despite  his  alliance  with  Che  Guevara 
during  the  conflict,  funded  his  secessionist  army  with  export  duties  from  UMHK.  By 
January  1963,  the  secessionist  movement  in  Katanga  had  been  put  down  by  UN 
forces.  In  1994,  civil  war  re-erupted  in  Zaire,  displacing  nearly  2  million  people. 
Kabila’s  forces  took  over  most  of  the  country  in  1996  and  1997,  before  his  assassina¬ 
tion  in  200 1 .  Today,  his  son  Joseph  is  President  of  the  Democratic  Republic  of  Congo. 
Belgian  mining  still  makes  up  more  than  62%  of  the  nations  export  revenues. 

Enigmatic  Plaque  of  a  Collector

Regarding  our  federal  currency  issues  we  not  only  offer  a  diverse 
selection,  crossing  all  most  series  from  Legal  Tenders  through  Gold 
Certificates,  but  we  have  the  further  pleasure  of  presenting  here  a  virtual 
parade  of  rarities.  Beginning  with  the  well  respected  Demand  Notes,  we 
continue  into  the  Legal  Tender  notes  where  we  offer  such  important 
rarities  as  a  pair  of  1 869  “Rainbow"  $50s,  two  1 880  $100  issues,  a  lovely 
example  of  the  rarely-seen  1880  $500  with  the  distinctive  portrait  of 
Major  General  Mansfield,  and  the  highest  collectible  denomination  of 
the  series,  the  1880  DeWitt  Clinton  $1,000,  one  of  only  13  known 

specimens. 

These  Legal  Tender  issues 
are  memorable,  but  wait!  Our 
offering  continues  into  the  Sil¬ 
ver  Certificates  with  favorites 
such  as  high-grade  examples  of 
the  “Educational”  issues,  and 
the  1923  “Porthole”  $5,  im¬ 
portant  rarities  such  as  the  triple 
signature  1880  $10,  and  most 
notably  an  example  of  the  1880 
“Black  Back  $  1 00,  one  of  just 
23  known,  and  an  1891  $  1 00, 
one  of  fewer  than  30  extant. 

Treasury  Notes  follow  suit 
with  a  beautiful  1891  $50 
Seward  note  leading  the  way, 
closely  followed  by  one  of  the  most  prized  issues  in  the  federal  series,  the 
1890  “Watermelon”  $100.  We  all  lament  the  fact  that  the  1890  Coin 
or  Treasury  Note  series,  with  its  gorgeous  reverse  designs,  was  so  short¬ 
lived. 

Though  we  have  in  these  introductory  remarks  enough  rarities  to 
make  for  a  sale  that  will  be  long  remembered  for  its  selected  highlights. 


Inspecting  four-subject  sheets  of  newly  printed  currency,  Washington,  D.C.,  1904. 
(Waldon  Fawcett  photograph;  Tuck  Series  of 2334  “Bureau  of  Engravingand  Printing,” 

published  in  1905) 
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we  have  but  set  the  stage  lor  our  offering  of  Gold  Certificates.  From  the 
“  1  echnicolor  $20s,  through  the  $1,000  issues,  yes,  $1,000  issues 
(plural!),  the  selection  is  of  great  significance,  though  not  as  much  for 
completeness  as  for  the  importance  of  the  individual  rarities.  A  pair  of 
triple-signature  1882  $50s,  two  of  only  11  known,  lead  up  to  the 
highlight  of  the  present  sale,  Friedberg- 1 202,  the  1 882  triple-signature 
$100  with  the  autographed  countersignature  of  Thomas  C.  Acton. 
Only  two  of  these  exist,  this  is  the  only  one  available  to  collectors,  and 
it  is  being  offered  here  for  the  very  first  time. 

Immediately  following  is  Friedberg- 1204,  another  exceedingly  rare 
1882  $100,  this  is  one  of  four  known  and  one  of  two  in  private  hands. 
We  continue  to  Friedberg- 1 2 1 8f,  the  venerable  1 882  $  1 ,000  Gold,  one 
of  eight  known.  The  1882  $1,000  as  a  type  holds  the  distinction  as 
having  earned  the  highest  price  ever  paid  for  a  piece  of  United  States 
currency,  $935,000.  While  our  note  will  not  challenge  that  record,  it 
remains  one  of  the  most  significant  bank  notes  that  we  have  had  the 
pleasure  of  handling. 

Our  small-size  currency,  a  very  popular  collecting  area  in  recent 
times,  offers  many  significant  pieces.  A  very  important  series  of  uncut 
sheets  is  highlighted  by  a  newly  discovered  1928  $20  FRN,  one  of  the 
rarest  sheets  available.  As  for  single  notes,  examples  of  the  1934  $5,000 
and  $10,000  are  always  substantial  attractions. 

National  Bank  Notes 

Few  collecting  specialties  carry  the  allure  of  local  history  better  than 
do  National  Bank  notes,  what  Don  C.  Kelly  has  called  "hometown 
notes.  ”  For  that  reason,  they  have  long  been  one  of  the  most  enthusias¬ 
tically  collected  series  among  federal  issues. 

While  the  present  offering  does  not  focus  on  a  specific  town,  state,  or 
type  as  do  many  collections,  we  make  up  for  it  with  a  very  diverse 
selection,  truly  something  for  everyone.  From  National  Gold  Bank 
notes  of  Petaluma  and  Stockton,  to  multiple  Original  Series  and  Series 
of  1875  rarities,  to  an  interesting  and  unusual  selection  of  uncut  large- 
size  sheets,  we  cover  a  wide  range  of  types  and  localities. 

Among  more  notable  highlights  are  a 
beautiful  $50  Brown  Back  from  Chi¬ 
cago,  an  Original  Series  $50  from 
Lafayette,  Indiana,  the  first  reported  on 
the  bank,  a  Series  of  1902  $20  from 
Dodge  Center,  Minnesota,  the  first  pub¬ 
lic  offeringof  the  title,  an  Original  Series 
$50  from  St.  Louis,  a  unique  type  for  the 
state  of  Missouri,  and  a  highly  impor¬ 
tant  $20  Red  Seal  from  South  Shore, 

South  Dakota,  representing  the  first 
public  offering  of  an  unreported  title. 

It  is  probably  worth  noting  thatwhile 


the  late  John  Hickman  and  the  very  much  alive  and  active  Don  C. 
Kelly  and  Peter  Huntoon  have  been  three  important  figures  irr 
compiling  data  and  technical  information  on  National  Bank  bills,  in 
comparison  to  coins,  the  detailed  study  and  appreciation  of  papen 
money  is  in  its  infancy.  Widespread  interest  has  yet  to  come  (but  will, 
in  our  opinion).  It  is  probably  correct  to  state  that  for  every  1 00  peopld 
who  can  discuss  with  expertise  the  die  varieties  of  1794  copper  cents. 
just  one  numismatist  could  stand  on  a  soapbox  and  declaim  about  the 
plate  variations  on  Original  Series  (inaccurately,  First  Charter)  notes. 
As  such,  there  would  seem  to  be  a  great  potential  for  research, 
enthusiasm,  and  the  discovery  of  interesting  but  obscure  information 
in  the  National  Bank  series.  The  journal  Paper  Money,  of  the  Society 
of  Paper  Money  Collectors,  is  the  focal  point  for  publishing  data  apart 
from  book  format. 

At  the  same  time,  the  state  of  the  art  is  quite  traditional.  Coin 
collectors  must  focus  a  great  deal  of  attention  on  whether  or  not  a 
specimen  is  MS-63,  or  could  it  upgrade  to  an  MS-64?  Meanwhile,  the 
collector  of  National  Bank  notes  of,  say,  Nebraska  or  Maine  is  delighted 
that  he  or  she  has  a  VF  or  EF,  can  admire  a  finer  bill  in  someone  else’s 
collection  (as  such  bills  as  a  class  are  so  rare  that  no  one  has  ever  achieved 
completion) ,  and  could  care  less  whether  someone  grades  it  VF-30,  AU- 
58,  or  whatever.  Of  course,  some  attention  has  to  be  paid  to  grading, 
cleaning,  and  other  matters,  but  it  is  not  an  obsession,  whereas  in  coins 
it  is  sometimes  the  tail  that  wags  the  collecting  dog. 

The  editor  (QDB),  an  enthusiast  of  paper  money  since  the  1 950s  and 
a  collector  of  New  Hampshire  bills  state  and  national,  picked  up  on  a 
suggestion  made  by  J.O.,  a  long-time  collector  of  non-National  “type” 
notes  (Silver  Certificates,  Demand  Notes,  Legal  Tender  Notes,  and 
more).  By  the  use  of  an  inexpensive  ($200  or  so)  optical  scanner,  the  notes 
can  be  captured  in  color,  at  high  resolution  of  detail,  and  stored  on  a 
computer — to  be  viewed  individually  or  as  a  “slide  show”  by  the  touch  of 
a  button,  wh  ile  the  notes  themselves  are  stored  at  a  distance  in  a  bank  vault. 
A  little  secret  is  that  inexpensively  (say  $2  to  $5  each)  hundreds  of  different 
full-color  postcards  depicting  note-issuing  National  Banks  can  be  col¬ 
lected,  making  nice  “go-withs”  for  the  bills.  Of  course  you  need  to  do 

some  legwork  to  track  down 
these  cards — such  as  by  spend¬ 
ing  a  pleasurable  Saturday  at¬ 
tending  a  postcard  show. 

Returning  to  the  offering 
at  hand,  here  at  Bowers  and 
Merena  Galleries  we  have 
handled  many  really  wonder¬ 
ful  numismatic  items,  and 
among  these  are  the  currency 
notes  presented  in  the  pagesi 
to  follow.

Allegorical  Series  or  so- 
called  “Gunpowder  note.”  Serial:  371.  Choice  Fine,  or  perhaps  a 
little  better  lor  the  issue.  Signatures  of  John  Duckett  and  John  Brice. 
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A  stray  pen  mark  is  noted  at  the  lower  right,  which  is  the  most 
prominent  of  the  very  few  defects.  The  note  is  fully  intact,  with 
broad  margins  and  typical  honest  wear  for  the  grade.  Very  well 
printed  with  bold  details  that  are  especially  important  on  this  issue, 
and  likely  to  cause  this  note  to  attract  substantial  bidding  competi¬ 
tion.  Offerings  of  notes  from  the  allegorical  series  of  1775  are  few 
and  far  between,  with  most  examples  being  rather  low  grade.  Con¬ 
sidering  the  sharper  condition  of  the  present  piece,  it  is  likely  one  of 
the  finest  examples  to  be  offered  in  some  time.  This  note  offers  lovely 
aesthetic  quality  and  superb  originality.  It  is  from  an  old  time  collec¬ 
tion,  and  probably  has  never  before  been  offered  publicly. 

1  hese  notes  are  very  historic,  and  popular  due  to  the  complex  alle¬ 
gorical  vignettes  on  each  side.  The  face  depicts  Britannia  receiving 
from  a  figure  representative  of  America,  a  petition  of  the  Continental 
Congress.  America  holds  a  liberty  cap  and  stands  atop  slavery,  while 
American  soldiers  march  nearer,  carrying  the  flag  of  liberty.  George 
III  stands  left  of  Britannia,  holding  her  hand,  while  trampling  the 
Magna  Charta,  and  setting  fire  to  an  American  city  which  is  under 
siege  by  a  British  fleet.  The  back  of  the  note  depicts  America  and  Bri¬ 
tannia  at  peace,  and  dividing  the  American  shore  at  left,  and  a  British 
ship  at  right.  Below,  a  ribbon  inscribed  in  Latin  translates,  “peace  is 
preferable  to  triumph.”

Choice  EF.  A  single  hole  cancellation  through  the  signature  of  the 
commissioner.  A  couple  of  minor  thins  and  other  imperfections  arc 
noted,  but  this  remains  a  very  attractive  certificate.  Issued  at  Massa¬ 
chusetts  August  1,  1816,  to  George  Cabot  of  Boston,  for  $500. 

These  documents  are  post  War  of  1812  loan  certificates  issued  by 
the  states  in  conjunction  with  the  federal  government,  therefore 
though  they  are  similar  in  style  to  the  federal  issues,  they  are  not  cov¬ 
ered  in  Hessler’s  work  on  loans,  and  they  are  too  late  for  Anderson’s 
“Price  of  Liberty.”  Very  sharp  and  very  rare.

Reverend  Dr.  Francis  Anthony  Matignon  (1753-1818)  of  Boston  felt  that  Ca¬ 
tholicism  had  fallen  upon  difficult  times  in  that  city,  and  wrote  to  a  former  student, 
John  Lefebvre  de  Cheverus  (1788-1836),  then  doing  church  work  in  London,  to  see 
if  he  would  come  to  Boston  to  lend  his  support.  He  did,  arriving  in  Boston  in  1796. 
Cheverus  was  later  named  the  first  Bishop  of  Boston  on  April  8,  1808. 

Dr.  Matignon  was  actively  involved  in  the  establishment  of  the  Ursuline  convent 
on  Mount  Benedict  in  Charlestown,  Massachusetts,  and  he  encouraged  his  parishio¬ 
ners  in  Boston  to  make  financial  contributions  to  that  end.  Cheverus  lent  his  sup¬ 
port,  and  soon  the  convent  was  established  with  the  original  goal  to  administer  a 
boarding  school  for  girls.  They  succeeded  for  a  short  period  of  time  until  1834, 
when  their  building  was  burned  to  the  ground  after  evangelical  Protestantism  saw  a 
revival  in  Boston.  Francis  Matignon  died  in  1818,  and  this  certificate  was  signed 
over  to  his  executor,  John  Cheverus,  in  October  o(  that  year.

We  are  delighted  to  offer 
here  one  ol  the  prized  rarities  in  the  United 
States  federal  currency  series.  Though  the 
majority  of  these  rare  notes  that  exist  are 
higher  grade,  the  present  specimen  is  cer¬ 
tainly  a  respectable  example  of  a  note  that 
few  collectors  will  ever  have  the  good  for¬ 
tune  to  own.  The  note  is  well  creased,  and 
it  has  been  through  bankers  hands  enough 
times  to  adopt  the  commonly  seen  oily 
mark  at  the  upper  right  corner  from 
counting.  A  couple  of  small  black  ink 
stains  are  noted,  one  to  the  left  of 
Mansfield's  portrait,  and  another  at  the  de¬ 
nomination  marker  above.  Close  inspec¬ 
tion  will  reveal  a  few  minor  pinholes  and  a 
few  short  margin  splits,  only  one  of  which 
crosses  the  design  border,  and  barely  so. 

Regardless  of  the  handling  marks  and  ob¬ 
vious  signs  of  use,  the  note  retains  good 
body  and  nice  color  for  the  grade,  being 
noticeably  more  bright  toward  the  center. 

The  colors  of  the  serial  numbers  and  Trea¬ 
sury  seal  are  sharp. 

The  back  shows  very  little  in  the  way  of 
distracting  marks,  and  the  ink  stains  noted 
on  the  face  do  not  show  through.  Again, 
the  ink  color  has  held  true,  though  the 
white  paper  is  lightly  soiled  from  handling. 

Both  sides  offer  near-perfect  centering  and  wide  margins  all  around. 

As  a  type,  the  Mansfield  $500  is  scarcely  offered  and  quite  rare.  There 
are  14  different  Friedberg  numbers  for  the  type,  four  of  which  have 
never  been  reported  to  exist.  Only  36  specimens  are  known  in  total.  Of 
these  36  notes,  25  are  held  by  institutions  such  as  the  Smithsonian, 
various  Federal  Reserve  Banks,  and  a  single  specimen  in  the  ANA  Col¬ 
lection,  donated  by  Aubrey  and  Adeline  Bebee.  The  last  Mansfield 
note  to  sell  publicly  was  an  Extremely  Fine,  Series  of  1878  example  in 
Lyn  Knight’s  Memphis  Sale,  June  17,  2000.  That  note,  pedigreed  to 
the  Levitan  Collection  brought  $143,000. 

The  present  example  has  been  long  held,  and  there  is  no  record  of  it 
ever  having  been  offered  publicly.  While  six  examples  are  reported  of 
this  Friedberg  number,  making  it  the  one  of  the  more  “common,”  the 
present  note  is  unique  in  private  hands.  It  is  the  only  note  not  institu¬ 
tionally  held  by  the  Smithsonian  or  one  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Banks. 
The  ownership  of  the  reported  specimens  as  enumerated  in  Martin 
Gengerke’s  census  is  as  follows: 

1.  Smithsonian  Institution  (EF) 

2.  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  San  Francisco  (Fine) 

3.  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  Chicago  (AU) 

4.  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  Richmond  (Grade  unreported) 

5.  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  San  Francisco  (VF).

Thus,  this  offering  represents  what  may  be  the  single  opportunity  of 
a  lifetime  to  acquire  this  rare  note.  For  any  collector  who  seriously  en¬ 
tertains  the  thought  of  owning  a  Mansfield  $500,  the  acquisition  of 


this  piece  would  be  a  great  coup.  In  any  collection  that  it  resides,  this 
note  is  destined  to  remain  one  of  the  highlights,  forever. 

The  portrait  on  this  note  is  that  of  Major  General  Joseph  K.  Mansfield  who  spent 
most  of  his  life  in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States.  Born  at  New  Haven,  Con¬ 
necticut  in  1 803,  Mansfield  was  a  natural  Northerner  who  would  later  end  his  career 
and  life  in  the  service  of  the  Union.  He  began  his  military  career  at  the  age  of  13, 
when  he  received  his  cadet’s  appointment  and  entered  West  Point.  After  having  com¬ 
pleted  his  studies,  he  graduated  in  1822,  not  only  with  honors,  but  as  the  youngest 
member  of  his  class. 

His  first  commission  was  with  the  corps  of  engineers,  where  he  remained  until  the 
Mexican  War,  at  which  time  he  served  with  distinction  as  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Army 
under  General  Zachary  Taylor.  He  was  appointed  a  staff  colonel  in  the  office  of  the 
Inspector  General  in  1853,  a  position  he  retained  until  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War. 

On  May  14,  1861,  Mansfield  was  appointed  Brigadier-General  in  the  Regular 
Army  of  the  U.S.  and  called  to  the  defense  of  Washington  D.C.  where  he  spent  much 
of  the  first  year  of  the  war  strengthening  Union  positions  along  the  Virginia  side  of 
the  Potomac  River. 

On  September  12,  1862,  he  was  assigned  to  the  XII  Corps,  Army  of  the  Potomac. 
Shortly  thereafter,  on  September  17,  he  met  with  a  mortal  wound  at  the  “Great  Battle 
near  Sharpsburg,”  better  known  as  Antietam.  He  died  September  18,  1862. 

Perhaps  Mansfield  could  sense  that  his  time  had  come,  for  the  New  York  Daily  Tri¬ 
bune  of  September  19,  1862  published  this  short  anecdote, 

The  Death  of  Gen.  Mansfield 

Gen.  Mansfield,  killed  at  Sharpsburg,  dined  with  the  Hon.  Eli  Thayer  in  this  city 
on  Saturday  last.  He  was  in  good  spirits  during  the  day,  but  just  before  taking  leave 
seemed  to  have  become  abstracted,  and,  after  a  few  moments  silence,  said,  "Mr. 
Thayer,  I  am  going  into  battle.  If  I  fall,  have  my  body  sent  to  my  friends  at 
Middletown,  Conn.”  He  left  immediately  after  making  the  request. 

Joseph  Mansfield  was  given  the  rank  of  Major  General  posthumously  on  March 
12,  1863.

The  red  seal  remains  sharp,  and  the 
blue  ink  of  the  serial  numbers  is  very 
bold.  The  face  is  nicely  margined, 
though  the  top  border  at  the  right 
end  is  a  little  narrower  than  the  oth¬ 
ers,  while  the  back  centering  is  nearly 
perfect,  with  comfortable  margins 
nicely  framing  the  spectacularly  or¬ 
nate  design.  The  green  ink  of  the  back 
is  bright  and  fresh,  though  again,  mi¬ 
nor  signs  of  handling  are  noted  in  the 
white  areas  of  each  end.  The  note  re¬ 
tains  good  firmness  of  body  and  there 
are  no  serious  defects.  A  few  small 
pinholes  are  mentioned  for  the  sake 
accuracy. 

Though  Friedberg  enumerates  12 
different  varieties  issued  of  the  Dewitt 
Clinton  $1,000,  examples  of  only 
eight  of  these  have  been  reported  to 
exist,  and  all  are  considered  to  be  ex¬ 
tremely  rare.  In  fact,  only  26  Clinton 
$  1,000s  are  reported,  half  of  which 
are  the  variety  of  the  present  note,  making  it  the  most  common.  As 
such,  on  the  few  occasions  when  an  example  has  been  offered  pub¬ 
licly,  this  Friedberg  number  has  typically  been  the  one  offered. 

Of  the  13  known  notes,  three  are  likely  permanent  residents  in  the 
collections  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association,  the  Federal  Re¬ 
serve  Bank  of  Chicago,  and  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  San  Francisco. 
Most  of  the  10  remaining  notes  have  appeared  on  the  market  at  least 
one  time  over  the  last  20  years.  Flowever,  the  present  specimen  has  not. 
In  fact,  as  far  as  we  know,  this  is  the  first  public  offering  of  this  note  in 
decades  or  perhaps  longer.  It  is  completely  original,  and  has  never  been 
visited  upon  by  any  restoration  or  cleaning  (desirable  or  otherwise),  as 
have  some  others  of  the  known  examples,  including  the  last  offered 
publicly.  Thus  the  present  offering  represents  an  important  opportu¬ 
nity  for  the  advanced  collector  who  appreciates  the  good  value  to  be 
found  in  the  combination  of  rarity,  quality,  and  full  originality. 


DeWitt  Clinton,  whose  pensive  portrait  appears  on  this  note  was  born  in  1769,  in 
Little  Britain,  New  York.  His  formal  education  was  at  Columbia  College,  from 
which  he  graduated  in  1786.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar,  and  began  service  in  Law 
as  a  secretary  to  his  uncle,  the  Governor  of  New  York,  George  Clinton. 

His  political  ambitions  led  him  to  the  New  York  State  Legislature  from  1797  until 

1 802,  when  he  was  elected  to  the  U.S.  Senate.  His  tenure  in  the  Senate  would  be  short¬ 
lived  however,  as  he  resigned  to  accept  the  position  of  Mayor  of  New  York  City  in 

1803,  an  office  he  would  hold  for  most  of  the  next  12  years.  During  this  period,  he  ran 
for  the  U.S.  Presidency,  but  his  challenger  James  Madison  took  the  election  in  1812. 

Clinton  was  deeply  interested  in  many  areas  as  diverse  as  natural  history,  criminal 
law,  and  scientific  pursuits  such  as  steam  navigation,  but  he  is  probably  best  known 
for  his  establishment  of  the  public  school  system  in  New  York  City,  and  as  a  great 
proponent  for  the  construction  of  the  Erie  Canal.  He  is  credited  with  having  led  the 
efforts  to  begin  the  massive  project,  and  also  for  seeing  it  through  to  completion. 
While  his  adversaries  referred  to  the  canal  as  the  “big  ditch,”  and  offered  much  criti¬ 
cism,  Clinton  was  able  to  create  a  political  issue  out  of  the  canal  project  which  met 
with  popular  favor,  and  contributed  to  his  election  to  the  office  of  Governor  of  New 
York,  which  position  he  held  from  1817  until  1823.

The  entire  note  has  a  deep  golden  brown  color,  with  the  gold 
face  printing  nearly  blending  in  places  with  the  background.  How¬ 
ever,  the  color  is  a  little  more  rich  in  the  frames  around  the  serial 
numbers  which  are  a  deep  red  brown.  The  Treasury  seal  is  sharp,  as 
are  the  Treasury  signatures.  Light  staining  is  noted  along  the  bottom 
edge,  as  is  some  slight  roughness  confined  to  the  outer  edge  of  the 
margin.  The  face  margins  are  slightly  uneven  but  complete,  while 
those  of  the  back  are  wide  and  even.  I  he  back  color  is  rich  orange, 
and  stands  out  nicely  from  the  slightly  darkened  paper.  A  few  scat¬ 
tered  pinholes  at  each  end  arc  mentioned  for  accuracy. 


A  rarely  offered  type  that  was  missing  from  the  extensive  collection  of 
Di.  Lawrence  Cookson,  and  there  have  been  just  seven  public  appear¬ 
ances  over  the  last  20  years.  I  his  is  not  really  that  surprising  consider¬ 
ing  that  only  1 1  specimens  are  known,  and  of  these,  three  are  held  in 
the  collections  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association,  the  Federal 
Reserve  Bank  of  Richmond,  and  the  Smithsonian  Institution. 

Of  the  eight  remaining  examples,  the  present  note  and  the  one 
offered  in  the  following  lot  have  been  off  the  market  for  decades  at 
least,  leaving  just  six  notes  to  be  shared  among  the  many  collectors 
for  some  time.  An  important  opportunity,  and  likely  to  attract 
much  attention.

Choice  VG.  How  remarkable  for  a  second  example  of  this  very  rare 
note  to  be  offered  here!  This  example  has  seen  slightly  more  use,  with 
slight  softness  apparent  around  most  of  the  edges.  A  few  tiny  pin¬ 
holes  are  visible  in  the  body  of  the  note,  but  the  paper  is  essentiallv 
intact  with  only  a  couple  of  minor  splits  noted.  The  paper  is  golden 
brown,  with  the  gold  ink  of  the  face  being  a  little  sharper  than  on  the 
note  offered  above.  The  corners  are  a  little  rounded,  but  only  affect¬ 
ing  the  design  border  slightly  at  the  upper  right  corner. 

The  color  of  the  back  is  a  little  dark,  with  a  brighter  spot  where  a 
bit  of  tape  was  removed,  resulting  in  slight  loss  of  ink.  In  addition,  a 
small  ink  stain  is  visible  at  the  right  end,  mentioned  only  for  accu¬ 
racy.  Another  important  rarity,  worthy  of  a  fine  collection  regardless 
of  the  few  imperfections.  Again,  one  of  eight  in  private  hands  and 
not  likely  to  be  any  more  common  anytime  soon.

Slight  rounding  is  noted 
at  a  couple  of  corners,  and  there  is  a  counting  smudge  at  the  right 
end,  but  these  are  only  minor  distractions.  The  centering  is  quite 
good,  with  full  margins  evenly  framing  both  sides.  The  back  is  some¬ 
what  brighter  than  the  face,  and  the  orange  ink  is  as  vivid  as  one 
could  ask  for  on  any  Gold  Certificate.

Seldom  in  the  world  of  rare  coins  and 
currency  does  an  opportunity  of  this 
magnitude  present  itself.  After  perhaps 
years,  decades,  or  even  a  lifetime  of  pa¬ 
tience,  even  the  most  diligent  of  collec¬ 
tors  has  not  enjoyed  a  chance  to  own  this 
note,  until  now,  offered  for  the  very  first 
time  to  the  present  generation  of  enthu¬ 
siasts. 

Where  such  an  important  rarity  is  con¬ 
cerned,  some  might  suggest  that  the  con¬ 
dition  doesn’t  really  matter,  but  fortu¬ 
nately  this  note  has  been  closely  held  and 
nicely  preserved  over  its  many  years. 

Some  minor  surface  soiling  is  noted, 
mostly  around  the  peripheries,  and  at 
the  upper  right  end  where  counting  has 
taken  its  toll,  leaving  behind  a  darker 
mark.  Though  fortunately  positioned  at 
the  black  denomination  marker  and  its 
ornate  frame,  this  mark  blends  some¬ 
what  with  the  design  and  is  not  particu¬ 
larly  distracting.  The  paper  is  reasonably 
bright  for  the  grade,  and  the  inks  have 
retained  good  color,  though  the  color 
scheme  for  this  type  was  not  vibrant. 

The  gold  is  mellow,  while  the  Treasury  seal  and  serial  numbers  are  a 
soft  red-brown  and  quite  pleasing  to  the  eye.  The  back  is  a  little  more 
richly  printed,  with  the  light  handling  marks  being  a  little  more  evi¬ 
dent  in  the  broad  white  spaces.  The  centering  is  nearly  perfect,  with 
all  the  margins  being  comfortably  wide  and  even.  Very  slight  round¬ 
ing  is  noted  at  the  lower  left  corner,  but  otherwise  the  quality  of  the 
edges  is  excellent,  with  no  splits  or  roughness.  The  paper  retains 
much  of  its  original  integrity  being  respectably  firm  for  the  grade, 
though  under  close  scrutiny,  the  few  small  pinholes  will  be  visible. 
The  important  autographed  countersignature  of  Thomas  Acton  is 
bold  and  fresh,  in  the  typical  light  brown  ink  of  the  day.  A  beautiful 
example  of  a  $100  Gold  Certificate,  even  without  consideration  of 
the  type  or  rarity. 

Generally,  for  a  specialist  to  see  any  1 882  $  1 00  Gold  with  anything 
other  than  the  small  red  Treasury  seal  is  to  immediately  recognize  a 
considerable  rarity.  There  are  three  other  seal  styles,  Brown  as  the 
present  note,  represented  by  three  different  signature  combinations, 
Large  Red,  as  found  on  the  note  in  the  following  lot  and  represented 
by  a  single  signature  combination,  and  Large  Brown,  again  with  a 
single  signature  combination.  All  of  these  types  arc  so  rare  that  they 
very  infrequently  trade  publicly,  and  none  are  priced  in  Friedberg. 

As  a  class,  the  countersigned  Gold  Certificates  of  all  denominations 
are  recognized  as  desirable  rarities,  and  for  the  Scries  of  1882,  they 
come  in  two  types,  those  autographed  as  this  one,  and  those  with  en¬ 


graved  countersignatures.  Generally,  those  with  autographed  signa¬ 
tures  are  far  rarer,  or  even  unknown  in  some  cases.  As  for  the  coun¬ 
tersigned  1882  $100,  both  types  are  so  rare  that  there  is  no  distinc¬ 
tion  between  the  two  different  types  in  Friedberg,  and  just  five  speci¬ 
mens  are  known  of  both  varieties  combined.  Of  these  five,  three  are 
held  in  the  collections  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  the  Federal 
Reserve  Bank  of  New  York,  and  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  San 
Francisco,  where  they  will  likely  remain.  This  leaves  just  two  ex¬ 
amples  available  to  the  collecting  community,  one  with  an  engraved 
countersignature,  graded  Choice  AU,  which  last  appeared  in  the 
Frank  Levitan  Collection,  sold  by  Lyn  Knight,  December  1998:324 
for  $253,000,  and  our  present  note  with  the  autographed  countersig¬ 
nature. 

While  the  census  has  reported  two  known  examples  of  this  note  for 
some  time,  there  has  not  been  any  specific  information  published  re¬ 
garding  this  specimen,  its  condition,  or  its  whereabouts.  The  other 
example,  graded  VG,  was  transferred  from  the  United  States  Treasure 
Department  to  the  collection  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution  in 
1978,  and  it  is  fairly  safe  to  assume  that  this  is  where  it  will  stay.  As 
such,  the  present  note  is  the  finest  known  by  a  wide  margin,  and  will 
be  unique  in  private  hands.  Furthermore,  as  far  as  we  know,  the 
present  sale  will  be  the  very  first  public  offering  of  this  specimen  and 
type.  Depending  upon  the  collector  or  institution  who  acquires  it,  it 
may  well  be  the  last.

C38240.  VF.  The  note  easily  offers  the 
body  and  paper  quality  of  a  nice  VF 
note,  but  the  upper  corner  at  the  right 
end  is  soiled  from  being  counted  numer¬ 
ous  times,  and  there  is  some  slight  rough¬ 
ness  along  the  same  end.  However,  the 
roughness  is  minor  and  confined  to  the 
margin.  Aside  from  a  single  visible  pin¬ 
hole,  there  are  no  additional  imperfec¬ 
tions  worthy  of  discussion  at  this  grade 
level.  The  note  is  well  printed,  with  some 
traces  of  the  original  embossing  still  be¬ 
ing  visible  on  the  back.  The  appearance 
remains  quite  nice,  with  all  ink  colors  be¬ 
ing  as  bold  and  fresh  as  one  would  expect 
for  the  grade.  The  note  is  nicely  centered, 
with  broad  even  margins  all  around.  For 
what  it  lacks  in  perfection  at  the  right 
end,  it  offers  numerous  positive  at¬ 
tributes  that  far  outweigh  the  signifi¬ 
cance  of  any  negatives. 

The  first  recorded  public  offering  of 
this  type,  the  only  one  featuring  the  large 
red  Treasury  seal,  was  in  the  March  1945 
Bluestone  sale  of  the  Albert  A.  Grinnell 
Collection.  It  appeared  two  years  later  in 
the  final  Bluestone  sale  to  include  mate¬ 
rial  from  the  Grinnell  Collection.  Since 

that  time,  the  same  note  has  appeared  publicly  twice.  Over  40  years 
since  it’s  last  offering,  it  appeared  as  Lot  1804  in  the  James  A.  Stack, 
Sr.  sale  in  March  1990,  and  most  recently  in  the  Currency  Auctions 
of  America  sale  in  January  1999  as  one  of  the  highlights  of  the  exten¬ 
sive  Dr.  Lawrence  Cookson  collection  of  Gold  Certificates,  where  it 
realized  $154,000. 

In  the  Stack’s  offering  in  1990,  it  was  reported  that  three  of  these 
notes  were  known  including  the  present  specimen.  Today,  the  num¬ 
ber  known  stands  at  four,  two  of  which  are  lower  grade  specimens 
held  in  institutional  collections.  The  known  examples  are  listed  be¬ 
low:

The  present  example  has  been  off  the  market  for  several  decades  at 
least,  and  perhaps  has  never  before  been  offered  to  the  collecting 
community,  though  its  specific  pedigree  is  unknown. 

With  only  four  specimens  known,  just  two  of  these  available  to  pri¬ 
vate  collectors,  and  the  present  note  being  the  second  finest  known 
by  a  healthy  margin,  it  stands  as  a  highly  important  example  of  one 
of  the  great  rarities  of  the  entire  issue  of  $100  Gold  Certificates,  only 
slightly  overshadowed  by  a  couple  of  Friedberg  numbers  including 
the  prized  countersigned  example  offered  in  the  previous  lot. 

The  collector  who  is  fortunate  enough  to  acquire  this  note  will  add 
an  important  centerpiece  to  his  collection  probably  for  many  years  to 
come.  As  the  strength  of  collector  interest  and  the  currency  market  in 
general  has  grown  over  the  last  10  years,  many  important  notes  have 
come  to  light.  However,  new  discoveries  will  only  decrease  in  both 
frequency  and  likelihood  over  time,  thus  decreasing  the  chances  of 
another  example  of  any  great  rarity  coming  to  light.

Another  shining 
star  in  our  parade  of  rarities,  this  note 
makes  its  first  public  appearance  to 
the  best  of  our  knowledge.  The  note  is 
quite  attractive,  with  good  paper 
quality  and  general  cleanliness.  There 
is  some  light  soil  from  handling,  most 
notably  at  the  right  end  where  minor 
darkening  has  occurred  during  count¬ 
ing.  However,  as  the  dark  frame 
around  Hamilton’s  portrait  is  at  the 
same  position,  the  counting  smudge 
is  really  not  significantly  distracting  to 
the  eye.  The  note  is  well  centered  on 
both  sides,  with  all  margins  being 
broad  and  relatively  even.  There  is  no 
notable  margin  damage  save  for  a 
light  softness  at  the  counting  end,  and 
a  slight  rounding  to  each  of  the  four 
corners.  The  body  is  as  firm  as  one 
would  expect,  with  just  a  couple  of 
minor  pinholes  noted.  The  ink  colors 
have  not  faded,  and  the  red  Treasury 
seal,  and  deep  blue  serial  numbers  are 
particularly  vivid.  The  gold  ink  of  the 
face  is  soft,  as  printed,  while  that  on 
the  back  is  a  richer  orange.  The  back 
has  suffered  somewhat  from  a  minor  _____ 

spill  of  green  ink  at  some  point,  with  a 

few  small  scattered  stains  mostly  confined  to  the  right  end.  Faint  traces 
of  the  same  are  noted  on  the  face,  but  aside  from  a  couple  of  spots  in 
the  margin,  these  are  not  readily  apparent  on  this  side.  Considering  the 
formidable  rarity  of  the  type,  and  the  nice  quality  of  the  note  other¬ 
wise,  the  noted  imperfections  could  be  forgiven  to  a  considerable  ex¬ 
tent. 

The  1882  $1000  Gold  Certificate  is  quite  rare  as  a  major  design 
type,  with  only  22  specimens  known  of  all  eight  Friedberg  varieties 
combined,  and  it  is  offered  fairly  infrequently,  as  nearly  half  of  the 
known  notes  reside  in  institutional  collections.  Just  eight  public  of¬ 
ferings  are  reported  for  the  design  type  over  the  last  10  years,  and  it  is 
interesting  to  compare  this  figure  with  the  appearances  of  the  Seward 
$50  Coin  Notes  that  have  long  been  identified  as  one  of  the  most 
prized  types  among  large-size  notes.  While  the  population  of  the 
Seward  note  is  two  pieces  less  than  for  this  type,  there  have  been 
twice  as  many  public  appearances  over  the  last  decade! 


Back  to  the  Gold  Certificates,  the  present  example  is  one  of  eight  re¬ 
ported  for  the  variety  (signatures  of  Lyons  and  Roberts,  with  small  red 
seal),  and  it  is  tied  with  three  others  for  the  finest  known  at  the  VF  level. 

The  earliest  reported  public  appearance  of  this  variety  was  in  August 
1973.  Since  that  time,  nearly  30  years  ago,  there  have  been  nine  public 
offerings,  most  recently  a  Fine  example  in  Lyn  Knights  Great  Western 
Collection  Sale,  December  2000:254,  that  realized  $71,500.  This  note 
was  earlier  from  the  Dr.  Lawrence  Cookson  Collection.  The  present 
example,  while  having  been  on  the  census  for  some  time,  is  not  known 
to  have  ever  been  offered  publicly  before,  as  noted  above.  Thus  we 
present  a  truly  fresh  note  to  the  marketplace,  untouched  by  restorers 
and  completely  original.  Further,  as  our  current  consignor  has  asked  to 
remain  anonymous,  and  no  earlier  ownership  is  known,  the  known 
pedigree  will  begin  here,  with  our  sale,  and  continue  with  the  next 
owner.  A  prize  for  the  advanced  collector  and  connoisseur  in  whose 
collection  this  note  will  certainly  be  a  cherished  highlight.

A  sharply  net-graded  note  of  much  finer 
quality  except  for  a  long  vertical  tear  in  the  left  end,  extending  about 
three  quarters  of  the  way  across  the  note.  The  tear  has  been  repaired 
with  tape,  and  torn  again  along  the  same  line.  Otherwise,  the  note 
would  be  an  EF,  or  so.  The  color  is  very  nice,  with  rich  gold  ink.  The 
paper  has  been  lightly  creased,  the  right  end  is  smudged  from  count¬ 
ing,  and  there  are  a  number  of  pinholes  at  the  left  end  near  the  tear. 
The  face  is  centered  a  little  low,  with  the  remaining  margins  being 
comfortable.  There  is  an  additional  short  split  at  the  center  of  the  top 
edge,  just  into  the  design  on  the  face. 

With  so  much  body  and  quality  to  offer,  this  note  is  a  prime  candi¬ 
date  for  expert  restoration  work.  Just  32  examples  are  reported  in  the 
census.  A  rather  scarce  issue  and  desirable  as  such. 

A  recent  series  of  articles  by  Michele  Orzano  in  Coin  World  indicates  that  many 
pieces  of  currency  have  been  effectively  restored  and  repaired  by  experts,  although 
the  numismatic  desirability  implications  of  this  remain  to  be  sorted  out.  In  the  field 
of  autograph  letters  and  documents,  careful  restoration  and  conservation  is  a  fact  of 
life  and  is  desirable,  being  employed  by  the  Library  of  Congress  and  the  National 
Archives  to  assure  longer  life  for  many  of  our  national  treasures.  However,  within 
currency,  there  seems  to  be  a  squaring  off  that  such  restoration  is  automatically 
“bad”  in  the  minds  of  many,  forcing  the  matter  to  go  underground  and  not  be  dis¬ 
closed.  We  will  keep  reading  Ms.  Orzano  to  see  what  enlightenment  she  may  offer 
and  to  watch  for  recommendations  for  the  future.

Though  public  auction  appearances  of  the  prized  high-denomina¬ 
tion  notes  have  significantly  increased  in  recent  years,  mostly  due  to 
the  breakup  of  the  Binion  Hoard,  notes  such  as  this  one  from  the 
Kansas  City  District  have  been  conspicuously  absent.  The  majority 


of  the  notes  seen  have  been  from  New  York  or  Chicago,  two  districts 
with  larger  issues  of  these  notes.  Just  2,400  examples  were  printed  for 
Kansas  City  and  although  we  just  recently  had  the  pleasure  of  selling 
the  sister  note  to  this  one,  we  dont  expect  to  see  any  large  number  of 
these  on  the  market  anytime  soon.

Interesting  “Stanley  J.  Roy”  Notes 

6377  A  grouping  of  small-size  notes  with  personal  interest  to  Stanley  J. 
Roy.  Stanley  was  a  long-time  collector  and  enthusiast  of  United 
States  currency.  Though  his  primary  collection  was  sold  years  ago,  we 
have  had  the  pleasure  of  cataloguing  for  sale  a  number  of  items  that 
were  retained  by  him,  first  in  our  November  1999  sale,  and  again  in 
the  present  catalogue.  All  of  the  notes  to  follow  are  Federal  Reserve 
Notes,  except  where  noted  otherwise. 

Stanley  enjoyed  fancy  serial  numbers,  and  as  such  it  is  fitting  that  we  begin  with  a  pair 
of  radar  notes,  featuring  matching  serial  numbers  on  two  unrelated  series:  q  $  1 .  F- 1 9 1 0- 
E.  Series  of  1977-A.  Serial:  E42899824H.  Choice  Uncirculated  q  $1.  F-191 1-C.  Series 
of  1981.  Serial:  E42899824H.  Both  with  bold  fresh  color.  An  interesting  pair  as  Radar 
notes,  but  to  Stanley  they  had  a  very  special  significance.  His  membership  number  in  the 
American  Numismatic  Association  was  4289,  which  leads  us  to  our  next  group  of  notes. 

Stanley  must  have  searched  many  years  to  acquire  the  Radar  notes  above,  and  in  ad¬ 
dition  he  somehow  managed  to  acquire  five  additional  notes  that  featured  his  ANA 
number  as  the  serial  number:  O  $1.  F-1900-D.  Series  of  1963.  Serial:  D00004289A. 
Gem  Uncirculated  □  $1.  F-1903-D.  Series  of  1969.  Serial:  D00004289B.  Gem  Un¬ 
circulated  □  $1.  F-1905-D.  Series  of  1969-B.  Serial:  D00004289A.  Uncirculated  □ 
$10.  F-2012-D.  Series  of  1950-B.  Serial:  D00004289C.  Gem  Uncirculated  □  $20.  F- 
2067-D.  Series  of  1969.  Serial:  D00004289A.  Gem  Uncirculated.  A  beautiful  group 
of  five  notes  which,  by  the  way,  are  from  the  Cleveland  Federal  Reserve  district,  where 
Stanley  had  his  home  on  the  shore  of  Lake  Erie. 

Stanley  spent  three  years  in  the  Pacific  theatre  during  World  War  II,  and  one  and  a  half 
years  during  the  Korean  War  as  a  Chief  Warrant  Officer  in  the  U.S.  Marine  Corps.  His 
Marine  Corps  service  number  was  012508,  so  it  is  fitting  that  the  next  note  bears  this 
number:  J  $10.  F-2012-D.  Series  of  1950-B.  Serial:  D00012508C.  Gem  Uncirculated. 
Since  we  mentioned  his  military  service  above,  it  makes  sense  that  the  next  note  would  be 
a  $1  Silver  Certificate,  with  F1AWA1I  overprint,  signed  on  the  back  by  several  of  his  U.S. 
Marine  Corps  buddies  on  Johnston  Island  in  the  South  Pacific,  May  18,  1943. 

Lastly,  Stanley  always  enjoyed  courtesy  autographs  and  had  a  sizeable  number  of 
them  in  his  collection.  Thus  we  include  a  small  group  of  modern  courtesy  auto¬ 
graphs  J  Donna  Pope  (2).  On  $1  Federal  Reserve  Notes.  One  signed  to  Stanley, 
md  the  other  signed  to  his  wife.  Genevieve  J  Katherine  Davalos  Ortega  and  James 
A  Baker  III  (2)  Both  on  $1  Federal  Reserve  Notes  □  Katherine  Davalos  Ortega  (3). 


All  on  $1  Federal  Reserve  Notes  □  Michael  G.  Iacocca  (2).  Both  on  $2  Federal  Re¬ 
serve  Notes.  One  to  Stanley  and  one  to  his  wife,  Genevieve.  A  neat  lot  of  notes  for 
anyone  who  knew  Stanley  well,  or  perhaps  for  the  fancy  serial  number  collector  who 
appreciates  the  story  and  the  incredible  good  fortune  that  made  it  possible  to  as¬ 
semble  these  notes.

Short  Snorter  Signed  by  General  James  Doolittle 


6378  Short  Snorter  on  Allied  Military  Currency.  Italy.  Series  1943-A.  5 
Lire.  VG.  Perhaps  a  section  removed  from  a  larger  short  snorter,  as 
each  end  is  taped.  Ten  signatures  appear,  and  featured  most  promi¬ 
nently  among  them  is  “J.H.  Doolittle”  at  the  back  center,  in  black 
ink.  The  signature  is  oriented  diagonally  with  a  flourish,  and  is  nearly 
two  inches  in  length.  General  James  Doolittle  was  the  leader  of 
Doolittle’s  Rangers,  famous  for  the  Raid  on  Tokyo  in  World  War  II. 
Doolittle  was  awarded  the  Congressional  Medal  of  Honor  and  was 
among  the  most  famous  fighting  men  of  the  War.  His  citation,  pre¬ 
sented  personally  by  President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt,  reads,  in  part: 
“With  the  apparent  certainty  of  being  forced  to  land  in  enemy  terri¬ 
tory  or  perish  at  sea,  Colonel  Doolittle  personally  led  a  squadron  of 
Army  bombers,  manned  by  volunteer  crews,  in  a  highly  destructive 
raid  on  the  Japanese  mainland.”  Doolittle  is  buried  in  Arlington  Na¬ 
tional  Cemetery. 

In  addition  to  Doolittle's  autograph,  the  piece  is  signed  by  a  WAC 
named  Rose  Frusciante  and  another  woman,  Margie  Kendricks. 

Short  Snorter  Signed  by  Eddie  Rickenbacker

Though  several  signatures  have  faded,  at  least  two  dozen  can 
be  detected  including  a  fairly  sharp  one  of  Eddie  Rickenbacker, 
famed  World  War  I  “Ace  of  Aces”  and  Congressional  Medal  of 
Honor  recipient.  In  1941,  Rickenbacker  was  president  ot  Eastern 
Airlines.  A  popular  autograph  from  one  of  America’s  best  known 
military  figures. 
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Autographs  of  Joe  Louis  and  Beau  Jack

with  the  autographed  signatures  of  two  members  of  the  International 
Boxing  Hall  of  Fame.  On  the  face  is  written  “Best  Wishes  from  Beau 
Jack,  undated,  in  blue  ink.  Beau  Jack  was  a  lightweight  champ  who 
retired  in  1955  with  a  record  of  83-24-5. 

The  back  bears  the  inscription,  “To  John  Loyser,  from  Joe  Louis, 
1 1/28/47,  ’  in  black  ink.  Louis’s  signature  measures  two  inches  and  is 
quite  bold.  Joe  Louis  was  a  heavyweight  champion  who  retired  in 
1951  with  a  record  of  68-3  in  the  ring.  In  addition  to  the  Hall  of 
Fame,  both  men  were  named  to  the  AP  Fighters  of  the  Century  list. 

Vintage  autographs  of  Joe  Louis  are  difficult  to  acquire,  and  they 
are  unusual  in  this  format.

Though 
faded  slightly  over  the  years,  there  is  no  bleeding  or  smearing,  and 
the  autograph  remains  very  sharp.  A  nice  Presidential  autograph. 

According  to  the  often  told  tale,  Truman  was  fond  of  delivering  autographed  Sil¬ 
ver  Certificates. in  lower  denominations  to  the  Pullman  porters  who  served  as  his 
stewards  as  he  traveled  the  nation’s  rails  during  his  long  retirement.  Truman’s  auto¬ 
graph  is  found  with  some  frequency  on  $1  notes,  though  higher  denominations  or 
notes  also  signed  by  former  first  lady  Bess  Truman,  such  as  that  offered  in  the  lot 
below,  are  somewhat  scarcer.

A  rather  well-worn  note  as  Na¬ 
tional  Gold  Bank  notes  are  typically  found.  A  small  corner  is  off,  and 
a  portion  of  the  top  margin  and  design  border  is  missing  from  along 
the  right  half  of  the  note.  This  seems  an  unusual  paper  loss  due  to 
damage,  and  may  be  the  result  of  very  erratic  trimming  of  the  origi¬ 
nal  sheet  as  the  edge  seems  rather  clean.  The  face  retains  typical  aes¬ 
thetic  appeal  of  slightly  finer  notes,  while  the  back  is  somewhat 
darker  and  exhibits  some  fading.  The  bank  signatures,  serial  numbers 
and  charter  numbers  are  all  boldly  visible. 

While  the  Kelly  Census  reports  18  specimens  known  on  this  first 
title  of  this  bank,  it  is  a  scarcer  issue  and  not  commonly  offered.  As 
far  as  we  know,  there  have  been  just  nine  public  appearances  of  this 
charter  number  in  the  last  50  years.  As  for  the  second  title,  issued  af¬ 
ter  the  bank  had  passed  from  Gold  Bank  status,  no  notes  are  re¬ 
ported.  A  rare  opportunity  for  collectors  of  this  rare  and  highly 
prized  series.

Excellent  color  and  quality  for  the 
grade,  with  just  a  few  imperfections.  A  three-digit  number  is  lightly 
written  on  the  face  in  lavender  ink  which  is  the  only  readily  apparent 
flaw.  Close  inspection  will  reveal  numerous  pinholes,  and  a  short  tear 
from  the  top  edge,  just  over  a  quarter  of  an  inch  into  the  note.  Other¬ 
wise,  the  note  offers  enough  positives  to  effectively  counterbalance 
the  problems.  The  colors  are  pleasing  for  the  grade,  with  nice  con¬ 
trast  between  the  paper  and  ink  colors,  with  the  serial  numbers,  trea¬ 
sury  seal  and  charter  numbers  being  quite  bold.  The  back  is  particu¬ 
larly  attractive  with  sharp  contrast  between  the  green  ink  and  the 
black  central  frame.  Though  clearly  worn,  the  design  details  are  not 
faded  as  often  is  the  case  for  well-circulated  examples.  The  edges  and

corners  are  sharp,  while  the  note  is  well  centered  with  comfortable 
margins  framing  the  design  on  both  sides. 

As  for  rarity,  all  one  really  needs  to  know  is  “First  Charter  $50.” 
Fewer  than  100  specimens  are  known  to  exist  from  all  issuing  banks 
combined!  As  for  the  state  of  Indiana,  only  three  Original  Series  or 
Series  of  1875  $50s  are  now  known.  For  this  title,  the  present  note  is 
the  first  example  reported.  A  really  great  example  of  this  prohibitively 
rare  type.  Regardless  of  the  few  imperfections,  the  note  retains  great 
aesthetic  appeal  and  is  certain  to  please  its  next  owner.  Highly  impor¬ 
tant  and  worthy  of  careful  consideration,  as  chances  to  acquire  one  of 
these  precious  notes  come  few  and  far  between. 

The  National  State  Bank  of  Lafayette  was  one  of  14  note-issuing  National  Banks 
chartered  in  the  town  of  Lafayette,  and  though  there  are  only  1 0  notes  reported  on 
the  bank  it  stands  as  one  of  the  most  common  in  terms  of  known  populations!  The 
bank  was  chartered  in  1865,  and  during  its  20-year  service  to  the  community,  it  is¬ 
sued  just  over  $1.1  million  in  National  Bank  Notes.  As  of  the  last  accounting  in 
1910,  it  is  estimated  that  just  under  $8,000  remains  outstanding  from  this  bank.  Of 
the  14  banks  chartered  in  Lafayette,  only  two  would  remain  functional  long  enough 
to  issue  the  small-size  Series  of  1929  notes.

While  $29,500  was  esti¬ 
mated  to  remain  outstanding  at  the  time  the  bank  went  into  receiver¬ 
ship,  there  has  never  been  a  public  offering  of  a  note  irom  this  title,  as 
far  as  we  know.  As  such,  this  important  offering  presents  the  first  op¬ 
portunity  for  the  collecting  community  to  compete  for  this  very  rare 
and  heretofore  unavailable  charter  number.

This  bank  was  chartered  at 
about  the  same  time  as  the  other  bank  in  Dodge  Center,  but  its  fate 
would  also  be  roughly  the  same,  meeting  with  liquidation  20  years 
later.

Chartered  in  1928,  this  Harlem 
institution  would  issue  just  over  $1.3  million  in  National  Bank  notes 
before  the  end  of  the  note  issuing  period.

Even  the  edges  are  completely  intact, 
and  make  no  mistake,  this  is  a  tully  original  note.  Margins  are  very 
tight,  but  complete  on  the  lace.  On  the  back,  the  top  edge  is  just 
against  the  design  border  at  the  right  end.  Nice  color,  visual  appeal, 
and  rarity.  Less  than  10  public  appearances  are  recorded  lor  the  last 
50  years  identifying  this  as  a  particularly  scarce  New  York  Ciiy  title. 
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Quite  contrary  to  the  common  misconception  that  New  York  City 
nationals  are  so  available  as  to  relegate  them  to  “  type-note-only”  sta¬ 
tus,  there  are  numerous  institutions  for  which  precious  few  notes  are 
known.  The  presently  offered  title  is  one  of  these,  with  just  five  ex¬ 
amples  reported  in  the  census.

Nicely  printed  with  good  embossing 
and  a  very  nice  appearance  overall.  A  new  sheet  to  the  census. 

The  National  Park  Bank  began  operations  long  before  the  era  of  Na¬ 
tional  Banks  as  the  Park  Bank,  a  title  recognized  by  collectors  as  belong¬ 
ing  to  that  vast  group  of  19th-century  institutions  commonly  referred  to 
as  “obsolete  banks.”  Long  after  its  change  from  an  obsolete  bank  to  a 
National  Bank,  this  institution  was  absorbed  by  Chase  Manhattan  Bank. 

This  sheet  features  plate  position  letters  U-V-W-X,  each  with  a  tiny 
subscript  “4”  just  after.  Such  notations  are  indicative  of  a  rather  large 
number  of  plates  having  been  required  for  the  production  of  a  vast 
run  of  notes  ordered  by  the  institution.  This  particular  plate  is  the 
24th  plate  format  used  to  print  these  $5  sheets. 

While  one  might  immediately  think  of  the  famous  Central  Park  when  reading  this 
title,  the  Park  here  is  actually  City  Hall  I’ark,  in  the  south  end  of  Manhattan,  where 


excavations  in  1991  led  to  the  discovery  of  427  burials  from  the  African  Burial 
Ground  located  there  in  the  18th-century.  Further  excavations  in  the  area  in  1999, 
during  renovations  made  in  anticipation  of  the  millennium  celebrations,  uncovered 
another  70  individuals,  believed  to  be  former  residents  of  New  York’s  first 
almshouse,  built  in  1736  to  house  both  the  indigent  and  criminals  in  two  separate 
facilities  under  one  roof.  Though  it  was  not  the  first  of  its  kind  in  New  York,  it  was 
the  first  publicly  funded  one,  and  as  such  it  is  somewhat  misleadingly  referred  to  as 
the  first  in  the  city.

George  H.  Earle,  Jr.  was  one  of  Philadelphia’s  leading  financiers  of  the  day.  Born  in 
1856,  he  was  formally  trained  in  Law,  but  made  his  career  in  banking  and  finance. 
According  to  Pete  Smith’s  1992  work,  American  Numismatic  Biographies,  Earle  was 
Vice  President  of  two  National  Banks,  the  one  represented  by  the  present  note,  and 
Tradesmen’s  National  Bank  of  Philadelphia.  He  also  served  as  President  of  the  Finance 
Company  of  Philadelphia,  and  Real  Estate  Trust  Company  in  the  same  city.  However, 
in  his  free  hours  he  devoted  much  time  to  his  numismatic  cabinet.  When  Henry 
Chapman  sold  the  wonderful  collection  of  George  H.  Earle,  Jr.  across  five  days  in  June, 
1912,  numismatic  history  was  made.  The  collection  brought  $55,821.63,  becoming 
the  most  valuable  coin  collection  ever  sold  at  auction.  The  collection  included  242 
large  cents,  highlighted  by  20  examples  dated  1793!  Among  other  rarities,  his  collec¬ 
tion  included  an  example  of  the  famous  Kellogg  $50  gold,  a  Continental  dollar  in  sil¬ 
ver,  a  1798  Small  Eagle  half  eagle,  examples  of  the  Confederate  cents  in  copper,  nickel, 
and  silver,  pattern  coins,  colonials,  and  other  important  holdings.

The  First  Public  Offering  of 
an  Unreported  Title

of  defects  that  would  be  noteworthy  at  this  grade  level.  The  note  is 
lightly  and  evenly  soiled  from  use,  but  all  ink  color  remains  good.  A 
short  split  is  noted  at  one  corner,  though  this  does  not  affect  the  de¬ 
sign,  and  the  note  is  well  centered  with  comfortably  broad  margins 
on  both  sides.

South  Dakota  Red  Seals  are  quite  rare  in  general,  with  around  two 
dozen  notes  known  from  the  entire  state,  all  from  about  half  that  num¬ 
ber  of  individual  banks.  As  such,  these  are  mostly  from  scattered  loca¬ 
tions  as  opposed  to  some  other  states  that  might  have  one  or  two  more 
common  institutions  that  issued  a  sizeable  number  of  Red  Seals. 

1  hough  $10,000  is  estimated  to  remain  outstanding  from  this  par¬ 
ticular  bank,  not  a  single  note  has  ever  been  reported  to  exist  before 
now.  1  he  total  issue  of  currency  was  just  over  $60,000,  and  consisted 
only  of  Red  Seal  and  Date  Back  notes  of  the  Series  of  1902.  Of  all  of 
the  notes  printed,  the  Red  Seal  $20  was  the  rarest,  with  only  600 
pieces  printed.  Taking  into  consideration  the  status  of  this  note  as  a 
new  discovery,  unique  on  the  bank,  and  an  alluring  Red  Seal  issue 
featuring  a  great  name  for  a  South  Dakota  town,  we  expect  that  this 
note  will  attract  healthy  bidding  competition.  For  the  South  Dakota 
or  Red  Seal  collector  who  must  have  this  title,  this  is  the  first  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  its  acquisition,  and  it  may  well  be  the  last.

A 
nice  type  note  with  an  attractive  layout,  from  a  more  available  title.
